f)^5JQ)05HE Foundation of the Tower of 
i uj^ Londoftj according to the moft au- 
nn ^ thentic records^ was marked out, 
)j|( . )i^ and that part of the building called 

i^"^ FJK ^^« ^^^''' "^^^ credcd by fTilliam 
iiUJ()J^)J^)Ju2 ^^c Conqueror, in the year 1076, 
with a view, no doubt, to fecure to 
himfelf and his followers a fafe retreat, in cafe of 
any furprize from the EngUfij while he was em- 
ployed in fettling^ the Government of his new con- 
quefts. 

That this was his defign in buildinsdie Tower, ap- 
pears from its fituation, its extent, and its communica- 
tion with the river T^jTf^j, from whence it might be 
fupplied with all kinds of fuccours of men, provifion^, 
and military ftores* But how it could command the 
city, the bridge, and the river, fo early as ffTttiam the 
Conqueror's time, before the ufe of guns, as Mr. 
Guthrie has ailerted, I muft own I cannot comprehend. 
And I believe, whoever views it attentively, even in 
its prefent circumftances, will agree with me, that it 
was rather planned for a place of defence thanofience. 
But to return* The death of the Conqueror in 1088^ 
about eight years after this fortrefs was begun, put a 
flop to the progrefs of the work for a while, and.Ieft 
the completion of it to that great genius in ^eomei- 
trical knowledge fyilUantR^us^ fon to ffUham the

Conqueror, who in I098-furroiu3ded it witb 4BaB5^ 
and fortified it with a4)road and deep ditch : Since 
his time indeed, the number of buildings within the 
wails has ^oen ^radwally and greatly mciieaifed', fo 
that it feems now rather a town than a fortrefs. It 
ihould be remarked, that ihislaft mentioned Monarch 
built JViftmuifler^Hall alfo, at that time the admira- 
tion of all Europe. 

• The Tower, as it is now fortified with cl»)non, 
is perhaps the beft chofen fituationfor fuch a fortrefs 
of any in the worlds It 1 jes to riie eaft war d of Zmi« 
«<?», near enough to cover that opuleht city from in- 
vafion by water* being 80b yards onlv from the 
ihridee \ and to tne north of the river. Thames^ from 
.whi^ it is parted by a narrow ditch, and a conveni- 
ent wbarf, to which it has. a communication by a 
drawrbridge, for the readier Ulliing and receiving 
apununicioii, and naval .or military fk>res. . On this 
wharf, there is lately made a long and beautiful plat- 
jTorm, on which are planted 61 pieces of cannon^ 
mounted on new anci very elegant iron carriages^ 
The pieces of ordnance are chiefly ufed to fire on 
days of ftate, or to promulgate ai^y joyful news to the 
jiublic. . Parallel to the wharf^ within the walls, is 
a platform 70 yards in length, called th^ La£es Line^ 
j)ecaufe much frequented by .the Ladies in the /um- 
|ner, as within it is Aaded with a lofty row of tre^, 
and without it has a delightful profpe^ of tfaie.ihip- 
Bjng^ with boats pa^ng aad repa&ng^.qn the rivef 
Thames. You afcen4 this line by ftone fteps|^ and 
being once upon it you may walk almoft j:ound the 
walls of the Tower without interruption, and in

ind the third and laft is called the IVoodeu BaHery^ 
utounted with fix piece^ of cannon s . all theie ans 
Dine pounders. 

The principal entrance into the Tower is by a 
gate to the weft, large enough to admit coaches and 
heavy carriagjes; but thefe are firft admitted through 
an outer gate, and muft pafs a ftout ftone bridge, 
built oyer the ditch, before they can approach the 
main entrance. There is befides an ehtrance for 
perfons on foot, over the draw-bridge already men- 
tioned to the wharf, which wharf is only divided 
from the mainland by gates at each end, opened every 
day at a certain hour for the convenience of a het 
inf ercourfe between the refpe£live inhabitants of the 
Tower, the city and its fuburbs. There is alfo a 
water*gate, common! v called Traitors Gate^ through 
vhich it has been cuftomary to convey traitors, and 
other ftate prUbners, to or from the Tower, perhaps 
for greater privacy, and which is feldom opened on 
any other occafion^ but the Lords committed to the 
Tower on account of the late rebellion were publicly 
admitted at the main entrance. Over this gate is a 
regular building, terminated at each end by two ba- 
fiions, or round towers, on which are embrafurcs for 
pointing cannon, but there areat prefent none mount* 
ed. In this building are placed the infirmary, the mil], 
and waterworks thatfupply the Tower with water, 

(jreat ceremony is.ufed at opening and fhuttino- 
the principal gate night and morning. A little before 
ilx in the morning in fummer, and as foon as it is 
light in the winter, the yeoman porter goes to the 
governor's houfe for the keys, from whence he pro- 
. ceeds to the innermoJ|lgate, attended by a ferjeant and 
fix men of the main guard ; this gate being opened to 
leJL them pafs is again {hut, while the yeoman porter 
and the guard proceed to open the three outermoft 
|;^tes, at each of which the guards reft their firelocks,

as do the fpur-guard whrlc the keys pafs and repafs' 
Upon the yeoman porter's return to the innerm6ft 
gatQ, he calls to the wardens in w^iting^ to take in 
King Gforge*s keys; upon which the gate is opened, 
and ihe keys fodgcd in the warders hall till the time of 
locking, which is ufually about ten or eleven at night, 
with the fame formality as when opened.. After they 
are fliut, the yeoman and guard proceed to the main 
guard, who arc atl under arms with the officers upon 
duty at their head. The ufual challenge from the 
main guard to the yeoman porter is, ff^ comes there? 
His anfwer is, The keys. The challenger fays, Pafs 
keysi upon which the officer orders the guard tottSt 
their firelocks; the yeoman porter then fays, God 
fave King George. AmeUi is loudly anfwered by all 
the guard. From the main guard the yeomart por- 
ter with his guard proceeds to the governor's, where 
the keys are left; after which no perfon can go out 
or come in upon any pretence whatfoever till next 
morning, without the watch- word for the nigh t, wh ich 
is kept io fecret, that none but the proper officers and 
the ferjcant upon guard, ever come to the knowledge 
of it; for it is the fame on the fame night in ever/ 
fortified place throughout the King's^ dominions. 
When that is given by any ftranger to the centinel 
at the fpur-guard (or outer-gate) he communicates 
H to his ferjeant, who pafles it to the next on duty, 
and fo on till U comes to the governor, or command' 
ing officer, by whom the keys are delivered to the 
yeoman porter, who attends as before ; the mam 
guard being put under arms, brings them to the outer 
gate, where the ftranger is admitted, and condu£^ed 
to the commandant. Having made known his bufi* 
nefs, he is conduced to the outer-gate, difmifTed, 
the gate {hut, and the keys redelivered with all the 
formality as at firft.

. The principal officers to ivhom the government 
and c&re of the Tower is committed are, firft, the 
ConfiabU of the Tower j who is ufually of the higheft 
quality, as his poft at all coronations and other ftate 
ceremonies is of the utmoft confequence, having the 
crown and other regalia in hts cuftody. He natb 
vnder him a lieutenant, and a deputy-lieutenant, 
commonly called governor, wbofe offices are like- 
wife of great dignity, a tower*major, gentleman 
porter, yeoman- porter, gentleman gaokr, four quar- 
ter gunners, and forty wardens, whofe uniform \9 
the fame with the king's yeomen of the guard : 
Upon their heads they were round fiat-crowned caps, 
tied round with baikis of party-coloured ribbands : 
Their coats are of a particular make, but very be- 
coming, with large fleeves and flowing fkirts, and 
are of fine fcarlet cloth, laced round the edges and* 
ieams with feverat rowsof gold lace, and girt round 
dieir waiils with a broad iaced girdle. Upon their 
breafts and backs thev wear the king's ftlver badge, 
xeprefenting the thiftle and rofe, on which are the 
letters G. R. in capitals. 

fiefides tbefe, and other inferior domeftic officers, 
if I may be allowed to call them fo, there is always 
a battalion of foot guards on duty quartered in bar- 
racks, which have ^n lately rebuilt. The principal 
boildings withing the walls are the church, the white 
Tower, the offices df ordnance^ of the mint, of the 
keepers of the records, the jewel office, the horfe- 
armory^ the grand ftore-houfe, the new or fmall ar- 
mory, handiome houfes fer the chief officers refid- 
ing in the Tower, with many other houfes for the 
meaner officers, and barracks for foldiers on duty, 
befides prifons for ftate-delinquents, which are com- 
monly the warders houfes. *

The Whit? Tower is al^fgc fquare irre^Iar 
l^uiiding, (Uuated almoft in tb« center, no<»ae fide 
anfNvering to another^ nor are any of iJtswiiit,eh towers, 
of which there are four th^c i^rmiment the top, built 
alike: one of thefe towers is now converted iotto an 
obferv^tory, and indeisd ieems well fttuated for the 
purpofe. 

^ The building itfelf cpi)fift$ of thnee very lofty fto« 
ries, under which aren^o^ fpa^jGiousand commodious 
vaults,, chiefly filM ?yiftb fal^pctrc. It iscp^irered 
m top wid^ flat I^ads,: frcHu whence there is an ex<^ 
lenftve ancj d^UghtAii|M:c/pe^i ^ ' 

^ Inthe firft^QryaretwofpaciousrooihffOneofwhich 
is a fmall arinqry for the fefi^fervice, having various 
Ibrts oS arm^ very curioMfly laid up in itj for more 
than 10,000 feamejp. Jn the other room are ciofets 
and predes in abundjince, all £j}ed with warlike tools 
and inftruments of death without number. Over 
thefe are two other floors, one filled principally with 
;|rms; the p^rwUh arms and armorers; tbols; fuch 
as chjSVie;»ux d^ frize, pjckr^xes, fpades and fhovels* 
I n the upper ftory is kept match, fheep's-ficins, 
tanned bids, &fr. And in a little room fome recoris, 
containing perhaps the ?ntient u&ges and privileges 
of the place. In tbi$ tower are likewife kept models 
of the new invent^ed engines of deftrudion,. that have 
frotn time to tiniebeefi prefent/ed to the governmeiBrt.

part of his majcfty's. dominions, j^rc accountaWci 
from which office all orders for the difpofition of 
warlike materials forevcfy kiivl of fervice are ifl'ued. 

The Mint is alfo a feparate divifion, which com*-, 
pfehends near one third of the Tower, and contains 
houfes for all Che officers belongiag to the coinage. 

The office of Keeper of the Records is oppofite the 
platform already dcfcribcd. Ithaaliately been adorned 
with a fine carved ftbnc door*cafe at the emrahcc, 
and finely wainfcotted within. All the rolls from 
Kingy<?iw»tothebeginrangof the reign fARichardWl^, 
are depofited in j6 wainfcoc preflesin thisoffice; tfeofo 
fmce that time are kept at the Rolls in Cbanary Lane* 
The roll> and reconls kept in the Tower contain the^ 
antient tenures of all the landa in EngUmiy wi<h ^ 
rurveyK>f the manors; the origitials of aU Uws and 
ftatates ; the rights oiEni^and to t;he:domi»toA of the 
'Btitijh feas } leagues and treatka with foreign princes ^ 
the atchievements of. England in fw'eign: wars ; an* 
ti^nt grants of our ]di%% to thdr fisbjeds^ the fbrms 
of fubmi^n of the ScvtfijfSirltihgs ; wrifes and proceed*- 
ings of the courts of common law and equity; the 
iettlement of Inland as to law and dominion?; priid^ 
leges and immimities granted to all cities andcorpo^ 
rations during the period before-mentioned ; with, 
many other important records j alhuegularly dHpofed 
by the dHigcnce of SHJlnUiam Dugdeli^ ^tkioi)x^9 
wider his ditedion^. and jKoperiy referred torin rfcaV 
a thoufand folio indexes. A feafeh'hereii^/haM a 
guinea^ for which you may perufe any one fuhje^ 
a year.

, The Horfc- Armory is a little eaftward of the White 
Tower. It is a plain brick buildin^^ rather Con-* 
venient than elegant. Its contents are likewife among 
the curioiities commonly (hewn at the Tower; ana 
will be diftin&ly defcribed hereafter* 

The grand ftore^houfe is a noble building to the 
northward of the White Tower^ and extends in 
length 245 feet, in breadth 60. It was beeun by 
King Janus II. and by that prince built to the firft 
floor, but finiOied by King WiUiamy wbaere&ed that 
magnificent room called the Niw or Small Arimty^ 
in which he, with Queen Mory his confort, on its 
being fintihed, dined in great form^ having all the 
warrant workmen and labourers to attend them, dref- 
fed in white gloves and aprons, the ufual badges of 
the order of free-mafonry. This noble ftrudure is 
of brick and ftone, and on the north fide is a ft^ely 
door^cafe adorned with four columns, • an entabla^ 
ture, and triangular pediment of the Dorick Order. 
Under the pediment are the king's arms, with en* 
richments of trophy work very ornameotaL 

The other buildings within the Tower having no- 
thing remarkable, we £ball proceed to the defcrip- 
tion of tbofe curiofities that arc ufualiy ihewn €0 
Grangers. 

OftH LxQNS and ether %vild Beap in the Tower* . 

THE firft thing a ftranger ufualiy goes to fee, 
whofe curiofity leads him to view the rarities in 
this place, is the wild beafts,a8 by their fituation they 
£rft prefent themfelves; for when you have eiUered 
the outer-gate, and pafied what is called the fpur- 
guard , you will fee the keeper's houlEe juft before you, 
-which you will know hy the figure of k lion being 
placed againft the wall ; andoyer the door where you 
are to emer is another figure, of a lion; there you 
ring, and for fix-penc€ each pcr&n> yyu wiU prcr

iently gain admittance, and be fhewn fuch a noble 
colledion of wild creattu^s, as is worth any perfon's 
while to fpend a few minutes in admiring. 

At your entrance you are carried into a range of 
dens in the form of a half moon, moft of them inha- 
bited by lions and lionefTes of different ages and dif- 
ferent countries. 

. The firft they ibew you is a young be-Iion named 
Marco, which was prefented to his Majefty by his 
royal highnefs the Duke of Cumberland; he is ftiU 
very favage, and no art of the keepers can tame hinu 

This &n was formerly occupied by a lionefs, who 
lived above 40 years in the Tower, and bred fev^aJ 
times, to the no fmall fatisfa£tion of her keepers.— 
She was the oldeft that ever was known here, tho' it 
is more than 500 years fince thefe fort of beafts firft 
began to be kept in this place* Of her whelps Nero 
lived to the a^e often, and died about nineyears ago, 
- and Nancy hved to the age of twenty. Thefe weie 
both brought up in the Tower, with great care 
and expence; for hardly any creature is more tender 
when young than a lion s whelp, notwithftanding the 
great firength of thofe. animals when grown to ma- 
turity. In this country they would inrallibly periih, 
if they were not immediately taken from their dams 
as foon as whelped ; and it is remarkable, that in 
Barbary^ where they are a part of the wild inhabitants 
of the woods and forefts, many of them die in breeds 
ing their teeth, in flrong convulfions. Thofe nurfed 
in the Tower were kept twelve months in a warm 
room, and fed moftly with milk diet before they were 
put into dens; they were as gentle as lambs when 
about five or fix weeics old, but it was obferved their 
ravage nature increafed as they erew up. 

An anonymous author gives this account of Ntro^ 

< That when he was two years old he was indeed a 

< very beautiful creature, and exceedingly well edu-

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« cated; for, fays he, upon my expreifing a defirc cf 

* vifiting his lodgings', ata word fpeaking he marched 
.< down with great condefeenfion from his upper into 

* his lower apartment, and gave mfc the opportunity 

* of entering his den ; where having fatisfied my cu- 

* riofity in viewing his dining-room, kitchen, and 
« bed-chamber, his manner of living, particular 

< ceremonies in eating, drinking, &r. at my depar- 

* ture from thence he would firin have taken me by 

* the hand, but our acquaintance being but fleodcr, 

< 1 declined accejiting fogreatamarkof hfefriend- 

* Ihip, till I had known him better. Upon the 
« keepers putting into his dea a piece of lights, 
« he feemmgly took very little notice of it, but 

* couched down on his "bellyV with his fore-feet out 
^ like a cat that is going to leap at a moufe, and in an 
» inftant gave a fudden ^ing from the fertheft fide 
^ of the den, and feized it with an^azing fiercenefe/ 
Nancy ^ it feems, was more fhy;. file wouW admit of 
BO familiarity with ftrangers;^ and was lo6ked upon 
as the fierceft beaft in the Tower. ' 

The next den is inhabited by mafter Dunco, a. 
Voung he-lion, andmifsGROoccRY, a fine young 
tygrefs^ which were prcfcnted tohis majefty by lord 
4njm. Tho' thefe creatures are full grown, they live 
together in the mpft perfeft amity andfriendfhip; 
and the king of beaftspermiti his fair partner to fliarc 
with him his empire without corrtroul.. 

This lion is fo perfe£lly -tame and good-natured, 
that he will fufFer his keepers to do any thing with 
him ; and there is one circumftancc, relpeiftiog hi^ 
behaviour, which I muft relate,, as m tendernefs he 
feems to have come near to human nature, and ia 
friendftip to have furpaffed k. 

When Dunco was in the den aWne, andacciSent 
happened to the lower part of it, Which foimpairel 
the wood- worlcthat lie could not be kept with fafety \ 

the 
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ftc carpcneer was therefore called to meoi iU wIh> 
wifely ftood at a diftance* sutd cQuId not approach 
the den.for fear of tb€ HoA. Upon thi3 o«£,of the 
keepers ftepped into thie deo, apd agreed to keep 
Dunco in the upp^ part of ht$ houfe, while thecar<» 
poiter was at work beneath* It happened* however^ 
that the keeper, afte^ {laying feme tiocie with the 
lioo, fell faA afleep* TbiQ ,c%rpeater cpntieued hif. 
work, withoult knowing jto what dajigeir he was ex« 
pofcd, and when he h^^ 4of>e called the keeper til 
come down andfafteji ithe doors <t>ut iieceiyis^'no 
anfwer, be ran out of the den, wd was greatly fuin? 
prized to fee,, through the grftte, bcnh the koi^r 
and the lion ftrctched upon the floor and fleeping 
together. He. again ^called Wiltiam^ but William was 
too found alkepAo msk» aw aufw^r; however ther 
lion reared up bi§ great beadt aftd» after looking at 
the carpenter fome time, threw hjb great paw over 
WiUiatri'% breaft, and laying his wfe upon, his bead 
again compofed bimfelf to reft* l^he carpenter, al- 
r^eady terrified with Ws ow» fttuation, was ftill more 
abrmed when hefaw th« keeper thus incirded with 
tbe pskwa of dte. lions a;nd raa .into the houfe for 
aid. Some c^ the people (e»n)e out, and, having, 
bdtcd th«idkn*daorr wWcb th« «Jarpente» bad neg-r 
leded in bis preaipitafie retreat, they roufed IViU 
Uofth wbo fliakiftg tb^ liw bv the paw took hi$ 
leave J biM: Dmc» wa^ jtoa w;eJi bfied tofuftrhia- 
frisitd to go wUhout^iime little ^enem^ny^ of marks 
of efleenti . he firft rubM hiis gteat nofe againft the 
keeper's knees, then held hioi by the ceat, as if b^ 
would have faid. Do Jay a little longer \ and when 
be found n^ enjyreatie^ could, p^VaU o« WiUifim to* 
take t-othcr nafs he cpuirtpoufly waited pn Wm t» 
thit door; i 

. It is an. old maxim, that evilfmmHm^um corrupts 

good maimers s. and as* a. coaip»«ifi» to tW* adag?, we 

! may 
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may aflert^ that good compof^ and kind treatmtnt wttt 
tanu tbi mijifavage animals. We have an inftance 
of thisy in the courteous behaviour of tnifs Graggery^ 
who is altogether as kind and familiar as her com«« 
panion, and, though a tygrefs, difcovers no marks 
of ferocity. — But notwithftanding the polite and 
friendly behaviour of thefe beautiful creatures, I 
would not advife my friends to be too great with 
them; for, like other couples, they may fomettmes 
happen to be out of temper* • 

The tyger is in ibape notmuch unlike a cat, only 
much larger, and when wild is prodigious fierce ^id 
ravenous. It lurks in the woods, andtieizes its prey 
by a fudden fpring. Men in traverfing the woods, 
are frequently furprized by this animal. Tygers are 
finely fpotted; they are of a yellowtih colour, ajid their 
fpots black; they iare very (dayful, and^ leap a pro* 
digious height, when they are playing their gambols* 
in the third den, you were formerly fhewn Zar a, 
a celebrated lionefs, lately dead. She was brought 
from the dey of Algiers^ as a prefent to his majefty, 
by commodore Keppky when he went to that prince, 
fome years ago, to fettle the peace, and ranfom the 
Englijb prifoners. This lionefs was married in the 
Tower, arid there bred, and in the fame den are now 
fliewn PoMi^EY and Dido, her fon and daughter. 
Thefe (he brought forth about four yeai^ ago, and 
was fo tenderly fond of them till her death, that (he 
eat no meat till they had done, though they Were 
then grown almoft as lar^e as herfelf. Thefe two 
au'e remarkably tame, and fond of their keepers. 

In the next den reigns alone Cjssar, a mighty 
lion, born in Barharj^ and prefented by the dey of 
Algiers to his maiefty* He was brought over with 
Zara by commodore KeppUy and has the honour ta 
be father to Pofttptf and Did$. He may be a good 
father, but we cannot allow him to be a good com- 

panion^ 
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panioiT, for he is both faucy and furly ; and there* 
fore we would advife none of our friends to take 
him by the tooth. 

In the laft den of this yard may be feen Sir 
Richard, a fine young Tyger prefented to hb 
Majefty by the Earl of Korthumberland. 

From this ran^e of dens, you are carried into the 
next yard, and inewn: 

i.MirsFANfiy,a beautiful young lionefs, brought 
from Bombay by captain Wibb^ and prefented* toliis 
prefent majefty. This is .a comely lafs, and eood 
tempered, but (be is fomewhat lame, occafioned by 
her paws being feared, when young, with a red hot 
iron by the negroe who took her, which was done» 
we^are told, to make her tame; and tame flieis, in- 
deed more fo than many of the human race. Shew 
me a man, or if vou pleafe, • a woman, who would 
ftand ftill, and without refiftance fufler their mouths 
to be opened and a dofe of nafty phyfic thruft doWA 
their throats ? yet /Isffiiy.fuffered this and more, pa« 
tiently ; for fome timiB ago, when ihe feemed indif- 
pofed, and refufed to eat her meat, the' two keepers 
commenced do&ors, and having prepared a drink for 
her, one opened her jawa^ with his hands, while the 
other poured it down her throat; and this dofe they 
repeated four different times, without any other opu. 
pofition from the good natured creature than a feiir 
look, and a growl of difapprobation. 

In a fecond den you are fhewn a large wolf from 
Saxony^ in form not unlike a dbs of a mixed breed. 
Thefe are ravenous creatures, which inhabit the im- 
menfe forefts in Germany and other parts, and area, 
terror to men and cattle. In the fevere (eafon of the 
year, when the frofts and fnciws have locked up every 
kind of vegetable, thefe creatures come from the 
woods, and fall ravenoufly upon every living thihg

they meel. Children hav.e been torn from the breafis 
pf their niotbers hy theo;i upon the road; and they 
have even entered houfes in fearch of food. 

The third den 13 occiipied by Hector, a fine 
young lion, fent as a prefent to his m^jeily from the 
emperor of Morocco, . 

^ Next to him ypuare (hewn Mifs Jenny, a Bengal 
tygrefs, brought from Madrafs by governor Piggoij 
andprefehted to his ipajefty a$ a gr«at curiofity.. She 
is a moft beautiful creature, far exceeding any other 
in th0 whole coHeftioo.- 

. In the next den, you ^re fliewn Nero, the em- 
peror, the oldeft iioa in the T<>w^r, now gfieatly 
upoQ the defJinc* He was brought from the river 
GatMa in JfrUay and is of a^oble and nurieftic ap- 
pear^ncer His looks ftrike the Aout^ft tcbolder 
with aftonifibing awe. . His bead js large, being 
covered with a long ftagged mane that reaches to his 
/boulders, and, m rm opinion, udds^ rather to the 
JteiTQf than m^jefiy of hiscouAtenaiicei for his pyes 
i)eing very fiery aodi fisir fet into his h^d) and dartr 
ing as it werea Juml of red fiame tbrow^ hi^long, 
ibaggy, and dtflievelled hair, raifes fuch an idea of 
£ercene(s, as ciannot be excited in the mind unac- 
companied with fear; isor do I conceive it poffible 
for huffian courage to encounter a creature of fuch 
a dreadful afpe£t, widtout the intervention <^ fame 
lucky circumftance, notwitbftanding the ftories that 
Aave beea told of. men killing lions, in equal cora- 
»bat. His. mouth opens wide, and difcoveral afright- 
.ful fet of te^h, and when he roars (which he ge- 
•l>erally doea, if not diilurbed or interrupted by 
company) about five in the evening, he may be 
heard at a great diftance ; indeed the voice of the 
lion is faid to.be fo terrible, ,when wild in the 
foreft, that aH cneatures that hear i£ tremble. The 
Jion we are fpeaking ofj if I do not miftake in de- 

fcribing 
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fcrlbing him, is a kind of yellowifii cream-colours 
about tour feet high, his 'body fmallln propfortion to 
his head, but his legs have the appearance of amazing 
ftrength; hi& large mufcles beipg very vifible through 
the fkin that covers them. The bone of his fore-leg 
feems to be about the bignefs of a man's wrift, and 
his fore-feet are armed with five prodigious daws, 
fheathed like thofe of a cat, with which ne feizes his 
prey like that animal i his hinder feet with only four* 
This ftately creature had his (ho.ulder flipped by aft 
accident, which nukes bim. go lame^ and feemingly 
in pain, yet he appears to bjs very gentle and tra^lablc 
to his feeder, ^d will JTie down to Iqthim pby witk 
)iim like a ipaniel; but I^ould advife no ftranger to 
be fo familiar with thefe beafis; for there are fome 
whofe countenances they do not like ^t firft fight and 
therefore whe^ they have conceived adilkuft, it would 
be dangerous to come within their, read^: ;md yet I 
have heard of men that have been fo fool-hardiy when 
they have been to (ee this terjuble beaft, as to pluck • 
lock of his mane. 

It is reported, that a fpaniel dog^ being once throwQ 
into a former lion's den in the Tower, inftead of 
hurting it^ the lion cheri£bed it, and contra£^ed fuch 
a fondnefs for it, that he woiild never fufter it to be 
taken out again^ but fed it at his table till he die49 
which was not till feyeral years after* , ^ 

The next deii is Inhabited by a leopard and leopard- 
efs, two beautiful creatures fent to his prefent ma- 
jeftyby thejdjjyof Alglersi and prefented by thelat^ 
Jilgfrine ambaflador. , 

You are next (hewn a young he-leopard, namedf 
"Sir Robert, which ;ivas brought from Tripolyhj 
Capt. Bircb^ and piiefented to the late king. Thi^ ' 
is a mod beantiful creature, of ^{hiniiig yellow cot 
lour incprmlxed with bright i^ts* ;

Ih the next den is Mife Lucy, a panther, from 
Buenvs Ayrei. She is a moft beautiful creature, her 
coat being of a ihining yellow colour, decorated with 
great variety of round olack fpots, each enclofed in 
a compartment of an hexagonal form. Though Mifs 
Lucy is pretty in appearance, ihe has fome fly, mis- 
chievous tricKS. She isfurly even to the keepers, and 
very lately tore a woman's arm in a terrible manner, 
who attempted to be familiar with her. This wc 
thought proper to mention,. as a caution to others. 

You are next (hewn Cleony, a young lionefi 
from the coaft of Barbarj^ which is very tame, and 
fuUJof play. This creature is efteemed very beauti- 
ful, her coat being of a cream colour, with brown 
fpots. She was prefented to her prcfent majefty by 
the earl of Bute, 

There was formerly ihewn here a black hear, 
brought {tomNew-Tork by capt. Lee^ and prefented 
to the Duke of York^ who gave it to his majefty. This 
creature was very docile, and would open the door of 
his de;i, and do feveral. other feats at the word of 
command; but he was not fo droll and dextrous as 
the Maryland bear, for which this account is preferv- 
ed; for that creature would ihew you the humours 
of the beggars on Tower- Hill^ would make the fide- 
fteps in the Prujian exercife, and ufually clofcd his 
cntertaii^ment with a fine boarding-fchool courtcfy. 

The next creature ihewn you, is a capuc bin Jkfon^ 
iefy which is all that now remains of the famous 
Ichool of apes, with which the public has been f&of<* 
tencnterjtained, Befides the creature above men- 
tioned,, this fchool originally confifted of two Bgyp-- 
iian night-walkers, and two apes, from Turkey. Of 
the largeft of thefe creatures they ufed to tell abundance 
of very furprifihg ftories; and indeed thefe fort of ^ 
mumals are capabte of fuch variety of droll imitations 

of 
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of human anions, that their whimfical tricks, were 
they to be remembred^ would fill a volume* The 
male Egyptian having one day broke his chain^ in the 
twinkling of an eye mounted to the top of one of 
the offices, and there fet his keepers at defiance.-. 
When they prepared to fet ladders to attack him by 
ftorm» he played the tiles about their heads with fuch 
dexteritV) ftrength, and nimblenefs, that he fairly beat 
them offj when they attempted to furprife him by 
ftratagem, he was no lefs vigilant than before he had 
been a£live, and difcovered as much fagacity in de- 
feating their plots, as he had ihewn courage in op- 
pofing their attacks. Finding him neither to be over- 
comcby foi:ce or ftratagem, they had recourfe to milder 
methoas, and thought to entice him down by feafting 
his companions openly in his fight ; but that too fail- 
ed of fuccefs. He feemed to divert himfelf much, 
by the chattering he made, in baffiinfi; all the arta 
they could devifeto catch him; and at length, after 
tihtiling almoft all the place, and laughing as long 
as he thought proper at thofe that thought them- 
felves wifer than hinuelf, he came very orderly down 
and retired to his own apartment.-— But what often 
furprizsd, and indeed innnitely delighted the keeper, 
was an amour he had with a favourite female of his 
own fpeceies, by whom, after more than twenty years 
fruitlefs endeavours, he at length had jfTue. The 
little ape fhe brought forth was efteemed the greateft 
curiofity the kingdom ever produced ; thefe animals 
having never been known to breed in thefe cold regions 
before. Nobody fufpeded the pregnancy of the dam 
tUI fhe had brought forth her young one, which fhe 
jiurfed with the fame tendernefs as mothers do infants^ 
and much m the fame manner. She carried it in her 
arms and' fometimes on her back, and danced it 
round the room with much drollery ^ but what is 
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ifaoft remarkable, there was a dry nurfe in the fame 
room, Who wafs as fbrt^ of it as th<; danr. This old 
fJreature'that ufed to' j^iin loofe abdut the room, bne 
day took it upon her.backasid'ran away with it. She 
mounted the ridge oftHe dens, and when (he thought 
Ihe had it fafcto herfdf, (he fccmfed ft)'hij|hly j^Ifeafed, 
that the keepers by her anticks were afraid me would 
have dropped it; btit havin^g; retovered it from her 
Without any hurt, they ever after chained her up* 
Sometimes medam and* Ihe <)uarVelled about the nur- 
fery. A gchtlemari* bbfervjng the particular tender* 
neis of thefc animafe, cried* our one diay in high 
humour, ** Wc' are* certainly aH in an error, and 
^ have been wrortg from* the beginnings Tii/e are 
•* the rationals^ and we art the afes. It is nof fo, Mr. 
« Keeper?" / 

. You are next fljewir Hfit^ir,. a lionefs from the 
coaft of Bnrhary. Sht fHff remains in the ca]ge which 
brought her over; thetef feiing nb den efflpty; tHiough 
three new dfens'tt^e teen lately built. ' 
' The tittctcur?ofi^^y6u ht U a Mufii/sy eat, ftnt 
from the dejrbf Jl^hrs^iti'd prefenteatohi^majefty 
by the hte Algmtie' ambafladbr. This crcatlire, 
vrWch is beauriftilly (]poctcd,.is made very Ibng in the 
Ijack, head and tail, fomeWhatlike a ferret. 

ypu are next in»*od\iCed to the acqiiaintattce of 
Mift Nancy, a fine krgie ^ygirtffs from the dbaft,*of 
Guinea^ which was prefenfcd' to his late majefty'by 
€apt. Scott. She is a. fine l^fs, but dofeS.not ftem to! 
have the moft amiable difpofnion. 

You arc next (hewn an Eagle of the Sun, taken la. 
a Frenih.'pnZQ by admiral Rofcaweny and bv him pre- 
fcntcd to his late majefty* This bird is fuppofed to 
foar the higheft'o^ all the feathered'tribe^, and is able 
to look ftedfafHy ^ the fun, ev^n in his moft reful- 
gent fplendor/wti^^il^e it obtaixftd the nameby which 
• '^ that 
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tlat (pecles of eagles is diflingulfhed. Here you are 
alfo fhewn a hrov/n Eagle^ which was brought from 
Philadelphia by c^pt. Pittroy^ and prcfcnted to his 
late majefty. 

The eagle is efteemed the kiiig of birds, as the lion 
is the king of beafts^ becaufe of all the fubordina* 
tions of their refpeflive fpecies, they have the fupe* 
riority in point of fiercenefs and power to overcome 
and deftroy ; for though there are of each kind others 
of far greater ftrength; as the bull for inftance in 
one fpecies, and the oftrich in the other ; yet nature 
has with-hcldfrbm thefe the weapons of deflruAion^ 
or the agility to ufe thenh, which (he has^ for wife, 
purpofes unknown to us, beflpwed upon the others; 
and though^he dominion is frequently difputed in the 
wildemeis and foreft, and fometimes the lioais van*' 
quifbed by the tyger, and the eagle by the vulture,' 
yet nature has fufficientlv confirmed thbir refpe6^iv« 
digmtiesby this, tha^ no beaity though ever fo fierce^ 
and made ravenous by hunger^ will attack the lion. 
for prey, nor bird' the< eagle : an obfervation that/has' 
efcaped the generality of writers on this fui?je£i,-^' 
The,e3gle is generally of a dark brown colour, has 
a large hooked bill, and^ vaft taloiis, aiid as fuch * 
iixength, that I have heard it confidently affirmed by 
perfons of undoubted credit, tha| they have been 
known' to carry infants to their young, when they 
have failed of other food* Ad inftance whereof hap-' 
pened, aa SlxRobhert SiiiaU reports^ while he was in 
the Orkney IJUs ; for a woman there, being at harveft ' 
work, and leaving her child, about a year old, at 
feme diflance from her,^ an eagle in fearch of prey 
cfpied it, feized it in his talons, and carried it to his 
neft upon i, neighbouring rock j which fome fifher* 
men from the (hore accidentally obferving, purfued 
and attacked the eagle and brought ojBT the infant 
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yet alive. ' L ambs, hares, fawns, pheafants, and 
even kids, are the ordinary food with which thefe 
birds bring up their young; and in the remote parts 
of Franci^ if we may credit the following ftory, a 
gentleman who happens to have an eagle's neft or 
two on his eftate, thinks them equivalent to a good 
farm*s rent. The ftory we have from a gentleman 
lately arrived from his travels, who fays, that while he 
was in the neighbourhood oF MimUj an officer of dif- 
tindion invited him and fome other travellers to pafs 
a few days at his country-feat, where they were all 
entertained in the pollteft hiannen At the firft col- 
lation he gave us, fays he, we obferved with fome 
furprize, that all the wild fowl that were brought to 
table wanted either a head, a wing, a leg, or fome 
other part, which occafloned our gentleman to fay 
verypleafantly, that we muft pardon thevoracioufnels 
df nis caterer, who was fuch a brute, as always to be 
the firfl: that tafted what he had provided. 

' It is remarked by hiftorians, that the eagles flied 
their feathers every yeSar, as the hart does his horns, 
and the ferpent his (kin; and that they live to an 
exceeding great age. Thebehedidine monks of the 
abbey of St. Beriin^ at St. O/n^r'ihave an eagle now 
living, which they report to be 300 years old. 

Others affirm, that one fpecies of eagles, as foon 
;as they hatch, turn the heads of their young to the 
eaftern fun ; and if they cannot bear the light and 
heat, fpurn them from the neft as a fpurious race. 
Agreeable to this is that beautiful fimile in Dryden. 

So whin Jove's bird onfime tall cedar^s bead 
Has a new race of generouf eagles bred', 
fpTiile yet implunCd within the neft they lie^ 
Waryjbe turns them to the eaftern Jky:

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Then, ifuneqiuil to the god of day^ 
AhaJIfd tbeyjhrtnk^ andflmn the potent ray^ 
Sbifpums * em forth and cafts *em quite auiaj% 
But if with daring eye unmoved they gaxe^ 
JVithfland the light andhutr the golden blaziy 
Tender Jhe broods them witbaparenfs love^ 
JTbe future /eriMnts of her tnafter Jovc» 

The next creature &ewn is a Racoon from the coaft 
of Guinea^ which is fmali) bat much more beautifid 
than thofe brought from America^ This creature lives 
on the fea 4ands, and chiefly on (bell-fiih, which it 
takes in a very fafe and dexterous manner : for when- 
ever the 601 opens its Chelt to receive either air or 
nutriment, this creature, we are told, puts a fmall 
pebble in,' fo that the (hell may not clofe again, and 
then picks out the fifh with its claws. 

Near to this is a Tyger-Cat^ brought from Bombay 
by captain Fletcher^ and prefented to his prefent ma- 
jefty. It is a beautiful creature, much larger than 
thelargeft boar-cat^ delightfully coloured, and fierce 
beyonddefcription. 

In the laft place you are fliewfi a large Hyena^ a 
fierce animal, and is faid to be endued with great fub- 
tility ; but the noife be makes alarms travellers, and 
gives them notice to avoid the danger. Yet, to thofe 
who are unacquainted with them, this noife may haveja 
contrary efFed; for they fo perfeftly imitate the hu- 
man voice by a fort of moan and groan which they 
make, that a ftranger might eafily miftake it for the 
voice of a human creature in extreme torture* Some 
fay that the Hyena will dig human bodies out of their 
graves, and eat them ; but perhaps this is only wheft 
preffed by the feverity of hunger. He naturally limps 
upon one of his hind-legs, notwithdanding which in>- 
perfeAion he is tolerably fwift ; his neck is remark- 
ably ftiff, fo that in looking. behind, or (hatching 
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at any thing obliquely, he is obliged to move his 
whole body in the fame manner as the hog, or the 
badger. He is of a dun colour, inclining to be red- 
diih with fome ftreaks of a dark brown ; and the hair 
upon his neck is near a fpan long, and often fet up 
like hogs briftles. 

We cannot quit this fubjeft, without lamenting 
the lofs of a fine large Oftrich which lately died here, 
and of whom we fhall give fome account, as we hope 
to fee his habitation foon occupied by another. This 
^ creature was fent a$ a prefent to his late majclly by 
the dey of Tunis, His fhape and colour was not very 
unlike that of the turkey-cock breed, only greyer; 
but thefize vafily bigger, being formerly accounted 
the largeft bird in the world 5 but later difcoveries 
have proved the contrary. Its legs were as much as 
a man could well grafp, and very long, as was the 
neck, of which it bad great command, carrying it 
as ere£t and Aately as the Swan does, fo that when 
it walked, its bill was higher than the talleft man's 
head. You may judge of its bulk by its egg^ of 
which fhe had laid fourteen (Ince {he came to England^ 
feveral of which are now to be feen, each weighing 
upwards of five poimds, and when firft laid weighed 
above fix. It had a pretty large warm rooip to live 
in, which was often cleaned, and the ftraw therein 
ihifted, otherwife it would fooner have died; for the 
climate of this country feems by no means fitted to 
its tender nature, tho' by its large bones and vaft 
bulk, it appeared to be very ftrong. There was fome 
time ago a couple of thefe birds, but one died before 
the other, by fw^allowing a large nail that ftop its 
paflage. 

The vulgar error, that the ofirich candigeft iron» 
has been longfince exploded: for in the year 1659^ 
the Morocco ambaflador to the States General, 
among other rarities^ having brought over to Holland 

an 
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an oftrich, as a prefent» it died at jbnfterdam in a few 
days, by fwaliowipg iron nails, which the populate 
threw CO it, upon a prefumption that it could digeft 
them like other food ^ but the oftrich being opened^ 
about eighty nails were found entire in its fio- 
mach. 

All the creatures that are here (hewn are reeularly 
fed with food proper for them, and as carefully at-- 
tended, as if they were indeed of royal dignity. 
This takes off much of their favage nature, and 
makes them tame and fubmii&ve, and perhaps con* 
tributednota little 'to difappoint the expeAations of 
king James I. when he made trial of the iietpe na« 
ture of a lion; for that prince having ordered a lion 
to be turned put of his den, and a bear to be put 
to him, the lion refufed to attack the bear ; they 
tried another, and at length two together, but in vain ; 
the lionsdifcoveredplainfymptonsof fear,by making 
to their dens : fuch were the efFeds of indolence and 
high feeding upon animals, the moft remarkable of 
any for courage and ferocity. 

N. B. Tberi isfoon ixpe^ed in this plsce^ a beauti" 
ful Z£BR A, or Painted Ass, which was lately ^r^- 
fertted to her mdjejiy^ and is nowjhewn at the king's 
Jiables in Buckingham Yard. This creature is about 
twelve hands high, of a milk white Jlreaked with black -^ 
its body and legs are finely turned ; but it has long ears^ 
^ndin other refpe^s refeMUs an afs. 

Of the Spoils of the Invincible Armada. 

WHEN you enter the great gate of the Tower 
one ot the warders will attend you, and carry 
you in a reguUr order to the feveral places where the 
cunoiities are fhewn; the firft of which is fituated 
to tlic fouthward of the White Tower, and in it ar€ 
B 2 repofited 
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repofited the spoils of the Invincible Armada, 
as it was filled by Pbiltp II. of Spain, in order to 
perpetuate to lateft pofterity, the niemory of that 
iignal vtdory obtained by the EngU/hj over the whole 
naval power of Sfain^ which will ever make the reign 
of Q. Eli^beth glorious in the J3r/V/^ annals. This 
Ar m a d a, when it rendez.voufed at the Groyne^ und er 
the command of the Duke of Medina Sidonia^ con^ 
fifted of 132 (hips, including tranfports, on board of 
which were embarked 19290 foldiers, 8350 failors, 
A080 gaily flaves, and 2630 pieces of cannon, which 
at that time of day, when (hips of 1200 tons carried 
hardly 60 pieces of ordnance, was ^-prodigious force. 
^On the 21ft of July 1588, this formidable fleet ap«. 
peared off Plymouth, and'was met there by the EngliQi 
under the command of Lord Effingham^ Lord High 
Admiral; Drake, Hawkins, and Forbi/her\ when 
both fleets immediately formed the line of battle. The 
van of the Spanijh fl^et was led by Jlphonfo de Levya\ 
the du,kc of Medina commanded the center ; and yuan 
Martinez deRicaldo in the rear. The Lord high Ad-* 
miral of England in his own fhip, called the Jrk Royal, 
feconded by the reit of his fquadron, fell upon Levya\ 
divifion, and a terrible engagement enfued; but 
Drake, Hawkins, and Forbijher, mutually fupporting 
each other where the danger was greateit and taking 
the advantage of the enemy where they obferved them 
weakeft, put their rear into diforder, and forced them 
upon the center, which occafioned fome confufionj 
but night coming on, obliged both parties to lie by; 
and the Englijb being ill provided with ammunition 
and ftores, were in no hafte to renew the engagement 
well knowing that every day would weaken their ad- 
verfaries, and increafe their own ftrength. Accord* 
ingly, the very night after the firft engagement, one 
oif the (hips of Xm line, by fome accident or other, 
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Wew up, and the fire from her communicating itfelf 
to the (hip whereof Don Pedro de FaUez was captain^ 
fbe fell an eafy prize to Admiral Draie^ who &nt her 
into Dartmouth. This was looked upon as a favour* 
able omen of a conipleat viftcfry. Two whole days, 
however, were fpent in repairing the damiiges iiif* 
tained on both fide$, in which time the EngUjh were 
continually reinforced from the neighbouring ports, 
with men, ammunition, and fliips, which enabled 
them on the 23d, after fome time fpent in flrivin? 
to gain the wind, to fight the enemy on more equsd 
terms than in the preceeding engagement ^ and ha- 
ving gained their point, fell upon Ricaldo^s iquadron 
with their whole force, and would certainly have 
deftroyed it, had not the Spanijh Admiral made a 
gallant attempt for hi« prefer vat ion. 

Then the bght became general, and the Englijb 
managed their fhips with fo much eafe and dexterity, 
that the unwieldy Spaniards^ who lay like hulks in a 
dead calm, could make but little ufe of their fuperior 
ftrength, orders having been given by the Engiijb 
commander in chief, to avoid' by all means a dofe 
engagement ; by which, as the enemy's (hips were 
fuU of men, a great (laughter was made of thena 
without fufBM'ing in return any eonfiderable lof». Ift 
this manner, a K>rt of running fight was maintained 
tor two days, with no decifive advaiitftge on eitbev 
fide, other than what arofe from the difparity of thi( 
numbers killed. "•»,•' 

It (hould have becii before remark^V *** accoi** 
ing to the original plan of this invtfionf the Spamjb 
admiral was to have been joined in the Britijh channel 
by the Duke of Parma, with a body of 30,000 land 
forces from the Spanifl) Netherlands \ but ite\^g no 
appearance of their arrival, he had difpatch'd exprefs 
after exprefs to. haften their embafkation$ and at 
B 3; length. 
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kngth fet fail hinifelf to the ftreigbts of Calais to fj^ 
litate their junfiion. This motion had been forefeen, 
and a ftrong fquadron of 40 fail under Lord Henry 
Seymour^ and Sir fflUiam fflnur^ were properly fta- 
tioned, at well to block up the ports from whence 
thofe fuccours were to embark^ as to watch the future 
motions of the Spanifo admiral. This was a noble 
ftrokeof policv,.and was foon followed by another ^hat 
ruln'd their wnole projed, and put an^nd tot-he great 
confternation» that had overfpread the whde nation 
on the firft appearance of fo vaft an armament. 

When it was difcovered by the Lord high Admiral 
Vfhat courfe the Spaniards had fteered, a council of 
war was immediately called, wherein it was refolved 
not to lofe a moment from purfuing them; on this 
occafion Admiral Draki^ whofe prefence of mind 
never failed him on the moft preffing emergencies, 
bethought himfelf of an expedient to diftrefs the 
enemy, without rifcping the Queen's (hips 10 (o 
unequal aconfiid. Thus bavin|; communicaitCMdliis 
Icheme to the commander in chief, it was refolved 
to put it in ^cecution, and' the rather as the con- 
trivance was new, and confequentl^ unfufpeded« 
Accordingly, eiflrht old and (battered (hips vf^te haftily 
fitted up, and nlled with all forts of combuftibles; 
and when the fleet came up with the enemy, who lay 
9t anchor off Calais waiting for the Duke of Parma^ 
thofe (hips were fecretly difpatched in the night, 
with {noper inftruAions to their refpeAive captains, 
to grapple at proper difiances, where the enemy were 
clofeft in the line,obftrving always to keep the wind ; 
and when their ftips were thus properly ftationed to fet 
them on fire, and then bring off their men : this was 
executeil under the direfiion of the captains Prowfe 
and Tmn^y with all imaginable fuccefs j for while the 
Spaniards^ thinking themfelves furpriledt were pre- 
paring 
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paring for an unexped:ecl attack, the captains of the 
fire(hips did their bufinds^ and in little more than 
•an hour, the whole ocean Teemed on 6re, as if to de- 
vour what (he could not fwallow up, of that pr'e- 
fumptuous Armada, which had braved the majefly 
.of Heaven, been bleffed by the pope, and pfonounced 
invindbie. Now nothing but horror, confufion, and 
hurry enfued ; ioQie were on fire, fome fell foul of 
others, fome cut their cables, and drove on fli'bre ; 
aiid had it no^ been for the calmnefs of the Duke of 
-Medina^ their whole fleet had that night periihed with 
their hopes ; but he feeing the danger, and penctrat*- 
mg the caufe, ordered his fleet to feparate, every one 
flufting for himfelf, and to rendezvous next morning 
at GramSrq: though theie were the fageft orders that 
^could have been iflfued in the prefent dilemma, yet the 
MngUJh reapedfromtheconfequences all the advantage 
they- could have wiihed : it furniflied them with an 
opportunity of attacking their huge fhips fingly, with 
]wbat ibrce they thought proper \ and of coming to 
•a general engagement, before the Spamardi were re* 
covered from the i dreadful panic with which they 
were ftmick. Drake and Fmiifflur^ experienced fea- 
officers as ever the world produced, well knew how 
to improve this critical turn of fortune in their favour, 
and refolutely attacked the Duke of Medina* % own 
£}uadron before it could be half formed, and made 
terrible bavOck^ while the other commander^ were 
j|s Vigilant in feeking out the fcattered remains of 
JLevya^z and Rycaldo*% \ in a word, the fea feemed 
covered with wrecks \ and theflower of the Englijb 
nobility, who had waited on ihore for the event of 
this engagement, feeing all fears over from the 
Spaniard landing, flocked on board tbelhips, which 
•wci» now encisafed to the number of 150 fei]> to 
B4 b« 
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be &arers in the glorv of delivering their country 

from flavery and papal tyranny. 

In vain did the Duke of Mi£na^ in this lament- 
able diftrefs^ endeavour to regain the JBr^^ channel ; 
winds, as well as waves, fought againft him, and 
drove him on the coaft of Ze^and^ where he in uft 
have periflied without any other enemies than tides, 
ibelves, rocks and iands, had not providence reJTerved 
him to experience farther dangers. 

The£;ig^&^, well knowing that they muft inevitably 
ihare in one common deftru^tion if they purfued, pr«- 
4ently gave over the chace^ and the Duke having 
^ow no other views than thofe of felf^^prefervation, 
(th^ wind chopping about in the very inftant of his 
greateft danger) c^led a council of war, in which 
it was refolved to fail for Spain by the northern paf* 
fage. In this refolution they weighed anchor, bat 
.a ilorm arofe that crofled their hopes for a while, and 
left them, once more at the mercy of the Et^SJhs 
iWho penetrating their defi^, purmed them beyond 
.the Firth of E$nburgky tho' with no other ad van* 
-tage, tiian> that >of weakening, their ^mppled fhips, 
Aill more, and thereby -^icpofing them ta the fury 
«f the firft tempeft that happened, which a&erwards. 
eiFQAuaHy. deftroyed them. 

In the feveral engagements on the Britijb coaft, 
Jfceen of their ftouteft (hips, beiides tranfports^^ware 
either deftroyed or taken : on thecoaftof /r/2^9i^fome 
were iknk, fpme daflied to^pi^ce^ againft .the rocks, 
fbme run on fands, and fonie.wcre burnt by thei^ 
Wi»r«&.themfclves. Between the rivers of Lwiftitk 
and Z9c^i//^,OQthe.northc<aft^ nine were ftrahded, 
itnd the crews forced to feek for fucxour among the 
wild Irijh. Irf the bay of CaH^eggy^ tht?ce more run 
iUpon rocks^ and moft.of tho.men periihed«. ;In the 
iay of Barreysj a large ihip of looo tons, jmd 54 fine 
brafs caQnon> was mnk, and all onboard periihed, 
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faving ilxteen, who, by their apparel, feeiti^ p^rfons 
of great diftin^iion. On the coaft of Tbommond twd 
Ihips more perifhed, one whereof they fired ; the 
other wasof &. SebaJiHina^ and had 300 menon board, 
240 of whom were drowned. Before Sir Ttrlogh 
Obrioiiis houfe, another great (hip was loft, fuppofed 
to be a Galleas. In fhort, from the 2 1 ft of July^ when 
this vaunting Armada was firft beaten by the Englifl}% 
until the loth oi September following, when the&at* 
tered remains of it paiTed the Irtjh coaft, it ihould feem 
that it had never had one good day or night ; fo that 
bf i32fbips that arrived xniYitBrttiJh channel, fcarcc 
70 of them returned home again, and of 30,000 fouls 
on board, upwards of 20,000 were either killed, of 
drowned, or remained prifoners in £if^/aii/£.-^ucii> 
was the fate of this vain*gloriou8 enterprixe. 

^e Reh'ques that are prefervtd here of this memoraUt 
Vi£fory^ fo glorious for our Country^ together witS^ 
fame other Curiojities of the like Kind^ are^ 

I. The common foldiers pikes 18-feet long, point- 
ed with long (harp fpikes, and (hod with iron, which 
were deilgned to keep off the horfe, to facilitate the 
landing of their foot. 

2. The Spanifl) officers lances, finely engraven ; 
thcfe were formerly gilt, but the gilding is now aU 
moft worn ofF with cleaning.— —There ifr a ftory 
current concerning thefe, that when Dm Pedro de 
Valde%y already mentioned, pafied his examination 
before Lord Burleigh^ he toid his Jbordftiip, chat 
thofe fine poliihed lances were put on board to 
bleed the Englijh with^ to. which that noblemen 
r^ply'd jokingly, that, 1? he were not miftaken, the 
Englijh had performed that operation better^ on their 
good friends the Spaniards with -worfe inftruments*.

4. An uncommon piece of arms^ being a piftol in. 
a fiiield, fo contrived as to fire a piflol, and cover 
the body at the fame time with the (hield. It is to b« 

'fired by a matcb^lock, and the fight of the enemy 
is to be taken through a Uttle grate in the £hield> 
which is iN$oi proof* 

5. A fmall train of ten pieces of pretty little c^ui- 
non, neatly mounted on proper carriages, being a 
prefent from the foundery of London to KingCbarUs I. ' 
when a child, to pradife the art of gunnery with. 
Theie, though no part of the Spanijh fpoils, are yet 
a great curiofity. 

6. The banner, with a crucifix upon it, which 
was to have been carried before the Spanijh generaL 
On it is engraved the Pope's benediAion befpre the 
£^/7»f^ fleet failed: for the Pope came to the water- 
fide, and on feeing the fieet, blefled it, aord^ as has 
been faid, fttled it Invincible. 

7* Dani/h and Saxan clubs, which weapons thofe 
people jointly are faid to have ufed in the conqueft of 
" England^ and are, perhaps, curiofities of the greateft 
antiquity of any in the Tower, having lain there 
about 850 years. The warders call them the i^« 
men^s tVeapmsy becaufe, fay they, the Britijh women 
made prize of them, when in one night they all con- 
ipired together, and cut the throats of .^5,000 Danes^ 
ihe greateft piece of fecrecy the Englijh women ever 

kept-,. 
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kept, for which they have ever fincc been honoured 
with the right hand of the man, the upper end of 
the table, arid the iirft (;^t of every difli of viiluals 
they happen jto like the beft.-^Indeed in I002» a 
prodigious flaughter was made of the Dams^ on the 
feaft of St. Brice^ not by the fecret confpiracy of the 
women alone ; but by the private orders oiEthelreiM. 
who commanded his officers on tha^day^ to extirpate 
the whole race of the Danes out of his dominions, 
4Lt oiice, fparing neither man, woman, nor child; 
which orders were fo punftually obeyed, that only 
about (ixteen who got on board a fhipefcaped; but 
thefe alarming th^r countrymen, they afterwards 
returned, and took a fevere revenge. 

8. The Spanijh cravats, as they are called; thele 
are engines of torture, made of iron, sind put on 
board to lock the feet, arms, and heads of EngUJb

The ufe they 
were intended for is faid to have been to extort con- 
feffion from the Englijh where their money Was hid, 
had that cruel people prcvailied.— Certain it is, that 
after the defeat, the whole cbnverfation of the court 
and coimtry, turned upon the difcovcries made by 
the Spanijh prifoners of the racks, the wheels, and 
the whips of wire^ with which they were to fcourge 
the Englijh of every rank, age, and fex. The moft 
noted hereticks were to be put to death; thofe that 
furvived were to be branded on the forehead with a 
hot iro»; and the whole form of government both 
in church and ftate was to be overturned^

many thoufiinds on board, and all of them with por«-

Itas three match-lock. piftols in it, with coverings td- 
Ibeep the charges dry. WiththisftafFthe warders tell 
you, the kkig walked tqpxiA the city fometimes, to fee 

that 
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that the conftablcs did their duty; and one ni^ht as 
he was walking near the bridge-foot, the conftable 
ftopt to know what he did with fuch an unlucky 
weapon at th^il time of the night;, upon which the 
king ftruck him; but the conftable calling th«^ 
watchmen to his afliftance, his majefty was appre- 
hended and carried to the Poultry ComfUr^ where he 
lay, confined till morning, without cither fire or' 
candle i when the keeper was informed of the rank 
of his prifoner he difpatched a meflfenger to the con- 
ftable, who came trembling with fear, expefting 
nothing )ef3 than to be hanged, drawn and quar- 
tered; but inftead of that, the king applauded his 
refolution m honeftly doing his duty, and made hinv 
a handfome prefent. At the fame time, he fettled 
upon SuMagnus parifli an annilal grant of 23/. aod 
a mark; and made a prpvifion for furniihmg 3a 
^haldron-.of coals^ and a large allowance of bread 
annually for ever, towards the comfortable relief of 
bis fellow prifoners and. their fucceflbrs^ which the 
warders fay is paid them to this day. 

20. A Iarg.e wooden cannon called Policy^ becaufe, 
fays your guides, when HenryVIIh befieged BuUogm^ 
the roads being impaffible for heavy cannon, he

Srayii after which fpringing fome mines with good 
' fuccefS) and the garrifoft loflng Philip Corfe^ their 
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be ft officer, at length furrendered on honourable 
terms. The lower town was taken July 26, 1544, 
and the upper town furrendered September 14, the 
fame year. 
21. The laft thing they (hew of thefe memorable 

"fpoils, IS the Spantjh general's fhield, not worn by, 
but carried before him as an enfign of honour. On 
it are depicted, in moft curious workmanfliip, the 
labours of Hercules^ and other expre/Eve allegories, 
which feem to throw a Ihade upon the boafted fkillof 

modern artifts. The date is 1376, near 100 years 
befefe the art of printing was known in England,

; But what is moft curious of all, is a perfeft 
model of that moft admirable machine, the idea of 
wiiich was brought from Italy^ by Sir Thomas Lomicy 
and firft ere£led at Derby 2X his own expence, for 
faking organzinc or thrown filk. This itigenious 

ijentleman made two attempts, at the hazard of hi^ 
ife, for the completing of this machine, which by 
means of a friar he at length effeSed ; and having 
obtained the fanflion of an aft of parliament, in the 
year 1742, by which 14,000 pounds were granted 
to his majefty, to be paid to hhn as a' reward for 
his eminent fcryice in difcovering and introducing 

' V . the 
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the Taid michine^ be flnallv conqikted it, and 
brought it into ufe« The following is a brief ac- 
count of it» but no words can defcribe the beautiful 
ftrudure of it. It contains 26,586 wheels, and 
r,746 movements, which work 93,726 yards of 
k thread every time the water wheel goes round, 
which is thrice in one minute, and 318,504,960 
yards in twenty- four hours. One water wheel gives 
motion to the reft of the wheels and movements, of 
which any one may be ftopt feparately. One fire 
engine conveys, warm air to every individual part of 
the machine, and one regulator eovcrns the whole 
work. The above modS is truly worth the ia- 
fpedion of the curious. 

Of the Small Ailmory, 

TO this curiofity we are led by a fmall folding 
door adjoining to the eaft-esid of the Tower- 
chapel, the afcent to which is by a grand ftair*ca(e 
of nfty eafy fteps. On the left iide of the uppermoft 
landing-place is the work-ihop, wherein are coir- 
ftantly emyloyed about 14 furbifhers, in cleaning, 
repairing, and new-placing the arms. When you 
enter the Armosy itfelf, you will fee, v/hat they 
call a wildemefs of arms, fo artificially difpofedt 
and fo admirably ranged, that at one view, you be- 
hold arms for near 80,000 men; all, bright and 
(hining, and fit for fervice at a moment's warnings 
a fight that none ever beheld without aftoniflnnent, 
and is not to be matched perhaps in the world. Be- 
fides thofe expofed to public view, there are fixteea 
chefts (hut up, each cheft holding about 1200 mus- 
kets. Of the difpofition of the arms, dcfcription can 
convey no adequate idea; but as what we have to 
fay, may afSft the fpedlator to view it to advantage, 
and help him to retain what be fees j take it as fol- 
lows: The 
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The north and fouth Walls are adorned with fix- 
teen pilafters (each fide eight) of pikes fixteen feet 
'long, with capitals of piftols in the CmnihianoTAtr. 
At the weft end, on the left hand as you enter, are 
two curious pyramids compofcd of piftols, ftanding 
upon crowns, globes, and fcepters, finely carved 
and placed upon a pedaftal five feet high. At the eaft 
or farther end, in the oppofite corner, are twofuits 
of armour, one made for Henry V. the other for 
Henry VL over e^ch of which is a femicircle of 
piftols ; between thefe is reprefented the figure of an 
organ, the large pipes compofed of brafs blunder- 
buffes, the fmall of piftols ; on one fide of this figure 
is the reprefentation of a fiery ferpent, the head and 
tail of carved work, and the body of piftols, wind- 
ing round in the form of a fnake j and on the other 
a hydra, or feven-headed monfter, whofe headsarc 
very artificially combined by links of piftols. 

The inter-cokm^s which compofc the wilderncfs^ 
round which you are carried by your guides, are, 

1. Some arms taken at Bath in the year i^iK. 
Thefe are diftinguiflied from all others in the Tower* 
by having what they call dog-locks, which kind of 
locks have a ketch to iecure them from going off at 
a half cock. 

2. Bayonets and piftols put up in the form of half- 
moons and fans with the imitation of a target in the 
center, made up of bayonet- blades : thefe bayonets, 
©f which you will obferve feveral other fans compofed, 
are of the firft invention, having plug-handles, which 
go into the muzzle of a gun, inftead of over it, and 
thereby prevent the firing of the piece without fhoot- 
ing away the bayonet. Thefe wero invented at Ba^ 
yonne in Spain^ from whence they take their name. 

3. Brafs blunderbufles for fea-fervice, with capitals, 
of piftols over them; the waves of the fea are here 
reprefented ia old fafhioncd bayonets.. 

4. Bar. 
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4< Bayonets and fword-bayonets, in the form of 
half-moons and fans, and fet in fcollop-ihells finely 
carved : the fword bayonet is made like the old 
bayonet with a plug handle, only different from it 
by being longer. 

5. The rifing fun, irradiated with rays of piftob 
fet in a chequered frame of marine hangers of a pe- 
culiar make, having brafs handles, and the form of 
a dog's head on their pummels. 

6. Four beautiful twifted pillars, made i;^th pjftols 
up to the top, which is about 22 feet high, and 
placed at right angles, with the form of a falling 
ilar on the cieling exadly in the middfe of them, 
being the centre of this magnificent room. Into this 
place opens the grand ft air- cafe door, for the admif- 
fion of the royal family, or a^iy of the nobility, 
wbofe curiofity may lead them to view the armory; 
oppofite to which opens another door into the bal- 
cony, that affords a fine profpeA of the parade, the 
governor's houfe, the furveyor-general's, ftorc-kccp- 
icr's, and the other general officers houfes in the 
Tower. This grand entrance has been newly pma- 
mentod; the capitals, irradiations, and heads of 
Julius and Auguftus Cafar^ are all finely gilt; and 
the whole armory neatly cleaned and painted, and 
newly fitted up in a moft elegant manner. 

7. The form ^'a pair oF large folding- gates, 
snade of ferjeants hatberts of antique make. 

. 8. Horiemens cai'bines, blunderbufles, and pi- 
ftols, hangitig very artificially in -furbelows and 
ilounces. 

9. Medufa\ head, commonly called the witch of 
Endw^ within three regular ellipfes of piftols, with 
fnakes reprefented flinging her. The features are 
finely carved', and the whole figure contrived with 
curious art-rThis figute (erminates the north fide. 

10. The 
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10. The figure of a hydra, or fevcn-headed mon- 
ftcr, very curioufly wreathed. 

11. Facifig the eaft wall,, as yoa tarii sDumf, is a 
grand figure of a lofty orgait, ten ranges high, in 
which are contained upwards of aooo pa^r of 
piftols. 

12. On the fouth fide, as yoa return, the firft 
figure that attra£ls attention, is ihzt of Jupitir riding 
in a fiery chariot drawn by eagles, as if in the clouils, 
holding a thunder*bolt in his lefkiiand, and over his 
head is a rainbow : this figure is finely carved^ and 
decorated with bay<Hiets.

15. A fine reprefentaiion, in canped work^ of the. 
fiar and j;arter, thiftle, rofe and crown, ornamented 
with piftols, yc. and very elegantly enriched with 
birds and other creatures. 

1 6. The arms taken from Sir WilHam PtrUns^ Sir 
John Friend^ Cbarnock^ and others, concerned in the 
aiTaffination plot, in 1696, zmoa^ which they {hew 
the very blunderbufs with which they intemled to 
fhoot king If^Iliam nejitTurHtam^reen^ in his way 
to Hampten^Court i alfo the carbine with which (ihar-- 
nod undertook to ihoot that monarch as he rode a 
hunting. 

17. Laftly, you are fhewn the Highlander's arms, 
t^ken in 1715, particularly the carl of JMSrr's fine 
piece, exquifitely wrought, and inlaid with mother 
of pearl i ^Ifo a Highland broad f«^prd, with which 

a High* 
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a Highlander ftruck general Evans over the head, 
and at one blow cut him through his hat, wig, and 
iron fculi-cap} on which that general is faid to have 
(hot htm dead ; others fay he was taken prifoner, and 
generoufly forgiven for his bravery. Here is alfo the 
fword of Juftice (having a fharp point) the fword 
of Mercy (having a blunt point) carried before the 
Pretender when proclaimed in Scotland in 1715; 
fome of the Highlander's piftols, the barrels and 
ftocks being all iron; alfo a Hi^iander's Lou^habcr 
ax, with which it is faid colonel Gardiner was kil- 
led at the battle of Ptf^n^Pans. * 

A difcerning eye will difcover a dioufand peculi- 
arities in tbedifpofitionof fo vafta variety of arms, 
which no defcription can reach ; and therefore it is 
fit that every one who has a tafte for the admirable 
combinations of art, fbould gratify that darling paf- 
fion with the fight of a cuiioiity the nobleft m ita 
kind the world words. 

' Of the Royal Tkain of Artillery. 

BEneath the fmall armory, on a ground-floor of 
equal dimenllons, is the royal train of artilkty, 
which one cannot view without a kind of awml 
dread. To fee fo many and fuch various engines of 
deftru^lion, before whofe dreadful thunder, churches^ 
palaces, pompous edifices, the nobleft works of hu- 
man genius, fall together in one common and un^ 
diftinguifiied ruin j one cannot, I fay,^ refle£l upon 
this, without wifhing that the horrible invention 
had ftill lain like a falfe conception in the womb of 
nature, never to have been ripened into birth. 

At your entrance you are (hewn 2 copper cannon, 
3 pounders, on wheels, which were taken from the 
gate of the governor's houfe at Quebec*,

2. Two large pieces of cannon employed by' Ad- 
miral Fernon before Carthagina\ they have each a 
large fcale driven out of their muzzles by balls from 
the caftle of Bocca Chua. 

3. Two carved pieces, of excellent workmanfhip, 
prefented by the city of London to the young duke of 
Gloucefier^ queen Ann^s fon, to learn hinl the art of 
war. 

4. Four fmall mortars in miniature, for throwii^ 
hand-granadoes, the invention of colonel Brown, 
They are fired with a lock like a common gun \ but 
have not been introduced into pradice. 

5. Two fine brafs cannons taken from the waljs 
of Vigo by the late lord Cobhaniy in 1704. Their 
britches reprcfent lions couchant, with the efligy of 
St. Barbaroy to whom they were dedicated. 

6. A petard for the burfting^open city or caftle 
gates. 

7. A large train of fine brafs battering cannon^ 
24 pounders, never yet ufed. 

8. A parcel of cannon of a new invention, from 
6 to 24 pounders. Their fuperior excellence confifts 
firft, in their Ughtnefs ; the 24 pounders weighing 
not quite lyoo weight, whereas formerly they 
weighed 5000, the reft are in proportion; and, 
2dly, in the contrivance for levelling them, which 
is by a fcrew, inftead of beds and coins. This new 
method is more expeditious, and faves two men to 
a gun, and is faid to be the invention of his late 
Royal Highnefs the duke of Cumberland. 

9- Brafs 
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o. Brars mortars 13 inches diameter, which throw 
a (hell of 300 weight; with a number of lefler mor* 
tars and fliells in proportion. 

10. A carcafe* which they fill at fieges with pitch, 
tar, and other combuftibles, to fet towns on fire; it 
is thrown out of an 18 inch mortar, and will burn 
two hours where it happens to fall. 

1 1 . A Spanifl) mortar, of 1 2 inches diameter, taken 
on board a (hip in the fVeft-Indies. 

12. Six French pieces of cannon, fix pounders, 
taken from the rebels at the battle of CuUoden^ fought 
Jpritif}^ J 746. This battle bfted but 35 minutes; 
but the flaughter was fo great, that 3000 rebels 
fell on the fpot; it is faid tnat lord Kingjton^s horfe 
killed 10 or 12 of them a-piece in the purfuit. 

13. A beautiful piece of ordnance, made for king 
Charles 1. when prince of ff^ales. It is finely orna- 
mented with feveral emblematical devices, among 
which is an eagle throwing a thunderbolt in the 
clouds. 

14. A train of field-pieces, called the galloping 
train, carrying a ball of one pound and half each. 

15. A deliroying engine that throws 30 hand-gra- 
nadoes at once, and is fired by a train. 

16. A moft curious brafs cannon made for prince 
Henry^ eldeft fon of king y^iw^x I. the ornamenting 
whereof is faid to have coft 200 A It is infcribed 
with the makers names, Thomas and Richard Pitt^ 
1608, who no doubt were proud of the performance, 
which is indeed admirable. 

17. A piece with feven bores, for throwing fo 
many bullets at once; and another with three, made 
as early as Henry the VIIIth*s time. 

i8. The drum-major's chariot of ftate with the 
kettle drums placed ; it isdrawn by four white horfes 
at the head of the train^ when upon a march. 

19. Two 
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ig. Two French field-pieces, taken at the battle 

of Hochjtadt^ in 1704, in which the French had 

12,000 men kilted, 5000 wounded, and more than 

20,000 taken prifoners. 

20. An iron cannon of the firft invention, being 
bars of iron hammered together, and hooped from 
top to bottom' with iron hoops, to prevent its burft- 
ing. It has no carriage, but was to be moved from 
place to place by means of fix rings fixed to it at 
proper diflances. 

21. A huge mortar, weighing upwards of 6000 
weight, and throwing a (hell of 500 weight twa 
miles : this mortar was fired fo often againft Nionun 
in king WilliarrC^ time, that the very touch-hole is 
melted for want of giving it time to cool.— This 
fiege is one of the moft memorable in hiftory. The 
place was thought to be impregnable, and yet taken 
from a compleat army within, headed by a marfbal 
of France^ in the fight of 100,000 men without, 
that came to relieve it. Lord Cutu commanded the 
Englijh at the general aflault of the Caftle, where he 
acquired the name of the EngUJh falamander; fcarce 
an officer or foldier in his corps came off unhurt ; 
the greateft part fell in the a<5tion, than which none 
was ever more defperatc. 

22. A fine twifted hrafs cannon, 12 feet long, 
made m Edward x}r.^ Vlth's time, called queen Eli^ 
xabetbh pocket piftol, which your guides, by way of 
joke, wUl tell you ihc ufed to wear on her right fide 
when (he rode a huntfng. 

23. Two brafs cannon, three bores each, carrying 
fix pounders, taken by the duke of Marlbarough^ at 
the battle of Ramlies, Here the famous French 
houihold troops, which had been boafted of as im-- 
penetrable, were tots^^^efeated and ruined : The

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French had 8000 nien killed, and 6000 taken pri- 

foners. 

23. A mortar that throws nine fliclls at a time ; 
out of which the balloons were fired at the Jate fire- 
works. 

24- A very curious brafs cannon, finely carved, 
weight 52 c. 3 qrs. 18 l.b. carrying 24 pounders, 
with lord Ligonier*s coat of. arnys upon it, and the 
names of his majefty's principal officers of ordnance, 
as under.

The moft honourable J$hn marquis of Gremhy^ 
lieutenant-general.

Befides thofe above enumerated, there arc in this 
ftore-Toom, a vaft number of brafs cannon, all new; 
together with fpongcs, ladles, rammers, hand-fpikes, 
wadhooks, b>c, wherewith the* walls arc lined all 
round ; and under the ceilinjg there hangs on poles 
upwards of 4000 harnefs for horfes, befidcs meils 
harnefs,drag-ropcs,fcrf. This room, which is at leaft 
380 feet in length, 50 wide, and 24 high, has a 
paffage in the middle 16 feet wide, on each fide of 
which th^ artillery are placed. In it are 20 pillars 
for fupporting the fmall armory above; all hung 
round with implements of war ; and befides the 
trophies of ftandards, colours, ^c. taken from the 
enemy, ft is now adorned with the tranfparent and 
well-coloured piSures brought hither from the fire- 
works played off at the conclufion of the laft.peace. 

Of 
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Ofibi Horse Armory. 

HE R £ the fpedator is entertained with a perfed 
repre£bntation of thofe illuftrious kings and he-* 
roes of our own nation, of whofe gallant actions he 
has heard and read fo much ; all of them equipped 
and fining on horfeback, in the fame bright and min- 
ing armour they were ufed tp wear at the very time 
when thofe glorious deeds were performed, which 
will be for ever remembered to their praife. But not . 
to anticipate the reader's curspfity.*^In afcending the 
ftair-cafe, juft as jrou come to the landing-place, by 
cafting your eye inward, you'll fee the figure of a 
grenaaier in his accoutrements, as if upon duty, with 
bis piece refting upon his arm, which at firft glance 
you will be apt to miftake for real life, fo admirably 
has the painter difcovered the excellence of his art in 
the reprefentation of this centineL Havine entered 
the room, you firft behold a great number of iron caps 
and breaft^-plates, moft of which were in ufe in the 
late war; but the only one that was wont to be ihewn 
as a curiofity, hangs upon a beam on the left hand 
as you pafs mro* the entry i it has had the lower edge 
of the left fide carried ^way by a flant ihot of ^ can- 
npQ-ball ', and, as an old warder ufed to tell the ftory, 
the rim of the man's belly that wore it, and part of 
his bowels, "were carried away at the fame time ; not- 
witbftanding which, being put under the care of a 
ikilful forgeon, the man recovered, and lived ten 
years afterwards. This ftory the old warder con«- 
ftantly told to all ftrangers, till his late Royal High- 
nefs tne Prince of tf^aUs coming to fee the curiofities 
In the Tower, and it falling to the old man's lot to 
attend his Highnels^- y^hen he came to his breaft- 
platCy be repeated to him his accuftQmed tale; His 
C Royal 
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Royal Highnefs liftened to him with feeming plea^ 
fure, and when he had done, looking upon him with 
afmile: And wh^t, friend, fays he, is there fo ex- 
traordinary in ail this? I remember itlyfelf to have 
read in a book, of a (bldicr who had his head cleft 
in two fo dextroufly by the enemy, that one half of 
it fell on one flioulder, and the other half of it on 
the oppofite fhoulder; and yet, on his comrade's 
clapping the two fides nicely together again, and 
binding them clofe with his handkerchief, the man 
did weTU drank his pot of ale at night, and Scarcely 
Tecollc6led that ever he hadheen hurt.— This itmilar 
ftory fo fcafonably supplied, put all the company that 
attended his Royal' Highnefs into a horfe laugh ; 
which fo dafhed the old warder that he never had 
courage to tell hrs ftoiy again, fo. that the poor bat- 
tered breaft-phte has lain unnoticed ever fmce. 

I have already faid, that the breaft-plares here laid 
up, were almoft all in ufeln the late war; but they 
were not thought neccflary at firft, till the want of 
them was felt at the battle of Dtttingen^ when the 
black muflceteers of the enemy being covered with 
their cuirafTes^ (the fame piece of armour with the 
addition of a back-piece) pierced the very lines of 
our army, and rode up undaunted to thfe muzzles 
of our guns, till being flanked by our foot, and ill 
fupported by their own troops, they were forced to 
retreat, tho* with an inconfidcrable lofs, conftder- 
ing their defpcrate attempt. This plainly difcover- 
ed the great ufe of breaft-plates, and orders were 
Tent to England for the immediate embarkation of all 
that were in the Tower fit for fcrvicc. In the wars 
of queen Anne,^ thero was the fame omiflion, till the 
duke of Marlborough being convinced of the difad- 
vantage his horfe fougbt under againft an enemy 
entrenched, as it were, in iroil; fent lofd Cadegan 
over, who went bimfelf to^the Tower, and chofe 

out 
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Out as many breaft and back-plates as he could find^ 
for his purpofe; biit the duke would not fuffer the* 
latter to be worn, being, as he faid, an ufelefs in* 
cumbrance; for he was fure bis men would never 
fliew their backs to the enemy. Moft of thofc breaft- 
plates are mufquet-proofs they are quilted on the 
inftde, and fo contrived as to cover the whole trunk 
of the body, and yet, by the manner of fixingthem . 
on, are very little trouble to the wearer. TTiere 
are likewife to be feen here a great manj cuirafles 
taken from the French^ oiit of a (hip called the Holy 
Ghojly and marked Torres^ perhaps the admiral's 
name. 
What has been faid above is rather by way of 

remark than defcription, - W hen you enter the 

room, the firft thing your conduftor prefents to your 
notice is, 

1. TheJigures of thehorfe and foot, on yotifleft 
hand, fuppofed to be drawn up in military order to 
attend the kings on the other fide of the houfc; thefe 
figures are as big as the life, and have lately been 
painted, and look jndeed very noble. 

2. A large tilting lance of Charles Brandmy Duke 
of Suffolk J King Hmry the Vlllth's general in France.^ 
—This nobleman excelled at the then falhionablc 
diverfion of tilting, and engaging King /fe»ryVIH. 
who was likewife paiBonately fond of that royal cx- 
ercife, gave the king fuch a fhock with his fpear, 
that had like to have coft him his life. — The Duke's 
valour had indeed been fuiRciently tried in France^ 
when he attended Princefs Mary of England on her 
marriage wfth Lewis the Xllth.— On this occafion, 
Francis de Volois^ prefumptive heir to the crown of 
jFV^«^^, being willing to give fome proof of his- valour, 
caufed jufts to be proclaimed; thefe julfts continued 
three days; ih'v^hich 36^ men at arms Were anfwereid, , 
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' by their defendants } of whom fome were fo hurt 
that they died (bon after. Francis had chofen the 
Puke and the Marquis o^ D$rfet two of his aids, 
and being hurt iiimfelf at iirft, defired the Duke and 
Marquis to fight at barriers, who therefore took the 
firft place againft all comers. In the mean time 
Fraruisi' as was thought, intending an affront to the 
l>uke, caufed a German^ the ftrongeft about the 
court, to be armed fecretly, and to prefent himfelf: 
They both did well; yet the Duke at laft, with the 
but-end of his fpear, ftruck the German till he dag- 
gered; and then the rail was let fall : Having breath- 
ed a while, they renewed the fight, when the 
Duke fo mauled the German about the head, that the 

, blood, gufhed out at his nofe and ears, and then he 
was fecretly conveyed away. Before this encounter, 
the Duke had likewife unhorfed a gentleman at tilts, 
and hurt him defperately. 

3* A complete fuit of tilting armour, fuch as the 
kings, nobility, and gentlemen at arms, ufed to 

. exercife in on horfeback; at which diverfion one of 
the kings of France is. faid to have been killed by a 

- .ikiver pf a fpear ftriklng him in the eye.— -Likewife 
the tilting lance, the reft for the tilting lance, with 
the grandguard and the flits before the eye, through 
which they take the fight. 

4. A complete fuit of armour m^de for king 
HenryVllh when he was but 18 years of age, rough 
from the hanuner: 'Tis at leaft fix feet high, and 
the joints jn the hands, arms, and thighs, knees, and 

. feet, play like the joints of a rattle-fnake, and are 
moved with a]l the facility imaginable.— -The method 
of learning the exercife of tilting was upon wooden 
horfes fet on cafters, which, by the fway of the body, 
could be moved eyery way ; fo that by frequent 
practice the ridei could (bift, parry, firike, unhorfe, 

and 
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itnd recover V9\x\i furprifing dexterity^ Some of the 
horfes in this armory had undoubtedly been made 
u(e of for this purpofe ; and it is but lately that the 
caftiers have been taken from their feet, 

5. A little fuit of armour made for king Charles II. 
when he was prince of tf^ales^ and about feven or 
eight years of age, with a piece of armour for his 
horfe's head ; the whole moft curioufly wrought and 
inlaid with filver. 

6. Lord Courcfs armour, who, as the warders tell 
.you^ was grand champion in Ireland^ and as a proof 
fliew you the very (word he took from the champion 
of France^ for which valiant a£Hon he and all hid 
fucceilbrs have the honour to wear their hats in the 
king's prefence; which privilege, add they, is en- 
joyed hy Lord Kinfaie^ as head of that ancient and 
noble family, at this day.—- It is recorded indeed of 
this Courcfy that when a confpiracy was formed 
againft him in Ireland^ by his own fervants, at the 
inftigation of Hugh de Lucy^ who was jealous of fa«S 

.power, tho'.he was betrayed at his devotions, he laid 
13 of the confpirators dead at his feet before he wa^ 
overpowered. He was afterwards committed pri«- 
foner to the. Tower of Londony and it is no impro- 
bably conje£kure, that what is Ihewn is the very 
armour he brought with him to that prifon. 

7. Real coats of mail called brigandine jackets : 
They confift of fmall bits of fteel, fo artfulljr quilted 
one over another as to refift the point of a Iword^ or 
even, I believe, a mufket bullet, and yet they are 
fo flexible, that you may bend your body in them 
any way, as well as in ordinary cloathing. 

8. An Indian fait of armour, fent as a prefent to 
King CharUs II. from the great Mogul : This is in- 
deed a great curiofity : It is made of iron quills about 
two inches long 5 finely japanned and ranged in* 

C 3 rows. 
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rows, one row flipping over another very artificially \ 
^they are bound together with filk twift very ftrong; 
They are ufed in that country as a detence againft 
darts and arrows poifoned or unpoifoned. 

9. A neat little fuit of armour, in which is a carved 
figure reprefentingiJ/t/^/y/T/Dukeof y>ri, King£^- 
ward the I Vih's youngeft fon, who, with his brother 
Edward V. were foiothered in the Tower by order 
of Richard III. commonly called Crook-backed Ri^ 
chard^ their uncle and guardian. The manner of 
their.deaths was this : One Sir James l^yrrely a ftrong 
refolute fellow^ having a commiflion from the king 
for that purpofe, ajid employ iho; one Miles F&rreJI^ 
a common ruffian, and John Deighton his own groom, 
thefe two wretches, by night, entered the room 
where the young princes, attended only by one fer- 
vant, were confined, and while they flept, /mothered 
4hem in their bed-clothes. After this, Tyrrel oxAcrcA 
t^tm to be buried at the ftairrfoot, deep under 
ground ; Where their bones were afiually found in 
the reign of King Charles II. See more of this in the 
Hi/lory of Weftminfter Abbey. 

10. The armour of the great Johno^Gaunt^ Duke 
oi LancaJieTy who was the fon of a king, the father 
of a king, and the uncle of a king, but was never 
king himfelf. Dugdale fays, that more kings and 
fpvereign princes fprane from his loins than from any 
king in Chrijlendom. He was interred with Blancby 
his firft wife, on the north fide of the choir of the 
old cathedral church of St. Paul\ and on iiis monu- 
n^^nt hung his proper helmet and fpear; as alfo his 
target covered with horn ; which precious reliques 
were unfortunately confumed with that ftately edi- 
fice itfelf, by the dreadful fire o^ London. The ar- 
mour here ihewn is feven foot high, and the fword 
and lance are of an enormous fize. '

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'If. -The droll figure of IVill Somers^ as the warders 
tell you. King Henry Vlllth'sjefter : an honeft man, 
(ays they, of a woman's.making— — had a handfome 
woman to his wife, who made him a cuckold 5 and 
wears his horns on his bead^ becaufe they Ihould 
not wear holes in his pocket.. He would neither be- 
lieve king, queen, nor any about the court, that he 
was a cuckold, till he put on his fpeilacles to fee,^ 
being a little dimftghted, as ^11 cuckolds ihould be| 
• in which antic manner he is here reprefented. 

1 2. ,A collar of torment, which, fay your conduc-. 
tors, ufed formerly tq be put about the womens 
neck that cuckolded their hufbands, or fcolded at 
them when they came home late j but that cuftom is 
left oiFnow-a-days, to prevent quarelling for collars, 
there not being fmiths enough to make them, as 
moft married men are fure to want them at one time 
or another. 

We come now to the lin^ of kings, which, to fol- 
low the jordfr of your cofldu^ftor, we muft reverfe 
the order ojf their chronology^ and (Jefcribe the laft 
firft, as 

la His late majefty K, George I, in a compleat fuit 
of a'-mopr, fitting with a truncheon in his hand on a 
white horfe, richly caparifoned, having a fine Turkey 
Bridle gilt with gold, with a globe, crefcent, and 
ftar ; velvet furniture laced with gold, and gold trap- 
pings. This prince was born in 166C9 came to the 
crown on the death of Q^ Annej, Augujl 1, 17 14, 
died June 11, 1727, on his journey to Hanover. 

2^ The late King IFilliamllh drefled in the very 
fuit of armour worn by Edward the Bjack prince, 
fpn of Edward IIL in the famous battle pf CreJJy^ 
wherein the /r^w^ loft il princes, 18 baronets, 
I200.knight$, 150b gentlemen at arms, 4000 fquires, 
who were mounted on horfebacks and 30»coo com- 
C 4 mon* 
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mon men. He is meuntcd on a forrel horfe, y^rhclk 
furniture is men velvet embroidered with filver^ 
and holds in hb right hand' a flaming Aivoni. The 
hattle of the Bopa in Ireland^ and the taking of 
NamuTj are the only memorable vidories of this 
warlike king; who was. born in 1650, afcended the 
Britijb throne on the abdication of King Janus II. 
his fiither-in*law, Fehruary 13, 1688, and died 
March 8, 1702, by a fall from his horfe. 

3. K. Cbarlii II. drefl[ed in the armour that was 
worn by the champion of England zi the coronation 
4>f his late majefty. There is nothing very memor- 
able in this king's ftory, but his fufieriogs, 'and his 
reftoration to the crown after 12 years banifbment. 
He fits with a truncheon in his hand on a fine horfe 
xi^Uy capariibned with crimfon velvet laced with 
gold. He was born in 1630, fucceeded to the throne 
on the death of his father. Charles I. January 30, 
16499 and died February 6, 1684. 

4. K. Charles L in a rich fuit of hit own proper 
afrmour, eilt with gt>ld and curioufly wrought, pre- 
fented to him by the city of Lmd^ when he was 

1»rince of WiaUsi and in the fame armour th^t Was 
kid on the coffin at the funeral pr6ceffion of the late 
great Duke of Afarlhoraugh ; on which occafion a 
collar of SS's was added to it, and is now round it. 
The civil wars in this prince's reign, and his un« 
timely death, afford a very melancholy ftory, which 
will never be forgotten. He was born in i6oc, fuc:^ 
ceeded his father R. Ji/ar/j I. Ahrchzjy 1625, and . 
was beheaded in fight of his own palace gates, Ja^" 
nuary ^^ 1649. 

5. Joints I. of England and Vlth of Scothmd. By 
his fucceeding to the throne of England^ on the death 
of Q^ Elizabeth^ the kingdoms of England and Scot^ 
landi which till then had ^een zt contlnuaF wars, 

were 
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Werls united under one head. He fits on horfeback 
. ivith a fruncheon in his right hand^ drelied in a com* 
piete Aiit of figured armour. He was born in 1566^ 
mounted the. EngUJh throne March 24, 16039 antl 
4ied March 27, 1625^ after iOne of the moft inglo- 
rious reigns of any in the Britijh hiftory. 

6. King Eiueard VI. the firft proteftant prince 
that ever reigned in England (if the father of the re- 
formation be excepted.) He is faid by fome to have 
been cut out of the belly of his mother Lady Jam 
Seymour^ but that queen lived 12 days after her de- 
livery. The memorable a&s of his reign are thofe 
of charity and benificence. He gave to the citizens 
of London three hofpitals : to wit, that of Chrifi^ 
Churchy ipt the maintenance and ^ucation of poor 
citizens children ; that of Bridewellj for breeding 
them up to trades^ and thatof St. T^^mi^x, for healing 
the fickanddifeafed. He is drefled inamofl curious 
fiittoffteel armour, whereon aredepidtedsin different 
compartments, a vaft variety of fcripture hiilories» 
alluding to battles and other memorable pafiages* 
He fits on horfeback, like the reft, withatruncheoa 
in his right hand. He was born OSftAir 12, 1537* 
proclaimed kii\g January 31)1548, and died July 6, 

1553- 

7. King Henry VIII. in his own proper armour^ 

being, of polifhed fteel, the foliages whereof are gilt 

or inlaid with gold. In his right hand he bears a. 

fword, but whether of cruelty or mercy, will hajDdly, 

I think, admit a doubt. His reign is mirked with the 

divorce and murder of wives, the deftruftionsof reli- 

f^ious houfes and monafteries, and by a defiance of all 
aws divine and human. He was born Jum 28, 
2491, fucceeded his father Henry VII. April 22y 
1509, and died January 28, 1547. 
. 8. Henry Yll. v^ho killed Richard III. in the me- • 
morable battle of Bofwcrth Fields and by marry ine 
C 5 Elizabiti 
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Elizabeth^ eldeft daughter of Edward IV. united the 
two famous houfes of York and Lancaffer^ about 
whofe claims to the throne a deluge of Englijh blood 
had been poured forth. This prince holds iikewife a 
fword in his band, and fits on horfeback in a com*^ 
plete fuit of armour, finely wrought and waflied w^ith 
filver. He was born in 1457 > crowned OSitherjp^ 
1485 \ and died April 12, 15C9. 

9* Edward V. who^ with his brother Richard^ as 
has been faid, was fmothered in the Tower : He ivas 
proclaimed king, but never crowned; for which 
realbnacrownishung over his head: He is in a rich 
fuit of armour finely decorated 3 and holds in his right 
hand a lance. 

10. King Edward IV. father to the unhappy 
princes abovementioned : His reign is ftained with 
blood and luft ; andtbo' he was fortunate in moft of 
his battles, yet his viflories were all at the expence 
of his own lubjeAs. At the battle of Towf^n 36,000 
Englijh are faid to have been killed ; and during his 
reign, Guthrie fays no lefs than 200,coo Engltjb loft 
their lives in theconteft between Henry oi Lancajler 
and this Edward of Tark» He was equally formed 
for love and war, and his gallantries with the citi- 
zens wives, amongil which was the fatRous Jam 
Shore, are ftill remembered with deteftation. He is 
here diftinguifhed by a fuit of bright armour ftudded,' 
^d by holding in his right hand a drawn fword* 
He was born in 1441, began his reign March 4, 
1460, and died in 1483. 

11. King Henry VI. who tho* crowned king of 
France at P/irisj loft all that kingdom. In his reign 

' i\o lefs than 16 battles were fought at home and 
abroad. The bloody civil wars commenced be- 
tween the houfes oiiork and Lancajier^ already men- 

' rioned. The rebellion of Ja-.k Cade^ who entered 

LQndon^ 
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JLsndoHf and beheaded Lord Sayy happened in his 
reign, , The famous Joan oi Arc^ or maid of Orleans 
fiarted iip alfo, and fpread her fame thro' all Europs 
by raifing the'fiege of Orleans^ In his time alfo the 
art of printing was introduced into England, He was 
born in 1422, began his reign Auguji 31, the fame 
year (being an infant) and was murdered in the 
Tower by the Duke of Gloucefterin 146 1. 

12. The warlike and victorious Henry V. who by 
his conquefts in France gained immortal glory. He 
caufed himfelf to be acknowledged regent, and pre- 
fumptive heir of that kingdom. With only 9000 
Englijh he defeated 15000 French at the battle of 
Agincourt^ where he took more prifoners than he 
had men in his army. Near Harfleur j$iOOO French 
wcxQ defeated by 1500 Englijh. This prince was 
Sir John Faljiaff's companion Hfe was born in 1389, 
began to r^ign March 20, 141 3, and died Auguft 31, 
1422. A fltiort reign, but full of glory. 
. 13. Henry IV. Great John of Gaunt* s fon. His 
feign IS made infamous by a bl6ody ftatutc to burn 
h^reckks. He was notwithftanding valiant; but his 
courage was employed to fecure himfelf on a throne 
to which he had but flfght pretenfions. Four infur- 
rediions againft him were defeated, the greateft of 
which he quelled himfelf by the battle of Shrewfiury 
yvhcrdn Harry Hot/fur and 10,000 rebels fell, beftdes 
as m<iny of his own troops. He twice beat the^^ 
tinder Owen Glendower. He was born in 1367, 
afcended the throne 5^/>/(?w*^r 20, I396> and died 
March 20, 141 3» 

14. Edward III. John of Gaunfs father, and fa- 
ther to Edward the Black Prince^ of whom we have 
already fpoken. Befid'es the battle of CreJ^y the ever- 
memorable battle of PoiSiiers Was fOiight b^ this king 
at which Johnyklngof France ^ was taken pnfoner and 
C 6 brought 
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brought to England^ where be met DaviJ^ king of 
Sc&ts^ prifoner there alfo ; and tihefe two accompanied 
by the king, of England^ and the King of Cyprus who 
happened to be on his travels at the Englijh court, 
were all entertained at a banquet, by a citizen of 
London at Vintners- HalL Davidj king^ of Scots^ was 
afterwards ranfomed for io,000 marks, and yolm 
king of France for 500,000 crowns. Edward the 
Black Prince died in 1376, to the inexpreffible grief 
of the king and the whole nation ; but his fon Richard 
' II. fucce^ed to' the throne, whereby the famous 
yobtt oi Gaunt was excluded. EdwardllL is re- 
prefented here with a venerable grey beard, and in 
afuitof plain bright armour, with two crowns on his 
fword, alluding to the two kingdoms France and 
England^ of both which he was crowned king, and 
was the firft who quartered the arms of France with 
his own; adding the motto, Dieu et mon Droit. He 
was born in 131a, called to the throne on the depo- 
fition of his father, ^an. .2^, 1326, ^nd died Jung 
%iy I377> after a glorious reign of 50 years. 

15. Edward I. in a yery curious fuit of gilt kt- 
mour, with this peculiarity, that the (hoes thereof 
ve of mail. He is reprefented with a battle-ax in 
his hand, perhaps to diftinguiih him from the reft, 
be being the only king in the line that had employed 
his arms againft the Turks and Infidels, by an expe* 
dition to the Holy Land, The warders tell yot^, that 
^ing there (hot with a poifoned arrow, nis queen 
who accompanied him, fucking the wound, (he died^ 
and he lived i and add, that he afterwards brought her 
corpfe over, and buried it in WeJImin/ter- Abbey ; but 
G7W^, who reports this fa£l, tells it thus: ^^When 
«^ her hulband was treacheroufly wounded by a Moor 
^^ with a poifonous dagger> and the wounds, by 

•• reafon 
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^^ reafbfi 6f the malignity of the poifon, cottjd not 
♦* be clofed, ftic licked them daily with her awn 
'* tongue, and fucked out the venomous humour ; 
^^ by the power whereof he was entirely cured of his 
•< wound, and fte efcaped unhurt." Thijfaa hap- 
pened in 1272, the ^uecn {Eleanor ofCa/liU) died 
at HerMy in Lincolnjhir^^ N&vembtr 29, 1290, being 
18 years after 5 from whence flie was carried to fVeft- 
minfter-^Athey^ and there pompoufly interred by order 
of her hufbahd. This w^like prince conquered 
WaUs\ aflerted a right of fov^rcignty over Sc9tlandi 
raifed Ja/w/tothe throne of that kingdom j and af- 
terwards cited him before the frarliament at /iPi/f- 
fninjier^ to anfyfrei* to a complaint made againft him 
by the Earl of Fife. He was every where vidorious, 
and his reign is famed for ads of juftice, and is one 
of the faireft in the EngHfl) hiftory. He was born in 
1^39, made the Crufade in his fiatber's life-time, and 
received the news of his death, and of his own ad- 
vancement to the ctown, in his joumev home. He 
began his reign Nov. 16, 1272, and died of the 
bloody flux, July 7, 1307. 

J 6. Firft in the line, tho* Uft fliewn, fits William 
the Conqueror, Duke of Normandy^ in a fuit of plain 
armour. This valiant prince having with his Nor-- 
mans^ on fome pretence of right to the crown, 
- invaded England^ by one dccifive battle accomphfhed 
his great defigh. This memorable battU was 
fought OSlob'er 13, 1 066, hear Hajlings in Suffix ^xxi 
which king Harold^ with the flower of the Englijhno- 
bility and beft warriors, were fiain. Some authors 
affirm, that this vidory was obtained by means of the 
broad arrow and long bow which the Normans were 
in pofleflion of, and with which the Englijh were 
theh utterly unacquainted, tho* afterwards they be- 
i;amcfuch expert archers, that with the fame' wfeap^s 
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they conquered France. The glory oi ffi^UinnN 
reign and of his ViAories, is ftaine$i by the cruel aiut 
arbitrary fbreft lawsheenaded, an4, the wafte and 
dcvaihitiofl he. made by converting a tradlof landl, of 
more than threefqorc miles in circumference, into a 
den of wild beafts, driving, the inhabitants out, and 
filling their habitations with wolyes and boars; for- 
bidding at the fame time thofeiuihappy m^n, wfaofe 
lands and properties he had invac^d^on pain of death, 
to kill either deer or wild boar ; fqr the ki|)g, as an 
hiftorian has it, loved all thofe wild beafts, as if he 
liad been their father. -He was .born Jn 1027, was. 
crowned 0<9^^r 14, 1066, an4 dic^ 5^^ 9, 1087. : 
1 7* Over the xioor, as you go out of this armory, is 
a target, on which are engraved, by ^ mafterly hand, 
the figures, as it ihould feem, of Fortune, Fortitude 
and Juftice ; and round the room, the walls are every 
where. lined with various old uncommon pieces of 
armour, fuch as targets, caps, horfes heads, breaft- 
plates, and many other forts, for which the very 
name$ are now wanting* 

Of the Jewex^Office. 

WE have already given a dcfcription of the place, 
and nothing remains, but to give an account 
of the curiofities contained in it. 

And I. The ImperiaLcrown that all the kings of 
England Yi^ye. been crowned with fmcc Edward the 
Confeflbr, 1042. It is of gold, enriched with dia- 
monds, rubies, emeralds, faphires and pearls. The 
cap within is of purple velvet,, lined with white 
tafFaty, turned up with three rows of ermine.-— They 
are miftaken in (hewing this as the ancient imperial 
diadem of St. Edward-, for that (with tl^ other an- 
' ^ tient 
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Itient regalia of this kingdom) Was kept in the arched 
room in the cloyfters in H^efiminfter" Abbey till the 
grand rebellion, wlien in 1642 Harry Martin^ hf 
order of the then parliament, broke open the iroi^ 
cheft in which it was fecured, took it thence, and 
fold it, together with the robes, fword, gnd fceptre 
of St. Edward, After the feftoration, Kmg Charles 
II, had one made like it^ which is that now fhewn.' 

2. The golden orb or globe, put into the king's 
right hand before he is crowned ; and born in his 
kft, with the fceptre in his right, upon his return- 
into- fVeJimin/hr- Hall after he is browned. It is 
about fix inches in diameter, edged with pearl, and 
enriched with precious ftones. On the top is an 
amethyft, of a violet colour, near an inch and a half 
in height, fet upon a rich crofs of gold, adorned 
^ith diamonds, pearls and precious ftones. The 
whole height of the ball and cup is eleven inches. 

3. Tht Golden Sceptre^ with its Crofs^ fet upon a 
large amethyft, of great value, garhiflied round with 
table diamonds. The handle of the fceptre is plain, 
but the pummelJs fet round with rubies, emeralds 
and fmall diamonds. The top rifes into a Fleur de 
In of fix leaves; all enriched with precious ftones, 
from whence iffueth a mound or bal| ni^de of the 
amethyft already mentioned. The fceptre is a very 
antient enfign of kingly power. Among theyrwj, it 
was ufed as an emblem of power and royalty, and 
fpiritually as a weapon to oppofe the wicked, and 
proted the good. The crofs is quite covered with 
precioias ftones. 

4. The fceptre with the dove, the- emblem of 
peace, perched on the top of afmall Jerufalem Qtoky 
finely ornamented with table diamonds and jewels of 
great value. This emblem was firft ufed by Edward 
the Confejfor^ as appears by his feal. It is alfo marked 

. on 
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on the feals of Henry 1. Stephen and Henry^ IL but 
emitted by Richard U Rifhardll. aflumed it again 
on his feal, and it was alfo ufed by Edward W. and 
jRJchard IIL The ancient one was fold with the reft. 
This now in the Tower, was made after the re«^ 
ftoratton. 

A bold attempt was made in the reign of Kiog 
Charles II. to carry off thefe enfigns of royalty, the 
particulars whereof are worth reciting, and the rather 
as they are omitted by our latter hiftorians, tho' the 
moft angular enterprise that ever was undertaken. 
The projector of this theft was one CoL Bloody by 
birth a gentleman of Jrelandj who having fpent his 
fubflance in followthg the fortune of King Charles II. 
while in adverfity, thought himfelf hardly ufed, by 
being negle&ed when that prince was reftored to hi$ 
juft rights ; and therefore, after beins engaged in fe- 
veral very defperate, though linfuccelsful plots, fuch 
as furprizing the caftle of Dublin^ feizing the perfon 
of the Duke of Ormonde and others, he at length 
thought of a fcheme to make himfelf amends, once 
for all, by feizing the crown, globe, fceptre, and 
dove, and carrying them all oft together; for this 
purpofe he put himfelf into a habit of a do£ior of 
divinity, with a little band, along falfe beard, a cap 
with earsi^ and all thofe formalities of garb be* 
longing to that degree, except the gown, choofing 
rather to make ufe of a cloak, as molt proper for his 
defign. Under this difguife he made it his bufinefs 
to get acquainted with the keeper of the regalia ; an 
old man, whom he, treated and carefled at a rate not 
fo much expenfive as kind and obliging ; by which 
means fuch a friendfliip and intimacy Was foonefta- 
bliihed between th^m, that the old man having a fon 
and the doctor pretending to Jiave a daughter, they 
mutually agreed to match them together; but the fon 

being 
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iDeing at fea, put the pretended daughter under no 
neceffity of appearing^. The night before the fz£t 
was to be done, the<loAor told the old man, that he 
had fome friends at his h6ufe that wanted to fee the 
regaii^hfut that they were to go out of town pretty 
ear}y 'tti the morning; and therefore hoped he woulq 
gratify them with the fi^ht, though they might come 
a little b^^fore the ufual hour. (Blo§d had engaged 
three accomplices, named DefiarQugh^ lUlfiy and rer* 
rat^ in this enterprize) Accordingly two of them 
came, accompanied by the dodor, about eight in the 
morning, and the third held their horfes that waited 
for them at the outer gate of the Tower ready fad- 
died r they had no other apparatus but a wallet and 
a wooden mallet, which there was no great diiiculty 
to conceal. Upon their approach, the old man re« 
ceived them with' great civility; and prefemly ad- 
mitted then( into lus office; but as it is cuftomarjr 
for the keeper of the regalia, wdien he ihews them» 
to lock himfelf up in a kind of gra^ with open bars^ 
to the end that thofe things of high value may be 
feeh but not foiled^ the old man had no fooner opene4 
the door of this place, but the dodor and his com- 
panions were in at his heels, without giving him 
time to aflc queftions, cffeAually lllenced him, by 
knopkif]^ him- down ^^ilh the wooden mallet ; they 
then fnftantly made flat the Ifbv^ of the crown to 
niake it more portable, feifted the fceptre and dove, 
put them into thef wallet* 'tdgethi^r, and were pre- 
paring to make their efcape,' when, unfortunately /or- 
them, the old man's fon, who had not been at home 
for ten years before, came from fea in the very nick,^ 
and beino; told that hi^/^ath^r was With fome friends^ 
that would be \^ef Jr glad to fee hiin, at the Jew^iOfficei 
he pofted thither ia^mi^diately, aiKl met Bhod^M his 
companions' as they were juft4Somin^6ut; who, in- 
fiead of returning andfecuring him^as in good policy 
.: they 
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they ought to have done, pufhed foEward.wiihthcif 
prize, ia order toefcape; but theiyqung. man feeing 
his father. weltering in his blood* and the treafure 
gone, inftantly alarmed the firft upon guard, who 
giving the fignal to the reft,, the gates were fliuli, and 
the criminals fccurcd, all but the man. who held the 
horf^s, ^who inftantly fled upon the iirft rumour. 
Upon fearching them, the prize was recovered, 
though all bruiied and battered, and one ftone loft, 
which was afterwards found by a cinder-girl, and 
reftored. The next thtng to be done, was to con- 
fine the prifoners, and aciquaint bia^ajefty with the 
nature of thfir offence, and take diredions from 
court how to proceed. The refuU was, that the 
king had a fancy to examine Blood bimfelf ; and 
while all men thought that fome new puniihment 
would be devlfed to torture fo daring an offender, 
his majefty thought proper not only to pardon hint 
^nd his accomplices^ but to grant Blood 2i penfioixi 
fome fay of 500/. a year duxing bis life. ' What the 
motives were, diat isvluced his majefty to.fliew fo 
(nuch lenity to « man, ^ho had been engaged in fo 
many plots and confpiracies^ is yet a fecrct, and ever 
muft remain fo; many conjedures'Wc;re formed, an<l 
furmifes made, but no man knew the truth. BUcd 
foon after died with grief, bang conviii^ed of a plot 
againft the duke of Budingkam^ who laid a heavy 
accufation of Scandatum Magnatum agaiiift him, by 
which he was like to remain a prifoner.for life; 
though moft people: were of opinion, that this plot 
was forged againft him by bis. enemies ;^ and havii^ 
efcaped puniSiment for what he. did do, fufiered at 
Jaft for what he did notdo« We hai^e but juft hinted 
that BM was engaged in the plot to furprize Duidin 
CajUi^ and another to feize x\» perfon of the d*ikc 
of Onuondy. of both which, though' ft Uttle foreign to 
our fubjeft, weibail give a. brief account.. Upo*^ the 

rcftoration* 
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reftoration, many Englijb^ &coU^ and Irijh were dif- 
fatisfiedy and wanted only a h^ad to lead them into 
action : CoK Blood having declared himfelf of their 
party> was thought a proper perfon for that purpofe ; 
and, as nothing could be attempted in England with 
any probability of fuccefs» Ireland yf^is pitched upon 
for the fcene of rebellion : The colonel knowing 
what advantage it would be to their caufe, to be 
ni after of fome place of ftrengtlt, propofed to begin 
with the furprize of Dublin Cajile\ which was ac- 
cordingly to have been attempted on the 29th of 
Alay^ the anntverfery of the king's return, in the 
following manner: Bloody with a company of rcfo- 
lute fellows, were, under a pretence of prcfcnting a . 
petition to the duke oiOrmond^ then lord lieutenant, 
to have procured admittance, and feized his perfon, 
while about fourfcore ehofen foot, in the habit of 
|:radefmen, were to have waited without, and upon 
a certain fignal to have furprized the guards : Beit 
this plot, by the treachery of one of the confpirators, . 
having been defeated before it was fipe, a procla- 
mation was ifllied out, with a reward of five hundred 
pounds for the apprehenfion of any of the ring* 
leaders; in confequenCe whereof,. .one Mr. Lockeyj 
brother-in-law to j6/(?«/^, was taken, tried, and exe- 
cuted, and BloQdh\txk(Q\f obliged to make his efcape • 
but with a full refolution to be revenged on the duke 
of Ormand^ by whofe vigilance his views bad be€ff» 
difappointed, and his brother-in-law hanged. But it 
was not till nine years afterwards, that he durft at- 
tempt any thing upon the duke's perfon ; when ha- 
ving engaged five of his old and trufty friends, on 
the '6th oi December 1670, being all well armed and 
mpunted, they befet the duke's coach, as he was 
paffing from St. Jameses palace, through the long 
itreet that leads to Clarendon-houfe^ where the duke- 
then refided j and having knocked out the flambeaux, 

- , and 
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and fecured the attendants, thev forced the duke 
out of his coach, and bad adually tied him behind 
one of their aflbdates, ^who was to have rode with 
bim without flopping till he came to an appointed 
place, where they were to meet him, and confult 
what advantage they fliould make of their prifoner) 
when his Grace's porter, being apprifed of his roaf- 
ter's danger, by a boy who concealed himfelf under 
the coach, andefcaped, feafonably came to his refcue; 
but what is very furpriftng, not one of the ruffians 
were ever apprehended, thotigh a thoufand pounds 
reward was offered, till the attempt already related 
difcovered them, and then they were all pardoned. 
But to return from this long digreffion; the other 
.jewels (bewn here are, 

5. St. EJ%uard'$ ftaff, in length four feet feven 
inches and an half, and, three inches and three quar- 
ters in circumference, all of beaten gold, which is 
carried before the king at his coronation. 

6. A rich falt-cellar of ftate, in form like the fquare 
wiite Tower, and fo exquifttely wrought, that the 
woYkmanihip of modern times is in 'no decree equal 
to it. It is of ^old, and ufed only on the king's table 
at the coronation. 

7. The curtana, or fword of mercy, the blade 3* 
faicbes long, and near two broad, is without a point, 
and is borne naked before the king at bis corona- 
tion, between the two fwords of juftice, fpiritual 
and temporal. 

• 8. A noble filverfont, double gilt with gold, and 
elegantly wrought^ in which the royal family are 
chriftened. 

9. A large filver fountain, prefented to King 
Ctlarles the Second, by the town of Plymouth^ very 
curioufly wrought, but far (hort of that already de-^ 
icribed, 

* 10. Tbe 
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10, The rich crown of ftatc, that his Majcfty 
wears in parliament, in which is a large emerald fe- 
ven*^ inches round; a pearl, the fineft in the world j 
and a ruby of ineftim^le value. 

11. His Royal Highnefs the Prince of TVaks\ 
crown. Thefe two laft named crowns, when his 
Majefty goes to the parliament houfe^ are carried by 
the keeper of the jewel-office, attended by the war« 
ders, privately in a hackney-coach to tVbitehalh^ 
there they are delivered to the oflkers appointed to 
receive them, who, with fome yeomen of the guards 
carry them to the robing rooms, where his IVlajefty 
and the prince robe themfelves. The king wears 
his crown on his head as ht fits upon the throne j 
but that of the prince of Wales is placed before him, 
to {hew that he is not yet come to it. As foon as 
the king is difrobed, the two crowns are re-con** 
du£led to the Tower by the fame perfons that brought 
tliem. 

12. The late Queen MaryW crovmy globe, and 
fceptre,. with the diadein (he wore in proceeding to 
her coronation with her confort the late King Wih- 
Ham. 

J 3. An ivory fceptre with a dove on the top, made 
for the late King James the fecond's queen, whofe 
garniture is gold, and the dove on the top gold, ena« 
melled with white. 

14. The golden fpurs, and the armillas, which 
are bracelets for the wrifts, very antique, and worn 
at the coronation. 

15. Laftly, the ampulla,, or eagle of gold, finely 
engraved, which fiolds the holy oil the kings and 

^ queens of England are anointed with \ and the Co/- 
den Sp6on that the bifhop pours the oil into. Thefe 
are two pieces of great antiquity. The golden 
eagle, including the pedeftal, is about nine mches 
high, and the wings expand about feven Inches; 

the 
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the whole v/eighs about ten ounces. The head 

of the eagte fcrews oft* about the middle of the 

neck, which is made hollow, for holding the holy 

oil y and when the king is anointed by the bi&op, 

the oil is poured into the fpoon out of the bird's 

beak. 

Of this eagle, take the following legend : St. 
Thomas Bicket^ being in difgrace at ^tns in France^ 
the Holy Virgin appeared to him, and gave him a 
ftone veflel of oil, enclofed in a golden eagle, and 
bid him give it to TVilliam 2, monk, to carry to Pie- 
tavinif and there hide it in St. Gregorys church under 
a great ftone, where it fhould be found for the ufe 
of pious and profperous kings: Accordingly Hairy 
III. when duke of Lancafter^ received it from a holy 
man in France \ and Richard II. finding it among 
other jewels, endeavoured to be anointed with it ; 
but was fupplanted, by archbiftiop Arundel^ who af- 
terwards anointed Henry IV. Such is^ the fabulous 
hiftory of the ampulla. 

There are in the jewel ofiice, befides thofe com- 
monly fhewn, all the crown jewels, worn by the 
prince and princeftes at the coronations, and a vaft 
variety of curious old plate j but. what is already de- 
ftribed is fuflicient to gratify any moderate curiofity, 
though it muft be confefled, ^at the eye can never 
be fatisfied with feeing, where the objecSts are fo 
worthy of notice. 



Of the Mint. 

TH E R E is no defcribing the particular proceffcs 
that the different metals undergo here before 
ftampt into money. 

^ The manner of ftamping is all you arc permitted 
io fee, and this is very quickly performed by means 

of 
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of an engine, worked fometimes by three men^ 
fometimes by four. The manner of ftampino- gdid 
and halfpence isexaftly the fame, only alittle more 
care isfneQeflary in one than in the other, in order to* 
prevent wafte. The engine works by a fpindle, like 
that of a printing prcfs j to the point of which the 
head of the die is fixtd with a fcrew, and in a little 
fort of a cup which receives it, is placed the reverfe : 
Between thefe the piece of metal, already cut round 
tQ the (ize, and, if gold, exaAly weighed,, is placed ; 
and by once pulling down the fpindle, with a jerk, is 
€ompieatly ftaniped< It is simazing tofeehowdcx- 
terpufly the coiner performs this ; for as faft as the 
men that work the engine turn the fpindle, fo faft 
does he fupply it with metal, putting in the un- 
ftamped piece with his fore- finger and thumb, and 
twitching out the ftampt with his middle fin^^er. 
The filver and gold thus ftampt are afterwards miTlcd 
round the ed^es, the manner of performing which 
is a fecret never fliewn to any body, .

But to return ; the Dedication of this ancient 
Abbey is a Matter of no lefs Uncertainty,' than the 
Foundation of it ; the Church Hiftorians will hW« 
it miraculous, and none but St. Pitir himfelf, tho' 
dead 500 Years before, muil be admitted to that 
Honour. The King, as has been hifited, had or-» 
dered Mellitus to perform the Ceremony, but St. 
Petevj^ as the Legend fays, was beforehand with 
him ; for over-night he called upon Edfuus a Fifher-* 
man, and defired to be ferry'd over to Thorney^ 
which happened to be then flooded round by the 
heavy Rains that had lately fallen: The Fifliernuin 
obeyed, and the Apoftle (having confecrated the 
Church amidft a grand Chorus of Heavenly Mufic, 
and a glorious Appearance of burning Lights* of 
y/rhxc^iEdrHus was both an Ear and an £ye*witiHfs)^ 
on hi&' Return diCcoyered himfelf, and bid th^ 
Fiibermaatell MilUtus what he had heard ami feen ; 
giving, at the fame Time, to Edricusy a Specwen of 
bis divine Mi$on, by a miraculous Draught of Salt 
moa, of which Kind of Fiflx when in Seafon> the 
Apoftle affured bimtoone o# bis Occu$»ation ihouM 
ever want, pcovided they honeftly made aaOficr^- 
ing of the loth Fifli to the Ufe^theacwly confe-* 
crated Church j which Cuftom we £nd continued 
for more than 400 Years after. This Story, I Ihottld 
hardly have ventured to infert, but that it is in Part 
confirmed, or at leaft believed, by two Royal Char- 
ters ; the fir ft, of K. E^ar^ who fpeakingof it fays^ 
^^ this Church was dedicated by no lefs than St. Pt^ 
*' ter^ the Prince of Apoftles, to his own Hono«r ;*' 
the other is of Edvjiard the Confijfir^ which is ftai 
inore full, affirming it to be ^^ dedicated by St.Pr<* 
*« ter himfelf wfth the Attendance of Angels, .by the 
J^ Impreflion of the Holy Crofs, and the Anoint- 
A 4 ^i AdRtt^ 
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•* went of the Holy Chrifin." Agreeable to theie 
are the Teftimonics of the Authors of the Lires of 
Bi&op Mellitusy St. Dun/lafty Edward the Can/effirj 
and Sulcardusy Wiiliam of Malmjhury^ Ranulphus^ &c. 
Yet the Reader of this Account may believe of it 
according to the Limits of his own Faith. 

Having, however, in a great Meafure, fettled the 
JEra of the Foundation and Dedication of this 
Church, /it remains only for us to trace by what 
Steps it gradually rofe to the Grandeur in which it 
appears at prefent; for at firft, only that Part of it 
was built which forms the £aft Angle. 
. Offa^ the great King of Mercioy was the next who 
enlarged and repaired the Church of Sebert*s found- 
ing ; for Seber^s Sons relapfing into Pagonifrn^ it had 
been long negle£led, and was run to Decay. 

Edgar^ after it had been almoft ruined by the In- 
curfions of the Danes^ was the firft who revived its 
dying Luftre, by two Charters in its Favour; which 
were afterwards confirmed and enlarged by Edwara 
the Confejfor^ the old Church was pulled down, and a 
moft magnificent one for that Agescreded in the 
room of it, in the Form of a Crofs, which after- 
wards became a Pattern for that Kind of Building. 
When he had fo done, he then granted a Charter oF 
his own, wherein he recites the Account of St. Pe^ 
ter's Confecration, a& has been faid ; its Deftru£iion 
by the Denes j the Grants and Privileges of his Pre- 
deceiTors, fuch as Sae and Soc, Thai and Theam^ In-' 
tolhnd Uttolly and Infrangenthet^ Grithrichy Hamfokerty 
Murage^ and Fenftalhy and adds his own. This laft 
Charter was clofed with folemn Imprecations on 
fuch as fhould infringe it, and was figned by the 
King, Queen, two Archbifhops, ten Bifhops, and 
many of the Abbots and the Nobility, at a Con- 
vention called for that Purpofe by his Majefty's 
Order, 
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H^nry III. was the next Prince who laid his Hand 
to this great Work, and b^gan to build a Chapel 
to the Bleffed Virgin, then called the New tVoriat 
tFefiminJiery the firft Stone whereof he laid himfelf 
on the Saturday bef9re his Coronation, in the Year 
I22Q, being the 5th of his Reign; but about 25 
Years after, finding the Walls and Steeple of the 
Church decayed, he pulled them down likewife, 
with a Defign to enlarge and inake the whole more 
regular, but did not live to accompliih his Defign, 
which was not compleatcd till 23 Years after this 
Monarch's Death. 

This King's Intention was certainly, fays Siir 
Chrijidpher Wren^ to make up only the Crofs to the 
Weftward, for thus far it is built in a difFerent 
Manner from the reft more Weftward, as the Pillars 
and Spandrils of the Arches fliew. The Work muft 
therefore, in all Probability, have been carried on 
afterwards, during the Reigns of the three Succeed- 
ing Kings, by the Monks and Abbots, which, tho' 
it proceeded but flowly, wzs yet more {kilfully 
executed than the former Part. Indeed, during the 
tumultuous and bloody Wars between the Houfes 
of York and Lancajier^ little could be expefted to be 
done in Works of Genius, but upon the Advance- 
ment of tne Lancaftrian Line to the peaceable Pof- 
fei&on of the Throne, Henry the Seventh refumed 
the Work very early, as appears by the Rofe of 
'Lancafter marked upon the Key-ftones of the Vault- 
ing of the very firft Bay of Building that is extend** 
cd beyoad the old Plan* 

This Prince likewife, about the Year 1502, be- 
gan that ftatelyand loagnificent Stru£lure which id 
now generally called by his Name, by firft pulling 
^own the Chapel of Henr^ III. already-mentioncJ, 
anda Houfe adjoining, called the White Rjofe Tavern ; 
and then, marking out the Foundation, on the 24th 
9f January^ x^oz, he laid the firft Stone : This 
A 5 Chapel 
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Chapel he dedicated, like the formerj to the Bleficd 
Virgin, and deligning it for a Burial-place for him 
and his Pofterity, in his Will he exprefsly enjoins, 
that none but the Blood Royal fhould be permitted 
to lie therein ; and, for the Health of his Soul, he 
procured a Bull from Pope Leo^ for uniting to this 
Abbey the Cpllegiate Church of St. Martiti s-le- 
Grand^ and the Manor of Tykili in Yerkjbtre^ to 
maintain a Chauntryof three. Monks, who fliould 
be Priefts, and two Lay Brothers ; which we the ra* 
ther mention, as it is but little known how the In* 
habitants of St. Martin* s-le-Grand came firft to be 
connefted with thofe of Wejhninfter. The Priefo 
were to fay daily Mafs for his Soul, and the Souls 
of his Wife and Children, for which Service, be- 
fides their ufual Salary, they were to be allowed loo 
Shillings a Year. Before his Death, over and above 
this, he is faid to have delivered into the Hands of 
the Abbot of Weftminjiir 5000/. for Mafles an A 
Alms, whereof 10,000 Maffes were to be faid for 
him at bd. each'; and 2000 /. to be given in Aim?,' 
between his Death and Burial. 

Since the Death of this Prince, rib great Altera- 
tions have been made in- the outward Stru^ure of 
this Church, till of late Years j when, asr it was the 
Admiration and Grief of all who beheld it, it be- 
came the Objcft of Parliamentary Concern, to ref- 
cue it from thatRuin into Which it was falKngapace^ 
by a thorough Reparation at the national Expence; 
and though the Ravage that wa§ made within- it bjr 
Henry VIII. and the Havock without and within itf 
during the unhappy civil Commotions that defaced 
the ancient Beauty of all Religious Houfes in this 
Kingdom, can never be recoVcred ; yet it has latety, 
by the Labour and Skill oi&it'ChrtJiopherfFren^'Sitiil 
ihofe that fucceeded him, been decorated Witfe fome 
new Ornaments, and by the A^diticin of twoftatcly 
Towers, which ^e thought to exceed^ui Point of 
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Worfemanfliip any Partof the aacitnt Building, is 
now rendered ixjorc compleat than, ever, the Weft 
End having been left uniiniflied. 

In examining the old Abbey in order to thefe Re^ 
pairs, Sir Chri^opber fVrtn found great Defefts both 
in the Materi^dfi and in the Workmanfliip, Tkt 
Stone, which was.iif the Byegate Kind, very eafyto 
ITorl^, but fiibjefk to take in Water, was decayed 
four Incbes)d^p;; the Roof was Oak, mixed with 
Normandy Chefnut, badly wrought, and not proper* 
ly fecurcd from ft retching,, by which the Walls were 
damaged, and ftill rendered worfe by the Water in 
the Gutters being ill carried off. The four inner- 
moft Pillars, of tl^ Crofs he found to be fwaycd in* 
ward.confiderably, the Arches of the fecond Or- 
der cracked, the great Weft Window feeble, and 
the gable End of the Roof over it only Weather- 
Boards painted. But what was worft of all, a bold 
and ignorant Architect having formerly undertaken 
to build the Monks a Cloifter, without knx)wing the 
Principles upon which he ought to have proceeded, 
bad joined the new Work to the old in fucb a Man* 
jncr, that, by the fettling of the former, the Wall 
above the Windows of the latter was forced out tei> 
Inches, and the Ribs broken, fp that it was amazing' 
it had not quite fallen. This, howeveiy Sir GhriP' 
iapher caufed to be amended inftamiy, and made 
ftronger and more fecure than ever the iirft Builders 
had: k/t it; the ragged Aflilar he likswife cut away, 
and invefted the Building, fo far as he lived to finifli 
it, with a better Sort of Stone from Burford in Ojt- 
fordjhire^ which has fince been continued by his^ 
Succeflbrs, and now near fintflied ; the Timber of 
the Roof of the Nave, and of the Crofs, was like- 
wife fubflantially repaired under his Dire<ftion. The 
four innecmoft Pillars he reftorcd to their Perpen- 
dicular,, and left a Plan for ereding a Tower and- 
a Spire that would have ferved. father to have 
A 6 ftrengtbcB- 
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ftrengthened than to have over-loadad them. Th 
jbort, this great Archited prepared and left behiixl 
him perfed Draughts and Models of all the addition 
nal Ornaments that he thought neceflfary to com- 
plete this ftately Building ; fome of which, particu* 
larly the two lofty Towers to the Weft, have been 
ftnceerefied in a mafterly Manner $ hut the lofty 
Spire, which he feems to have had much at Hearty 
has been either thought not necefiary, oi not prac- 
ticable. 

And now having given an Account of the Foun* 
dation and gradual Increafe c^ this ancient Struc*-* 
ture, we {hall proceed to a more particular Defcrip- 
tion of it, as well as of vri^at Curiofities are ftill re* 
maining, after all the Injuries it has received. 

J Description of the Building. 

THIS noble Fabrick, than which, perhaps, 
there is not a more venerable Fragment of An- 
tiquity in the whole World, has lately been new 
coated, as already hinted, on the Outlide, except 
that Part of it called Henry VIIth*s Chapel, which 
is indeed a feparate Building, and will no doUbt be 
repaired by a particular Order, when the Repara* 
tions of the ancient Abbey are compleated. It muft 
be owned, that by the two ftately Towers at the- 
Weft End, lately added, and the great Pains that 
have been taken in the Coating, to preferve the an- 
tient Gothic Grandeur, this Church, as to its djftant 
Profpeft, has all the Majefly of its former State; 
yet the beautiful Carving and curious Sculpture that 
once adorned it, and upon a -nearer View ufed ta 
charm the Beholder^ is now irretrievably loft ; the 
Buttreffcs^ once beautifally capped with Turrets,, 
made, into plain pyramidical Forms^ and lapped 
with Free-ftone ; and the Statues of our ancient 
Kings that formerly ftood ia Nitchea near the-Tops: 
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^f thefe Buttrefies and attradled Admiration, are for 
the moft Part removed, and their broken Fragments 
lodged in the Roof of Henry VII's Chapel, where 
they are buried from the public Eye for ever. Next 
the Towers on theNorthSide, fome of thefe Statues 
are ftill ftanding ; and indeed it is on this Side that 
you are to take your outward View of the Abbey, 
the other Side being fo encumbered with Buildings^ 
that even the exa£t Situation cannot be diftinguim- 
ed. The Form of the Church is that of a Crucifix, 
in which you are to confider Henry Vllth's Chapel 
as no Part. The South Side anfwered cxadly to 
the North in the original Plan, by attending to 
which you will be able to form a true Judgment of 
the whole. The Clotfters on the South Side were 
added for the Conveniency of the Monks, and the 
contiguous Buildings are of ftill later Date* 

What will principally engage your Attention in 
viewing the Outfide of this Building (the new 
Towers excepted.) is the magnificent Portico^ lead-* 
iiig into the North Crofs, which by f(»ne has been 
ftiled the Beautifidy or &Blom9n*% Gate. It feems^to 
have been founded by Richard IL his Arms carved 
in Stone being formerly over the Door. This Por- 
tico is of the Gothic Order, and is extremely beauti"* 
ful ; and over it is a moft magnificent Window of 
modern DefignS ^^^ admirably well executed. 
Oh the South Side may be feen a WiiKiow fet u{> 
in 1705, which is likewife very mafterly. Befides 
thefe there is nothing in the outward Appearance to 
dwell upon, except the LoCtinefs of the Roof, to 
exceed in which Particular feems to have been the 
Emulation of ancient Aichiteds; that of Wejhmn^ 
Jler-Halih indeed very lofty, but this of the Abbey^^ 
is ftill higher. 

* The Dnmsbt was made by Sir CBr^ff^BeF Wruiy and 
finifli'd by him before his Death y all the other RepairB have 
Jikewife bees cxscitted upon the fame Gentlemau'i Fiaa. 
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To take an advantageoaaView of the riifide^yoa 
muft go in at the.WeftDo^r, between the Towers ;

afforded one of tibiK fineft the Eyes of Man could 
ever behold.. But as itwooldbe impoffible to con* 
vey an adequate Jdea of the folemnf Oratideur and 
Magnificp«c^ here to be viewed to .a Stranger, it 
were ii| yaift to attempt a; Defi^ption^ the Intent 
of this Qwk being radier to affift the Spe^tor to 
vieiiF with Advantage what is here prefented to him, 
than to fill his Mind with fanciful Notions of the 
a^^urable Works of remote Ages. 
; Xh^ firft Thing then.thatftcikes the Imaginatbn 
is ttv^ aw^l Sidemnity of the Place, caufed by the 
}^ff iaefsr o£ tlw Rtof^ and the happy Difpofition 
of jT^ie Lights, and of that noble Range of Pillars 
by ^ich the whole Building is fupported. 

[It may here be proper* to inform the unlearned 
pleader, tJiat the open Space between the Rows of 
Pillars is< called t^e Nave of the Church; the en- 
^lo/ed Sp^ce, the Choir;, the Space between the 
PiUai^sand the Walls, thelfles^; and the enlarged 
Spaces to the North and'South, the Nortli Crofs* 
i^d South Crofs.] 

. Thefe Pillars terminate towards the Eaft by a 
S>w6ep, tbereb)^ enclofing the Chapel of Edward the 
C^nfeffor in a kind of Semicircle, and excluding all 
the other Chapels belonging to the Abbey, of which. 
thwre are no lefs thah ten in Number, beyonithe 
Avenue or Walk> by which they are fuiwouaded^ 
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Aftd It Is w^^ your Qbfervation^ that as for- 33 tQ 
the Gates of the Choir tl^e Pillars are ftllqtted with 
Brafs; hut all beyond with Free-jftone j from which 
Circumftant^ei fotn^ take Occafipn t0i determine the 
Bounds pf the different ^^nlargeoients of this Church 
at difibrent Tiipes, h\x% I t^ink, with mu/ch Uncer- 
tain^. An AK^rable ^ the middle Range of PilJarf 
are Columns adjoining to the Walls, which asthejf 
rife fpdog ifilp Semi-Arches^ and ar^ every where 
mot in aqute Angles by their Oppolites> thereby 
throwing ihe Roof into a Variety of Intaglio's, a^ 
the Term h^. which, are no other than little orna-^^ 
mental Carvings at tb«^ Clofings and Croffings of 
theXioe^.. On th^ Arcl^es of the Pillars are ualle* 
rtes of do«tJe. Qolumna, 15 Feet wide, covering 
the^ Side*Ifles, and enlightened by a middle Rangr 
of Windows, over which there is an upper Range^ 
of larger Windows; by thefe and the under Ran^e^. 
together with the four capital Windows,, facing the 
]!|l. S» £. and W. the whole Fabric i^ (b admirably 
enlrigh^QQied^ thAt in the Day-time you are never 
daszkd with a Glare, nor incommoded with Dark- 
IM9& In the Walls betweea the Columns were 
{baUom Niches^ arched about eight or ten Feet 
high, on. which the Anns. of the original Benefac-* 
tors were, depi^ed^ apd-oiver (hem in Saxon Cha-^ 
raders, their. Xitks^ &r. but thefe are almoft all 
defaced by tbtfcMo«wwiti> of t^i^ O^ad, whfch^vc 
placed hc^e thcn^. : 

The next Thing obf^yable is the fine Paintingt^ 
in the great Weft Wiodo.w, of Akrabamylfaacy and 
Jacoh 'f Mtffes and 4ann^ and the 12 ratriarchs ;. 
the Arms of his[ late Maj'efly, K. Seberty and 
Q. EUxabtih'^ K. Edward tb^Conf effort and the late 
worthy De^i^ Dn WtlcPKy Bifbpp of Rachejleri 
^s Window wa$ fet up ia,the Year 1733, and i^ 
Tery .curiws; to tbp. Itcft :0f which, in a leffc^ 
Wi^dow^ is a Painting of one of our Kings (fup^ 

poiedi 
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pofed of RUhard II.) but the Colours being of a 
Water Blue, noparticulir Face can be diftinguiflicd. 
In ti»e Window, on the other^Side the great Win- 
dow, you will fee a lively Reprefentation of Edward 
the Canfejir in his Robes, and under his Feet his 
Arms painted. There are fome other Remains of 
this ancient Art fcattered up and down in the Win- 
Sows, but none fo peifed as thefe. 

Having now taken a Survey of the open Parts of 
this Church, the next Thing to be viewed is the 
Choir, which you can only fee during the Times of 
divine Service; the grand Entrance into which is by 
a Pair of Iron Gates finely wrought. The Floor is 
paved with the fineft black and white Marble : The 
ancient Stalls are covei^ with Gothic acute Arches, 
fuppoited by fmalL Pillars of Iron, and painted Pur* 
pie; but what you fhould particularly remark, is an 
ancient Painting near the Pulpit, of that moft beau- 
tiful Vxmce Richard II. fitting in a Chair of Gold, 
and dreiTed in a Veft of .Green flowered with Goli^ 
having on Shoes of Gold powdered with Pearls. 
This Piece is in Length iix Feet eleven Inches, and 
in Breadth three Feet feven Inches ; the lower Part 
much defaced. The next Thing to be remarked, 
is the fine Altar enclofed with a <iurious Bsdiuftre, 
within which is a Pavement of MefaicWork, made 
at the Charge of Abbot ff^are, and faid to4>e the 
moft beautiful in its Kind of any in the World. By 
fome Latin Verfes it appears, that the Stones where- 
of it is compofed are o( Porphyry, and tbat;rt was 
laid in the Year 1272, near 490 Years ago^. 
The Altar, which had formerly flood in a Chapet 
at Whitehall^ is a ftately and beautiful Piece of 
Marble, and was removed from the Stores a6 
Hamhton-Court in the Year 1 707, by Order of her 
late Ma^efty Queen Anne^ who prefented it to this 
Church. On each Side the Altar arc Marble Doors 
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opening into St. Edward's Cbapel, where our Kings 
retire to rcfrclh at their Coronations. 

There are feveral Afcents to the Roof of this 
Church, particularly one at the Weft Corner of the 
North Crofs, another at the Eaft Corner of the 
South Crofs ; and over the South- Weft Tower arc 
fmall Chambers, faid to have been formerly the 
Habitation of Bradjhaw^ Prefident of the Rebels 
bloody Court, where he ,endcd his Days in deep 
Melancholy before the Reftoration. 



Of Henry VIIth*s Chapel. 

HAVING now faid as much as will be thought 
necefiary, without being tedious, of what re- 
lates to the Architefture of this ancient Abbey, it 
remains ftill to fay fometbing of that famous Build* 
ing called Htnrj Vllth's Chapel, which, as we have 
akeady hmted, is undoubtedly of much later Date 
than the Fabric we have been defcribing. This Won^ 
der oftbi ff^orU^ as it may well be ftiled, is adorned 
without with 16 Gothic Towers, all beautifully or- 
namented with admirable Ingenuity, and jutting 
from the Building in different Angles. It is fitu- 
ated to the Eaft of the Abbey, to which it is fo neat- 
ly joined, that at a fuperficial View it appears to be 
one and the fame Building. It is enlightened by a 
double Range of Windows that throw the Light 
into fuch a happy Difpofition, as at once to pleafe 
the Eye and infpire Reverence. In the Towers arc 
Niches, in which ftood a Number of Statues, that 
for Expreffion were hardly to be equalled ; but thefe 
were removed by Order of the Rump Parliament, 
left they fliould tumble upon the Heads of fome of 
its Members. Thefe Towers are joined to the 
Roof, and made toibrengthen it by Gothic Arches, - 
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The A(cent Co the Infide is from the Eaft End^ 
the Abbey b^ Steps of Uack Marble under a ftatetf 
Portico, which leads to the Gates opening to the 
Body or Nave of the Chapel, before you enter 
vhich you may obferve a Door on each Hand, 
opening into the Side-Ifles \ for it is cooipofed ojf a 
Nave and Side-Ifles, every Way anfwering the 
Plan of a Cathedral. The Gates by which you enter 
the Nave arc well worth your Obfervation : They 
are of Brafs moft eurioufly wrbught in the Manner 
of Frame- Worki having in every other open Pan- 
nel a Rofe and Portcullis alternately. Being enter^ 
ed, your Eye will naturally be direded to the lofty 
Ceiling, which is wrought with fuch aftonifhing Va- 
riety of Figures as np Defcription can reach \ the 
Stalls are of brown Wainfcotiwith Gothic Canopies, 
q»oft beautifully carved, as are the Seats withfirange 
Devices ; mpre particularly the Carving under the 
Seats are monftrous Repr^fentations of beaftly Ac- 
tions, but fo ftronglj' expreffed by the Artificer, that 
nothing on Wopa is now remaining equal to it : 
The Pavemeiit is of bUck and wJute Marble, done 
at,^Ke Charge of Dr. KilU^ew^ once Prebendary of 
ihi$ Abbeiy^ as appears by two lofcriptions, one on 
^ Plate; of Br^ in^ed ija the R^iib towards the Foun^ 
d^^rV 'toEofe ; the otfeer cut i^ the Pavement. The 
£aft View £rom. the Entrance prefents you with the 
jPrafe Cbapel and Tomb of the Founder, and round 
ijr, where the Eaft E^d forms a Semicircle, are the 
Chappls of the Duke of Buckingham and Richmond^ 
aad t^le open Spaces and Windows, where is th« 
Tqmb of Sheffield Duke of Budingbam^/ and the 
Efl% of the Countejis 'of Richmond. The Side-Ifles 
open to the Nave at the Eaft End, on each Side the 
Founder's Tomb ;. and at the Eaft End of the South 
Xfle is the R^yal Vault ; and of the other, the Mo- 
numents of the Princes' murd^sred ; the Walts, «s 
•well of the Nave as of the South Iflcs, are wrought 
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into the moft curious Imagery imaginable, and con- 
tains 120 large Statues of Patriarchs, Saints,Martyrf> 
and Confeffors, placed in Niches, under which arc 
Angels fupporting Imoerbl Crowns, befides innu- 
merable fraall ones, ■all of them efteemed fo curi- 
ous, that the beft Matters have travelled from a- 
broad to copy them. The Windows which arc 
1 3 on each Side above, and as many below, in the 
North and South Ifles, befides the fpacious Eaft 
Window jut out into the Goth/c Towers, and were 
formerly of pamtedor diapered Giafs, having in 
cverv Pain a white Rofe, the B^dgQ of l,amq/ier^ or 
an the initial Letter of the JFounder's Name, and 
PortcullilTes, the Badge of the Beau/otto's crowned", 
pf whix:h theie are feme now remainmg. The Roof 
is flattifh, and is fupported on Arches between the 
^ave and the Side Ifles, which turn upon twelve 
(lately Goihic Pillars curioufly adorned with Fi- 
guire§,^ Fruitage, Oind Foliage. The Length of thii 
Chapel within is 99 Feet, the Breadth 66, and th^

Of thi Tombs in the Chapel of St. Benedict. 

IN the Chapel of St. BeneSn you are (hewn an 
ancient Tomb of Free-ftone, railed with Iron 
on the Side next the Area, having formerly a Ca- 
nopy of Wood, now quite demolifhed and broken 
away ; on which lies the Image of Archbifhop Lang- 
ham, who was firft a Monk, afterwards a Prior, then 
an Abbot of IVeJlmnfter^ and laftly Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, There is a Latin Epitaph round his 
Tomb, fetting forth, " That he was Monk, Prior, 
** and Abbot of this Abbey j afterwards elected Bi- 
•' fhop of London 5 but Ely being then alfo vacant, 
•* he made Choice of that See ; that be was Primate 
'** and Chancellor of ^ff^Ztim/; Prieft-Cardinal, af- 
** terwards Bifhop-Cardinal oi Prenejie \ and Nun- 
** do from the Pope \ and thaf he died on the Feaft 
** of St. Mary Magdalene, in the Year 1376, on 
•• whofe Soul God have Mercy, and grant him the 
♦* Joys of Heaven for the Merits of Chrift.^*^ I|e 
was made Cardinal by Pope Urban V, with the Ti- 
tle of St. Sextus, but was deprived of hisArchbiffiop- 
rick by King Edward the Third, for being promo- 
ted without his Confent : In 1369 he was made Bi- 
• (hop-Cardinal of Prenefley by Pope Gregory XL 
and had the Profits af&gned him of the Archdea- 
conries of Taunton and JVelh \ founded a Houfe of 
*€larthujians at Avignon in Provence, at which Place 
<1^ was firft buried^ and afterVirictrd reifioVed here. 
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Kext is a ftately and curious Monument of black 
And white Marble, on which are two Images in a - 
cumbent Pofture, reprefentine an ancient Noble* 
man in his Robes, with his Lady « This Monu- 
ment was ere£ted in Memorv of Lyonel Cranfield^ 
£arl of MiddUftx^ by his relift Lady Atrne: The 
Latin Infcription on this Monument is to this £f- 
fea : 

** Sacred to the Memory of Lyonel Lord Cranfieli^ 
** Earl of Middlejexy who by that difcerning Prince 
<* K. James 1. being called to Court, was for his 
'< excellent Parts bountifully rewarded both with 
^< Honours and Fortune ; being made Mafter of the 
*' Requefts, and of the Wardrope , Prefident of the 
** Court of Wards, and Privy Councellor. The 
^< new and illuftrious, as well as difficult Province 
^ of Lord Treafurer of England^ he filPd j which 
'^ Services, (how indefatigably he underwent) his 
« Titles of Knight, Baron Cranfaldy and laftly Earl 
i< of MiddUfex^ with various other Honours, abun«» 
«.dantly teftify. From hence Envy fwelling, it9 
«« utmoft Efforts were exerted to raife Storms a- 
« gainft him. Whilft he boldly ftanding on his 
« Guard, encouraged by the Confcioufneis of his 
«' Innocence, was fhamefullytolTed about; buthap- 
<« pily efcaping Shipwreck, in a compofed Win- 
<^ ^er of Life, caft Anchor, and finifhed his Courfe 
« in 9 retired I^eifure. Here lying concealed, be- 
f < ing weary'd put firft, and wafted afterwards, thijs 
<* Puot was roufed up to undertake a fafer Voyage, 
« and mad^ the Port of Heaven. He died the 6tiJ 
f^ of jlugufty 1645, aged about 70. He was twice 
<^ married ; by his firft Wife he }>ad three Daugh-* 
*« ters, Elizahethy late Countefs of J^ulgrave j Mar-^ 
f^ tha^ Countefs of Monmouth 5 and Afory, i^hodied 
*« unmarried. By the fecond, who furvived him^ 
f < he had three Sons and two Daughters, Jame^^

Near Bi(hop LangbamS Tomb is another abbut 
1 8 Inches from the Ground, on Whiidh h engraved 
on a Brafs Plate the Figure of aA old Man in a Doc- 
tor's Habit, dcfimdd fot Dr. fyitliam BilU Dean of 
Wi/fmiHjirj Maftcr ofEt&n Cotlcge, Head of Tri- 
nity In Cambridge^ and chief Almoner to Q^ Eiitza^ 
beth^ as appears by his Infcription. He died July 5^ 
J 56 1. On a Brafs Plate are feme Ltfr/« Vei'fes, 
letting forth, «« That he was a gdod and learned 
*« Man, and a Friend to thofe that Were foj that 
** !Si€ was juft and charitable; and that the Poor, as 
^ well as the three Collcgefs cCver which he pre- 
<« Tided, fuftainfed an irreparable Lofs by his 
<• Death.'* ' 

On the Eatt, on the very Spot where flood the 
Altar of St. Benedi^fy is now a line Monument of 
Various Kinds of Marble, to the Memory of Lady 
Frances^ X^QunM^ 6f tiiAjhrd^ Who is here repre- 
fented in Tier Robfes Ift a cumbent Poftui'e, with her 
Head reftihg on ah embroidered Cufliion, and her 
Teet ori a Lion's Bacl:. The Sculptui-e of this Mo- 
liunient is extremely curioiis, and wdl ^Orth Atten- 
tion. It feems to repreftnt a ftately Tempfe, Where 
thiB Enfigns arid Devices of the noble Ftoiliefe of 
Scmerpt zni Effinghahi^ ^ppe^r t0^6 the diief OV- 
napients. The LcHin ttflbrijitions ftt forth, ^* That 
<« Ihe was Wife to the noble Eafl'of /&r//^r^\iS6n 
•« to the renowned Prince Edtvardj Dukfe'ot Sofner" 
^^ fiU Earl of Hertford, Vikoiitit Biauchamp^ and

On the South Side of this Chapel is a Monument 
affixed to the Wal^ to the Memory of Dr. Gahrul 
Geodman^ who is here reprefented kneeling in his 
proper Habit. The Z0/111 Inlcription mtimates, 
^< that he was the fifth Dean of this Church, over 
*^ which he prefided for 40 Years with much Ap- 
<' plaufe ; that he founded an Hoipital, and infti- 
^^ tuted a School, at Rutkin^ in D^nHghJhin^ where 
^^ he was born ) that he was a Man of a regular and 
^ devout Life; and that he died in 1601^ aged 
** 73."— This Dr. Goodman was the firift who raifcd 
fhe learned Camhden from Obfcurity, by making 
him fecpnd Mafter of Wtflminftir School^ and dc« 
fraying the fxpences of ieyeral of his Journles in 
Search of Antiquities. 

On <;^^fame ^de^ and under the adjoining Arch^ 
|s a neat Tibbie Monument of white Marble, to the 
Memofv of Gi<)rge Spraty fecond Son of Dr. Thomas 
Sprats BlfhOj^of HofhsJifTy and Dean of Wefttninjlir^ 
by his WikHikna^ defcended from the ancient and 
lionourable Famity of the WoUUys in Stafford/hire^ 
yiho lies interred iii die Chapel of St. Nicholas^ He 
died 9& Infant of a Year old, ia 1683. 

Be&kfs tl^e above reeitcd^ thejre fxes interred ifi 
this Chl^^d, Qathftisu^ Daughter to Dr* Dolbm'y bi« 
ihop of Rochejkr^ Dean of Wf/hninfter^ and ^ter-

Between this Chsfpel aod the next, you will ob« 
jerve affixed in the Wall, a Monument of Mnjaic 
Work, the Sides in plain Pannels, but the Top of 
ttke Table Wj^u^t in Figures, laid to be done with 

the 
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tbe fame Kind of Stones as the Floor before the 
AlUr, and ere£led for the Children of Henry III. 
and Edward L- Over this Tomb is fomething 
which feems to have been a Piece of Church Perl? 
|)e£live, but now almoft defaced* This certainly 
was once a rich and coftly Monument ; for in the Re- 
cords of the Tower, there is the King's Order for e- 
xefting fuch a one in this Place, and for allowing 
Matter Simon deWellsfivc Marks and ahalf, to defray 
his Expences in bringing from the City a certain 
Brafs Image to fet upon the Tomb of his Daughter 
Catharinty and for paying to Simon di GUucefter^ the 
King's Gddfmith, 70 Mark;s for a Silver Image 
for the like Purpofe. 



Of the Tombs, <cc. in the Chapbl ef 
St. Edmund. 

NE X T in Order you will be (hewft the Chftpel 
of St. Edmund, at the Entrance of which, on 
your Left Hand, is a Monument facred to the Me- 
mory of John of Eltham, fecohd Son of K. Edward 
n. and k> called from Eltham in Kent^ the Place of 
his Nativity, where our Englijh Kings had once a 
BUace. His Statue is of white Alabafter, the Head 
encircled in a Coronet of greater and leflTer Leaves^ 
remarkable for' its being the firft of the Kind ; his 
Habit is thai'of an armed Kiiight. He died in Scof^ 
land at the Age of nineteen, unmarried ; tho' three 
different Matches had been propofed to him ; the 
laft of which, to Mary IHughter oi Ferdinand King 
of Spain^ he accepted 5 but lived not to confummate 
'it. His Funeral was fe matoificent and coftly, that 
the Prior 'and Convent demanded loo/. (a vaft 
Sum then) for Horfe alid 'Armour, preient there on 
the Day of his Burial* This Monument is by (bme 
Authors faid ^belong tg H, HoUgnd^ Duioe ^iSse^ 
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Hifi who peri£bted at Sea in the Reiga ctf Edwari 
IV. 

At the Feet ofthU is lately ereSied. a bandfome Monk* 
ment of white Marble^ with the following Infcription. 

In this Chapei h'es interred aH that was mortal 
of the moft Illuftrious and moft Benevolent J^hn 
Paul Howard^ Earl of Staffer dy who in 1738 mar-.' 
ried Elizabeth^ Daughter- of J. Exvens^ of the Coun* 
ty of Somerfety Efquire, by Elizabeth his Wife^ 
eldeft Daughter of John Saint Jibing of Alfsoctony ill 
the fame County, Efquire.

Next to this is a fmall Table Monument, on 
which lie the Figures odVUliam^ of Windfor^ fixth 
Son of Edward III. who died in his Infancy j and 
of Branch of the Tower, . Sifter to IViUiamy who 
likewife died youn^, having obtained their Sur«> 
names from the Places of their Nativity. What is 
remarkable, they are drefled in the Habits of their - 
Time, the Boy in a fliort Doublet, of the Indecen- 
cy wherebf Chaucer^s Parfon complains ; the Girl 
in a horned Head -:drefs, which S^^?u; fays wa^ fright- 
ful. Between th^ Monwnruents of Lady Frances, 
Dutchefs of SufoUi and John of Elthamy Earl of 
Cornwall^ againft the Eaft Wall, is a Monument 
ere£i:ed to thp Memory ^of Nicholas Monckj Provoft 
©f Eton, Bifhop of Hereford^ and Brother to George 
Monck Duke oilAlbemark^ &c. He died Lhcembcr 
the iith,'i66j, aged 50. His Grandfon Cbrifip'- 
pher Rawlinfony Efq; of Cari in Lancajhlrcy caufed 
t^isii be^ie^efted in 1723. • . , 

On another Tomb, raifed from the Floor, lies 
the Effigy of Lady Frances Dutghefs of Suffolk^ ia 
her proper Robes» She was Daughter of the hi-^ 
mo\xs\Ckarles BrandoHy (of whofe gallant A<5iJQOs 
fee a more particular^Account in the Hiftory of the 
Tower,Jatcly puWiflied) by:J/tfry the French Queeji, 
Daughter to/ifcwrj^VIL and became herfelf Dutchefs 
of Suffolk^ by m-drryingHeHryGreyy then Marquis of 
D^r/^/, but upon her F;ither's Deccafe created Duke 
of Sifffolk^ and afterwards beheaded for beipg con- 
cerned in JVyath Attempt for dethroning the Wpp^ 
Q. Mary: By the Dukefhe had two Daughters, 
Lady J(ine and. C^th^rine 5 Lady Jane was;mar^ed 
to Lord GtiildfyrdJ>udley^^on, to the Puke ofNor-f 
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thurnherlandy ^hd aftefwai'dsf proclaimed Qiieen, but 
not being projperly' ruppocted ,* fc'll a Sacrifice to the 
Refentmeht of her SucCwftor, who cut off the Heads 
of her Hulband and Father- in-Law, as .well as that 
of her Father ; luzdy Catherine was more fortunate, 
and tnarried iirft Lord Herbert^ Son to the Earl of 
Pembroke^ and af tfer wards £'^At;iJriEarl o^ Hertford. 
—Being now, 4eprived of aHuiband and Daughter, 
the,DutcHefs herfeif'fell^under the Difpleafure of 
the Court on .Account of^ her Religion, and wks 
charged wit):i dreffing a Cat in a Rochet in Ridicule 
of the epifcopai dignity 5 thisCharge was vigoroufly 
profecuted againft her by the fecret Direftion of 
Gardiner^ RnHop ^diH^incheJler \ who being under 
Confinenient iH the.Tower'ih the preceding Reign, 
iind feeing *the dutcteis pafe under his Window, 
made her a very courteous. Reverence,- But her 
Grace, inftead of re^rning the Compliment, told 
him with an Air of Contempt, It was well for the 
Lambs^now the Wolves werejhut nip; which Slight he 
never forgave:^. So that, not being gble to forefetJ 
the Confequences,Oie judged it moft prudent pri- 
vately ijo retice ftit6 tho Country, where fee foont 
after married one Adrian Stocky Efq; and with him 
Jived unknown and unn6ticdd, till the AcceifionoC 
Q^Elizabetb to the Crown, when fhe again appear* 
cd at Court, ^i»d became a great Favourite, info- 
much!, ttoat the Queett, in regafrd fliewis lineall^f 
deicended'frotn Henry Vll.^diftthgniflied her with < 
a)i AdgmentatioA of the Arms of England^ viz. a 
BofderGdnbony^Gifld emd Azure^y which at her Fu- 
neral was placed with her Anceftors Arms in Ban- 
nejrs,Banner-Rol)s,Lotenge6,and Scutcheons ; and 
quartered on theMcmumeMweare bow defcribing.

related .; and, if we may credit what is there fee 
down, flie was once reducied to fuch Mifery, as 
aftar wandering ap and down till flie was faint, 
to be obliged to lie a long Winter's Night in a 
Church- Y^rd. On her Tomb are two Infcrip^ 
tions J the firft in Latin Verfc, magnifying her Vir* 
tue ; the fecond in Englijhy fhewmg her different 
Marriages. 

The next that prefents is a {lately Monument of 
white Marble, reprefenting a Youth in Grecian Ar- 
mour, fitting on a Greek Altar ; and erefted, a$ 
th? Latin Infcription fets forth, to the Memory of 
Francis Hollis^hyjohn Earl of Clarcy his afBi£ked Fa- 
ther. This brave Youth, after returning home from 
making a Campaign in Flanders^ dit4 Juguji 12th, 
J622, aged 18.

Qn an Altar m the fanie Taftc, l>«t ..differently 
ornamented, fits .in a fl^eping Pofture, th^^ Figure 
of J^ady Elizabeth MjffeL, .EJaught^r of L^rd Ruffe^ 
in .whjt^ Alabafter, Toiir Quideis wiU tell you tbaJt 
ibe died with 9 Prick of her Finger,, which is apt to 
sXaife Pity in the Minds of the Spe^ators ; but this 
Story has no other Foundation^ than the. Mifappre- 
heniion of the Statuary's Pefign; for haying repjoe- 
fented her^s affleep, and pointingwithji^r. Finger 
tp a Death's He^d under he| rfghM^'oolt, it hJts beca 
fuppc^ed that her Finger bled, and th^t theJBIeed- 
M^i bad clofed her £y^s in Death ^ whereas the E>e-f 
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figti of. the Actift feems ratl^er to aUude to the com- 
pofed Skuatioa of her Mind at the Approach of 
Death, whi<ih ihe confidered only as a profound

Within the Rails which endofe this laft Monu- 
Inent is a moft maghiiicent one of various colour- 
ed Marble and Alabafter, painted and gilt, ereded 
to the Memory of ..3^i&iiI^d;£»J7i4 {Son^d Heir 
to Francis Earl oi mdford) and Jiis&h Brands^ 
JShzxibkhy Daughter' of Sir j/nlthofty-Cff^ii Knt. ^and 
Widow of Sir Thomas H^by^ Knt. He is rcpre- 
fented in a cumbent Pofture, habited hi his Coro- 
hafiion Robes, with his Infant Son at his Feet, 
His Lady was efteemed the Sappho of her Age, be<^ 
ing'^well^erfed in the learned Languages, and an, 
excellent Poe^ ; five of the Epitaphs on this Tomb 
»re of her' Compoiltion, of which th^ee are in 
LaUHj 6n&\nGreeiy and the other in'j5ii^/r^,>whieh 
is here tranfcribed as a Specimen, the reft being tb 
the fanie Import :

'.Bernard Brocas^ oV Baur£pain «iii the. County of 
Hants (Gutherie calls him Brokehauje) Chamberlain 
ito jinny Queen to. Richard IL But' this[ Princ^ 
dyings and Richard falling under the Difpleafure of 
•his^ People, who dcpofed him. Sir Bernard ftill ad- 
hered to his Royal Mafter in : bis Misfortunes,

Near this is an ancient Motlument of grey Mar«- 
ble, on which, in plated Brafs, is the Figure of a 
Knight in Armour j his Head reclined updni hii 
Helmet, and one of his Feet placed upon a Leo^ 
pard, the other on an Eagle. By the Ldtm^lnftT'ip^ 
tion this Knight w^s Humphry Bourchier^ Son an<J 
Heir to John Bourchier^ LoriBartiers ; ^hb, tfpou^ 
firigtheCaufe cX Edward iY. againft the'fiatl^of 
[JVarwicky was flain in the Battle of BarHet'/l^lJ^ oA 
EaJler^Day 1471, tho' the King was viSori^us; • 
' On the Right Hand as you enter this Chapel is 
the ancient Monument of William de Valenc^,^ iy*ng 
in a cumbent Pofture on a Cheft of Wdlnfcot plated 
-upon a Tomb 'oFgrey Marble j" the Figure isfWOod. 
covered originally vAiik Copper = gilt,* 4s was the 
Cheft in whieh it lies, but the greateft Pttrt has been 
filched away ; and of 30 fmall Images that were 
placed in little Brafs Niches round it, fcarce one 
remains entire. This William di Valence was Earl of 
Pembroke^ and Son to the Earl of Marcky by* IfaBel 
Widow to King Johnny and being Half-Brother to 
Henry IIL was made Prime-Minitter to that Princ0, 
which brought upon him theOdium of the'Barons. 
Being unable to maintain his Poft, he was at lengthy 
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An 1237^ fotced to fly, leaving his Lands in Mort- 
gage to one Aaron a Jevu ax ]1yri> for 90 Marks in 
Gold; in<hicb feeins to have been a confiderable 
Sum, by tbe Account given of the Splendor of his 
Equipage at bis Departure. About two Years after, 
having fquandered his Money abroad, the King in^ 
terefted hin^felf in his Favour \ and, having foUicit^ 
ed his Return, beftowed upon him the Government 
pf Ufrifo^Oaftlt^ of ^hrcji he made a wantpn Ufe ; 
for, being a Foreigner, and for that Reafon hated 
byabe;^]^/^, ^he flipt noPpportonity ta mortify 
them \, Matthrw Paris gives -one Inftance among 
tnany.^ )iis infolent Behaviour to the Bifhop^ of 
Ely^ whofePark zt Hatfield lying contiguous to his 
Gcrv^rnmei^ f^i^nce forcibly entered it without the 
£i(hG|>'s I^eave, a^d having bunted till he was tired^ 
brplf,t open.^ie BJifhopV ^oufe. Pantries and Cel- 
lars, anfl feafting'himfelfaiKi Followers till thejr 
were .gorged and -drunk, conmiitted thr moft ta<- 
multttous Outrages, pulling out^he Taps of the 
Ca&s that were empty, and broaching thofe Hat 
werie |uU« fufiefing what they left to run about the 
Cellars, and beating the, servants unmercifully 
th^toppofe^ their Ridt. This done they went off 
laughing at their Mifchief. In the Year 1258, he# 
was ag^in banUhed, together with many other Fo- 
reigners, who. had made .themfdves obnoxiops to 
.the Mfi^Ujk Barons; howler, in 1264, we find 
him <mce. more in Engtandy at the Batd^ of £t^^r 
fifomj yifhsin the King-was taken Prifoner by the 
Barons, and he with 400 Cuiraffiers, fled to the 
Caflle. of Pevenfy^ till they found Means to tranf- 
port themielves into France^ where in 1296 he w^ 
flai^ at Bayonm treacheroufly. His Body was after- 
wards brought to Englandy and honourably buried 
in :this Chapel, and an Indulgence of xoo Days 
granted to all devout People who ihould^ofer up * 
Prayers for his SouL 
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Near to Valence^ is a moft magnificent Monu- 
ment, partly cnclofed, to the Memory of Edward 
Talbot^ eighth Earl of Shrew/bury^ and his Lady 
Jane^ cldcft Daughter and Coheircfs oi Cathbert 
Baron OgUy whofe EflSgics in their Robes lie on a 
blaclc Marble Table, fupported by a Pedeftal of 
Alabafter^ This Monument is finely ornamented, 
and the Carving on the various coloured Marble 
is exquifite. The Infcription contains nothing 
more than his Titles .and Charafler, which is in- 
deed very high : He was honourable without Pride: 
Potent without Oftentation: Religious without 
Superftition : Liberal both in Mind and Bounty, r 
Warded ever againft Fortune, his whole. Life was 
a Path of Juftice j and his Innocence efcaping En- 
vy ; continued through ^ the whole Courfe of his 
Life. He died February 8th, 1617, in the 57tb Year 
of his Age. 

On the Floor of diis Chapel is a Tomb two Feet 
high, on which is a Lady in a Widow's Drefs with 
a Barb and Veil, cut in Biia(s, round which is an 
Infcription in old French^ importing thzt JBaner de 
Bvhun^ Daughter and Hetrefs of Sir Humphry de 
Bokun^EsiTlof Hertford^ EJ/ix^zndNortbampton^ and 
Wife to the mighty and noble Prince of Woodftock^ 
Duke of GloucTfier^ Earl of EJJex arid BucAingham^ 
Son to Henry iIL lies interred here. — rThis Lady^ 
who was the greateft Heirefs in England^ was de<» 
prived of her Hufband by the Crudty of his Ne^ 
phew, Richard IL who, jealous of his Popularity; 
moft treacheroufly betrayed him by a Shew of 
Friendfhip ; for coming to vifit him at Plajhyy a 
pleafant Seat of his in Ejhi^ and ftaying Supper, in 
Duty he thought to attend his Majefty to Town; 
but at Stratford was fuddcnly furrounded by an Amr 
buih of armed Men, who privately hurried faimon 
board a Ship, and carried him to Ca/tfix, where, by 
the King's QrdejTj hewas ftifled between feasher<^ 
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Beds. After this melancholy Accident his Lady 
fpent the reft of her Days in the Nunnery at Bark- 
ingy and died O^foher 3, 1399 j from whence her 
Remains were brought, and here interred.* The 
Duke her Hufband w-as murdered in 1397. ' -' * ^-- 

Mary Countefs of Stafford^ Wife to the unfortu- 
nate Vifcount Stafford^ beheaded in the Reign of 
King Charles II, on Tower-Hill^ has alfo a Table 
Monument of white Marble near the above. She 
was lineally defcended from the noble Peribnages 
juft mentioned, and from the Barons and Earls of 
Stafford^ and was Daughter and Heirefs to the no- 
ble Houfe of Buckingham, v Lord Stafford was be- 
headed i>^r^»t^^ 29, 1680; the Countefs died in 
January 1693. 

Againft the Wall, above the Duke of Suffolk's 
Monument, is one erefted to the Memory of Mary 
Countefs oi Stafford^ and of Henry Earl of Stafford 
her Son, who died abroad in 17199 and was buried 
in this Chapel. ' 

In thfs Chape). are likewife interred fome other 
Perfons of lefs Note than thofe already defcribed j 
fZTtxCiiizxly Henry Feme^ D. D. Bilhop of Chefier^ 
'which he lived to enjoy but five Weeks, dying 
March 16, 1662. 

There is alfo an Archbifhop buried here, as ap- 
pears, by a' v©iy aritiquc. Figure ih a Ma& -Habit, 
engraven on aBrafs Plate, and placed on a flat Stone 
irr the Pavement, over the Remaihs sA Rohirt dt 
Walhy ; who, as appears ..by the Infcription, was 
firft an Augujim Monk, and attended Edward the 
Black Prince into France^ where, being young, he 
profecuted his Studies, and made a furprizlng Pro- 
grefs)jn natural and moral Philofopby, Phyfic, the 
liajE^gaages, and in the CanoiciLaw; an!d being like-^ 
wifer'-aii blbq-uent Preacher and found Divine, was 
made Divinity Profeffor in the Univerfity of Thou^^ 
/?*^s where he coatinued.till called by Richard lU 
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to the Bifliopric of Man ; from whence he was re-^ 
moved to the Archbifliopric of Dublin \ but not lik- 
ing that Country, upon the firft Vacancy he was 
recalled, and advanced to the See of Chichefter ; and 
afterwards to the Archbifliopric of Tork, Such is 
the Hiftory of this great Man, who died May 29, 
1397, as gathered from an I^ifcription formerly very 
legible, but now almbft obliterated. 

There is another Grave-ftone on the Weft Side 
of this Chapel, of black Marble, facred to the Me- 
mory of Edward Lord Herbert^ Baron of Chnhury 
in England^ and oi Caftle- Ireland in Ireland^ who 
died December g, 1678, aged 46.

TH E third, in Order, is the Chapel of St. Ni^ 
eholasi near the Entrance whereof, on yom: 
-Left Hand, you ^vill fee a Monument of black 
Marble, finely poliflied, and adorned with Cheru- 
bims.

rtioi England^ died in Child- bed, two Years after, 
n)i%. in 1591. TYit Latin Infcription is a Dialogue

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But what will chiefly excite your Admiratioii, 19 
a WO& magnificent Temple of various coloured 
Marble, ereaed to the Memory oiAnne Dutchefs of 
Somerfet^ Wife to Edward Duke of Somerfit^ Bro*- 
<hor to K. Henry Vlllth's third Wife, Queen Janf 
Seymour J and Uncle to Edward VI. and fome Time 
Regent during his Minority i but afterwards dif- 
graced, accu^d of treafonable.and felonious Pracr 
ticcs againft the King and Council, tri^ by his 
Peers, acquitted of Treafon, but condemned of 
Felony in levying armed Men contrary to Law. 
For which Crime he was fentenced to be hanged, 
but in Refped to. his Quality, was beheaded on 
Tower-Hilly January 22, 1551. Our Hiftorians 
fay, that at his Trial, when he was acquitted of the 
Treafon, and the Tower-Ax was removed, the Peo- 
ple imagining the Duke was wholly cleared, fet up 
a Shout which was heard in Long-Acre^ and fome 
Perfons, before the fecond Vote paffed,: took Hcrtb 
and pofted into the Country, where they difperfed 
the joyful News of the Duke's total Acquittal j in 
Confequence whereof many Proiccutions werfe af- 
terwards commenced . on Account of the Joy the 
People difcovered on thatOccafion. The Infcrip^ 
tion on this Toinb is in. Latin and EngUJbj and ton- 
tains a pompous Detail of the noble Lineafge of this 
freatLady (who was Daughter to Sir Edward Stamr 
ofe^ by Elizabeth Daughter of Foulke Bourcbieri 
Lord Fitz-^fFaren) her Alliances, and Iffue ; and 
lias nothing o'therwife remarkable in it. She died 
jfpril 16, 1587, at Hamwortbf aged 90. 
. Next to this is a ftately Monument to the Me^ 
mory of Lady Elizabeth Fane^ Daughter to Robdft 
Baron Spencer, of Wormkighton, and Wife to Sir 
George Fane, of Bufton in Kent ; remarkable, fays 
her Infcription, for her ancient Defcent \ but more 
for heir own Virtues. She died ia 16189 aged 28. 
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Beneath this^ and affixed to the Wall> is an an- 
cient Monument of grey Marble finely wrought, 
placed over Nicholas Baron Carew^ and the Lady- 
Margaret his Wife, Daughter of 5^^i6« Lord Dinham^ 
and 1 believe Mother to Sir Nicholas Cartw^ behead- 
ed in Henry Vlllth's Time for holding a CorrejP 
pondence virith Cardinal de la PoUy and fpiriting up 
a Rebellion on Account of Religion, as were many 
others in that arbitrary Reign* He died December 
by 1470: Shel>^f^m^^ri3, thefameYear. 

On a Grave-ftone beneath this Tomb, engraven 
on Brafs, is the Portrait of Sir Humphry Stanleyj 
knighted'by //!?«ry VII. for his gallant Behaviour 
under hisGoufm Lord Stanley at the Battle oiBof- 
worth-field. He died March 12, J505. 

Next to this is one of the moft coftly and niag- 
. nificent Monuments in the whole Abbiey, ere£ied 
by the great Lord Burleighy to the Memory of Jl£/- 
dred his Wife^and their Daughter Lady ^fffir, Coun** 
te/s of Oxford, It. is th6 R^eprefentatiQA of a ftately 
Temple, the Materials whereof are- of Porphyry, 
and other Kinds of Marble gilt with Go}d. It is 
divided into two Compartments, one elevated over 
the other. In the lower Compartment, in a cum* 
bentPofture, lies h^Aj Burleighy with her Daugh- 
ter, Lady Janej in hef Arms i and at her Head and 
Feet are her Children and Grandchildren kneeling. 
In the upper Cbmpartment is the Figiarecf a. vene- 
rable old Man, in thie- Robes smd Snfigns of the 
Garter^ kneeling very, devoutly, as if at fervent 
Prayer ; fuppoied to be ddign^ for Lord Burleigh. 
On this Tomb is a long 2^/i a Infcription expl^intng 
thefligures^iandfectingfbrth their it$fp<^ve Viritues 
and Accom^liihments, particuiajrly tboi!p of lAiSy 
Burleighy whq, feyi t|ie Infcription, was well verfedt' 
in the Sacred Writers^ and thofe chiefly o^ die 
GrteiSf as JS^l ttrGreaty Chryfoftomty Gregory y Na^ 
mauufUi }f^% She gave a.Schplarflup tg St.ydm's 
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College in Oxford^ Legacies to the Poor of RumfQrij 
where (he was born, and to thofe of Chejhunt where 
Ihe lived ; and left Kloney at both Places to be dif- 
tributed every other Year to poor Tradefmen. Shie 
<lied, after being 40 Years married, April 4, 1589, 
aged 63. Her I>aughter Anne married, at fifteen, 
Edward Vere^ Earl of Oxford^ and died June $j 
1588, 17 Years after, leaving three Daughters. 

Next to this is a Monument ereSed to the Me- 
mory of JVilliam de tiudley^ alias Sutton^ Son of John 
Lo^d Dudley: He was Archdeacon <A Middle f ex ^ 
Dean of Wtndfor^ and in 1476 LordBifliop of Z>an- 
banu He died in 1483.

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her Funeral, after the Service in the Church pro- 
claimed by the Title of Lord Rofs of Hamlake Turf- 
buty and Belvoir^ though but one Year old ; and 
afterwards, in the Reign of Jamesl. when he came 
at Age, claimed the Baronies of Rofs j Hamlake^ 
Turfbut and Behoir^ in right of bis Mother, againft 
Francis Manners j Earl of Rutland ; but the King 
feems to have compromifed the Matter, by award- 
ing, that Cecil (hould be ftiled Lord Rofs of Hoi- 
dernefs \ and the other Lord Rofs of Hamlake^ and 
to take Place below him. But Cecil dying on his 
Travels, the Barony of Rofs revolved to the Family 
of Rutland. 

Againft the Wall, on your right Hand as yoa 
enter, is a <?(7fAfV Monument, with the Effigy of- a 
Lady in Robes very antique. This Lady, by the 
Infcription, appears to he Philippa^kcond Daughter 
and Coheir to John Lord Mohun^ of Dtm/lar^ firft 
married to Edward Plantagenet^ Dukeof f>r>f j and 
.afterwards to Sir Walter FitT^-fFaher^ Knt. by 
•neither of whom fhe appears to have had iflue. She 
died in 143 J. 

In this Chapel are two beautiful Pyramids ; the 
largeft ereded to the Memory of Nicholas BagenaW^ 
a Child of two Months old, over-laid by his Nurfcj 
March the 7th, 1688 ; the other, to the Memory 
of jfnnd Sophia Harley, a- Child of a* Year oldi 
Daughter to' the H6n.Chri/fopher Harley^ Ainbaf- 
iador frc«b * the French King ; whofe Heart*, as ap- 
pears by the Infcription, he caufed to be enclofed 
in a Cup, and placed upon the Top of the Pyra- 
mid. She died in 1605. 

. > In the Middle of this Chapel is a fine raifed Mo- 
nument c|f polifliecl Marble, to the Memory of Sif 
Geor^ Villfirs and hid Lady, Mary Beaumont ^ created 
Countefe of Buckingham in t'618. * She died April 
19, 1632^ aged 62, whofe Son, by theFavour of 
King Jam^s L was advanced to the Dignity of 
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Duke of Buckingham^ and afterwards in the third 
Year of King Charles L ftabbed by Feltoh^ becaufe 
he had by his Meafures brought upon himfelf the 
public Hatred. This is that Sir George Villars^ of 
whofe Appearance, in order to forewarn his Son 
of his approaching Fate, Lord Ciarendon relates the 
following Story : 

There was, fays he, an Officer in the K]ng!s 
Wardrobe in Wind[hrC2A\c^ of a good Reputation 
for Honefty and Difcretion, and then about the 
Age of fifty Years or more: This Man had, in hi* 
Youth, been bred in a School in the Pariih where 
Sir George Villars the Father of the Duke lived ; aiid 
had been much cherifhed and obliged, in that Sea-^ 
fon of his Age, by that Gentleman, whom after- 
wards he never faw.- About, fix Months before ^hc 
mtferable End of the Tivikj^ qi Buckingham^ about 
Midnight, this Man being in his Bed at/^if^r^. 
where his Office was, and in very good Health, 
there appeared to him on the Side of his Bed, a.' 
Man of a venejrafble Afpe6i, who drew the Curr 
tains 6f his Bed, and fixing his Eyes upon him, 
aiked him, if he knew him i The poor Man, half 
dead with Fear and Apprehenfion ; heing afked the 
fecond Time, Whether he remembered him? And 
having in that Time called to his Memory the Prc- 
fence of Sir George Pillars^ and the very Cloaths he 
uied to wear, in which he then feemed to be ha- 
bited, he anfwered him^ That he thought him to 
be that Perfon. He replied, << he was ia the 
^< Right ^ that he was the fame, and that he ex- 
<< peSed a Service from himi which was, that he 
^.^fliould go from^ him to his Son the Duke of 
^* Buciingiam% ^n4 tell him, if he did not tame* 
«' wbaf to ingratiate himfelf to the People, -or, at 
*« Icafl, to abate the extreme Malice they had 
^* againft him, he would be fufFered to live but a 
« Ihort Time/( After tbi# Difcourfe he difap^ 
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peared; and the poor Man, if he had been at all 
waking, flept very well till Morning, when he be- 
lieved all this to be a Dream, and confidered it np 
otherwife. ... 

The next Night, or fliortly after, the fame Pec- 
fon appeared to him again in the fame Place, and 
about the fame Time of the Night, with ai^ Afpe^ 
a little more fevere than before ^ and ;a(ked'hiq[)9 
Whether he had done as he had require^! him ? an4 
perceiving he had not, gave him very fevere Re;- 
prehenfions \ told him, << He expedled more Con\- 
^^ pliance from him; and that if he did not pei;- 
•* form his Commands, he (hould enjoy no Peaqc 
'** of Mind, but fhoulci be always purfued by him :,'* 
Upon which, he promifed to obey him. But t]ve 
jlext Morning waking out of a good Sleep, though 
he was exceedingly |)erplexed with th& lively Rc- 
prefentation of all particulars to bis Menibry, he 
was willing ftill to perfuade himfelf that he had on- 
ly dreamed : Arid confidered, that he was a'Perfon 
at fuch a Diftance froifa the Diike, that he knew not 
how to find any Admiflion tohis Prefcnce; mui:|i 
lefs had any Hope to be believed in what hefhould 
fay. So with great Trouble and Uhquietnefs, he 
fpent fome Time in thinking what he fhould do; 
and in the End refolved to do nothing in the 
Matter. 

The fame Perfon appeared to him the third Tip*e 
with a terrible Countenance, and bitterly reproacK- 
ed him for not performing what he had promifed to 
do. The poor Man had by this Time recovered 
the Courage to tell him, «« That in Truth he had 
<^ deferred the Execution of his Commands, upon 
*^ confidering how difficult a Thing it would be 
«* for him to get any Accefs to the Duke, having 
'* Acquaintance witn no Perfon about him 5 and if 
^^ he could obtain Admiffibn to him, he fhould 
<* never be able to perfuade him that he was fent 
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«< in fuch i Martner; but he (hoiild, at bell, fee 
** thought to' be mad, or to be fet on and employ- 
•«'« ed by his own, or the Malice of other Men, to 
*« abufe the Duke, and fo he (hould be fure to be 
'^.** undone.'* The Perfon reply'd, as he had done 
brfore, " That he fliould never find Reft, till hQ 
•** had psr/brmed what he required ; and therefore 
'*« he were better to difpatch it : That the Accefs to 
'" bis Son was known to be very eafy ; and that few 
>* Men waited long for him ;. and for the gaining^ 
^*«'him Credit, he would' tell him tvvo or three Par- 
'*^ ticulars, which he charged him never to mention 
/* to any Perfon living, buiito the Duke himfelf; 
** irid he Ihould no fooner hear them, but he would 
« believe ill the reft he fhouldfay :" And fo repeat- 
ing his Threats he left him. 

~ . In the Morning the poor Man, more confirmed * 
by the laft Appearance, made his Journey to Lon- 
don^ where the Court then wasi He was very well 
known to Sir Ralph Freeman^ one of the Mafters of 
RequeftSj who had married a Lady nearly allied to 
the Duke, and who was himfelf well received by 
him.s To him this Man went ; and though he did 
riot acquaint hini with allPartiCulars,hefaid enough 
to him, to let him fee there was fomething extraor- 
dinary in it J and the Knowledge he had of the So- 
briety and Difcretion, of the Man, made the more 
'Impreffion in him. He dedred, that, " by his 
'** Means he might be brought to theDuke, to fuch 
'** a Place, ancl in fuch a Manner, as fliould be 
'** thought fit J affirming, " That he had much to 
* •* fay to him ; and .of fuch a Nature, as would re- 
*' quire Privacy, and fome Time and Patience in 
".the Hearing." Sir Ralph prdmifed, " He would 
■".fpeak firft with the Duke of him, and then he 
'** (hould underftand his Pleafure :" And accord- 
ingly, the firft Opportunity, he did inform the 
Duke of the Reputation and Honefty of the Man, 
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'itiii then wbdt he defif^d^ and of dl he khe# of 
the'Maltdr. The Duke,* According to hts irfbal 
Cc^defeehfioli, told himV' " That he was 'the next 
^^•Day«arly tbhuflCwith'theKiiig; that his HoHes

pers, a folemn Pater-No/fer fdr the Soul of the De- 
fana:;was faidi* and theri tlile Coffin being pu| into 
aflearfc tovcred - Vnth^ Wide Velvet jwfth a Crofeof 
Cloth of Goid fringed, a^'d Tier Efiigy In Robes, with 
thtf Hair difteveled,- laid upon it," having a CroWn 
oh Her Head, - ^ Sdepter in hei* Hahd^ and Rings on 
hcrFingei's, was itmovedtoWeftminJfer'-Mbey^ with 
great Funerai Pomp, being drawn by fix Horfes 
adorned vritih white Banncrs^of^urLacly, in Token 
of. her dying' in Chifd-bed^ and followed by eight 
Ladies' df Honour on'wWte Horfes richly <:apari(bn- 
Wi attcnd?i by a grand Proceffid» o* Religious, 
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iq|d foUowedt by the.>M|»ypr an4 Qommonaliiy of 
London^ aaiidft anwwJUnier^bleQuantity of Torches, ; 
that ciitery where iliuminated the Streets as they . 
paiTe^, and mad^ a moft glorious Appqar^nce. At 
Charing'Crofi^ being met by the Abbots oitVeftmin^ 
Jia' arid Bermundfeyy and the -whole Conyent, the 
Choir of St. Paul\% left the Proccffioh, which was 
continued to the Abbey, and tl^ere clofed.by a Fu- 
n^raj. Oration made by-Dr. Fit z James ^ then Bifliop :

ry VII. who furvived bis.Qu^^". ^^^^ feven Y^ars^' 
were ftill more grand and magnificent \ after his 
Death, which happened Aprilzi^ 15099 in the 53d 
of his Age, his Body was iirft placed in the great . 
pointed phamber, and then in the Chapql, un^er 
fumptuoujs Hearfes, and had fplemn Mafs and Dirge 
fung by a Bifhop at both Places,, On JVednefday^

lafted three Days. On the firft, the Corpfe being 
pjaced on a Chair of State, and covered with Clotli ' 
of Qold, .orj;2^i;Qented with Efqutcheons, on which . 
W^s. placed his £f&gy in Rpyal Robes. wiph the <. 
Crown, Scept^, and Ball, began tfee Pncfce^ipn ; • 
and J)eing drawn by five HQrfcsxpvered \vitb black * 
V^eiyet^ preceded by all'th^ Bifhcyps^ai^ chief 0^«/ 
c^rs of the Court in folemn Praye;r, ^d followed by 
60 Torches ; in this Manner the Corpfe was con- ; 
veye4 to St. Georgia- Fields^ wber^ i$»ws^s^c;t by a 
v^ft. Company of Religious, by the Lord Mayor an^ 
Aldermen of ZWtf», and by the Li verv,' who, ac- 
companied it to St. PauFsj where it xeft^d; under a 
n^agniiicent Canopy, while the Bifhop of .JS,och(/i4r 
fatd folemn Mafs and preached 9 Sermon. The 
fe/cond Day, ^he Corpfe, attended ^St before, was 
conveyed toJFe/fminfier^JhbeyyV/hcxp being eleyato^ 
oa a grand ScaflTolding, tJae whole Qk^i;: fmgin^. 
Placebo and Dirige, dqfcd the Solemnities ojf tJvfr. 
Day.. Qn the ^hird Day, folema M^es^ Wicrefudg...

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by three BHhops, at the laft of which Was oflbdl 
the Banner, Coat, Armour, Sword, Target, and 
Helmet of the Deceafed; and the Nobility offered 
their Pall of Cloth of Gold, and Embroidery ; then 
• the Choir chaunted Libera me^ and the Corpfe was 
Interred, the great Officers breaking their Staves, 
and Garters, proclaiming /£fff77 Vlllth King. — It 
was ndt, however,. till after, this Interment, that 
the Monument here (hewn was erefied ; although 
Henfj VIL had made ^ProvKion for. it before his 
Death, and had treated with one Ftters^ a Fhren^ 
iine^ to draw him a Defign, which the fame Per- 
fon afterwanls finiihed for the inconfiderable Sum 
of fOOol. 

'At the Hisad of thisfChauntry lies the Remains of 
Bdvfdrd VI. Grandfon to Henry VIL who died in 
the i6tfa Year of his Age, and 7th of his Reign. 
There was formerly a ftately Monument ereded to 
his Memory by Queen A&ry, his Sifter andSuccefibr, 
but having fome curious Sculpture, reprefenting the 
Piffion- and Refurredion of our Saviour, with two 
Angeh'on the Topluieeling, the Whole was demo- 
liflied duHng the grand Rebellion by the Paritan 
party, as a ReKdof Romi/b Supedtition. The 
Workmanfliip, Cambden hysy was elegantly fini{h-« 
cd, ' [See more tf this Prineein the Hiftorical Dejcrip^ 
tim of the Tower juft - publijhed.'\ 

On one Side of the Tomb of Henry VII, in a 
fmalt Chapel, is a Monument of caft Brafs,where« 
in are the Effigies of Lewis Stuenrt\ Duke of Rich- 
mmdy and Frances his Wife. They are reprefented 
as lying on a Marble Table under a Canopy of Brafs 
cunoufly wrought, and fupported by the Fis;ure$ of 
Faith, Hope, Charitv,*ahd Prudence. On the Top 
IS a fine Figure of Fame taking her Flight and reft- 
ing only on her Toe^ This illuftrious Nobleman 
was Son to Efme^Stuarty puke ofLenoxy and Grand- 
fon pfy^w/^ Nephewtoltiogj^mrx L to whom he 

was 
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tr^s firft Gentleman of the Bed-Chamcr and Privy 
Counfellor, a Knight of the Garter, and AmbafTa^ 
dor to France in Behalf of Scotland. He died Fe- 
bruary the i6th, 1623. His Lady was Daughter to 
Thomas Lord Howard of BinddUj Son to the Duke 
of Norfolky by Elizabeth Daughter of the Duke of 
Buckingham. She died October 8, 1639. ^ You will 
likewife fee here a Pyramid of black and white 
Marble fupportinjg a fmall Urn, in which is con- 
tained the Fleart of Efme Stuart^ Son to the Duke 
of Richmond and Lenoxy by L^ady Mary^ Daughter 
of the Duke of Buckingham. He ^ied in France^ 
Auguji i\^ 1661, aged 11 Years, and was fucceed- 
ed in all his Titles by Cbarks Earl of Litchfield^ 
his Coufin-German, who died December the 12th, 
1672, and is here interred. Of this noble Family 
others were buried without Monuments. 

On the North Side of Henry Vllth's is a very 
mitique Monument, decorated with feyeral emble- 
iiiatical Figures in Brafe gilt with Gold, the prin- 
cipal whereof is Neptune in ^ penfive I^ofturp with 
his Trident reverfed, and Mars with bis Head 
cruflied. — The/e fupport the Tomb on whi.ch lie 
tlie Effigies of George Villarsj Duke of Buciingha/n^^ 
the great Favourite of King Jofms I. and King 
Charles L who fell a Sacrifice to the national Re- 
fentm^nt, and perifliedby theHandsof ;in AfTaffin^ 
that had no other Motive of Aftion but the Cla- 
mours of the People. Lord Clarendon gives this 
Account of that bla^k Affair : One John Feboin^-oi 
a reputable Faqiily in Steff&li^ and formerly aLieu^- 
tienant in tbe King's Service, being inflam€4 by 
the popular Refentment, took it into his Head that 
he (hbuld do Qod good Servipe, if he killed the 
Duke ; and accordingly hjaying provided no other 
Inftrument than an ordinary Knife which he bought 
for a Shilling, he repaired to Port/mouth (where 
the Duke was thuen baftening out a Fleet for the 
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jlelief of Rochelle) and arrived on the Eve of St, 
Bartholomew, Next Morning the Duke receiving 
Letters, that RochelU had relieved itfclf, had ordered 
Breakfaft to be got ready with all Expedition, that 
he niight go and acquamt the King, who was then 
at Sir Daniel Nort$n*s but a few Miles off, with the 
good News : The Chamber where the Duke was 
dreiBng himfelf, in the mean Time, S«ras full of 
Compuny; and among the reft, Monf. Soubiezj Bro-* 
$her to the Duke of Roharty and other French Gen- 
tlemen, were very earneftly preffing the Departure 
of the Fleet, left the News the Duke had received 
ihould be premature, and the Place be ruined and 
loft by an ill-timed Delay. Their Difcourfe, ac- 
cording to the Guftom of their Nation, was held 
with fuch Vehemence, that the Standers-by, who 
did not underftand French^ thought they were angrv j 
and the Duke being told that fireakfaft was reaay^ 
and drawing towards the Door, where the Hang- 
ings were held up to let him pais, in that very paf^ 
fage turning to Sir John Fryer^ (the Colo' el in 
waiting, to iffuc his Commands) he was on the 
fudden ftruck upon the Breaft with a Knife j upon 
which, without ufing any other Words but the 
yUlain hath killed me^ and in the ftme Moment 
pulling out the Knife, he fell down dead, the Knife 
having pierced his Heart, No Man had feen the 
Blow, but in the Confufion many imagined it came 
from the French ; and it was next to a Miracle they 
were not all killed on the Spot, In the Hurry a 
Hat was taken up, in the Infide of which four or 
five Lines of that Declaration were written, where- 
rin the Commons had ftiled the Duke an Enemy 
to the Kingdom, and underneath, upon the fame 
' Paper, a fliort Eiaculation. it was inftantly con- 
(pluded, that the rerfon to whom this Hat belonged, 
muft be the Man who had done the Murder ; apd 
j^<;cordingly a Gcntler»aa being pbferved walking 

very 
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very pcnfively before the. «Door without a Hat, the 
^yprd was given, that,f/;^r< tvas the Villain that killed 
the Duke\ and^white the Multitucle crouded to fee 
him, and every one was afking Which is he ? Which 
is he'f The Man very compofedly anfwered, I am he. 
The moft/urious ran with their drawn Swords to 
kiH him; while he with all the Unconcern in the 
]WorJd, expofcd himfelf to the utmoft Violence of 
tTietr Rage ; but others of a more' deliberate Tem- 
per defendeid him, and carried him into a private 
Room, in order to pafs Examination, while he was 
yet uncollected. The chief Thing aimed at was to 
learn his Accomplices, and in order to induce him 
to that Difcovery, it was intimated to him that the 
T!)uke was not yet dead; but to this he replied with 
a Smile, / know he mujl be deadyfor I had the Force of 
forty Men when IJiruck him. He added, that thejr 
need give' themfelvcs no Trouble about ^lis Accom- 
plices, for no Man living had Credit enough with 
him to engage him to kill a Worm ; that what he 
had done was a Matter of Confcience, for which 
he was ready and willing to fufFer the fevereft Pe- 
nalties of the Law; and that the Motives upoa 
which he a£ted would appear, if his Hat were founds 
in ^yhich, left he Ihould perifli in the Attempt, he 
had written them, that the World might not be at a 
Lofs to account for the Deed. Nothing further 
could be gathered from him upon this Occafion, and 
therefore he was removed to London^ where he re- 
naained four Months in Prifon before he was brought 
to Trial, in which Time he was more than once 
examined before the Council ; and though he ftiU 
jperfifted in his former Declaration, that no Maa 
knew of his Defign, yet Ijaud would not be con- 
vinced but that the Puritans were concerned in the 
Confpiracy, and threatened Felton with the Rack if 
he did not confefs it; Felton replied with a Com^ 
l^ofure equally admired and applauded, X^at if it 
C 2 tntt^ 
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mujl he foy he could not tell whom he might nomtnati m 
the Extremity of Torture ; and if what he thenjhould 
fay mujl pafsfor Truths he could not tell whether hit 
Lordjbipy or which of their Lordfiips prefent, he might 
name ^ for Torture might draw unexpected Things from, 
him ; after this, fays Rujhworthj he was aflced no 
more Queftions, but remanded back to Prifon. Bi* 
ihopLaudj however, perfifted in putting him to the 
Rack, on which a Debate arofe, and his Majefty 
being prcfent, moved that the Queftion might be 
propounded to the Judges, who unanimoufly de- 
clared, Tf^at he ought not by the Law ^England to bf 
put to the Rack^ for no fuch Punijkment is known or 
fgllowed by our Law ; however, Pelton himfelf, after 
he had been in Prifon fome Time, became fo full of 
Kemorfe, that, upon his Trial at the King's Bench 
Bar, he earneftly befought the Judges^ that while 
he was yet alive, his H^nd mi^ht be flruck off with 
which he h^d committed the impious Afb, and her 
fore and at his Death he behaved like a Man truly 
fenfible of his enormous Crime. — The Duke mar- 
jied Catherine', Daughter and fole Heircfs to Francis 
Manners Earl of Rutland^ who crci^ed the Monu- 
ment here fpoken of to his M^mpry, an(! lies in 
Effigy on the fame Tomb by his Side* The Latin 
Infcription, after recounting his noble Qualitics|, 
high Titles and Honours, alludes to the Story of 
his untimely Death, which we have here given at 
large. 

Of a much later Date, though not inferior in 
Workmanfliip or Defign, is that noble Monument 
cre£led about 30 Years ago, to the Memory of yohn 
Sheffield, late Duke of Buckinghamy where, on an 
Altar of the fineftgrained Marble, lips in a baJ^- 
raifed Pofturc, his Grace's Effigy in 2, Roman Habit, 
with his Dutchefs Catherinfy natural Daughter of 
the Duke of Yorky afterwards King James II. ftand- 
Jng at his Feet weeping, Qn eack Side are En- 
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TkhmenCs of military Trophies, and over all an 
admirable Figure of Time holding feveral Buftos in 
Relievo, being the Portraits of their Graces Chil* 
dren. In the' Reign of King Charles ILsls the In- 
fcription fets forth, he w^ General of the Dutch 
Troop of Horfe, Governor of JSL/«^tf« Caftle upon 
i/«//, and firft Gentleman of the Bed-chamber ; 
in that of King 'James II. Lord Chamberlain ; and 
in that of Queen Anne^ Lord Privy-Seal, and Pre- 
fident'of t.he Council. He was in his Youth an 
excellent Poet, and in his more advanced Years a 
fine Writer. His Love of Poetry is confpicuous 
by the Efteem and Regard he had for the two great 
Mafters of it that flourilhed in his own Times, 
t>ryden and Pope ; to the firft of whom he extended 
his Friendihip even after Death, by erefting a Mo- 
nument to his Memory ; to the latter he did Ho- 
nour by writing a R)em in his Praife. Over his 
Grace's Effigy are infcribed in Latin Sentences to 
the following Import :

. His Grace died in the 75th Year of his Age, Feb. 
24, 172c, leaving the Publication of his Works to 
the Care of Mr. Pope. He had three Wives : The 
firft, Urfula^ Countefs of Conway j the fccond Ca^ 
/A^r.wf, Court tefs of Gainfo. roughs eldeft Daughter 
of Fu'k Lord Bracks who died in 1704, aged 3'{ 
Years, and lies here interped i and the third Cath^^ 
C 3 rine 
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rim Countcfs of Jnglefey^ died March the I4tb," 

»743» aged 6t. 

From the Nave of this Chapel; you enter th# 
North Ifle, where you wrll fee fixed on the-Eaft 
Wall a beautiful Altar raifed by King Charles II. to 
the Memory of Edward V. and his Brother,' who 
by their treacherous Uncle Richard IIL were mur- 
dered in the Tower (as we have already (hewn in the 
Hiftory of that Fortrcfs, to which we' refer.) The 
Infcription, which is in Latin^ gives a. particular* 
Account of their fad Cataftrophe, and is in Englijb 
thus : Here lies the Reliques of EdwardV. Kirtg of 
England, and Richard Duke of York : fVho being 
confined in the Tower ^ and there fii fled with Pillows^, 
were privately and meanly buried by Order of their per^ 
fidiousUntle Richard the \3(ur per* Their Bones^ long 
enquired after and wi/hed for, after lying ici Tears in 
the Rnbhijh of the Staifs (i. ie. tiofelately leading to the 
Chapel of the White Tower) were on the -jtljof^MX^ 
1674, by undoubted P reefs drf cover ed\ being buried 
deep in that Place. .Charles II. pitying tber unhappy 
Fatc^ orderedthefe unfortunate Princes to belaid among jl 
the Reliques of their Predecejforsy in the Tear 167^^ 
and the 20th of his Reign. - ••' 

It is remarkable, th^t Edward was born -A^iz;. 4, 
1470, in the Sanftuary belonging' to this^ Charch, 
whither his Mother took Refuse during the Ccnteft 
between the Houfes of Tork and Xahcajier ; at eleven 
Years of Age, upon.the Death e^ his Fatlier^ he was 
proclaimed King, and on the 23d oi June^ ^A^iy 
about two Year's after, wis murdered in the M&n* 
ner already related. ' * - 

Richardy hi? Brother, was born May 28, I474> 
aiid married while a Child to Jnn Mowbray, Heirefs 
of NorfolL 

In this Ifle is the lofty and maghificent Monu- 
ment of Queen Elizabeth, ere£bd to her MenK>ry by 
King James I. her Succeffdr. The Infcrfption fpeaks 
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her Chara£lcr, high Defcent, and the memorable 
A<as of her glorious Reign, " That Ihe was thfc 
Mother of her Country, and the Patronefs of 
Religion and Learning; and ihe was herfelf fkill* 
ed in many Languages, adorned with every Ex- 
cellence of Mind and Perfon, and endowed with 
princely Virtues beyond her Sex ; that in het 
Reign Religion was refined to its primitive Pu- 
rity ; Peace was eftabliflied ; Money reftored to 
its juft Value ; domeftic Infurredlions quelled ; 
Fran i delivered from inteftine Troubles ; the 
Netherlands fupported ; the Spanijh Armada de- 
feated I Ireland^ almoft loft by the fecret Contri- 
vances of Spain^ recovered j the Revenues of 
both Univerfities improved by a Law of Provi- 
fions; and, in fliort, all England enriched : That 
£he was a moft prudent Goverriefs, 45 Ye^rS i, 
virtuous and triumphant Queen ; truly religious, 
and bleftin allTier great Affairs-, and that after a 
calm and religned Death in the 70th Year of her 
Age, fhe left her mortal Part to be depofited id 
this Church, which fee eftabliflied upon a neW 
Footing, till by Chrj/l's Word' fee- is called to 
Immortality" She died March 24, 1602. . 
The bloody Queen Vl^'tfry, whpfi? Reigrt preceded 
fhat of Queen Elizahethi was interred here likewife. 
Her Name is ftigmatized for her Cruelty to Pro^ 
tejlants. 

In this Ifleyou will fee a loftyPyramid, of a'ftu- 
pendous Height, fupported by two Griffins of Braf^ 
gilt, on a Pedeftal of the moft curious Marble^ 
creded to the Memory o^ Charles Montague^ the firO: 
of this Family that bore the Title of Lord Halli^ 
fax^ Son to George Montague oi Horton In the Reign* 
of iVilliam in. and George I. he was placed at the 
Head of the Treafury, where undertaking the Re- 
formiation of the Coin, which in thofe Days was 
moft infamoufly clipped, to the great Lofs of the 
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Public, he reltored it to its proper Value. For thefe 
an J other public Services, he was firft created fia- 
ron and then Earl of Hallifaxy and died May 19, 
1715. 

Inhere arc likcwire fome Monuments of lefs 
Grandeur and Magnificence in this Ifle, particular- 
ly one to the Memory of George Savilhy created bv 
King Chap Us I. Baron oiEland^ and Vifcount HaL 
Ufaxy afterwards Earl, and laftly Marquis of //^//i- 
fax. He was Lord Keeper of the Privy- Seal for 
fome Time in the Reigns of King Charles it. of 
Kins femes II. and King William^ and at the Be« 
ginnmff of the Reign of King James 11. he was for 
« few Months Lord Prefident of the Council. He 
died Jpril 5, 1695. 

At the Eaft End of this Ifle is a Vault, in which 
are repoftted the Bodies of King James L and his 
Queen, Anne^ Daughter to Frederick 11. King of 
Denmark. This Prince leigned over Scotland 59 
Years, and over England %i Years. He was Son to 
Lordi^^rn^ by Mary Queen of Scots^ who fell a 
Sacrifice to the Policy of Queen ElizabetL He died 
March 16, 1625, aged 60, after a long and peace- 
able Reign, which adds noticing to the Glory of 
thefe Realms. 

Over this Vault is afmall Tomb with the Figure 
of a Child, crcfled to the Memory of Mary^ third 
Daughter to King fames L born at Greenwich in 
1605 ; and foon afterwards committed ta the Care 
of Lady Kncvet^ in whofe Houfe at Sianuill ihe died 
Dec. 16, 1607, at two Years old. 

There Is alio another Monument, reprefemlng a 
Child in the Cradle, credled to the Memory of 5^- 
phla^ fourth Daughter of the fame King, born at 
Greenwich in l6c6, and died in three Days. 

In the South Ifle of this Chapel is a Table Monu- 
ment, on which is the Effigy o^ Margaret Countefc 
of Riihmo/:dy .\Jother to Henry VH. by Edmund 7 u- I 
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ior^- Son of Owen ap Tudor (^ who martied the Wi- 
dow of Hinry V. of E^nglAnd^ a^id Daughter to 
Charles VI. oi France* This Lady was afterwards 
married to Humphry Stafford'^ a younger Son to 
Humphy Duke of Buckingham \ and Jaftly to Tbomat 
Lord Stanly y Earl ofDcrhy, 'but by the ts*'o laft hnd 
no Children. She was a great Encourager of tha 
»pble Art of Printing when firft brought into Eng^ 
hnd^ as appears by a Book printed by fVynky who 
ililes .himfelf Printer to her Hi^,hne(s's Grace Afor- 
^tfrr/, the King's Grandame. 'J he Infcription men- 
tions the Charities of this excellent Princefs ; fuch 
as giving a Salary to two Monks ot Wejlminfler^ 
founding a Grammar School at Winhoume^ and two 
Colleges, one to Chrtft^ the other to St, 'J^hn his 
Difciple at Cambridge. She died in July 1509, in 
the Reign of her Grand Ton Henry VJlI. 

At the Weft End of this Ifle is a handfomc Ta- 
ble Monument inclofed with Iron Rails^ on which 
lies a Lady finely robed, the Effigy of Margaret, 
DouglafSy Daughter of Margaret Queen of Scots ^ by 
the Earl of Jngus. This Lady, as the Englijh In- 
^ription exprefles, had to her great Grandfather, 
King Edward IV* to her Grandfather, King Henry 
VII. to her Uncle, King Henry VIII. to her Coufm«- 
German, King Edward VI. to her Brother^ King 
yames V. of Scotland i to her Son, King Henryl. of 
Scotland I to her Grandfon, King 7tf/77^i VI. having 
to her great Grandmother and Grandmother two 
Queens, both named Elizabeth ; to her Mother, 
Margaret Queen of Scots -, to her Aunt, Mary the 
French Queen $ to her Coufins-Gcrman, Mary and 
^lizabethj Queens of England; to her Niece and 
Daughter* in-Law, Mary Queen of Scots. This 
Lady, who was very beautiful, was privately mar- 
ried in I 537 to Thomas Hotuardj Son of the Duke 
of Norfolk^ upop which Account both of them wefe 
committed to the Tower by King Henry VIII. her 
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Uncle, for affiancing^ without hid Confent. Ani 
he died in Prifon,but this Margaret being releafed, 
"was foon after married to 'Matthew^ Karl of Lemx, 
by whoni (he had the handfome Lord Darnly^ Fa- 
ther to King James I. whofe Effigy is the foremoft 
on the Tomb in a kneeling Pofture, with the 
Crowii over hfs Head; having been married fome 
Time to Mary Queen of ScotSy but in the i ft Year 
of his Age murdered, not without fome Sufpicion 
of foul Pra6Hces in the Queen, tho' late Hiftdrian* 
have taken upon them to clear her Memory of that 
Reproach. There are feven Children, befides, 
round the Tomb of Margaret^ of whom only three 
srre mentioned in Hiftory, the reft dying young. 
This great Lady died March lo, 1577. 

Near the Tomb juft mentioned ils a very magnr- 
ficent one, erefted to that unhappy Queen we have 
been now fpeaking of j and who being Daughter 
to James V. of Scotland^ was in her Infancy pro- 
claimed Queen of that Kingdom, and married to 
Francis then Dauphin of France^ but afterward* 
King, who in a few Months after dying without 
Iflue, Mary returned into Scotland and married 
Lord Darnfyy as has been faid, by whom fee hacj 
one* Son, afterwards King of England as well as 
Scotland. The principal Error of this Queen's 
Life, was marrying the Earl of Bothwell^ the fup-. 
pofed Murderer of her fecond Hufbands whichf 
I'aifed fuch powerful Enemies agaipft htr, as Forced 
her to refign the Crown to her young Sonjamesj 
yet an Infant of three years old ; and to commit 
the Regency of the Kingdom to her mortal Enemy, 
by v^hom fbe was^ imprifoned, and her new Huf- 
band driven out of the Kingdom/ Having efcapaj 
out ' of Prifdn, flie endeavoured to re-affume th^ 
ReihS of Government by Force, biit mifcrfrrted in 
the Attempt,' and Was obliged to feek for Shelter in 
England'^ where, after an eighteen Years- Confine- 
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'ftent in Chatfxwjrth-CaJtU^ in DerbyJMre^ n6w one 
of the Seats of the Duke of Devmjhire^ ihe wj<s 
brought to a judicial Trialj and condemned of 
Treafon, in confpiring the . Death of. Elizaheth^ 
Queen of England\ for which (he was afterwards 
executed. She was a rigid and profefled Papift, 
and being next Heir to the Crown of Engiandy 
perhaps the Policy of thofe Times, when the Pro- 
teftant Religion was but in its Infancy, judged it a 
neceflary Expedient to cut her off. Tho' flle had 
made no great Figure in her Life, (he appeared great 
arid illuftrious at her Death, behaving with all thfc 
Heroifm that the moft renowned Martyr for our 
moft holy Religion had ever difplayed. On the 8th 
of February 15^^79 flie was beheaded at Fotheringhayf 
Caftk in Northampton/hire^ upon a Scaffold ereft^ 
in the Hall of that Caftle, the Earls of Shrejbury, 
Kenty Derby^ and Cumberland being commifEoned to 
fee the Execution performed. She was after- 
wards ponipouflv interred by Order of Queen ^A*- 
zabethy in the Cathedral Curch of Peterborough i 
but upon the Acceflion of her Son to the Throne of 
England^ he ordered her Remains to be removed 
from thence, and placed among her Anceftors near 
this Monument. 

At the Eaft End of this Ifle is the Royal Vault, as 
it is called, in which the Coffins of King Charles If; 
King TVillidm III. and Queen Ajary his Confort ; 
Queen Jnne^ and Prince George are all depofited. 
Over them in a Wainfcot Prefs is the Effigy of 
King Charles II. in Wax- work, refembling Life,' 
and drefled in the Robes he wore at fVindfor at the 
Inftallation of the Knights of the Garten 

Alfo a Monument eredled to the Memory of 
George^ and Chrijlopher Monk his Son, both Dukes 
of Albemarle ; alfo Elizabeth^ Ducchefs Dowager of 
Albemarle and Montague^ Rcli<St oi Lbrijiopher Duke 
of AibenMrle. 
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Next to this IS a Figure erefted to the Memory 
of X^adv Tf^alpoU, brought frcm Italy by her Son 
Horauj with the ibllowing Infcription ; 

To the Memory of Catherine Lady Walpolb, 

Eldeft Daughter of Jskn Shortery Efq; of Ry^ 

broik in Kcnty and iirft Wife of Sir Robert 

WalpoU^ afterwards Earl of Orford : 

Horace^ her youngeft Son, confecrates this 

Monument* 

She had Beauty and Wit without Vice or Vanity, 

and cultivated the Arts without AiFe£tation. 

She was devout, without Bigotry to any Sc(ft, 

ancJ was without Prejudice to any Party, 

*Though the Wife of a Minifler, wbofe Pow'x flie 

efteem^d, 

but when (he could employ it to benefit tKeMiferable^ 

. or to reward the Meritorious* 

She lov'd a private Life, 

Though born to fliine in public, and was ai^ 

Ornament to Courts, 

Untainted by them. 

She died Auguji the 2cth, 1737. 

Another Wainfcot Prefs is placed at the Corjicr 
of the great Eaft Window, in which is the Effigy' 
of Lady Mary Dutchefs of Richmond^ Relidl of 
CharUs Stuart Duke of Richmond^ who died in 1 672 : 
And a Daughter o{ Walter Stuart^ M. D. who died 
October 15, 1702, and is interred in the Richmond 
Vault. She left her Fortune to Walter &tuarty Lord 
Blantyre in Scotland^ one of the fixteen Peers eledled 
to reprefent the Scots Peerage in the Britijh Parlia- 
ment, who died June 23, 1713, aged 29. This; 
Figure is dreffed m the very Robes her Grace wore 
4it the Coronation of Queen jinne. 

Near the Monument ^of the Dutchefs of Rich- 
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mondy in a hswidfotne Wainfcot Prefs, is the EfBgy 
of CatberineyKtUA oi J ohnDak^ of Buckingham and 
Normanby^ and natural Daughter of King James 11. 
by Catherine Couutefs of Dorchejier : She is drefled 
\i\ the Robes flic wore at his late Majefty's Coro- 
nation. Alfo by her ftands the Effigy of her Son 
the Marquis oi Normanby^ who died Feb*, j, IJ^J^:*^ 
aged three Years and feven Weeks, 

Juft as you go out of the left Ifle you will be 
ihewn, in another Wainfcot Prefe, the Effigy of 
General Monky who had fo great a Share in the 
Reftoration of King Charles 1/. to the Throne of 
his Anceftors. He is reprefented in Armour, and 
"his ducal Cap is generally made ufe of by your 
Guide to receive your Bounty, few People going 
away without putting fomething into it, the Salary 
©f the Condudlor being but fmall. This diftinguifli'd 
Perfonagc was Son to Sir Thomas Monk of Potheridge^ 
defcended by the Mother's Side from the Royal 
Line of the Plantagenets. As a Reward for bis. emi- 
nent Services in the Reftoration, he was created 
Duke of Albemarle^ Earl of Farringdon^ Baron Mknk 
of Potheridge^ Beauchamp^ and Teys^ Captain Gene- 
ral of all his Majefty's Forces, Knight of the mofl: 
noble Order of the Garter, Matter of the Horfe» 
and Privy CounfcIIon He died on the 4th of Jan. 
1669, and was buried here in a moft honourat^le 
Manner, in a Vault in this Ifle flill czWti^ Jlbem^rh 
Vaults 

In this Chapel are inftallcd the Knights of the 
moft honourable Order of the Bath, which Order 
V^as revftred in the Reign of King George the Firfl: 
in 1725. In their Stalls are placed Br^s Plates of 
rtheir Arms, ^c^ and over them hang their Ban- 
ners, Swords, and Helmets : They, are inflialleA 
with, great Ceremony, (each Knight having three 
Efquires) and are as follow, the prefenr Knights 
h^ng marked with an Afterifl;.*

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Of the Monuments, (sfc. in the Chapel 
0/ St. Paul. 

THO' you are generally fhewn by your Guide* 
this Chapel before that of Henry VII. yet to 
preferve the Order of Place, I have proceeded as 
they will appear regularly one after anoi^her upon 
the Range ; and here as you enter upon your Left 
Hand, you will fee a lofty Monument ereSed to 
the Memory of Sir John Pudcring, Knt. remark- 
able, as his Infcription fets forth, foi" his Know- 
ledge in the Laws, as well as Piety, Wifdom, and 
many other Virtues, He was Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of England four Years in the Reign of 
Quten Elizabeth^ in which Office he died April 20^ 
1 596. His Epitaph in Latiny over his Effigy, is 
thus tranflated : 

The public Care and Laws engaged my Breaft, 
To live was toilfome, but to die is Reft; 

Wealth, Maces, Guards, Crowns, Titles, Things^ 
that fade. 
The Prey of Time and (able Death arc made* 

Virtue inspires Men. 

His Wife this Statue rears to her loved Spoufe, 
The Teft of Conftancy and Marriage Vows. 

/ trujl I Jhallfce the Lord in the Land of the Living* 

Adjoining to this is an ancient Monument, now 
pretty much decayed, on which are the Effigies of 
Sir James FuUsrton and his Lady, with an Epitaph 
upon a TaMe of black Marble, which has fomething 
of a Qiiaintnefs not unfrequeiit in the Writings of 
tbofc Days : 
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Here lies the Remains of Sir James Fullejiton^ 
K i\t,fir/l Gentleman of the Bed-chamber to King Charle* 
the Firjl (Prime ana King) a generous Rewarder of all 
Virtue ^ afevere Reprover of all Vice^ a prof eft Renoun- 
cer of all Vanity. He was a firm Pillar to the Comnvm' 
Wealthy a faithful Pair on to the Catholic Churchy a fair 
Pattern to the Britifh Court. He lived to the Welfare 
of his Country y to the Honour cf his Prince y to the Glory 
of his God, He died TVLtiK of Faith than of FeaVy 
FULLER ofReflution than ofPainSy FULLER of Ho^ 
nour than of Days. 

In the Middle of this Chapel is a Table Monu- 
ment railed in, on which lis the Effigies of Sir GiUi 
Daiibeny^ created Lord Dauheny in the firft Year of 
the Rcign of Henry VII. and Dame Elizabeth his 
Wife. He feems to have been a Man of great Au- 
thority in the reign of Henry VII. as he was Lord 
Lieutenant of Calais in France^ Lord Chamberlain 
to his Majefty, Knight of the moft noble Order of 
the Garter, and Father to Henry Lord Dauheny^ the 
firft and laft Earl of Bridgezuater of that Sirname, 
by Elizabeth of the ancient Family of the Arundels 
iti Cornwall. He dkd May 22, 1507, and his Lady 
in 1500. 

rierc alfo is a magnificent Monument of Alabaf- 
ter with Pillars of Lydian Marble gilt, on the Fa- 
ble whejeof 'lies the Effigy of a venerable Perfon 
in a Chancellor's Habit, with four Sons and four 
Daughters kneeling on the Bafe ; this Monument 
appears by the Infcription to have been eredied to 
the Memory of Sir Thomas Bromleyy Knt, Privy- 
Counfellor to Queen Elizabeth^ and eight Years 
Chanceller, in which Office he died, April 12, i rS;, 
to the Grief of all good Men. The eight Children 
depided on his Tomb were all by his Lady Eliza- 
beths of the Family of Fortefcue. 
■ Stow in his Antiquities of London artd JVeflmin* 
Jl^r^ printed in the Year 1663, takes Nojtice oi a 
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M<on«ittNit crcftefl to the Memory of Ann Cerrardy 
Wik of ^I>udli^iB^rcin.CqrUtcn^ ofJmb^cdurt^ fwhA 
died ytpril i8, 1627, aged 42, having been th^ 
Wife ^f Sir Dkd/ey CaHehn 20 Year3. 

There is alfp a very ftately but plain Monument, 
whereon^ in a half-raifed Pofture fits the Effigy oF 
Sir Dudley Carletm^ afterwards made Vifcount Dor^ 
ihefter^ for his eminent Services to King Charles f. 
and his Pather, both abroad and at home* He wa^ 
a Pjsrfon, aa^ Appears by the Infcription on his Mo*- 
nument, well.yerfed in jthc. Languages, Cuftortisf^ 
and Laws of moft of the European Nations, and 
tvas entrufted both by King James I, and his Suc- 
ceffor, with the moft important Foreign Negocia* 
tions. He was fir.ft made .Secretary to &ir Harry 
f^evil^ on his Embaffy into France ; then fent Em* 
baflador to ymice\ zni on his Return from thence, 
to the State* Geneial, where he refided wheji that 
SyAod was affembled at Dort which has made f6 
much Noife in th^ learned World 5 and where, fays 
Lord Clarendon y '' he was not thought fo equal a 
** Sg0<&ator or Affeffdr as he .ousht to have been, 
** biit by the Infufions be made into Kihg James^ 
*' ahd by his own Adivity, he did what he could to 
*« difcounteoanKre that, Party that was moft learft- 
*< ed, and to raife the Credit: and ^ Authority of 
'« the other." After the Death of King James ht 
>vas"fent again intio Holland^ as Ambaflador Extra^-* 
ordi^iary, and was the 1 aft who voted in the Aflem- 
bly of the . Sates under that Character, of which 
great. Privilege the Crown of Mng'and had been 
poiTefied from the Beginning of Queen E'lizaheth^s 
Reign,, to the Period of which we are fpeaking. On 
Jiis Return home he was made Secretary of State, 
^ Peer of the Realm, and a Member of the Privy 
Council, but was lefs acquainted with the Genius 
of his ovKh Counrtpy than with that- of other Na- 
tions. Hft was twice married^ firft tict. ^n^rraztt, 
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Snd afterwards to Ann^ Vifcountcfs BdjHtrtg^ ty 
oth of whom he bad tffue, and died Feb. 15^ 1 63 1 , 
*ged 57. 

To the Eaft of this Monument is another very 
/lately one of Alabafter, to the Memory of Francei 
Countefs of Suffixy whofe Effigy lies in a cumbent 
Pofture with a Coronet on her Head, retting on an 
embroidered Cufhion, and her Body beautifully 
jobed. This great Lady was Wife to Thomas Rat* 
^l*ffc^ Earl of Suffix^ Lord-Deputy of Irelafid^ and 
^night of the Garter, £^r, and Daughter to Sir 
JVtUiam Sidney of Penfehurfty Knt, By hei* laft 
WilJ^ having out-lived her Hufl>and, (be inftituted 
a Divinity Le£hire in this Abbey, gave 5000 1. to^ 
wards the building of a new College in Cambridge^ 
now called Sidney Suffix College, and left a fufficient 
yearly Revenue for the Maintenance of one Ma- 
iler, ten Fellows, and twenty Scholars, either in 
the faid new College, or eUe in dare-HalL To 
her Relations (he was moft kind, to the Poor and 
Prifoners mott liberal, and to the Minitters of the 
Word of God moft charitable, as her Infer iptioit 
ihews. She died Jprti 15, 1589, aged 58. 

In this Chapel is a Monument ereded to the Me- 
mory of Sir Henry Belafyfe^ Knt. Lieutcnant-Gc- 
ncral, fomc Time Governor of Gahvay in Ireland^ 
and afterwards of Berwick upon Tweedy in the Reigit 
of King mirwm III, He died Dec. 1% 17171 
aged 69. Bridget^ Wife to his only Son fFiUiam 
Melafyfe^ Efq; died July 28, 1735, aged 20. 

Next to this is a Monument of black Touch- 
ftone, very remarkably differing from every other 
in the Abb^y. On the Top of it is a circular 
frame of gilt Brafs, enclofmg the Buft of Ann^ 
Lady Cottingtony Wife to Francis Lord Gottingtm^ 
Baron of fianw«tthy fo created .by King ClfOrUs L 
She was Daughter of Sir JVilliam Meredith^ of Den- 
Ughjhirey by jf/iw his Wife, of the FamUy of the 
. i PaUneri

Palmers m Kent^ and died February %i^ ^633, m 
the 33d Year of her Age, haying bad four Daugh- 
ters and a Son, all of whom died before their Fa-^ 
ihcr, who, on a Table Monument beneath lies in 
Effigy, retting on his left Arm, and over a Satjrr'^ 
Head is this Infcrjptipn in Englifh : ." Here lies 
•' Frauds Lord Cottington'^ of Hantuorth^ who in the 
•* Reign of K\n% Charles I. was Chancellor of 
«* his Majefty*s Exchequer, Matter of the Court of 
♦^ Wards, Conftable of the Tower, Lord High- 
** Treafurer of England^ one of the Privy CounciK 
*• He was twice Ambaffador in Spain^ once for the 
** faid King, and a fecond Time for King Charles 
•* II. now reigning, to J)Oth which he moft fignally 
** (hewed his Allegiance and Fi^^li.ty, during the

On the 
Death of the Duke of Buckingham^ he rofe to great 
"Favour;! and though he had the Hpnour to be 
confulted in all the King's AlFairs, yet he h^d the 
Addrefs to keep himfelf clear of that popular Odi- 
um, which others fell under who had a lefs Share 
in the Meafures that produced the Diforders of 
thofe Times. 

There is here alfo a vefy old Gothic Monument 
crcfted to the Memory of Lewis Robert^ or Robfarty 
|a Foreigner, but Standard-Bearef to Henry V. a

and probably a Relation to Geoffry Chaucer^ the oU

THE flrft on the Kight-Hand, as you enter thig 
Chapel, is a handfome Monument to the Me- 
mory of Mrs. Ma^ry Kendall^ Daughter of Thofn^s 
Kendall^ Efq; by A^r«. M^ry Hallet\ o\ Killigr^th. 
in Corn'waltyV/\io died in Her 33d Year. 'Her naany 
Virtues, as hei: EpitapJi fets forth, '\ rendered her 
<' every tVay worthy of that clofc Union an4 
<« Friendfliip in which (He lived vvith Lady Catherinf 
** Jones J and in Teftimony of which (he defire^ 
*< that even their Alhea, after Death, might not bp 
«« divided ; and therefore ordered herfelf here to be 
*« interred j where (he knew that excellent Lady de- 
f< figned one Day io reft, hear the Grave of her bc- 
f* loved and rdigious Mother Elizabeth Countefs of 
** Ranelagh** She was born at JVeJtminfter^ Nov. 8^ 
1677 5 and died at Epfom^ March 4, 1710. 

In this Chapel is an ancient Monument erefted 
to the' Memory of Sir Thomas. Faughariy Knt. Cham; 
berlain to Edward Trinct of Wales ^ and Tri^afurer 
to King Edward IV. 

Next to this is a Monument "erefled to the Me- 
mory of Colonel Edward Popham and his Lady, 
whofe Statues in white Marble, as big as the Life, 
ftand under a lofty Canopy, refting their Arms in 
a thoughtful Pofture upon a Marble Altar, on vvhich 
lie the Gloves of an armed Knight. This Colo- 
nel Popham was an aSive OfRcer in Cromwelfs 
Army, and on his Tomb was infcrtbed his Atchiev- 
tncnts. Upon the Reftoratioxi this Infcriptipn was 

ordered 
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ordered to lieidefaced, and tlie lyh^jie Monument 
demolifhed ; but at the Interceffi9n 6f fome of his 
Lady's Relations, who had emin^nfly fcrved his 
Maj^fty, the Stone wherieon the Infcription wai 
engraved was only turned inwards, and no other 
Injury done to the Monunient, From the Want of 
this Infcription, whic^ we Cjanfiqt recover; the Time 
of this Gentleman's Oeath is l^ft .uncertain. 

Thomas Carff^y fecond^$.pn tp the Earl of Monmouth^ 
has a Monument in this Chapel ere<Sed to his Me- 
mory. He w^s of the Bi^d-chamber to KmgCharles I. 
^nd is faid to have di?d of Grief, at the Age of 33, 
on Account of the untimely Fate of his RoyarMaf;- 
ter. His Father was Rob^t Lord Carey ^ of Lipping* 
ton^ who was created Earl of MQnniQufb inl 1615, 
and died Feb. 5t 1639, and was fucceeded in hie 
Titles by Henry his eldeft Son, who dying without 
Iffue in 1661, the Title became extinft. Thomas 
Carey died in 1648. 

Thumas Cecily Earlof Exeter y Baron Burleigh^ 
JCnight of; the Garter, and Privy-Counfellor to 
King yames^ has a large Table Monument in the 
Midft of this Chapel, whereon is his Effigy in his 
Robes with*a Lady on his right Side, and a vacant 
Space on his left for another. The Lady on his right 
Side is Dorothy Nevily his firft Wife, Daughter and 
Coheir to the noble Lord Latimer \ and the vacant 
Space was left for his fecond Wife Frances Bridges^ 
of the noble Family of Chandois'y but as the right 
Side was tak^en up, (he gave'exprefs Orders by her 
Will not to place her Effigy on his left ; notwith- 
ftanding which tney are all buried together in one 
Vault, as the Infcription expreffes. 

Eut the moft magnificent Monument in this Cha- 
pel ftands againft the Eaft Wall, in the very Place 
where ftood the Altar of St. yohn Baptift^ ahd was 
icrefted to ihe Memory of Henry Carey ^ firft Coufin 
tK> Queen Mlizabetb^ created Baron of Hunfd$n in 

fiert' 
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Htrtfordjhtn in 1558* was fome Time Governor of 
Birwicky Lord Chamberlain toQueen ElizabethyPn^ 
vy«-counfellor, and Knight of the Garter; but not 
being preferred as be expefled, iaid the Difappoint* 
ment fo much to Heart, that he languifhed for a 
long Time on a Sick-Bed^ at which the Queen be- 
ing moved too late, created him an Ear], and or* 
dered the Patent and Robes to be laid before him, 
fcut without Effeft. He died July the 23d, 1 596, 
aged 72* 

Againft the South Wall there is a very ancient 
StoneMonument, where, under zGofbic Canopy, lies 
the Figure of a Bifhop properly habited, fuppofed to 
be Thmas Ruthal^ made fiiihop of Durham by H^ry 
VIII. he had been Secretary <rf State to HenryVII. and 
was byHenry Vlll.made aPrivy-counfellor, and fent 
on feveral Embaffies abroad. He appears to have 
^ied immenrdy rich, if Bifhop Ooodwin may be be- 
lieved^ who tells the following Story of him ; ** That 
being commanded to write down a true State of the 
Kingdom in general for his Majefty's private Infor- 
mation, he took great Pains in the Performance, 
sind having fairly tranfcribed Tt, caufed the Book to 
be bound in Vellum, gilt, and varioufly ornament- 
ed J and, at the fame Time, having taken an Ac- 
count of his own private Eftate, with an Inventory 
of his Jewels, Plate, and Money, he caufed that 
Jikewife to be bound and ornamented exadtly like 
jtbe other, and laid them both carefully in his Clofet 
together. It fo fell out, however, that the King, 
upon fome Occafion, fent Cardinal JVolfey in Hafte 
for the National Tnuft, which he had fo long ex- 
peded from Ruthal^ but JVolfey received by Miftake 
the Book which contained the Schedule of the Bi* 
Chop's own Wealth. This the Cardinal foon per- 
ceived, but being willing to do Rutbai^ to whom he 
had no Likipg, a fhrewd Turn, he delivered the 
BooJ^ to the ^ing juft as be red^ived it, telling his 
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^Majdfty, that now if he wanted Money, that Bgok 
Hyould inform him where he irtight command a Mil- 
*lion i for fo much did theBifliop's Inventory amount 
to. As foon as the Bl(hop underfiood his Error, it 
touched him fo near that he died fliortly after."— 
He is faid by an Author of Credit to have built the 
Chamber for great Arch) at Aukland^ Part of the 
Bridge over the Ty«^, and had received a Plan for re- 
building the Parifli Church of Cirencefter^ which he 
Jived not to put in Execution. He died in.i524. 

William of Cilche/ier has alfo an ancient Stone 
Monument in this Chapel, whereon lies his Effigy 
properly habited, the Head fupportcd by an Angel, 
and the Feet by a Lamb. 

A third ancient Monument here is that of George 
FlaccUy Abbot of iV^fiminJler in rhe Time of Hinry 
VII. of whom we can find nothing material. He 
-died about the Year 1414. On this Monument 
ilands the Stone Coffin of Thomas Mything^ Bifliop 
V^ Here for dy fome Time Ahhot of fVeJlmin/ler, and 
=Privy-CounfelIor to King Edward IV . 

iDfthe Tombs, &fr. in the Chapel of IsLiP, otherwiji 
St. John Baptist. 

IN this Chapel of IJIip there are but two Monu-» 
ments of any confiderable Notej that of jfohn 
J/Iipj Abbot of ff^e/iminfier^ the Founder, and that 
'Pf S\v Chrj/iopher HaitoHy Knight of the jB^/*, Son 
9nd Heir of John Hatton^ and the neareft Kinfman 
of the Male Line to Cbriftopher Hattorty Chancellor 
.^f £«^/fl«^ in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth^ whofe 
Xftate he inherited after the. Death of Sir WTtiliam 
.N€Wport^ Sifter's Son to the faid Chancellor. 

' That of IJIip is a plain Marble Table, ftanding 
•|n the Centre, fupported with four fmall Pillars of 
Brafs ; over which on the Roof was anciently a fine 
Painting ofour Saviour on the Crofs, deftroyed no 
JJoubt by the Puritans m -CromwtW^ Time, who 
D werp 
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were Enemies to every Thing that favoured of Po- 
pifh Idolatry, tho' ever fo malterly. This JJllp wa« 
a great Favourite with Henry W\, and was employ- 
ed by him in decorating his new Cf: pel, and \t\ re- 
pairing and beautifying the whol . Abbcv : :•• which 
he added feveral Ornaments, }>arr.cul.ir]y th'j Sra- 
tues of our Kings along the Buttrefies, v h'th, as 
wc have already noticed, are almoft a]i demohll'.ed; 
he likewife defigncd a moft magnificent D< me or 
Lanthorn, to have been ere(Eled in the > entre of 
the Crofsi but the Pillars were found too weak to 
fupport it. He dedicated his own Chapel to St. John 
Bapi'tft^ out-lived his Royal Patron two Y:ars, dying 
^an. 2, 15IC, and prdered by his Will, that bis 
Corpfe fhould be buried- without Pomp or Splcndor- 
The Tomb of Sir Chri/iopher Hatton is worth No- 
tice. The principal Figures are a Knight in Ar- 
mour, and a Lady in deep Mourning, both the Fi- 
gures refting on the afcending Sides of a triangular 
Pediment, parted in the Middle by a trunklefs Hel- 
met. Over their Heads is a neat Piece of Archi- 
tecture, in the Centre whereof is a Scroll with their 
Arms, held up by naked Boys, one whereof over 
the Knight holds a Torch put o*it and reverfed, to 
(hew that Sir 'Chriftopher died firft ; the other over 
the Lady holds his Torch ereft, and burning, to 
fignify that (he furvived him. This Lady was A^ 
llce^ Daughter of Thmas Fanjhaw^ Efq; by whom 
Sir dhrijispher had twelve Children, fix whereof 
furvived him. Sir Chrijiopher the Chancellor made 
a very confiderable Figure in the Reign of Queen 
Ellzabeihy and after the Death of EJfex became the 
chief Favourite. He was no Lawyer, but preferred 
to the Chancellorfhip, for the Reputation he had of 
clear Judgment and ttri6l Integrity ; and.fiUed that 
Office with great Honour. Our Hiftorians tell us, 
that tho'-he was rooted in Queen Eiizabeih'sFivoury 
yet lie died by her Unkindncfs^ for h^ving'run inie 
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16cr Debt, Ihc demanded her Money with fome Sc- • 
verity j which, prefuming upon her Favour^ he 
hoped would have been remitted ; but finding his 
Miftake he fickened, and during his lllnei^ Elixa" 
beth^ by Vifits and other Expre&ons of Friendfhip, 
drove to heal the Spirit fhe had broken ; but in 
v.ain. He died July 23, 1596, aged 72. This Sir 
Chrijiopher his Kinfman died, as by<he Infcriptioil 
appears, ^ept. 10, 16x9. 

Over this Chapel is a Chauntry, in which are 
two large Wainfcot Preffes, full of the Effigies of 
Princes and others of high Quality, buried in this 
Abbey. Thefe Effigies refembled the Deceafed ai 
near as poffible, and were wont to be cxpofed at 
the Funerals of our Princes and other great Perfon- 
^ges, in open Chariots, with their proper Enfigng 
of Royalty or Honour appended. Thofe that ara 
here laid up, are in a fad mangled Condition ; fome 
firipped, and others in tattered Robes, but all maim- 
ed or broken. The mod ancient are the leaft in- 
jured, by which irlhould feem as If the Coftlinefs 
of their Cloaths had occafioned this Ravage ; for 
the Robes of Edward VL which were of Crimfon 
Velvet, but novir appear like Leather, are left en- 
tire; but thofe of Oiieen Elizabeth and K'mgyames. 
the Firft, are entirely ftripped, a^ are all the reft of. 
every Thing of Value. 

In two handfome Wainfcot Preffes are the Effi- 
gies of King ff^tltiam and Queen Mary^ and Queen 
jinne^ in good Condition, and greatly admired by 
every Eye that beholds them. 

Here is alfo a new Figure of QiieeA Elizabeth 
lately put up. .

EVAKGELIST. 

IN the. Centre of this Chapel is a moft curious 
Monument. to the Memory of Sir Francis Fere^ a 
I> 2 Geiitlemaa 
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Gentleman of the firft Reputation both .for Learn- 
ing and Arms ; but being trained from his Youth 
in the Camp, he made the Art of War his particu« 
lar Study ; in which he was equalled by few, ex- 
celled by none. . At the Battle of Newport^ in the 
Service of the States, he commanded in Front un- 
der Prince Maurice againft the Spanijh Army, who 
came to the Relief of that Town, under the Com- 
mand of the Archduke Albert^ then Governor of 
the Low Countries. Vere^ by whofe Diredion the 
proper Difpofitions for the 'Reception of the Enemy 
were made, in polHng the Englijh Soldiers advanta- 
geoufly, had Occafion to pafs a Ford, in order to 
which the Soldiers were preparing to ftrip ; but f^€re 
prevented that Delay, which might have proved the 
Lofs of the Day, by telling them, thai what they 
were going to do was entirely needkfs^for in a few Hours 
they might either have dry Clothes or need of none \ by 
this feafonable Encouragement the Enemy's Horie 
that had left their Foot behind, were beat back ; 
and the Englijb^ who were not above 1500 in Num- 
ber, gained the Eminence of the Downs, fupported 
by a Body of Friefland Foot, ready to fuftain the 
firft Shock of the Enemy's Fire, This, though a 
dcfperate Enterprize, in which Vere himfelf was 
wounded, his Hor(e (hoc under him, and Half the 
.Englijh flain, yet proved the Caufe of Vidlory on the 
Part of the Dutch j for Prince Maurice advancing 
fiaddenly with his frefli Troops, while the Spaniards 
were yet greatly exhaufted by their full Difcharge 
upon this (mall Body, found it eafy to put them to 
the Rout, and thereby obtained a compleat Vidlory, 
#■■ His Monument is a Tabic fupported by four 
Knights kneeling, on which lie tl)e feveral Parts of 
a compleat Suit of Armour, and underneath the Ef- 
figy of Sir Francis^ laying, as if undrefl'ed, in a loofe 
Gown on a Quilt of Alaba(}er. This great Warrior 
was 30 Years in the Dutch Service^ 20 whereof he 

commanded 
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commanded the auxiliary Troops of England^ and 
gained immortal Honour : He died Jug. 28, 16089 
in the 54ih Year of bis Age. On the Bafe of his 
Monument is a fliort Latin Infcription in Letters of 
Gold, (hewing to whom it belongs; that he was Ne- 
phew to the Earl of Oxford^ and Governor of Porif' 
mouth and the Bn/U ;' aad that his difconfolate Wi- 
dow, out of the Abundance of her Affedion, had 
confecrated this Monument to his Memory. 

Eaftward of this, and clofc to the Wall, is a 
Monument, on the Pedeftal whereof is reprefented 
in Relief, the Siege of a Town ; aFIuding perhaps 
to the Siege of Newport juft now mentioned. The 
principal Figure is a General on Horfeback holding 
\a Batton, and having one Eye blemifhed. As this 
Monument was erefted to the Memory of Sir George 
Hollisy Nephew to Sir Francis Ver$^ and a Majors 
General under him, we are inclined to think, that 
this Piece of Sculpture is intended to perpetuate 
the Story of that memorable Battle, in which, as 
fca? been faid. Sir Francis was wounded, and ac- 
«[uircd fo much Glory. A Cannon beiiig rendered 
very confpicuous, feenis to point that out as the In^- 
ftrument by which his Horfe was killed, and the 
Blemifli in the General's Eye, tbe Hurt he might 
have received when he fell. On one Side of thiji 
Pedeftal fits a Pallasy on the other BcUona^ lament^ 
ing the Death of the great Warrior reprefented 
above in a Roman Habit, ftandingeredl upon a lofty 
Altar with a Cherub fupporting the Plinth whereon 
he ftands. This Monument is very ingenioufly ex- 
ecuted. Sir George died May 16, 1626, aged 50. 

Near the Tomb of Sir Francis lies Auhery de Fere^ 
the laft'Earl of Oxford of that Name ; which Title 
had continued in a dire<£l Line to this noble Family 
ever fince the Year 1155: Auhery was the 20th and 
laft .Earl of this noble Family, and enjoyed this 
D 3 Title 
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Title 70 Years : He was Chief Juftice in E}?'re, Ifc* 
in the Reign ofCharUs II. Lord of the Bed-chambcrj 
Privy Counfellor, Colonel of the Royal Regiment 
of Horfe Guards, and Lord Lieutenant of the Coun- 
ty oi Effex^ and Lieutenant- General of the Forces in 
the Reign o( f William III. and alfo Knight of the 
Garter; and on March 12, 1702, he died without 
Iflue Male, and the Queen conferred the Earldom 
o{ Oxford^ with that oi Mortimer^ on Robert Harley^ 
firft Lord of her Majefty's Treafury. 

In this Chapel there were fome very antique Mo- 
numents, but now only one remains, which is on 
the Right Hand. 

This has the Image of an Abbot in his Maff 
Habit, curioufly engraven on Brafs, reprefenting 
"John deEaflmy^ who died March 4, 1498. By the 
Records of thi^ Church he appears to have been a 
great Bcnefa<3or to it; he adorned the grand Weft 
Window with fome noble Paintings in (Jlafs, of 
which fome little now remains; he built the Skreen 
to the Chapel we are now fpeaking of, and prefent- 
ed two Images gilt for the Altars of St. Peter and 
St. Paul \ and one for the Chapter -bcuje. He paid 
•the King 1060A on Account of the Merchants of 
Staple, and 3070/. to the Court of Rome^ due for 
the Confirmation of Abbots. It is remarkable, that 
in breaking up a Grave, the Body of this Abbot 
was difcovered in a Coffin quilted with yellow Sat- 
tin, having on a Gown of crimfon Silk, girded 
round him with a black Girdle ; on his Legs were 
white Silk Stockings, and over his Face a clean 
Napkin doubled up and laid corner-wife. His Body 
and Legs were firm and plump, but his Face fome* 
what dil'coloured : This was on Aug. 17, 1706, the 
Lid of the Coffin being carefully clofed again, the 
Hody may probably continue found for many more 
Years. 

' Juft before the Door of this Chapel a grey Mar- 
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He 5tone bears the Figure of an armed Knight, 
refting his Feet on a Lion, and his Head on a Grey- 
hound, which, as the Regifter informs us, repre- 
fents Sir John Harpedon^ Knt. who died in 1457. 

Within the Door is another ancient Tomb of 
Free-ftone on the North Side of this Chapel, under 
which lies buried Sir Thomas Parry^Knt, Treafurcr 
.of the Houftiold, Matter of the Court of Wards and 
Liveries to Q^ Elizabeth, He died December 1 5, 1560. 

0/ the foMBs, bfc. in the Chapel of 
St, Michael. 

IN this Chapel is lately erefted a moft excellent 
Monument, to the Memory of Jo/eph Gafcoigne 
Night ingalezndhis Lady, with the following Infcrip- 
tion : " Here reft the Afhes of Jo/epJj Gafcoigne 
" Nightingale^ of Mamhead'm the County of Devan^ 
** Efq; who died 7«/v the 2Cth, 17^2, aged 56, 
" And of Lady Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter ^and 
** Coheirefs of Wajhington Earl Ferrers^ who died 
** Auguji the 17th, I7j4i aged 27. Their only 
'.* Son IVaJhington Gafcoigne Nightingale,, Efqj de- 
•* ceafed, in Memory of their Virtues, did by his 
*< laft Will order this Monument to be ere^e^" 

.- This is a capital Performance of that great Mat- 
ter of Sculpture, Mr. Rubiliac ; and has been, aiid 

.now is viliced and juftly admired by all Judges of 
Merit, and Lovers of Ingenuity, Above is /epre- 
icnted a Lady expiring in the Arms of her Hufband*; 
beneath, flily creeping from a Tomb, the King of 
Terrors prefents his grim Vifage, pointing his un- 
errrng Dart to the Sying Figure, at which Sight the 
Hufband, fuddenly ftruck with Aftonifhment, Hor- 
ror, Defpair, y<. would fain ward ofF the fatal 
Stroke from the diftrefled ObjecSl of his Care. 

Northward to this is a Monument of Note, 

facred to the Memory of Sarah^ Dutchefs of 5^- 

pietfet^ Relict, of 'John Seymour^ Duke of Somerfet^ 
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Daughter of Sir Edward Alftoriy Knt. On tbc Bafe 
of this Monument lit two Charity-Boys, one on 
each Side, bewailing the Dea^h of their great Bene^ 
fe£lrefs, who is reprcfented in a modern Drefs, reft- 
ing upon her Arm, under a Canopy of State, and 
looking earneftly up at a Groupe of Cherubims, if- 
fuing from the Clouds above her: Underneath \s a 
Latin Infcription to this Effed. *' Here lies the 
'*' late illuftrious^ Dutchefs of Somerfit^ celebrated 
** for Charity and Benevolence, wha ereQed 9i 
** Grammar-School for Boys at Tottenham^ in Mid-- 
«* dleffx^ enlarged the Income of the Green-Coat 
'«* Hofpital at Weftminfiery largely endowed Braz.en^ 
*' Nofe College m Oxford^ and St. John's in Cam- * 
•* bridge^ for the- Education and inftruSion of 
<* Youth in Piety and good Literature^ She wa^ 
»« likewi^ an Encoiiragcr of Trades and Handi- 
" crafts, and had a tender Regard to old Age, by 
" creeling an Alms-^Houfc at Froxfield \n fFiltfliire^ 
** for 30 Widows : She was very charitable to the 
«« Poor of St. Margarefsy Wefiminjhrj where flie 
•* inftituted a Lefture, and gave manyftately C>^-^ 
«<* namentstotheGhurch/'8hediedO<5^^*r5, 1692. 
In this Chapel was formerly a Monument to the 
Memory of Catherine f^ady St. john^ Reli<a of Johtk 
Lord St. John of Sletfoe in Bedford/hire, Daughter 
of Sir William Dormer ^ of Eyeth^pe in Bucks ^ Kntw 
which in repairing the Church was broken in Pieces^ 
The Efli^y of this Lady is ftill to be feen ip the 
Chapel ot St. Andrew. 

Of the Tombs, tsfc. in the Chapbl of 
&. Anorbw. 

IN the Centre of this Chapel ftands that moft 
ftately and magnificent Monument ere&ed to 
the Memory of Sir Henry Norris^ his Lady and fix 
Sons. He was Anceftortothe'prefent Earl of ^i^/js?^- 
4fc«, whp is Baron Norris of Ryfoiy and for bis V*- 
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lour in the Low-Countries* in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth^ was created Lord Norris of Rycot. This 
great Man was the firft who difcovered the Projeft 
of the Spanijb Invafion, which he did by Means of 
the Provoft Marlhal of Paris^ whom he entertained 
as a Spy. This Monument has a fine Reprefenta- 
tion of an Encampment in Relief, and is otherwife 
beautifully ornamented ; but having no Infcription, 
^e Date is left uncertain. 

Againft the Eaft Wall was formerly a Table Mo- 
jiument to preferve the Memory of Sir John Burghy 
Son to Lord fVilliam Burgh^ by Catheriney Daughter 
to Lord Clinton^ Son of the Earl of Lincolny Lord 
High Admiral in Queen Eli%abHh\ Time. This 
Sir Johny of whom we are fpeaking, was twict 
honoured with Knighthood, firft in the Nethtrlandsy 
by the Earl of Leicejiery Captain-General of her 
Majefty's Forces, and thofe of the United Provinces % 
and afterwards by Harry TV. of Francey at the Vic- 
tory of St. Andrean. At length, endeavouring to 
take and bring into Englandy a huge Spanijh Ship 
laden with Jewels, Gold, Silver,. Indian Spices, £5ff. 
a Prize of infinite Value, by an unhappy Security of 
Mind, defpifing the Enemy, though fan fuperior in 
Force, he met an untimely Death at the Age gf 
32, to ^he irreparable Lofs of his Country. So much 
the Infcription tells, but Hiftorians inform us far- 
ther, that this Carrack was called the Mother of God 'y 
that her Crew confifted of 6od Men, moft of whom 
were either killed or wounded in this defperate En- 
gagement ; that the Money arifing from this Cap- 
ture, amounted to 150,0001. befides Embezzle- 
ments, amounting, as was^ thought, to as mucb 
more. He died March lOy 1594. 

Here is alfo a Monumeut eredled to the Memory 
of Anvy, Daughter of Henry, Bodenhaniy and of Cathe- 
rine his Wife, Wife of James Kirtony of Cajiel Cary^ 
ill theCountyof5^;»^r/5riJ,Gent. She died &^/. 751603. 
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In one Corner'^f this Chapel is the very ancreirf 
Monument of Abbot ^/V/<?«, which is worth obferv- 
ing, having feveral Labels in black Letter all round 
the Portrait, which (lands upon Eagles crowned, 
alluding perhaps to his high Defcent, from the an- 
cient and illuftrious Family of Codilbic. He appears 
to have been a Perfon of great Reputation and 
Weight among his Brethren, and an excellent Ora- 
tor. He died OSf, 3, 1466. 

According to the Abbey Regifter there are fome 
other Perfons of Rank interred in this Chapel, over 
whom there is neither Monument nor Infcription» 

Of the Tombs in the Area^. 

HAVING now taken a View of all that is curi- 
ous in the ten Chapels of this Abbey, we flhall 
juft point out a few Particulars worthy of Note in 
the Area furrounding St. Edward's Chapel, of which 
we propofe to fpeak, before we enter the Crofles and 
Ifles of this Churchy that are common to all Spec- 
tators : As you pafs round the Area, on the North 
Side,, were three very ancient Monuments, but hard- 
ly now to be viewed : The firft of Free-ftone made 
like a clofe Bed, was walled up, and the Tomb of 
Bifliop Duppa^ Tutor to King CJjarles L placed a- 
gainft it. This Tomb was covered with an ancient 
Gothic Arch^ the Sides whereof were adorned with 
Vine Branches in Relief, the Roof within, fpringing 
into many Angles, under which lies the Image of a 
Lady in a very antique Drefs, her Feet retting up- 
on Lions, and her Head on Pillows fupported by 
Angels fi tting on each S ide the Efiigy gilt and pai nted. 
On the Side of the Tomb are fix Niches, on which 
feem to have been painted Monks, and on the Pe- 
deftal.are ftill to be feen fome Remains of Paintings 
admired by the Curious. This Monument covered 
the Remains of Aveline Countefs of Lancajier^ 
Daughter to mUiam de Fortibusy Earl QfMemar/^ 
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ind Holdernejfe^ hyJfabella^ Daughter and Heirefs of 
Baldwin^ Earl of D^von. This Lady married Ed^ 
mund Earl of Larxajlei\ Son to King Henry IIL but 
died the very Year of her Marriage, Nov, 4, 1293. 

Next to this is. another ancient Monument of 
grey Mirbl<J5 to the. Memory . of Aytner de Valence^ 
fecohd and laft Earl of Pembroke of this Family : 
He was third Son to WilHam de Valence^ Earl of 
Ptmhroke .already mentioned. He was a great Ge- 
neral in the Time oi Edward I. in the 25th of whofe 
Reign he attended that Prince in his Expedition into 
Flanders ^ in the 26th he. marched againft the Scots \ 
in the 29th ovas fent Ambaflador to France ; in the 
34th he was made Guardian of the Marches and 
the: King's Lieutenant in :&cotkndy and beat the 
famous Robert Bruce^ whofe Wife and Brother he 
feized in the Caftle.of Kenthey the latter of whom 
be hanged, and put all his Attendants to the Sword. 
He accompanied jfeVw^ri I. in his laft Expedition 
into Scotkndy and at Burgh upon the Satidsy where 
that King, died, was.appointf J^by bim on hts Death- 
bed tQ cany his dying Charge to his Son againft 
Qavejiony who was afterwards condemned and exe^ 
^ cuted, his Eftate conftfcated, and his Effects con- 
* verced to the King's Ufe. In the firft Year of Ed^ 
tudfdlh he went. Angibaflador to Rome^ In the ythr 
€>{ Edward IL fie fpught with the King at Bannock^ 
burney where the Seois obtained a compleat Vidory> 
and where the EngUph^A. 154 Barony and Knight$ 
killed or taken Prifoners, among whom were the^ 
Earls c^ He^efordy Mounthermery and Angus y, th© 
Lords Piercyy Nevily Scraopy Lucyy ASfony Qlffardy 
Latimer y Segrave^ Berkeley and heauchamp j :>nd the 
King himfelf with Valeme narrowly efcaped* The 
fame Year Valence falling into th^ Hands of the 
FlemtngSy Was obliged to purchafe his.Raniom at tho 
dear Price of 20,000/. In the nth of Edward IL 
he was made Governor of Rockingham Caftle> and 
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was one of the Judges who gave Sentence agairtt^ 
the great Earl of Lancajier^ which, as is thought^ 
occafioned his own Death foon after ; for in the 
17th' Year of the fame Reign he was poifoned \n 
FrancBy by the fecret Contrivance of the Earl of 
ArundeL He bad been thrice married \ but had Iflue 
by neither of bis Wives. He was, fays Walfingbam^ 
a tali pale Man, whence Gavejiw ufed to call him,, 
by Way of Nickname, J^[^^ th$ Jew. He was 
poifoned June 23, 1324. 

The other ancient Monument in this Area, is 
that of Edmund Crouchhack^ fourth Son to Henry III. 
fo called, as fome affirm, from; the Deformity of j 
his Perfon ; but, according to others, from his at- 
tending his Brother in the holy Wars, where they 
wore a Crouch or Crofs on their Shoulders, as a 
Badge of Chriftianity. This has been a very lofty 
Monument, painted, gilt, and inlaid with ftained 
Glafs. The Infide of the Canopy has been a Sky 
with Stars, but by Age changed into a dull Red. 
From this Prince the Houfe of Lancajler claimed 
their Right to the Crown. At the Age of Nine- 
teen, he was, upon Simon de ^^n^r^'s Forfeiture^ 
made Earl of Leicejier^ and Steward of England^ . 
at IVenty-one he tdok the Title of the Earl of 
Lancajler^ and marrying Aveline already mentioned, j 
became poilefied of the Eftates of JhemarUy Deven^^ \ 
and the Iflc of Wighty together wit4i that of Derby 
^nd Campaign. About the Year 1255, upon tha 
Death or the Emperor Frederic^ the Pope made an 
Offer of the Kingdoms of Sicily^ Jpuliay and CW- 
labria to this Prince, while he was yet in his Mi- 
nority i which his Father accepting, the Heart oi 
the youbg Prince, as Matthew Paris reports, ex^ 
illted as if he had already been invefted with th« 
Crown : But it proved only a Trick of the Pope ta 
delude his credulous Father, and to cheat the Na« 
lion of a confiderable Sum of Money, However, 
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inbft of our Hiftorians remark, that many Ads of 
royal Potirer were executed in his Name, and Mo« 
ney coined with this Device, AidmUndus Rex Si-^ 
cilidp. His fecond Wife was Blanch, Queen of Na^ 
varrfy Widow of Henry, by whom he bad three 
Sjons, Thomas Earl oi Lancajler, executed as has 
been &id ; Jt^hn of Monmouth \ ai^l another ^ohn^ 
vrho lived in France. In the Reign of his Brother 
Edward L he/:ommanded an Army in France, with 
good Succeis at firft ; but being ill fupported, and 
his Soldiers ill paid, they dejferted him, which he 
laid fo much to Heart, that he died of Grief at 
Bayonm\ others affirm, that he there fhared the 
fame Fate with Witliam de Valence already reiated» 
On the Bafe of this Tomb, towards the Area, is 
the Remains of a curious and perhaps the moft an- 
tique Painting extant, but much defaced, being ten 
Knights armed with Banners, Surcoats of Armour^ 
and crofs-belted, reprefenting, undoubtedly, his £x* 
pedition to the Holy Land, the Number exadly 
correfponding with what Matthew Paris reports,, 
namely, Edward and his Brother, four Earls, and 
four Knights, of whom ibixie are ftill dtfcoverable^ 
particularly the Lord Roger Clifford, as were former* 
\y in Wavtrly^^ Time, William de Valence, and Tho^ 
mas de Clare. 

On the Weft Side of the Door of St. Erafmta'% 
Chapel, is a Monument ere£fced to the Memory of 
Juliana, only Daughter of Sir Randolph Crew, Knt,. 
Lord Chief Juflice of England. She died unmarried^ 
Jpril 23, 1621. 

In this. Area you will fee a Table Monument ta 
the Memory of Biihop Duppa, Tutor to King 
Charles II. a Man of fuch exemplary Piety, lively 
Converfatton and graceful Good-oature,, that when 
King Charles I. was a Prifoner in CartJhrook^Cafile^ 
he thought himfelf happy in the Company of fo 
.good a Man. And what is ftill more to his Pralfe, 
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by the found and virtuous Principles which he inftiU 
led early iato the Mind of his young Pupil , he had 
acquired fo ftrong an Afcendency over him, that 
when he came to be King, he retained fuch a Re* 
verence for his Piety, that hearing he was dangcr- 
oufly ill at Richmond^ he went thither to pay his De- 
votions to him, and received his laft Benediction 
from him upon his bended Knees. He was born at 
Greenwich^ and educated firft at Weftndnfter'School^ 
and then at CbrtJl-Church-ColUge^ Oxford^ of which 
he was afterwards Dean ; and being pitched upK)n 
for Preceptor to the then Prince of Walesy was firft 
madeBilhop of Chichefier^ from thence tranflated to 
Salifiury^ and after the Reftoration to the See of 
Winchejier. He died March 26, 1662, in the 74th 
Year of his Age. 

On the Eaft Side of the Door of St. Erafmus's 
Chapel, is a Monument ere£ted to the Memory of 
yaney Daughter and Coheirefs of Sir yohn Poultnevy 
and Wife to Sir Cleppejby Crew, Knt. She died Dec. 
2, 1639, aged 29. 

The next to this on the fame Side^is a new Mo- 
nument ereded to the Memory of Admiral Holmes^ 
which is a Figure reprefenting the Admiral in a 
Roman warlike Habit, with his right Hand refting 
on a Cannon mounted on a Carriage. Behind is 
an Anchor, a Flag- Staff, and other Naval Deco- 
jrations, ^c. Beneath is the following In&ription. 

To the Memory of Charks Holmes^ Efq; Rear 
Admiral of the White. He died the 2.1ft of Novem- 
ber 1761, Commander in Chief of his Majefty** 
Fleet ftationed at Jamaica^ aged fifty. Erected by 
his grateful Nieces Maryt Stanwix and Lucretua 
Sowle. 

The next Monument in the Area, worth obferv- 
ing, is that of E/iher de la Tour^ the Lord Eland'% 
Lady : It i» o£ curious white Marble^ reprefenting 

atLadjf 
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a Lady on her Dcath-bcd, with two Mourners 
weeping over her, done finely in Relief; but the 
Light not being properly attended to in fixing it up, 
ftrikes fo ftrongly on the Nofe of the Deceafed, that 
it appears like a Dent, and thereby ruins the Beauty 
of the Face. The Infcription is in Latin and Eng-- 
lifl>j and contains an Encomium on her many excel- 
lent Virtues. She died in 1694, aged 28. 

Betwixt the Monuments of Henry IlL and Qiiecii 
Eleanor J in the Area, is a Monument ereded to the 
Memory of Mrs. Cbrtftlan Kerry Wife to ITtUiam 
Kerr^ Efq; and Daughter to Sir William Scotty Bart^ 
both of the Kingdom of Scotland. She died Mof 
16, 1694, aged 40. 

There is affixed to the Corner of //ifwry V*s Cha- 
pel, a neat Mraument of black Marble with a Buft 
of Brafs, having the Figures of Jpollo and Minerva 
holding a Laurel Wreath over it, very elegantly de- 
ligned. This, as appears by the Latin Infcription, 
was ereiied to the Memory of Sir Robert Jiton, Knt* 
who in the Reign of James I. was in great Reputa- 
tion for his Writings, efpecially in the Poetical 
Way. He died in 1638. 

Near this is an ancient flat Stone in thePavement, 
formerly infer ibed to the Memory of Sir John Galo* 
fre^ called Lord of Langley^ natural Son ofSixJobm 
Galofre^ by jttjannet PuLham. This Gakfre was fa- 
mous in the Reign of -Richard II. for his Wifdoni 
and Valour, and was profecuted by the difcontented 
Lords : But being then Ambailador in France^ he 
thought it prudent to remaiathere till the Storm, in 
which Burley and others fufFered Shipwreck, was 
appeafed : He afterwards returned home, and died 
at fyiallingford in Berks, in 1336. 

Betwixt the Chapel of St. Nicbolasy and the Steps 
going to Henry VJIth's Chapel, is a large Monu- 
ment erefted to the Memory of Sir Thomas Ingram^ 
Knt. Chancellor of the Duchy tJLLanca&er, and 
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Privy^Counfcllor to Kbg Charles II. He died Fei. 
13, 1671. This Monument was eredcd by Frances 
his Widow, Daughter of Thcmas Vifcount Falcon^ 

Here is likevrife an old Grave»ftone plated with 
Brafs, Tcprcfentingjohnoffnnd/ory Nephew to Sir 
JVilliam efWinifor^ Lord Lieutenant of Ireland^ in 
the Reign of Edward III. In his Youth he had been 
a great Soldier, and in many Battles had come off 
vidorious ; particularly at the Battle of Shrewjkury 
under Henry IV. but tieing ftung with Remorfe for 
the innocent Blood he had been the Means of flied- 
ding, he retired from the World, and iiniflied his 
Life in Penitence. He died April 4, 1414. 

Betwixt the Chapds of St. Nicholas and St. Ed- 
mund^ is a Monument ereAed to the Memory of 
Richard Tufton^ third Son of John Taftonj Bart, and 
Brother to Nicholas Earl of jianet. He died O^. 4, 
1631. This Monument was erected to his Memory 
by his Brother Sir Humphrey Tufton^ Knt. 

There are many Perfons, befides thofe here men- 
tioned, whofe Remains lie in this Area, particularly 
jinne of Cleve^ Sifter to the Duke of Cleve^ who waa 
contracted in Marriage to Henry VIII. and received 
with great Pomp, on Blackheath^ Jan. 3, 1539, mar- 
ried to the King on the 9th of the fame Month, and 
in July following divorced, with Liberty to marry 
again \ but being fenfibly touched with the Indig- 
nity put upon her, fhe lived retired in England^ with. 
,the Title of Lady Anne^ of Cleve^ and faw her Rival 
that fupplanted her in the King's AffeSions fufFcr a 
worfe Fate. She furvived the King four Years^ 
and died in 1557. 

A ftill more unfortunate Queen lies near the Aifaes 
of thislaft, namely, Ann Queen to Richard III. and 
Daughter to Nevil^ the great Earl of fVarwick. This 
Lady was poifoned by that Monfter of Cruelty her 
Huibaad, to make Way for a Marriage with Elitza^ 
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i//)&, Daughter to his Brother EdwardlV. and Sifter 
to the unhappy Youths he had caufed to be mur- 
dered in the Tower y whofe Story we have already 
related ; which marriage he never lived to confunw 
mate, being flain at the Battle of Bofwortb-Field^ 
where his Body was treated as fuch a Wretch de- 
ferved, being ftripped naked, and in a mangled Con- 
dition thrown a-crofs a Horfe in a butcherly Maiv* 
ner, and expofed to the Contempt of the Rabble. 

Here is alfo the Remains of an old Monument 
erefied to the Memory of Sebert King of the Eaft 
Saxonsj y^lio firft built this Church, and died in 
July 6i6.. Alfo of Athelgoda his Queen, who died 
Sept, 13, 615. 

It would be tedious to enumerate every Perfon of 
lefs Note that has been here interred ; and there- 
fore we fliall accompany your Guides to the Chapel 
of St. Edwardy where the awful Solemnity of the 
Place, the facred Remains of Royal Magnificence^ 
and the Profpe^t of what will be the End of all hu- 
man^ Glory, cannot but ttrike the Mind with fe^i 
rious Contemplations. 

Vf the Tombs, Wr. in tU Chapel of St,. Edward^ 

THE firft Curiofity that comiiiands your Re- 
verence, is the ancient venerable Shrine of St* 
Mdwardy which ftands in the Center of this Chapel^ 
and was once the Glory of Englaridy but now ne- 
gle£^ed, defaced, and much abufed. This Shrine was 
credled hy Henry III. upon the Canonization 9^ Ed" 
ward King of England^ (the third of that Namc» 
and the laft of the Saxon Racej by Yo^ Alexander IIL 
who caufed his Name to be placed in the Catalogue 
of Saints, and ifllied bis Bull to the Abbot Laurence^ 
and the Convent of Wejlminjlery enjoining ; ** th»t 
bis Body be honoured here upon Earth, a$ his Soul 
is glorified in Heaven i" y«^t Qur HiftQrian^ all agret^ 
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that he was rather a weak Prince, than endowed 
with any extraordinary Abilities \ and, indeexi, he 
feems rather to owe this peculiar Mark of Honour 
to the Addrefs of the Monks, who follicited it, than 
to his own perfonal Merit ; fdr he was fo in Love 
•with a cloiftercd Life, that even the Obligations of 
-Nature and the Ties of Royalty were difpenfed 
with, to make Way for Devotion and Solitude; 
and though he was married 1 8 Years to one of the 
moft accompliflied Women of her Age, Daughter 
to Earl Goodwyn^ yet, as Ihe herfelf confeffed on her 
Death-bed, he f^iflered her to live and die a Virgin ; 
neither did the great Affairs of his Kingdom en- 
^rofs more of his Concern, but were totally ma- 
naged by Minifters, who though they made no ill 
Ufe of their Power, yet paved the Way for that Al- 
teration of Government which foon after happened, 
by reafon of the doubtful Title of his Succeffor, 
•and the Pretenfions of a foreign Conqueror to th« 
Throne. Befides, he abandoned his own Mother 
to the moft inhuman Treatment of her Enemies, 
who wcce Churchmen of the moft implacable and 
blood-thirfty Difpofitions, and on^a Charge of In- 
tontinency, after being ftripped of her Lands, Mo- 
ney, and Jewels, expofed her to the Trial by Ordeal, 
which flie joyfully accepted ; and being brought 
forth in the Prefence of the King, the Prelates, and 
the Court, to the Amazement of all, flie pafled urb- 
hurt over nine Plough Shares of red-hot Iron, walk- 
ing bare-footed, drefled like an ordinary Per fon, 
and naked up to the Knees, with her Eyes always 
.fixed upwards. Whatever therefore were the Mo- 
tives of this Canonization, the Reward of Righte- 
oufncfs could never be pretended. But the Caufe 
•may be beft difcovered by the Confequences j for 
no fooner was this Shrine erefted, than the Wealth 
of the Kingdom fecnKd to flow to it, in Offerings 
.from all Quarters f vfYAch Henry III. encouraged by 
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fettiitg the firft Example himfelf, though afterwards 
he made Ufe of the Jewels and Treafure offered 
here, to defray the Charges of an Expedition into 
France, Before this Shrine was a Lamp kept con- 
tinually burning, on one Side whereof ftood animagc 
of the Bleffed Virgin, wrought jn Silver, whicn, 
with two Jewels of immenfe Value, Eleanor^ Queen 
to the aforefaid/:&«ry,prefented here as an Offering; 
and on the other Side ftood another Image of the 
Virgin, wrought in Ivory, prefcnted by Tha^ 
mas Beckety Archbifhop of Canterbury. Here alfo 
Edward I. offered the Scotch Regalia, and Chair, 
which is ftill preferved here and fhewn to all Stran- 
gers. About the Year 1280, Alphonfo^ third Son to 
Edward 1. offered here the golden Coronet oi Lle^ ) 
tvellyn Prince of TVales^ and other Jewels. The De- 
votions and Offerings at this Shrine would fill a Vo- 
lume to enumerate. It is recorded, that Henry IV, 
being upon his Knees before it, was feized with an 
Apoplexy, and for fpeedy Relief removed to the 
Abbot's Houfe, where coming to himfelf, he could 
not recolledl where he was ; but upon Enquiry, was , 
told the Room bore the Name of Jerufalem. His 
Reply was. The Lord have Mercy upon me then^ for 
here I muft die-, having been formerly told by a Ma- 
gician that he fhould die at Jerufalem ; wherefore 
expiating the Blood he had fpilt, he defigned to have 
made a Crufade. ' This Shrine was compofed of 
various coloured Stones, beautifully enriched with 
all the Coft and Art that human Imagination could 
devife ; fome of the curious Mofaic Work that a- 
dorned it is ftill to be feen, but fo ftripped as to af- 
ford no SatisfaSion but to the curious. The Stone- 
work is hollow within, and now enclofes a large 
Cheft, which Mr. Keep, foon after the- Coronation 
of JamesTl . found to contain the Remains of St. Ed» 
ward 5 for being broken by Accident, he difcovered 
ypon turning up the Bones a Crucl&c richly orna- 
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mented and enamelled, and a Gold Chain of 2(^ 
Inches long^ both which he prefented to his Ma- 
jefty, who ordered the Bones to be replaced in the 
old Coffin, and enclofed in a new one made ver/ 
ftrong, and clamped with Iron, Edward the Confejfor 
died in 1066, and was canonized in 1269.' 

On the South Side of this Shrine Editha^ Daugh- 
ter to Goodwyn Earl of Kenty and Queen to St. Ed- 
wardy lies interred. The Writers of thofe Times- 
commend her for Beauty, Learning, prudent Oeco- 
nomy, gentle Manners, and inimitable Skill in 
Needle- work, having wrought with her own Hands 
the curious and magnificent Robes the King ufed 
to wear on his Collar Days ; yet Edward^sis it fhould 
feem, had either no Affeftion for Jier, or was in- 
capable of the Rites of Matrimony 5 for, as an an- 
cient Manufcript in the Cotton Library has it, natif- 
leesy tho* the Ktngi bad a Wyfcy he lived ev*more in 
Chajiete and in Clennesy wythowten anyfiejhley Dedef 
Joynge wytb his IVyfe the ^een^ and Jo dydthe^een 
$n her 5>v3fe.— -Indeed their lying together for 18 
Years, ieem rather to favour the ktter Opinioa 
than the former. She furvived her Hufband eight 
Years, and beheld all the Miferies confequent upon 
bis Death. However, (he was treated by fViUiam the 
Conqueror with great Reverence, being allowed an 
Apartment in the King's Palace ziffincheJieryvAi^v^ 
ihe died, and received, by his exprefs Order^ Royal 
Exequies. 

Near the Remains of this Princefs lie likeWif^ 
thofe of Queen Maud^ furnamed the 6^0^ Daughter 
of Malcolm Canmairj King of Scotland^ and Wife to 
Henry L of England^ to whom flxe was efpoiifed, in 
order to unite %ht Seixon and Norman Lines, and by 
that Union to reconcile the AfFe£tions of the EngUJb 
People t<> their future Kin|;s who ihould fpring from 
It. The Chara^er of th:s Lady ftood fo fair with 
thu Writers, who have traufmitted her Memory to 
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P«fterity, ^^tWav£rly fays, a Day would Ararce fuf* 
iice to recount her Virtues \ her Humility was fo 
great, that, in Imitation of her blefled Saviour, (he 
would wafli the Poor's Feet> and her chief Delight 
was in relieving their DiftrefTes : That fhe was pi« 
ousy appears ixom her other Excellencies being 
ikewn in fo fair a Light ; and that fhe was chari^ 
table, the Hofpitals of St. GiUs and the Leper's 
Hofpital in L$ndon are remaining Monuments. She 
died May i, 1118. Part of a Latin Epitaph on this 
excellent Princefs has been handed down, and is\o 
this EfFea : 

Succefs ne'er fat exulting in her Eye, 

Nor Difappointment heav'd the troubled Sigh ^ 

Profperity ne'er fadden'd o'er her Brow, 

While glad in Trouble fhe enjoy'd her Woe: 

Beauty nor made her vain, nor Scepters proud^ 

Nor Titles taught to icorn the meaner Croud. 

Supreme Humility was awful Grace, 

And her chief Charms a Bafhfulnefs of Face. 

' On the North Side of this Chapel i^ an ancient 
Tomb of admirable Workmanfhip and Materials, 
the Pannels being of polifhed Porphyry, and the 
Mofaic Work round them of Gold and Scarlet : 
At the Corners ^f the Table are twifled Pillars gilt 
and enamelled, and the Effigy of Hittry IIL upon it 
is of gilt Brafs finely executed. This Prince was 
no Friend to the Churchmen, but fufFered them to 
be infulted by his Court Favourites : One Inflance 
whefeof we have already given in the Behaviour of 
Valence Earl of Pembroke to the Bifhop of Ely ; we. 
need not therefore be aftonifhed that the Blots in 
}x\s Reign are fo flrongly marked out, and the beau* 
tiful Parts placed in fo unfavourable a Light. He 
came to the Crown while a Minor, and fucceeded 
his Father King John at an Age, and in a Juncture, 
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"the moft unfortunate to form a great Charaftef. 
When he came of Age he found himfelf embarraff- 
ed with his Nobles ; and to enable him to make 
Head againft them, obliged to require Aid of the 
Clergy, which was levied not without Severity, as 
it was granted but with Reluftance. Yet he was 
far from being an irreligious King. He confirmed 
and retrafted Magna Charta^ and the Foreft Laws, 
according to the Situation he was in. When he had 
gained an Advantage over the Barons, he endea- 
voured tocrufh, or rather curtail their Privileges; 
but when they prevailed, to regain the Afcendancy, 
he granted them unlimited Cdnceffions. By this 
Pifture, which is juftly drawn, he does not appear 
tD be a bad Man, but the Period in which he lived 
was bad. It was blafted by a Struggle between the 
King and a Part of his People for Prerogative, which 
neither Side thought they could give up without 
Injuftice to their Pofterity ; and which indeed was 
never finally determined, till the cutting o(F a King's 
Head by Law fliewed where the Supreme Authority 
ivas centered. In fhort, Henry III. was neither fo 
tveak, nor wicked, as our Hiftorians have marked 
him; but his great Misfortune was to be obliged, 
for his own Safety, to call Foreigners to his Aid, 
and to admit them into hisCounfels. He died, 1272, 
after a troublefome Reign of 56 Years, aged 65, and 
was buried by the Knights Templar Sy of whofe Order 
his Father was the Founder, with fuch Splendor, 
that JVykes the Monk fays, he made a more magni- 
ficent Figure when dead, than he had ever done 
while living ; which favours more of Malice than 
of Truth. 

At the Feet of Henry III. is an ancient Table 
Monument of grey Marble, on which lies the Effigy 
of Eleanor Queen to Edwardl. of whofe remarkable 
Story we have given a large Account in the Htftori- 
xalDefcription of the Tower ^ juft publiflxed, to which 
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W5 refer. On the Sides of this Monument arc en- 
graven the Arms of Cajiik and Leon quarterly, and- 
thofe of Ponthieu hanging on Vines andOak-Trees, • 
And round the Copper Verge is embofled this In- 
fcription in Saxon Charafters, Icy gift Alianor jadis 
Reytie de AngleUrrej Femme aL Re. Edward Fiz. that 
is. Here lies Elianor^ formerly S^ueen of England^ JVife 
to King Edward the Firji^ It is remarkable the Body 
only of this Queen lies here interred, and her 
Heart in the Choir of the Friars Predicants in 
London. 

In this Chapel you will likewife obferve a large 
plain Coffin of grey Marble, cbmpofed of feven 
Atones, four make the Sides, two the Ends, and 
one the Cover. This rough unpolilhcd Tomb en- 
clofed the Body of the glorious King Edward I. of 
whom we have juft been fpeaking. He was Son to 
Henry III. and born at Wejlminfter^ J^^^ I7> I23g ; 
named Edward in Honour of St. Edward his Fa- 
ther's Patron and Predeceflbr, and afterwards Long^ 
Shanks from his tall and flender Body. He is called 
Edvoard I. becaufe he was the firft of that Name 
after the Conqueft. Of his Atchievements we have 
already fpoken in our Defer iption of the Tower \ but 
his Charge to his Son Edward ll. when on his 
Death-bed, is there omitted \ theSubftance of which 
was, firj^^ that he fhould carry his Bones with him 
through Scotland^ till he had brought that Kingdom 
into Subje<aion ; 2dly^ that he fliould fend his Heart 
to the Holy Landy with 140. Knights and 32,o«o7. 
which he had provided for that Purpofe j and 3^/7, 
that he fliould never recal Gaveftone, a ban2he4 
Courtier, from his Exile j not one of which Injunc- 
tions were performed by the Prince. After his 
Death Peter of Spain^ the Cardinal Legate, made 
Iblemn Proceffions, and gave a Year's Indulgence 
to all who fliould pray for the King's Soul, whofe 
Peath Roiert ArghbUhop of Canterbury is faid ta 

have 
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have feen in a Vifion at Ronu. He died yuly 7, 
1 307, after a Reiga of 34 Years, and a lAic of 
fixty-eight, 

. Near that of H^nry III. is a fmall Monument co- 
vered with a Slab of black Lydian finely poliihed^ 
in Memory of Elizahtb Tudor^ fecond Daughter of 
King H^nry VII. who died at Ebham in Kent^ Sepu 
14, 149$) aged three Years, from whence ihe was 
removed in great Funeral Pomp, and here buried* 

Here is likewife another Table Monument in 
Memory of Margaret Daughter to Edward IV. by 
Elizabeth fFoodville his Queen, which has Part of 
an Infcription upon it, (hewing her Name, Quality, 
and Age, being only nine Months. £he died JprU 
tg, 1472. 

Next to this Chapel is that of Henry V. parted 
from it only by an Iron Screen, on each Side of 
which are Images big as the Life, and guarding as 
it were the Stair-cafe afcending to the Chauntry 
over it. Here you will fee the magnificent Tomb 
erf that glorious and warlike Prince, Henry ofMrn^ 
mouthy fo called from the Place of his Nativitjr; of 
whofe gallant Adiions we have already fpoken in 
our Defcription of the Tower » This Prince was guilty 
of great Extravagancies in his Youth, and is faid, 
with Sir John Faljiaff^ to belong to a Gang of 
Sharpers, 3^1;^ upon his Advancement to the Crown, 
made a moft excellent King, and by the memorable 
Battle of Agincdurt^ acquired to himfelf and the Eng- 
lijh Nation immortal Glory. Bat while he was yet 
in Purfuit of farther Conquefts, he was cut off by 
the Han4 of Providence, and died in France in the 
34th Year of his Age, and the lotb of his Reign. 
Immediately upon his Death his Bowels were bu- 
ried, and his Body being cered and enclofed in 
Lead, was attended by the Nobility of England and 
France to the Church of Notre Dame 2LtParisy where 
Foneral Exequies were performed ^ and then being 

laid 
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laid ia an open Chariot, on which was placed his 
Image made of tanned Hides, boiled and painted to 
the Life, he was brought to England accompanied 
by the King of Scotlani^ and the chief of the EngUJh 
Kobility and Knights at Arms. As he pafled thro* 
the Towns oiAbbevilley Hediny MmtreviUej Bulhgne^ 
and Calais^ a rich Canopy of State was borne over 
him by Perfons pf the iirft Quality ; and when he 
arrived at Canterbury his Exequies were again cele^ 
bratcd. From Canterbury he was conveyed by Wa- 
ter to LmdoHy and refted in the Cathedral of St. PauJ^ 
from whence a grand and folemn Proceffion began ^ 
On the Covering of the foremoft Horfe that drew 
his Chariot was embroidered the Arms of England^ 
on the fecond the Arms of England and France quar* 
terly ^ on the third that of France ; and on the fourth 
|Cing Artbw\y namely, three Crowns in a Field 
Azure; hi3 Effigy on the Coffin was cloathed in a- 
Kobe of Purple and Ermine ; with a golden Crown 
upon his Head, and the Royal Sandals on his Feet, 
and holding in one Hand his Scepter, and in the 
other the Ball and Crofs : Around the Chariot 1409* 
Tapers were carried by venerable Perfons ; and be- 
fore it all the Bifhops, and principal Clergy in their 
proper Habits. It was followed by the Nobility, 
and chief Citizens in their Formalities, and in this 
Manner proceeded tQfVeJiminfter' Abbey ^vrYktr^ it was 
interred with more than Royal Pomp. He was 
laid at the Feet of St. Edwardy in a Place fet a-part 
for keeping Jleliques, where his Queen ere£l:ed a 
Monument over him of grey Marble, whereon was 
placed his Statue \ the Body whereof was Heart of 
Oak, and the Head beaten Silver \ as were the Scep- 
ter and other Enfigns of Royalty that adorned it. 
But all that was Silver fell a prey to the Pilferers of 
Cromwelfs Army, who foared nothing that was va- 
luable for the aake of fine Workmanfhip. This 
Toixib was encloHpd with Qrat^s and Gates of Iron 
E by 
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by HifOTfVM. and over it in a Chauntiy Chapel me 
Weapons, Armour, and Caparilbns of Htnrj V«. 
were carefully laid up, and remaia to this iDaj. 
According to the Ddcriptioii given of this Prince^ 
he was tall of Stature, of a long Neck, his Bodj 
lean and flender, and bis Bones fmall ; yet was 1^ 
of fucb Strength as to be exceeded by few. He waa 
brave, generous, and undaunted ; suid would ttn« 
doubtedly have raifed the Glory of Engkmd to its 
meridian Luftre, had not Death to early put a Stop 
tp his Defigns* * Jt 

Near this Tomb lie inclofed in an old wooden 
Gheft the Remains of Katherinej Queen to the 
Prince of whom we have been fpeaking. This 
Lady was youngeft Daughter to Charles the VL of 
France^ and being <iS extraordinary Beauty, the 
KiQg, upon cafually feeing her, was fo enamooredy 
that he fwore to the Duke of Burgukdf, that he 
would either have b<r in Marriage, or he would 
^rive the King of France out of his Kingdom^ and 
him from his Dukedom ; which Refolution being 
entered upon, the Marriage was confented to, and 
celebrated by the Archbifliop of Sens in the Cburck 
of St. Katberine at Treys, At her Coronation King 
James the Firft of Scetland att^ded the Ceremony^ 
and fliortly after ihe brought forth an Heir to the 
Crown, who foon fucceeded to the Throne | for 
the very fame Year going to vtfit her Hufband in 
France^ ihe had the Mortification to attend his 
Corpfe t<y England^ where Art was a mournful S^Co- 
tator of his Funeral. Being very young, and very 
handfome, and withal very rich, (he foon forgot 
her Grief; and placed her AfFeSions on Owen op 
Tuder^ a Welcbmany of mean Fortune, but of Royal 
Defcent, and the bcft made Matt of his Time, vMh 
the comelieft andmoft graceful Appearance^ This 
Marriage, as fome report, Was kept a fecret till the 
Queen's Death ; but a Writer of good Authority 
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gives this Axcouftt, ** that neither the Beauty ot 
Tudor^s Pprfon, iK>r bis Genealogy cjeduced fronv 
Britijh KiiigSy could, prevent bpth him and the 
C^een'froo) falling under a feverc Profecution^ai 
ioon as their Marriage was declared ; this forced the 
Ci?e^n to retire to,jthe Monaliery of Bermondfey^ 'm 
S$uthwark^ where ibe died as it is thought of Griet 
in the 3j8ih Year of her Agc„ leaving three Sons by^ 
this Marriage behind Xi^v \ ^Edmund^ J^^fp^r^ ^^^ 
()w€n. . £dm^ndy furnamed of ^adbamy was after* 
wards Earl of Richmond, and married Margaret^ only 
Daughter and ^eirefs to yohn Beaufort ^ Duke of 
Sonurfet^ the Grand fop of John of Gaunt ^ of whom 
we have fpgken largely in thp Htftory ofthf Tower % 
by this Marriage was Henry Earl of Richmond^ after« 
wards Henry VII. Jffper^ the fecond Son of Owen 
Tudor J was created Earl Pembroke by Henry VI. and 
Duke of Bedford hy. Henry VII. but died without 
Iffue, And Owen Tudor took the religious Habit, 
and died a Monk of this Abbey, in which he lies 
interred. As to Owen Tudor the Father, Hiftorians 
differ widely, but all agree th^t he was committed 
to Newgate^ from whence, according to fome, ha 
twice e^aped, and died in fighting for the Houfe ot 
Laricajier \ but, as others fay, was tried and con« 
demned upon a Law made in this Reign, again(£ 
any Subje£l who fhould prefume to marry a Queeu 
Dowager of England. But what feems moft to be 
depended upon^ is, that he was beheaded at Here-* 
fordi Feb. a, 1461, for efpoufing the Caufe of Hen^ 
ry VI. Queen K^therine herfelf received an honour- 
able Burial in the Chapel of Henry IIL but when 
her Qrandfon pulled down that to build his own, 
her Body was taken up, the Bones whereof were 
firmly united gnd thinly covered with fiefh, but the 
Coffin being decayed was put into a wooden Cheft^ 
»nd removed, to the Place where it is now to be 
feen, jShe died Jan. 2» i437« 
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In this Chapel is an ancient Tomb of black Mar* 
ble, to the Memory of Philippa^ third Daughter to 
William Earl of Heinauh^ and Queen to King jB^/- 
ward IH. with whom fhe lived forty-two Years, 
and bore him fourteen Children. Harding tells us, 
that. when an Embafly was fent to chufe one of the 
Earl's Daughters, a certain Englijh Bifliop advi(ed, 
to chufe the Lady with the largeft Hips, as promif- 
ing a numerous Progeny: She'^died Aug, 15, 1369, 
and the King her Hufbahd beftowed a Profufion of 
Expence in performing her Exeqiiies, and ered- 
ing her Tomb, round which were placed as Orna- 
ments, the Brazen Statues of no lefs than thirty 
Kings, Princes, and noble Perfonages, her Rcla-* 
tions. 

Adjoining to this is the Tomb of Edward III, 
which is likewifc very ancient, and covered -with 
a Gothic Canopy. On a Table of grey Marble lies 
the Effigy of this Prince, tho' his Corpfe was depo- 
fited in the fame Grave with the Queen's, according 
%o her Reaueft on her Death-bed. This Tomb was 
furrounded like the former with Statues, particular- 
ly thofe of hi$ Children, ^nd at the Head of it is 
placet} the Shield ?nd Sword carried before him in 
f'rance. The Sword is feven Feet long, and weighs 
eighteen Pounds. During the Reign of this Prince, 
England flouriflied in Arts and Arms j but towards 
the Clofe of his Life he grew weary of Government, 
an4 devoted himfelf to the Pleafure of a Woman, 
who, after rendering him ridiculous t6 every body 
elfe, fhamefully defcrted him in his laft Moments, 
and left him to expire without a Friend to clofe his 
J£yes. This Woman was .Jlice Perers^ or Pierae^ 
afterwards qiarried ^o Sir William Wind/or ^ who, 
when the King was breathing his Laft, ftript the 
Rings from his Fingers and retired : It is recorded, 
indeed, that a Friar coming into the Room at that 
Ipftant^ and amoved ft fo melancholy an 01]^ed» 
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ftclvanced to his Bed-i'fide^ and prefeiiting a Crucifix^ 
bid him crave Pardon for his Sins, which the King 
perceived, grafped it with his Hand, and often 
kiffed its Feet, the Tears flowing from bis Eyes a- 
pace : He was once heard to pronounce the Word 

2efus^ and fo expired, June 21, 1377, aged 64* 
!e reigned 50 Years, 4 Months, and 28 Days* For 
a more particular Account of his martial Exploits, 
fee the Hijtorical Defcription of the Tower ^ fo often 
referred to. 

Next adjoining to this is' another Tomb ereded 
to the Memory of Richard IL and his Queen ; over 
which is a Canopy of Wood remarkable for a curi-* 
ous Painting of the Virgin Mary and our Saviour^ 
ftill vifible upon it. This Richard was Son*to Ed^ 
ward the Black Prince^ and Grandfon to Edward UL 
above fpoken of, whom he fucceeded at eleven Years 
- of Age. He was a moft beautiful Youth, but too 
much addi^ed to his Pleafures^ and too fiery to be 
kept withfn the Bounds qf Moderation, which in- 
volved him in a Series of Troubles, that ended but 
with his Life. The treacherous Afiailination of 
his Uncle, who thwarted his unpopular Meafures, 
' of which we have already given an Account, was 
fufficiently revenged upon himfelf ; for, being de<« 
throned by his Subje£b, Henry IV. furnamed Bul^ 
Ungbroke^ ufurped the Crown, and to fecure his new 
Dignity, firft imprifoned the King, and then con- 
fpired his Death, which one Sir Pieruoi Ex$ny with 
eight others, accomplifhed by entering the Cham- 
ber of his Prifon in PomfreUCaJlle^ in Yorkjhire^ and 
Inhumanly butchering him. The King apprehend- 
ing their Defign when they entered, pufhed the 
Table forward, and fnatching a Bill from the firft 
that approached him, bravely flood upon his De- 
fence, and flew four of the Aflaffins ; but Sir pierce 
getting behind him with a Pole-Ax ftruck out his 
JBrains, TJifis horrid Murder was perpetrated on 
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£t. Vxihntmi% Day, in 1399 \ and upoit t{)€ firft 
News of it, the UAirpex caufed the Body to be em- 
balmed, and brought to Sit. PauFs Cathedral, where 
it was expofcd to public View, and afterwards re- 
moved to Langley. 1 here it r^qaained till Henry V, 
ordered it to be brought in ^1 the Poiop of Royal- 
ty, and depofited near the Rein;iin$ of his great 
Predeceffor and Patron St. EdwarJ. The Robing of 
this Effigy is curioufly wrought with Peafcod Shells 
open and the Peafe out, perhaps in Allufion to hi^ 
beijig once in full Poflfeffion of Sovereignty, but 
foon reduced to an empty Title. In the fame Tomb 
with this Prince lies his Queen, y/nney Daughter tp 
Char lis IV. and Sifter to fVencefiaus^ Emperor and 
King of Bohemia^ who brought him neither Dowry 
nor Iffuc ; yet his Love for her was fo violent, that 
•he cur fed the Place of her Death, and ordered thi? 
Buildings thereon to be denaoliihed. She died ^ 
Sheney June 7, 1394, after being married twdv*: 
•Years. 

. Between the Shrine of St. Edwatdy and the Totph 
'tof Queen PhilippOy under a large Stone once finely 
4)lait6d*with Brafs, lies the great Tbomaf of Woo4r 
y&^/f, Duke of Gloucejlery Uncle to the above SJ.bard 
dL and murdered bv him : He was Brother to this 
'Mlaci Princey and Hxth apd youngeft Son to £{^ 
ward III. The manner of hi^ Dearth w^ have al- 
ready fully related, but the Caufe of it requires fom^ 
Explanation:* The ;Duke .iwias cxtremtly careful 
of the national Welfai-tf* during the K^ing's Minor 
•rity ; and being< piqued at the unhappy MeaAir^ 
he faw Y(\m obftinately. purfuing whea of Age;, he 
was wont to reprove him with a Severity, perhaps, 
too rough for the haughty Humqur of a young 
King; an4 therefore, as his Majefty frequently 
/ound him troublefome in croiling his Defigns, he 
refolved to rid himfelf at once of To free a.Monitor^ 
by removing him- for ever fiom the Knowledge of 
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his AfiiorijS. The King, however, furvivcd him 
but one Year ; and it may be truly faid, that his 
own Profperity determined with the Duke's Life j 
for he never enjoyed one good Day after his Mur- 
der, which happened Sept. 8, 1397. 

In this Chapel was interred the Heart of Henry 
d* Almaine^ Son to Richard King of the Romans^ 
Brother to Henry III. This Prince having embarked 
with Edward Prince, of JValesj to accompany him 
in his Expedition to the Hvly Land^ was interrupted 
in that Defign, by the Alterations that juft then 
happened in the Affairs of France^ which made his 
Prefencc neceffary in that Kingdonf to fuperirt tend 
the Englijh Intereft there. With this View there- 
fore he was fent back, and in pafling thro' Viterhoy 
"Vvas facrilegioufly affaffinated in the Church of St. 
Silve^erj as he was performing his Devotions before 
the High Altar. SimomndGuido Montforty Sons to 
^Imon % Montforty Earl of Liecejjter^ were the Per- 

fctrators of this amdacious A<ft, in Revenge for their 
ather's Death, who* with their Brother Henry ^ wa«; 
flaxQ \n the Battle of Evejhamy in' fighting againft; 
their, lawful Sovereign. The PitSure of this Mur- 
djy: the Inhabitants ha4 yaiiited, and hung up in 
the Churcfa, where we are told it ftill remains. The 
Aflkflins were excommjuhicated, and Simon died mi-' 
ferably in France^ the Year after ; but Guido took 
ShtJter ia-WWnwyvwJiere a Reward was offered by 
the King of England for apprehending him, but in 
vain ; he efcaped from thence, and wandered up 
:^d dpwn a Vagabond% not knowing where to fettle 
lA Security. GidMontfort headed the Barons againft 
King Henry'lU, and was at firft fo fuccefsfuF as to 
take the King Prifoncr ; but being furprized at Eve^ 
Jham by the Vigilance of young Edward^ aflifted by 
his Uncle the King of the Romans^ and this Henry 
d* Almaine his Son, was killed, and the king refcu- 
mk% hence arofe that Spirit of Revenge that prompt- 
E 4. ^ %S 
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ed the furviving Sons to this impious A61. In 1271, 
the Year after the Murder, the Body of Henry was 
brought to England^ and buried in the Monaftery of 
St. Helens ; but his Heart was put in a Cup and 
placed near St. Edward^s Shrine. 

In this Chapel, in a handfome Wainfcot Prefs, is 
the Effigy o^ Edmund Sheffield^ Duke of Buckingiamy 
who died at Romey OSf. 30, 1735, and was buried 
in Henry Vllth's Chapel, Jan. 31, 1736. He died 
at the Age of 19 Years, 9 Months and 19 Days^ 
and was' the fecondand laft Duke of this noble Fa- 
mily. . ■ 

In this Chapel, as wdl as in all the others, there 
are many honourable Perfonages not dittinguiflied 
by Monuments or Infcriptioris, of whom, pei-haps, 
it might be expefted we fhould take fome Notice j 
but as we do not poCtively write a Regiftet of Bu- 
iirjs, we muft refer the Curious, who feck for fur- 
ther Satisfaction, to more voluminous Writers on 
that unpleafmg Subjedt, We are fenfible that we 
have faid enough to direct the Reader's Eye to 
what is moft engaging; and if -any thing be here 
emitted, concerning which a nice and inquifrtive 
Spedator may dcfire to be informed, by applying 
to ihe Guides, who are well (killed in thefe Matters, 
it is not doubted but all pofi^ble Satisfadion may be 
obtained. 

We (hall therefore take Leave of all the encloied 
Parts of this Abbey, and proceed direSly to i De- 
fcription of thofe Monuments that every one may 
view and contemplate as* often and as long as they 
pleafe. 
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0/ the Tombs in the vpen Parts of W e s t» 
mxnster-Abbey. 

IN deferibing thefc, the fame Rule ftiall be obfenr-J 
ed as has already been followed with Refpeft to 
the enqlofed Chapels. In prder to which we muft 
return to the South CrolV, and at the outermoft 
Corner of that Chapel, with which we began our 
Survey, y6u will fee the Tomb "of Mr. Dryden^ 
from whencejnoving ftill to the Right,,^nd proceed- 
ing along the outer Walh, you SviU find every Mo- 
nument fet down in Order, all round the Abbey, 
till you come to the Rails that eijclofe the Chapels 
in the North Crbfs, where turning your Face to the 
Choir, and moving ftill to the Right, you will he 
again led back to the Place from whence youatfirflr 
.fet out; by which Method not one Monument of 
Note wHt efcapeyoar Obferyationf, - as thofe uponr 
the Pillars and intermediate Spaces will be particur-^ 
larly pointed out.- To begin then with 

Mr. D R Y D E N. 

This plaiin majeftic Monument was ere£te<f to 
the Memory of Mr., John Dryden^ by thelateDuk© 
of Buckingham^ who valued his Writings fo much, 
that he thought no Infcription neceflary to fpread his 
Fame. J. Dryden, born 1632, diedMay 1, 1700. 
John Shejfeldy Duke of Buckinghamjhirey ereSfed this 
Monument^ 1 720, is all you can learn here, the reft 
you muft gather from his Works, many of which 
will be read with Pleafure as k>ng as the Englijh 
Language fliall continue to be underftood.' That 
divine Ode of his upon St. Cecilia^s Day, has never 
been equalled, perhaps will never be excelled.

4. GEOFFERY CHAUCER^ ' 

This has been a very beautiful Monument in the 
Gothic Style, but ia now much defaced ; and i&ge? 
necally pafled over with a fuperficial Glance, except 
by. thofe who never fuffer any thing curious to efcap^ 
th^ir Notice. G&^ffery Chaucer j to whofe Name it 
is iacred, is called the Father of Engltjb Poets, . an* 
fiourifhed in the 14th Century. He was Son to Siv 
John Chaucer^ a Citizen of Lundbuy and employed 
by Edward \i\. in Negotiations abroad relating u^ 
Trade, He was firft a Student at Cambridge^ but 
afterwards entered him^tlf oi Merton in Oxford'-^ and 
Xo peirf^dt himfelf in the Knowledge of the Laws, he 
entered himfelf of the MiddUTemple : Thus accom- 
j^liihed, he foon becatpe a Favrourite at Couit, andl 
was employed as a Shield-bearer to the King,, he waa 
a Gentleman of the Bed-chamber, and by Edward 
]II. fent Ambaffador abroad ibnr in the fucceeding 
Reign fell into Difgrace, was committed to the. 
Tower for High Treafon,. where he. w*ote his 2^5^^- 
ment of Lo^e^ But upon the. Death o£ Richard lU 
he became a greacei; Favourite at Court than evtr ; 
leaving niarrifid the Great John of Gaun£% Wife'* 
E d Sifbc. 
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Sifter. He was born in 13283^ and died Ocfober, 25, 
140C.

The Buft of this Gentleman in Relief, is here 
TCprefented as in an Arbor interwoven with Vrnes, 
Laurel -branches^ and Apple-trees; and over it this 
Motto, Honos erit huic quoque Porno \ alluding no 
Doubt to the high Qualities afcribed to the Apple fn 
that excellent Poem of his called Cyder. He was 
Author of but few Pieces, but thofc very mafterly, 
and highly finifhed. His Blenheim is a fine Specr- 
men of what, had he lived, he was capable of in the 
Epic Way ; in the Lyric his Ode to Lord B^Iing-^ 
broke on Tobacco is no mean Performance ; and as 
to his Splendid Shillings whoever reads it mufi be 
eharmed with the Author's Fancy and Force of 
Genius, He was Son to Stephen Phillips^ D. D, 
Archdeacon of Salop^ was born at Bampton in O^^orJ- 
Jhire^ Dec. 30, 1675, and died 2X Hereford^ Feb. 15; 
1708, of a Confumption, in the Prime of Life. 
The Infcription on his Monument is a Recital of

Reign of King WiUiamj and died Nov^. 20^ 1692, 
in the 55th Year of his Age. He was the Author of 
feveral Plays, but falling under the La(h of Mr^

He died at Chelfea^ by taking Opium, to which he

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»2. MATTHEW PRIOR, 

This ftatcly Monument, than which there is not 
a nobler in the Place, is finely decorated. On one 
Side the Pedeftal ftands the Figure of Thalia^ one* of 
the Nine Mufes, with a Flute in her Hand; and 
on the other Hiftory^ with her Book fliut; between 
both is the Buft of the Deceafed upon a raifed Al- 
tar of fine Marble, on the outenrioft Side of which 
Js a Latin Infcription, importing, that while hewas 
bufied in writing tlie Hiftory of his own Times, 
Death' interpofed, and broke both the Thread of 
his Difcourfe and of his Life, Sept, i8, 1721, in the 
57th Year of his Age. Over the Buft is a hand* 
fome Pediment, on the afcending Sides of which are 
two Boys, one with an Hour-Glafs in his Hand run 
out } the other holding a Torch rcverfed ; on the 
Apex of the Pediment is an Urn, and on the Bafe 
of the Monument a long Infcription, reciting the 
principal Employments in which he had been en- 
gaged \ particularly, that by Order of King William 
and Queen Mary^ he aififted at the Congrefs of the 
<' Confederate Powers at the Hague in 1690; in J 697 
be was one of the Plenipotentiaries at the Peace cdT 
Ryfwick\ and in the following Year was of the Em- 
baily to France^ and alfo Secretary of State in Ire^^ 
land. In 1700 be was made one of the Board of 
Trade ^ ini 7 1 1 firft Commiffioner of the Cuftoms | 
and laftly, in the fame Year, was feiit by her Ma«- 
jefty Queen Jnne to Lewis XIV. of France^ with 
Propofals of Peace. All thcfe Trufts he executed 
with uncommon Addrefs and Abilities ; and bad 
retired from public Bufinefs, when a violent Cholic, 
occafioned.by aCold, carried him off; by which 
the World was deprived of an invaluable Treafure^ 
which he was preparing to lay before the Public.

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it IS neither infcribed on this Monument, nor pub* 
lifhed jili his own £dttiaa of kis Works, we much 
queftion if he wrote it.

Henry Spangj Statuary, after a Defign of Mr. Jtdaniy 
Architect to his Majcfty. There is a Figure 6f Mr. 
Thomfon fitting, which leans its Left Arm upon a Pe- 
deftal, holding a Book with the Cap of Liberty in 
its other Hand. Upon the Pedeflal is carved in 
Baflb Relievo, the Seafons; to which a Boy points, 
offering him a Laurel Crown, as the Reward of his 
Genius. At the Feet of the Figure is the Tragic 
Maik, and the ancient Harp, The Whole is fup- 
ported by a projed^ing Pedeftal, and in a Pannel is 
the following Infcription:

On a Pedeftal about 20 Inches high, 
which ftands on an Aftar, is a moft beautiful Buft, 
near it is the Figure of a Lady in the deepeft Sor- 
row, and between both on a Pyramid behind is a 
•Medalion, with the Head of a young Lady in Re- 
lief. On the Front of the Pedeftal is this Infcrip- 
tion: «« To the Memory of Nicbotas Rowey Efq; 
*« who died in 1718, aged 45. And ot Charlotte 
«* his only Daughter, Wife of //<«ry/i«^Efq; who

His Works have been faid to be the Foundation of 
all the Divinity that has been written fince bit 
Time. He died May 4, 1677, aged 47^ 

^4. EPW. WETTENHALL, M. D. 

Over IfattcBarr9iv\ is a handfome Monument for 
Dr. JFettenhaliy an eminent Phyfician, Son to Bi- 
fliop Wettenbally who died Aug. 29, 1733. Hi« 
Father was Dr. Edward WetUnhall^ who was firft 
advanced to the See of Cork in Ireland^ which he 
'filled with great Dignity for twenty Years ; but was 
afterwards tranflated from thence to Kilimore and 
jRfl/i, which he held fourteen Years. He died 
^ov. 12, ;7i3, aged 78.

25. THOMAS TRIPLET. 

This Gentleman was likewife a great Divine. He 
was born near Oxford^ and educated at Chriji-church 
in the tJniverfity of that City, where he was ef- 
teemed a Wit, a good Grecian^ and a Poet. In 
1645, he was made Prebend of Prejlon in the 
Church of Sarum^ and had alfo a Living, which 
being fequeftered in the Rebellion he fled to Ireland^ 
and taught School in Dublin^ vyhere he was when 
King CharUs.h was beheaded. . Not liking Ireland^ 
he returned to England^ and taught School at Hays 
in Middlefexy till the Reftoration, when he was 
inade Prebend of Wefiminfter^ and of Fsnton in the 
fJhurch of Tork. He died at a good old Age, Julj 
1 8, 1670, much beloved and lamented. 

26; 5ir RICHARD CQX, 

Adjoining to. Triplet's is a Table Monument of 
white Marble, eredied to the Memory of this Gen- 
tleman, who wa3 Tafter to Queen Elizabeth and 
King Jaf^ies I. and to thp latter Steward of the 
Houlhold, a Man commended in his Epitaph, 'for 
his Religion, Humanity, Ch^ftity, T^mperaoce^ 
Friendftiip, Beneficence, Charity, Vigilance, and 
Self-denial, He was third Son to Thomas Cox^ of 
Beymonds in Hertfordjhire^ and died a Batchelor in 
<he 60th V^af of his Age, Dec. 13, 1623. 

27. ISAAC CASAU^ON, 

This neat Monument was erefted by the karned 
Pr. Mureton^ Bifhopof Durham^ to the Memory of 
that profound Scholar and Critic, wl^ofe Name i& 
infcribed upon it ; and who, though a Native of 
i^r^nce^ axul in bis youngs Years Royal Library- 
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keeper at Paris^ yet was fo diiTatisfied with the ce- 
remonial Part of the il^w/^ Worfliip, that upon th« 
Murder of his great Patron Henry IV. he willingly 
quitted his native Country, and at the earneft En- 
treaty of King Janus I. fettled in England\ where, 
for his uncommon Knowledge, he became the Ad- 
miration of all Men of Learning. He died in 1614, 
aged 55. 

28. JOHN ERNEST GRABE- 

Ovec Cafaulon^s is a curious Figure, large as the 
Life, reprefenting this great Man fitting upon a 
Marble Tomb in a thoughtful Pofture, as contem- 
plating the Sorrov/s of Death, and the Horrors of 
the Grave. He was a Man deeply (killed in ori- 
ental Learning. He died Nov, 3, 17 11, aged 46, 
and was buried at Pancras near London. This Mo- 
nument was crefted by Robert HarUy^ Earl of Ox- 
ford and Mortimer. . , 

29. WILLIAM CAMDEN. 

Next the Weft Corner of this Crofs is an ancient 
Monument to the Memory of the great Father of 
our Antiquities, who is reprefented in a Half-length 
in the Drefs of his Time, with his left Hand hold- 
ing a Book, and in his Right his Gloves, refting on 
an Altar, on the Body of which is a Latin Infcrip- 
tion, fetting forth, " his indefatigable Induftry in 
illuftrating the Br/V/^ Antiquities, andhis Candour, 
Sincerity, and pleafant good Humour in private 
Life." He was Son to Sampfon Camden^ Citizen of 
London^ and Painter- ftainer, was born in the Old 
Bailey^ May 2^ 1 551, and received the firft Rudiments 
of his Educzt\on2LtChri/l'Church'Hofpital. In 1566, 
he entered hinfelf of Magdalen College, Oxford^ but 
afterwards removed to Pembroke^ where he became 
F 3 acquainted 
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acquainted with Dr. Goodmatiy Dean of Wefiminjler^ 
by whofe Recommendation in 1575, he was made 
fecond Maftet of the Abbey-School^ and began tbtf 
laborious Work of his Antiquities, encouraged 
thereto and affifted by his Patron Dr. Goodman. In 
I588, he was made Prebend of Ilfracomhe in the 
Church of Sanany which he held tin his Death. In 
J 593, he was made Head Matter ofi Wefiminfttr 
SchooL In .1596, Richmond Herald^ and next Day 
Clarendeux King at Arms. In 16 19, he founded his 
^iftory Lefture in Oxford. In Auguji 16^9 befell 
from his Chair at his Houfe in Chiffelhurji in Kent^ 
and never recovered, but lingered till No^% 9, 1623^ 
and then died, aged 74. 

This Monument has lately been repaired and beautified 
kt the Charge and Expence of the Univerftiy of Oxford, 
0nd Iron Rails fet before it^ 

Thefe are all the memorable Perfonages whofe 
Tombs adorn the Walls of this Divifion of the Ab- 
bey; but there are fome Names to be met with on 
tthe Pavement too confiderable to be paffedoverun- 
jioticcd. Among thefe you will find Thomas Parr^ 
of the County of Sahpy born in 1483. He lived 
in the Reign of ten Princes, namely, King Edward 
IV. King EdwardV. King Riehard III. King AE?«ry 
VIL King Henry VIII. King Edward VL Queen 
Mary^ Queen Eli%aheth^ Kuig James^ and King 
Charles 5 aged 152 Years, and was buried here, Nou. 
15, 1 635. One Thing remarkable of this old Mas 
is, that at the Age of 130, a Profecution was entered 
againfl him in the Spiritual Court for Baftardv^ 
and with fuch Effeft, that he did Penance publicly 

in the Church" ^r that Offence. Not far from

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O RARE, Sir William Davxkaht, 

Lie the Remains of that once celebrated iPoet^ wh<l^ 
upon the Death of Bin Johnfon^ Atcceeded him aa 
Poet-Laureat to King Charles I. hut having loft hift 
Nofe by an Jccidentj was cruelly bantered by the 
Wits of the fucceeding Reign. His Steadinqfs to 
the Royal Caufe was remarkable. In 1641 he was 
accufed of feducing the Pailiament Army from thek 
X>»ty, and forced to fly into France. In 16439 he 
was knighted for his Bravery at the Siege.of Gku- 
after \ but the King's Caufe declining, he was 
forced once more to take Refuge in Fruncey where 
he wrote his GondiherU Attempting to return he 
was taken at Sea, confined in the Ifle of Wighty and 
thence removed to the Tower y in otdek* to take his 
Trial at the high Court of Jufticiary, as it was cal- 
led 5 but by Milton^s Management, he was fpared. 
He lived to fee the Reftoration^ and to enjoy his 
old Poft, in which he was fucceeded by Mr, uryden. 
He was a Vintner's Son at Opcford^ whofe Wife be- 
ing a Woman of admirable Wit, and fprightty Ci)a- 
verfation, dfew Refort of the poltteft Men of that 
^ge to their Houfe^ among whom Sbakefpear is faid 
JIG be a frequent Vifttor. His Education was at 
JJnc$ln-C$liegej where he became acquainted with 
EnJimion p9rtefy Henry Jertnain^ and Sir John Suck^ 
ling* He died in 1668, aged 63. 

Not far from Davenant lies Sir Robert Murray^ a 
great Mathematician, and one of the Founders of 
the Royal-Society, of which he was the firft Prefi- 
dent, and while he lived was the very Soul of J^^t 
Body. He was a great Admirer of the Rofecruftansy 
was well verfed in Chemiftry, and Experimental 
Philofophy; and in great Favour with K. Charles II. 
to whom he was Secretary for Scotland^ and a Privy- 
Counfellor. ile died fuddenly y«^ 4^ 1673, in the 
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Garden at Whitehall^ and was buried at the King's 
£xpence. 

Between the firft Pillar of this Crofs and Drytlen's 
Monument, is an ancient Stone of grey Marble, in 
which by the Marks has been the Image of a Man 
in Armour. This covers the Body of J^hn HauUy 
a private Soldier, who, at the Battle of Nazers in 
Spoilt^ in Richard Ill's Time, together with yohrt 
Shake) his Comrade, took the Earl of Denne Prifo- 
ner, who under Pretence of railing Money for his 
JRanfom obtained his Liberty, leaving his Son as a 
Surety in their Hands. Upon their coming to Eng^ 
land^ the Duke of Lancajler demanded him for the 
King ; but they refufed to deliver him up without 
a Ranfom, and were therefore both committed to 
the Tower^ from whence efcaping they took Sanc- 
tuary in this Abbey. Sir Ralph Ferreris and Alan 
Buxal^ the one Governor, the other Captain of 
the Tower^ with 50 more Men, purfued them, and 
having by fair Promifes gained over Shakei^ they at* 
tempted to feize Haule by force, who made a def- 
. perate Defence ; but being over-powered by Num- 
bers, was flain Aug, 11, 1378, in the Choir before 
the Prior's Stall, commending himfelf to God the 
Avenger of Wrongs j and at the fame Time a Ser- 
vant of the Abbey fell with him. ShaM they threw 
into Prifon, but afterwards he was fet at Liberty, 
and the Kmg and Council of England agreed to 
pay Shakei for the Ranfom of his Prifoner 500 
Marks, and 100 Marks per Annum. Some Years 
afterwards Sbakel died, and was likewife buried 
here in 1396.

He was alfo a Prebendaty •£ this 
Cathedral. The long Latin Infcription contains 
nothing more- than a laboured Recital of a good 
Man's Virtues. Only that this good Man died the 
Sith of Jug.

Over ^tetnefs is a Monument ercOcd to the Me^ 
mory of John Methuen^'Eiqi who died in the Service, 
of his Country in Portugal^ July I3> 1766, and was 
here interred, Sept. 17, t7o8.

36. GEO. STEPNEY, Efqi- 

Adjoining to Knipe*s is a Monumenty rich in Ma- 
Imrials/ but mean in Defign, to the Memory df 
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George Stepney^ Efq; defcended from the Stepneys of 
Feniergraft in Pembroke/hire^ but born at Wejiminfter 
in 1663, and entered of Trinity-College, Cambridge^ 
in 1682. In 1692, he was Tent Envoy to the Elec-. 
tor of Brandenburg \ in 1696, and 1697, to the Elec^ 
tors of Mentz, Triers, Cologne, Palatine, Landgrave 
ofHefe, and to the Congrefs of Frankfort : In 1 697^ 
en his Returif , he was made Commiffioner of Trade j 
in 1698, was fent a fecond Time Envoy to the E- 
\tGtov of Brandenbourgh ; in 1699, in the fame Qua- 
lity to the King of Poland', in 1 701, a fecond Time 
to the Emperor of Germany, and laftly, in 1706, 
to the States-General. All tbeffe. feyeral Eoibaflies 
he conducted with fuch Integrity, Application, and 
!Eafe, that he generally exceeded the.Expeftations 
of his Sovereigns, William and Jnne, by whom be 
was employed. He died at Cbelfeoy in 1706^ greatly 
lamented. 

37.» Sir :RICH- BI.NjGHAM. 

On a plain Marble Sto^e againft the Wall is an 
Englijh Infcription, reciting the military Glories of 
the-ELnight towhom it is iufcribed, who was of the 
ancient Family of the Binghains, of Bingham Melcomh 
' in Dorfetjhire j and ferved in the Reign of Queen 
Mari, at St. ^intins ; in the Reigp of Queen 
'Mlizabethy at Leitb in Scotland ; m thcLdc of Candyy 
.under the Venetians \ at CaboCbaioy and the famous 
Rattle of Lepanto againft the Turks ; in the Civit 
.Wars of France in thQ Netherlands, ^nA Tit Smerwick^ 
tfhtrt the Romans and Irijh were vanquifhed. After 
this he was made Governor of Connaught, whttfi he 
overthrew the Irifi Scots, expelled the traiterous 
Or^«rif^,fuppreffed divers Rebellions, and -w^s final* 
ly made Marfhal of Ireland, and Governor of Lein» 
/ler. * He died at Dublin, Jan. 19, 1598, aged 70 j

38- GEO. CHURCHILL. 

This is a lofty Monument, much more elegant 
thanthofe we have juft pafled, and the Infcription 
srmply fets forth the Merits of the Hero, whofe Fame 
it is intended to tranfmit : This great Man was fe- 
cpnd Son to Sir Winfton ChurchilUo{ Dorjetjhire^ Knt. 
and Brother to J^hn Duke of Marlborough^ He was

Between two ftately Pyramids of black Marble

This is a Table Monument agarnft the Watt, 
enriched with Military Trophies : And on k (heee 
is this Infcription : " To the Memory of the ho- 
noured Major Riebard*Cr4id, who attended hj$^ Ma« 
jefty King ff^ilJiam tht Third in all his Wars, every 
where fignali^ing h]iibfelf> and never more himfelf^ 
than when he looked an Enemy in the Face. Ac 
the glorious Battle of Blenlmm^ Ann. D&m. 1704:^ be 
commanded thefe Squadrons that began the Attack; 
in two feverafi Charge he remained *nht»rt$ bat ia 
a Third, after ma»>y Wounds received^ ftill valiant- 
ly fighting, he was (hot through the Head : Hie 
dead Body was brought ofF by his Brother, at the 
Hazard of hts own Life, and bu^ed thttt. To his 
Metnory his forrowful Mother ereds thi&Mdkiu- 
ment, placing it near attothefy which he#Sdn, when 
living, ufed to look upon with Pleafure, Ibr tM» 
worthy Mention it mak^ of that great Man Ed^ 
ward Earl of Sandwich^ to whom he had the Hofnoin:

42. Sir JOHN C HARDIN, Bart, 

So created .A(&y 28, 1720. 

This Monument is very emblematical, alludtil^ 
to the Travels of this GentlfemaA, ^by which, as hii^ 
Motto expreffes, be acquired bis Fam$* The Globe^ 
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round which a Number of Geographical Inftrtv 
mencs art reprefcnted, exhibits a View of the diffe- 
rent Countries through which he travelled, and the 
Motto beneath refers to the Dangers he providen- 
tially efcaped, for which he afcribes to God the 
Glory. A Journal of his Travels into the Eaftern 
Countries he has publiihed, and is a Book in high 
Eileem. 

43. Col. ROGER TOWNSEND. 

Here is a Sarcophagus fupported by two Indians; 
on the Front of which is reprcfented^ in Baffv 
Relievo, the Fall of this brave Commander, 
with his Officers attending him in his expiring 
Moments^ This Monument is decorated witb 
Military Trophies, and beneath is the following 
Infcrlption. . 

This Monument was erefled by a difconfolate 
Parent,- the Lady Vifcountcfe Townfcnd, to the 
Memory <rf her fifth Son, the Honourable Lieu- 
tenant Colonei Roger lownfendy who was killed bj 
a Cannon-ball, on the 25th ofjidy^ i759r in the 
28th Year of bis Age, as be was reconnoitring the 
French jLines .a^ Jiconderago^ in i^rih America. 
From the Parent* the Brother and t^ Friend, his 
foci^l ^nd amiable Manners, his entei[£f ifing Bra- 
vptj^ >and thQ Ix)(ejsf ity of his Heart, may.^j^m the 
Tribute of Affliaion : - Yet, Stranger, weep not, 
for though premature his Death, his Life was glo- 
rious ; Enrolling htm with the Names of thofe im- 
mortal Statefmenand Commanders, whofeWifdom 
and Intrepidity in the Courfe of this comprehenfivc 
and fuccefsful War, have extended the Commerce, 
enlarged the Dominion, and upiield the Majefty of 
thefe Kingdoms, beyond the Idea of any for met 
Age. 
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44. Mrs. BRIDGET RADLEY. . 

This Lady was Wife to Charles Radley^ Eftj; 

Gentleman -Uflier Daily-Walter to King James ]I. 

who erc£ted this fmall but neat Monument to her 

Memory. She died -^^jz;. 20, 1679. 

.45. SIDNEY Earl Godolphin. 

This is a fine Buft richly dreffed, reprefenting 
Sidney Earl of Godolphin^ who, in 166 J, was Mem* 
ber of Parliament and Groom of the Bed-chamber 
to King Charles II. In 1679, he was made Com- 
miffioner of the Treafury. In 1684, Secretary of 
State J and the fame Year created Baron of Rialtorty 
in Cornwall^ by King%w« II. by whom alfo he 
was made one of the Commiflioners for executing 
the Office gf Lord High-Treafurer. After the Re^- 
volution he was firft made firft Commiilioner of the 
Treafury, and foon after Lord High-Treafurer ; 
which Office, as his Infcription (hews, together 
with that of Chief Minifter, he held during the firft 
nine glorious Years' of Queen ^w»/s Reign. He 
dkd Sept, 15, 171^, aged 67. 

46. Sir Ch. Harbord, Clem. Cottrex, Efq; 

On the Bafe of this double Monument is repre- 
fented in Relief a dreadful Sea-Fight, and on the 
Top in a Wreath of Laurel this Infcripiioo, To pre^ 
ferve and unite the Memory of two faithful Friends^ wBa 
lojl their Lives at Sea together^ may 28, 1672. Thefe 
two young Gentlemen of the moft promifmg px- 
pci^ations, both perifhed in the Ri^yal James^ with 
the Earl of Sandwich^ who commanded in her as 
Vice-Admiral againft the Dutch in that memorable 
Fight off the Coaft of SuJJexm King Charles the Se- 
cond's Time. The Royal James being fet on Fire, 
Sir Charles Harhord^ firft Lieutenant, tho' he might 
have favcd hlmfelf by fwimming,^ as many did j yet 
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out of pure AiFe£tioR to his worthy Comihander^ 
cfaofe to die with him. Young Cottrel W9' a Volttn* 
feer, and having returned to his Ship unwounded, 
from being the fir ft Man that had boarded a Dutcb^ 
man of 70 Guns^ and pulled down the Enfign of her 
with his own Hands, perifhed alfo with his Friends. 
This Gentleman underftood feven Languages, tho' 
but 22 Years of Age. This moving Story is recked 
at large on the Monument, but too long to copy. 

47. Over the Monuments of Sir Charles Harbord^ 
Knt. and Clement C9ttrel^ £fq; is the Monument 
of fFilliam Hargrove^ Efq; Lieutenant General of 
his Majefty's Forces, Colonel of the Royal Englijb 
Fuziieers, and Governor of Oibrahar ; who havin| 
been 57 Years a Commiffioned Officer, died the 2L& 
of Jan. 1748, aged 79 Years. 

This is a very curious Monument, defigned and 
executed by Mr. Rubiliac* Here you have a Re* 
prefentation of the Refurre£iion, by a Body riiing 
from a Sarcophagus ; a Coniit^k between Time and 
.Death, wherein the former jpi<j,viiig yidorious^ di« 
veds hi$ Antagonift of his Power, by breaking his 
Dart, and tumbling him down, the King of Ter- 
rors drops bis^ Crown from his Head. Above is a 
j(reat Pile of Building in a State of Diflblution^ and 
a Cherub in the Clouds founding the laft Trumpet. 
The Whole is finely imagined, and as ingenioufiy 
executed. 

48. DIANA TEMPLE. 

This oM-falhioned Monument fcems to have 
been defigned not for one Perfon^ but for all Sir 
ff^iliam Templets Family, as appears by the Infcrip- 
tion, in which is mentioned Diana Yemple^ who died 
at 14. Dorothy OJbourn^ probably Sir fPllliam^s La- 
dy, aged 66 ; TFiliiam Temple^ aged 70 j and Martha 
Giffard^ called l.^dy Gifardy Sir fTtlliam's Sifter, 
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49. ANN FIELDING. 

This Tomb, on which are two very learned In- 
fcriptions, one in Hebrew^ the other in Etbiopic^ i» 
crefled to the Memory of the firft Wife of Saniw/ 
Morlandy Knt. and Bart, who feems to have been a 
Man of great Learning, efpedally in the Eaftern 
Languages : The Hebrew Infciiption is to this Ef- 
fcft: 

•* O thou faireft among Wom«n ! O virtuous Wo- 
** man ! The Hand of the Lord hath done this. 

•* The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away^ 
** and blefled be the Name of the Lord/' 

The Ethioptc Infcrlption is thus tranflated.

This is Qsit oC Mr* ^ddijms MoieM In/cripion^ 
that has not.perhi^s been three Times' read ia mora 
than threefcore Years.

This Tomb is much in the fame Tafk with the 
other, and has alfo two learned Infcriptions upon it, 
one in Hebrew^ the other in Greek \'9it\A was ereded 
to the Memory of the fecond Wife of the fame 
Baronet, who died in Child-bed of her fecond Son, 
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0<??. 10, 1674, in the 23d Year of her Age. — The 

Inscriptions are thus tranflated :

Blcffed be thy Remembrance, O virtuous Woman. 
'^^Thm far the Hebrew. The Gj;eek runs thus :

The Defign is a Pyramid and Altar^ on vi^ich fits 
a Lady veiled, mournful and difconfol ate, andreft- 
ing her Right Arm on a curious Bufto in Relief. 
On the Bafe is 2, Latin Infcription, fetting forth his 
Defcent from the Smiths of Lincoln/hire 5 and Iffue, 
which weret two Daughters, JnH^ tht cldeft, firft 
married to Henry Parker^ Efq; Son if Sir Harry 
Parker^ of Warwickjhire^ and afterwards to Michael 
Lord Dunkellin^ cldeft Son to the Earl of Clanrick- 
fird ; and Mary^ the youngeft, married to Edward 
Dejboverie^ of Longford in IVflts^ Bart. John Smithy 
Efq; died July the 6th, 17 18. 

52. Over the Monument of John Smithy Efq; is 
one erefted to the Memory of James Flemings Ma- 
jor General of his Majefty's Forces, and Colonel 
of a Regiment of Foot, who having ferved 44 
Years acommiffioned Officer, died J/^yrcA 17, 1750, 
aged 68. 

Here 
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Hercy at the Top- -of a beautiful Pyramid of 
Marble, is a Medallion of this General. — At the 
Bafe of which are the Figures of Minerva and

53, Coi. JOHN DAVIS. 

This Geutleman, of whom we* know nothing 
but by his Infcription, . was Prefident. of the Coun- 
cil of the Ifland df St. Chrijiopher'sy and died Dec.

54. Gen. G E p R G E W A D £• 

Over the Door that opens to the Cloifters is a 
mod ftatelyMonument to the Memory of this great 
,Man : In the* Centre is a. beautiful Maeble Pillar, 
fnrkbed with military Trophies moft exquifltely 
wrought, the principal Figures * reprefent Fame 
pufhing back Time^ who is eagerly approaching to 
pull down the Pillar with the Enrign3 of Honour 
that adorn it. The whole is finely, executed, and 
cannot be admired too much. The General's Head 
is. in Medallion; and the Infcription underneath 
runs thus :

This Gentleman's Buft ftands on a Pedeftal of 
fine white veined Marble ; and under it a long ij- 
ri» Infcription, fetting forth his great and diftin- 
guiihing Acquirements.

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firft Rank for Knowledge and Experience; and was. 
no lefs fuccef&ful in his Prailfce, than ingenious in 
his Writings.

Schonly and afterwards at Chrtjl-Churcb College, Ojt- 
ford\ where his Learning foon made him confpicu- 
ous, Uri his leaving the Univerfity, and adopting 
the Profeflion of Phyfic, he was chofcn a Member 
of thp College of Phyficians in Lond^n^ and foon af- 
ter a Fellow of the Royal Society. His Writings, 
ar€ lafting Monuments of his extenfive Genius, 
which will never decay. He iiei July 26, 1728. 

63. WILL. CONGREVE, Efq; 
•In an Oval Frame is a Half-Length Marble Por- 
trait of this Gentleman, placed on a Pedeftal of the 
iineft£^yj>//tf« Marble in the whoie Church, and en- 
riclied with emblematical Figures alluding to the 
Drama, Underneath is this Infcripcion in Englijh^ 
greatly to his Honour : 

" Mn William Conoreve died Jan. 19^ lyaS,

The Statue of this Gentleman, large as the Liife, 
is finely reprefented on this Monumeint as leaning 
ipi an tJin, which has upon it in gQWenCharafters^ 
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an Infcription fhewing, that he was principal Secre* 
tary of State, and a Man univerfally beloved-^ which 
is diere particularly marked, becaufe as he was of 
low Extradion, being only a Shoemaker^s Son, it 
is the more admirable, that in the high Station to 
which his Merit had raifed him, he (hould eicape 
Envy and acquire the general Efteem : He died Feb. 
j6, 1720, aged 35. Upon the Bafe of the Monu- 
ment is this Epitaph, written by Mr, Pope : 

' Statefman, yet Friend to Truth, of Soul ilncere. 
In A£tion faithful, and in Honour clear ! 
Who broke no Promife, ferv'd no private End ; 
"Who gain'd no Title, and who loft po Friend; 
Ennobled by himfelf, by ^11 approved, 
Prais'd, wept, apd honoured by the Mufe he lov'd.

Againft the Pyramid ts a Rock, (embel-* 
lifhed with naval Trophies, Sea Weeds, ^c.) in 
which are two Cavities; in the one is a Latin Elpi- 
taph \ in the other Cavity is a View of the Sea- 
Fight before Toulouy in BaiTo Relievo ; on the Fore- 

}rround whereof the Marlborough^ of 90 Guns, is 
een fiercely engaged with Admiral Navarro^s Ship 
the Realy of 114 Guns, and her two Seconds, all 
raking tH^ Marlporeugh fore and aft.

He was lineally defcended from Sir George Herbert 
of Swanzey in Glamorganjhirey firft Sheriff of that 
County after the Union of the Principality of ^^/fj,' 
namely in 1 1^42.

93. Dr. PETER HEYLIN. 

This is a plsun but neat Monument ; on the Top 
of which is a Pediment, and the Arms of Heylin 
fculpt s on the Bafe the fame Arms with that of his 
Lady, quarterly. On the Face of the Monument 
is a long Latin Infcription greatly to his Praife : 
He was bom at Burford in Os^ord/binj Nov. 29, 
1599 ; educated at Hart^HaUyOxon \ was Fellow of 
Magdalen^ and recommended to Laudvfhen Bifhop 
of Both and ff^its: He was firift. Chaplain to the 
£arl of D«»^^, then to the King. In 163 1 he was 
madei Prebendary of Wejhninftery to the great Mor- 
tification of Dew Williams^ and had the rich Par- 
Ibnage of Houghton in the Springy Durham j conferred 
upon him. He "was afterwards ReAor of South 
ff^amhorough in HantSy and a Juftice of Peace for 
that County. In 1642 he was Clerk to the Convo- 
cation, ana profecuted by IVilliamSy Prynney and 
odiers, who forced him to retire to Oxford^ where 
'he wrote Mereurius Auttcus. In 1643 he was fequef^ 
tered by P^liament, his valuable Library fold, and 
he forced to fly for fear of iharing the fame Fate 
with his Patron Ltftti/. Being betrayed «t/^/n^i&{^«r, 
he efcaped in Difguife, and turned Farmer at MinJ^ 
ier Lovely Oxfordjhirey where he wrote his Geogra- 
phy. Upon the Reftoration he was reinftatedin his 
former Preferments, but never rofe higher than Sub- 
4iean of this Church. . He was remarkable for his 
Strength of Memory, fplid Judgment, and great 
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JElocution ; but being of a fiery Temper and un- 
daunted Courage, he was equally hated by Papifta 
and Puritans. He died May 8, 1662, aged 63. 

94. CHARLES WILLIAMS, Efq; 

The Scroll- Work and Scolloping of this Monu- 
ment is fomewhat remarkable j and the Device of 
fupporting it by a Death's Head on the Wings of 
Time^ is not improper. The Infcription tells us, that 
the Deceafed was of Caerlem in Monmouthjhire^ a 
ftrenuous Defender of the Church and public Liber« 
ty, and a good and generous Man. He died Jug^ 
29, 1720, aged 87. 

95. Near this Monument, in one Grave in the 
middle Ifle, are depofited the Remains of Sir Edmund 
Prideauxy of Nfthert^n in the County ofDevon^ Bart. 
and Dame Ann his Wife. He departed this Life, 
Feb, 26, 1728, in the 55th Year of his Age 5 and 
£he the loth of May 1 741, aged 55 Years. Sir £</- 
mund married firft Mary^ .Daughter of Samuel Rey^ 
nardfonj £fq; by whom he had IfTue Mary^ married 
to Janus WinJianUy^ Efq; afterwards he married the 
a^bove- mentioned >/»», Daughter of Philip Hawkinsy 
of Pfnnans in the County of Cornwall^ (Jeht.

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tinparallelledy always approving himfelf aa alble^ 
a&ive, and gallant Officer. He went out a Lieu- 
tenant on board his MajefW's Ship the Centurion^ 
\inder the aufpicious Condua of Commodore .ufn/o« 
in his Expedition to the South Seas : He was com- 
manding Officer of the faid Ship when ihe was 
driven from her Moorings at the Ifle of Tinian. In 
the Year 1 746, being (Japtain of the Nottingham^ 
a 60 Gun Ship, he fthen alone) attacked and took 
the Mars J a Frtncb Ship of 64 Guns. In the iirft 
Engagement of the following Year^ when Admiral 
jInfoH defeated and took a Squadron of French Men 
of War and Indiamen^e had an honourable Share ; 
and in the fecond under Admiral Hawkt^ when the 
Enemy, after a long and obftinate Refiftance, was 
again routed ; in purfuing two Ships that were 
making their Efcape, he glorioufly but unfortu- 
nately fell. He' was the Son of Matthew de Sau- 
mareZy of the Ifland of Guemf^y .Efq; by Ann Du- 
telly of the Ifland of Jerfejy his Wife. He was 
bom Nov. 17, 171O} killed OSf. 14, 1747, and 
buried in the Old Church at ^Plvmouthy vr\t\i sdl the 
Honours due to his diftinguimed Merit.

The Beauty of it confifts 
chiefly in the Defign, and as thofe \^ho are igno- 
rant of Architfedure, can have noReliOi for Things 
beyond their Knowledge, it has happened that what 
was intended to draw all Men's Eyes upon it, has 
been negldftcd dmoft as foon as raifed*. T'he prin- 
cipal Figure refts upon a Sepulchral Monument of 
darkifli-colour*d -Marfelei and neprefents the noble 
Perfon to whofe Memory this ftately Maufoleum 
was fcttfted, having in his rifeHt Hand a General's 
Staff, and in his left a ducal Corbncr. On one Side

Underneath the principal Figure i^ a moft* 
curious Bafs» Relief, reprefenting the various La ^'• 
bours in which Sic ^^'^^ochiefly employed his Time :^ 
Such as difooveritig the Caufe of Gravitation, fet-^ 
tling the Principles of Light and Colours, /and re«. 
i^ttcing the Coinaaei^to a det6xmii»64 Staiklacd. SRhef 
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' Pevi/re of w/eighing the Sun by tke Steelyard) hm 
been thougbt at once bold aod ftriluog, ai>d indeed 
the whole Monument does Honour to the Sculptor. 
The Infcription on the Pedeftal is in Latin^ ihorr, 
but.f^^U cf Me«oillg, intimating, that by a Spirit 
nearly divine, he folved^ on Principles of his own, 
the Motion and Figure of the Planets, the Paths 
pf the Cooiets, and the Ebbing axid Flowijug of the 
Sea; that he difcpvered the Diffiniilariiy ^f the 
Kays of Light, and the Properties of Colours from 
thence arifiing, which none but himfelf bad ever 
dreamt of; that he was a diligent, wife, and faith* 
£ul Interpreter of Nature, Antiquity, and the Hdy 
Scriptures ; diat by his Philofc^y he maintained 
the Dignity of the Supreme Being ; and fay the Pu« 
rity of his Life, the Simplicity of the Gofpel : l^he 
Infcription concludes with a beautifyl Exclamation, 
What Reafon Mortals had to pride themfelves in the 
Exiftenfe jof fuch and.fo great an Ornament to the 
human Race ! — He was %otii Dic. 25^ 1642, and

1708 be took Part-Mabon. In 1710 he forced his 
Way to the Gates of Madrid^ and %ook Pofleffion 
of that Capital. In &ept. 17S4 he was made Secre- 
tary at War. In 1715, being of tb^ Secret Co/n- 
mittee, he impeached the uu\iq of Opmond, In 
J}ec. 1716 be was made Secretary of State. In 1717 
he was made firft CoBumffioaer of the Treafury^ 
and Chancellor of die Exchequer ! and July follow- 
ing creat^Sid a Peer. In March 171S bie was a fe- 
€jond Time made Secretary of Etate^ fn 1721 be 
died, in his 47th Year.

This is efteemed a fine Piece of modern Statuary.

\s this Infcription: *^ Tiamas TbynH4j •/ Longkpte^ 

Wilts^ Efq^ who was barbaroufiy murdere^ 
on Sunday the 12th of Fibruary 2682.'* Upon the 
Pedcftal in Relief the Story of the Murder is dc-^ 
piSed.; which Murder was confpi^ by Count 
Emingjmarck^ and executed by three Aflaffihs hired 
for that P^irpoCe, who ibot thi$ unhappy Gentleman 
ki Pall- Mall, in his own Coach. 7'be Motive was, 
to obtain the rich Heirefs of NortbumberlandlnM^x^ 
xiage, ^bo in her Infancy had been betrothed to the 
Earl of Ogley but left a Widow before Confumoja- 
tton ; and afterwajrds married to Mr. Tbynney but 
being fcarce 15, and her Mother extrcmdy tendejf 
of her, s^nd withal defirous of her haying Ifiue., pre- 
vailed upon her Hufband to fuffcr her to tfayel ano- 
ther Year bi^iore he bedded her. in ivhicb T ime ibm 
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became acquainted with Kaningfmarck at the Court 
of Hanover. Whether flic had ever given him any 
Countenance is uncertain, but having no Grounds 
to hope to obtain her while her Huiband lived, he 
in this villainous Manner accomplifhed his Death ; 
but the Lady detefted the horrid Deed, and foon 
.after married the great Duke of. Sonuffet: — At the 
.Time this h^pened, a Report was fpread that Mr. 
Thynne had formerly debauched a Woman of Family 
and Chara£ker on honourable Pretences; but up^ 
on his Uncle's leaving him 10,000 1. a Year, he 
Ibafely deferted her ; whence came the Saj^ng, That

On this fine Monument you fee the ESgy of 

this learned Grammarian in his Gown, looking 
carneftly at the Infcription. In his right Hand he 
holds a Pen^ and in his left a Book open. Under- 
neath, upon the Pedeftal, are a Variety of Books, 
and at Top is his Family Arms. The Infcription 
is very elegantly written, and highly, to hisPraife; 
intimating, that whatfoever Fame the School of 
^yiftmtnjiir boafts, and whatever Advantages Man- 
kind ihall reap from thence in Times to come, are 
fll principally owing to the wife Inftitutions of thi* 
great Man. — He was born at Lutton ivrLincolnJhire^ 
Sept. 22, 1606, naadeMafter of fVeftmbtJier College^ 
t>ec. 23, 1640, ele<fted Prebend of tVtJiminJier^ July 
5> 1660, and Treafurer of H^elU^ Auguft 1 1> th« 
femeYears and died ^/ir// 5, 1695.

This Tomb in Defira, is sot unlike the former ^ 
Ae Figure of Dr. S«fdti is repr^fented in a cumbent 
Pofture, in his canonical Habit, with his Arm reft- 
ing 00 a Cufhion, and bis right Hand on a Death's 
Head. In his left he holds a Book with his Finget 
between the Leaves, as if juft doled from reading, 
und oyer his Head if a Gr4>upe of Cherubs ii&ing 
froiQ a Mantling, beneath which is a lon^ Latin 
In&uption, ihewixag, |:hat he. was Scholar to Bujby^ 
and Student at Cbvijl Churchy O«ford9 and publif* 
Orator of that Unjverfity ; that bv the Patronage 
9f Lord Clarendon be was made Prependary both of 
We/hnififta: and CbrJjl'sj and afterwards Redor of 
Ijtipy where he rebuilt the Parfona^e Houfe, and 
i^unded and endowed a School lor the Education, 
of fow ChUdrofi,. His Sermoiis have a peculiar 
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Turn, and are greatly admired to this Day. He 
died July%y i/i6, aged 82. His true Charafter 
niav perhaps be beft illuftrated by a fhort Story : 
'^^ borne Time before his Death he relided at Ca^Jer^ 
Jham in Oxfordjhire^ and having Occafion to come 
to London upon particular Affairs, he took that Op- 
portunity tO'pay a Morning-Vifit to his old Friend 
a Clergyman, who being overjoyed to fee him, 
preffed him to ftay Dinner ; which he at length con- 
icnted to do ; But the Dpftor's Lady, who was a 
noted QEconomift, was greatly troubled at it, and 
calling her Hufband into the adjoining Room, be« 
gan to expoftulate the Matter {harply with him, 
bow hp could be fo provoking to aik a Gentleman 
to din|t, when he knew Ihe was utterly unprovided. 
The good Man endeavoured to pacify her, by fay- 
ing, it was his Fellow Collegian, and he could do 
DO lefs than aik hini to dine, and therefore prayed 
her to compofe her Paffion, and haften to provide 
fomething elegant, for that there was not a Man 
in the World he refpedied more than the Friend 

that was now come to fee him. This, inflead of 

mending the Matter, made it worfe ; the Lady 
faid, flie bad already got a Leg of Mutton, and if 
he would be fo filly to invite his Friends upon fuch 
Occafipns, they (hould take what ihe had to give 
^hem, for (he would be put out of her Way for 
none of them.— — *The Doctor was now provok- 
ed beyond all Patience, and prdtefted, that if it 
were, not for the Strange then in the Houfe, he 
would beat btr, Dt» Souths who had heard the 
whole Dialogue, and was not a little diverted, in- 
ftantly took up the Difcourfe, and faid, with his 
ufual Humour, in a Voice loud enough to be heard, 
Dear Dolfor^ as we have been Friends fo kng^ I be^ 
fee^h you not to nj^ake a Stranger of me upon this Qcca- 
^a-r-The La^y, ^^m^d pf the Difcoverj^ retired, 
apd appe5^ed.no:.m9rj? th^t. J5ay« but ordered -a 
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^tandlbme Dinner to be fent up, and left the two 
Doiftors to enjoy themfelves peaceably, to their mu- 
tual Satisfaction. 

Having now taken a View of all the Monuments 
v^ithin this fpacious Building, and carried, the Rea- 
der back to the Place from Whence we led him, wc 
(hall juft take a {hort Survey of the Cloifters of thb 
Abbey, and then conclude. 

Of the Monuments//* /A/ Cloisters. 

OF thefe the moft ancient are in the South Walk 
of the Cloifters, towards the Eaft End, where 
you will fee the Remains of four Abbots marked in 
the Pavement by four Stones. 

The' firft is of black Marble, called tor^ Mtgj 
from its extraordinary Length of 11 Feet 8 Inches, 
and covers the Aflies of Gervajius de Blois^ natural 
Son fo King Stephen^ whp died in 11 66. ' 

The fecond is a raifed Stone of Suffix Marble^ 
under which lies Interred the Abbot Laurentiusy who 
died in II 7 6, and is faid to have been the firft who 
obtained from Pope Alexander III. theP/ivilege of 
ufing the Mitre, Ring, and Globe. 

The third is a Stone of grey Marble, to the Me- 
mory oiGeJlebertus Cri/ptnusy who died i JI4. His 
Effigy may ftill be traced on his Grave-ftone by the 
Fragments of his Mitre and paftoral StaflF. . 

The fourth is the eldefl of all, and was formerly 
covered with Plates of Brafs, infcribeij to the Abbot 
Vitalesy who died jn T082- All the#{e'em to have 
had their Names and Dates cut afrefl), and are in- 
deed Fragments worthy to be preferved. 

In this Walk are many other notable Interments, 
but having nothing particular now to diftingutifa 
them, we Oiall not trouble oiir Readers with their

fQSOSC^lN our Hiftory of Weftminft^^Jhbeyy wt 
)B(. T )8C have already obferyed, that, till,theBe- 
^ M g^'ii^^^g o^ ^^^ ^^ Century the Bagam 
lNL)^)^jrf Worlhip generally prevailed in Britain ; 
and it is beyond all Doubt that the Inhabitants of 
London cojQtinued tp pay divine Honours to Disna^ 
in a Temple dedicated to the Service of that God«- 
defs, till the Reign of JS/Zr^/^r^ King of £>»/. 

This Prince being converted toChriftianity.by the 
Preaching of Jagt^inej caufed the A^j^^^f Templet 
within his Jurifdi^ion to be coniecrated to a purer 
Worfhip, eftabliihed the Order of Biihops, and con- 
ftituted /^fi^iyJiW their Metropolitan^ Who, about 
the Year 604., being follidted thereto by Sobert 
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Kiira; of Ejfex^ zdvtnccd MtUitus to the Bilhoprto 
of London^ and converted the Temple of Diana 
Hito a Cathedral, by deftroying the Idoli» building 
an Altar, fiirnifhing it with Relics, and fprink- 
ling it with Holy Water. 

That this was the Origin of the old Stru<ftuie oF 
St. Paurs^ appears from unqueftionable Author!* 
ties 3 but in the then unfettled Sate of Cbri/Hamity^ 
the Kingdom of Effex^ upon the Death of Sebirtj 
relapiing into Paganifm^ this newly confecrated Ca- 
thedral was again defiled, it's Bifhop banifhed, the 
Jdoh feftored; and that Adoration c^ered to falfe 
Gods which was only due to the Supreme Being : 
It did not, however, remain long in this depraved 
.State ; the Chriftian Religion cvery-wherc pre* 
vailed, and bore down all Oppofition ; infomucb, 
that in 675 we find Erhinwdd^ the fourth fii(hop 
of London^ from MeUitus^ lavifbing an immenfe 
Treafure in repairing and beautifying the ancient 
Edifice, augmenting it's Revenues, and procuring 
fuch Privileges from the Pope and the Saxon Prin- 
ces then reigning, for it's future Security, as ihould 
efFed^ually difappoint the Attempts of it's Enemies. 
As the' Labours of this devout Bi(hop were crown* 
cd with Succefs, fo in the Infancy of Cbrj/iattiif 
this Kind of Piety was never fuffered to pafs unre- 
warded ; his Soul was exalted to 'Heaven, and his 
Body traniiated to a glorious Shrine above the high 
Altar in the Eaft Part of this Church, and remain- 
ed there the Admiration of fucceeding Ages, till 
the fatal Deftrudion of the whole Fabric cxtio^ 
^uiihed it's Luftre. : 

' During the Saxon Heptarchy it feems to have 
:flouriihed exceedingly. Kenrard^ King of Mercia^ 
declared it as tree in ail it's Rights, as be himfelf de- 
fired to be at the Day of Judgment ; Aihilftan en- 
dowed it with fifteen Lordihipi Ei^ar with two* 

and 
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and ElgUJUdty bis Wife, with two more j all which 
. were confirmed iJy the Charters of Eihelnd and 
CanutuSy which threaten the Violaters with folemrv 
Gurfe^. 

Edward the Confijfor was the next BcnefaAor 
to this Church ; but the Norman Invafion, which 
foon fucceeded, for a while eclipfed^ it's Glory. 
Some of it's Revenues were at firft feized upon hf 
the Conqueror, who, in the Fury of War, treated 
Clergy and Laity widi equal Rigour : But, when 
the T houghts of eftablilhing himfelf on the Throne 
had taken Polleffion of his Mind, and Rapine and 
Plunder had given Way to more ferious Confide- 
rations, that wife Prince began the Reformation 
of Abufes, by caufmg full Reftitution to be made 
to the Church, and by cenfirming all it's Rights, 
Privileges, and Immunities, in the ampleft Man- 
ner, with a pious Benedi^ion upon thofe who 
fhould augment it's Poflcffions, and folemn Impre- 
cations againft fuch as fhould violate any of the 
Charters made in it's Favour. 

In this Reign, however, a dreadful Fire con- 
fumed the ancient Fabric of which we have beeiiN 
fpeaking, and gave Rife to a more magnificent 
Building than had ever been applied to the Pur- 
pofes of Devotion in any Part of England before. 
This great Work was undertaken by Mauri cr^ 
then Bifhop of London^ who obtained a Grant of 
fuch Materials for carrying it into Execution as 
fhould be found ufeful, out of the Ruins of the 
great Palatine-TQWer^ fituate near the River FUet^ 
on the- very Spot where Robert Kthvardy^ Arch- 
\si\9^o^Qi Canterbury y afterwards erefled that Houfe 
of Dominicans fo well known by the Name of 
Black Friars. But the Foundations which this 
good Bifhop had laid were fo v^, that though he 
fiyed twenty Years, and profccutcd the Work 
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with uncommon Earneftnefs, yet he left the Com* 
pieiion of what he bad fo pioufly begun to fuccecd- 

ing Generations. 

Richard de Beaumlthy on the Death of Mauruef 
being promoted to the Bifliopric of L»ndMj was 
no lefs zealous for the Accompliihmeiit of this 
great Work, than his Predeceflbr ; and applied 
fbe whole Revenue of his See towards it's Ad-* 
vancement ; but though he likewifc laboured at it 
for more than twenty Years, yet the Mafonry went 
on fo /Vow, that vihat he affe&ed was hardly to be 
perceived ; indeed he chiefly laid out his Money 
in the Purchafeof Houfes and Lands to enlarge it's 
Boundaries, give full Scope to the Defign, and 
Space for every Conveniency ; leaving the Cane of 
raifing and adorning the Edifice,^ to Perfons of fu- 
^erior Knowledge in Architedure, and who were 
equally concerned with him&lf la the Succefs of 
the Dcfign. From the Silence of the Records of 
the Church, it fliould feem, that the further Pro- 
fecution of thi-s Work, after the Death of Beaumeis^ 
was entrufled in Lay-Hands; for, by whom, at 
what Time, or in what Manner it was finiihed, is 
no- where mentioned. Indeed JFilHam IbrfuSj 
who fucceeded the Conqueror, is faid to have 
exempted all Ships entering the River Flatj with 
Stor^e or other Materials for the new Cathedral, 
from Toll and Cuftom ; and it is not improbable, 
that he might take fo noble a '^tru&ure under his 
own particular Dire<^ion, 

' Ruhardy Treafurer to Henry II. and afterwards 
made £i(hop of London^ was the next upon Record 
who expended a vaftSum in the Reparation of this 
Church, and in building Houfes for the refideo* 
tiary Canons, who daily attended the Celebration 
of divine Wor^ip. 

But 
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: But the moil confiderable Change it underwent^ 
:tril.the total Deftru6lion of it by the Fife of Lim^ 
^n^ was in the Reign cf Henry III. when lUgir^ 
Xurnamed Jfiger^ the. then BiQiop of London^ in a 
•Manner rebuilt it^ beginning with the Steeple, 
•which was iinilhed in ia2i, and, proceeding with, 
the Choir in the fame Order of Architedure in 
iwhich it appeared at the Fire of LoniUn^ he per- 
AtStti the whole in u 240, as appears by a new 
Dedicatton of thatCalhedpal if| that ^ry Year, at 
wiiich were prefent JS'^i^^^^, Archbilhopof C^i^ 
terburyy Niger , and fix other Prelates, af&fted by 
OttOy the Pope's Legaite, King Hifiry HI. and a 
Vaft Concdurfe of Peeple. 

Having now fettled, with a Degree of Certainty 
beyond what is<oR)mon to ancient Buildings^ the 
i£ra Q^the old StmAure of St. PatiPsy wt tkM 
}4ift touch opoh what is moft remarkable refptdii^ 
Jr, and then prooieed to a more partidular Defcrip« 
tkm of the new C<til«Jral. 

And firft of it*s Dimenfions. The Length of the 
old Church was 690 Feet) the Breadth 130; the 
Height of the Roof 0$ the Weft Part, from the 
Floor, lot FeetKof the Eaft Part 88 Feet ; the 
Body of thd C^rch 150 Feet ; the Height of the 
Tower Steeple, from the J^evel of the Ground, 240 
Feet i of the Spire of Wood covered with Lead, 
. abbve the Tower, 2^4 Feet ; the Ball or Pum- 
mel of the Spire 6 Feet Diameter; and the Crofs 
a-top T5 Pect; and yet, as my Author obferves, 
the Whole Height of the Tower, Spire, Pummel, 
•and Crofs, exceeded not 520 Feet. JTht Space 
' of Grbund whereon this fine Fabric ftood, ex- 
tended to three Acres and a half, one Rood and a 
lialf, and fix Perches. 

We fliall next fpeak of it^s Ornaments, in which 
it exceeded every other Church in the Kingdom : 
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The Fiaofe of St. Pmdy richly painted, and 
placed in a Tabernacle of Wood on the right 
Hand of ^e high Altar» waa a mafterly Perfor- 
niance, and coil in i3t9S» t^^ 6j. painttngw 
The high Altar ftood between two Cdumns, va- 
rioufly adorned with precious Stones, and furrouad<^ 
ad with Images moft beautifully wrought, and co» 
vered with a Canopy of Wood curiwfly painted 
with the vaciotts Portraits of Saints and Angels ; 
all which, in 1309, coft 22 Marks. The Shrine 
0f St. ErkinukJdj of whofe Canoaiaatioa we have 
already fpoken, ftood on the Eaft Sideof the 
Wall above the h^h Altar, and was adorned with 
Gold, Silver, and precious Stones ; but not being 
thought fufficiently firiking, in I339^ three Gold* 
Smiths of LondoM were retained, bv the Dean and 
. Chapter, to work upon it a wfaele Year,r one at 
the Rate of 8#. by the Week, the other two at 
5 J* each ; at the End of which Term it'a Luftap 
was fo great, that the. Princes of the Earth, the 
Nobles of the Land, Ambafiadors and Foreignerr 
of Rank, flocked ffoai all Parts to vifit it» and t& 
oier their Oblations before if*. Among thefe Obk« 
tions we £nd all theRmas and Jewels, of what Kind 
ibever , of fTaltfr dt 7%^y and the beft Sapphire 
Stone of Richard Js Prefink'i the laft was applied 
to the curing Infirnn^ies of the Eyes, and Procia* 
Ynatioa was made, by the exprefs Will of the Donor, 
of it's Virtues* Againft a Pillar in the Body of the 
Church, ftood the glorious Image of the BUjfti 
Virgin^ before which that a Lamp might be kept 
. continually burning, and ^n Anthem fung everf 
Day, J^hn Burmty BiOkop of £atb and Wilky 
hec^ueatbed a bandiboie Eftate.. In the Center 
ftood a large Crofs, and towards the .Nor^ 
Door a Crucifix, at which Offerings were made, 
which greatly encreafcd the Revenue of the Dean

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tnd Caiions: The fine Dial belonging to tl « 
great Clock is flic laft Piece of Ornament I fliaU 
take Notice of belonging to this Church, which as 
it' was vifible to all that pafied by, Care was taken 
that it ihould appear with fbch Splendor as to ex- 
dte Admiration : To this Purpofe^ the Image of an 
Angel was reprefented as pointing to the Hour 
both of the Day and Night, the gilding and adorn- 
ing of which coft in thofe Days 6 /. 
• We come in the laft Place to fpeak of the Cere- 
bration of Divine Service^ the Obfequies and jtnni^ 
Virjariesy particularly belonging to this Cathe- 
dral. As to the Celebration of Divine Service^ 
RiAari CSffinrdy Bifliop of London^ in 14 14, with 
the Confent of the then Dean and Chapter, or- 

' dained, that from thence forward it fhould be al- 
tered from the old Form, and made conformable 

• to that of the Chuixh of Salifiury^ and other Ca- 
thedrals within this Kingdom; but the Perfor- 
mance of Obfequies for great Perfons deceafed, 
feemt ftill to have been retained as a peculiar Pri-^ 
vifege of this Cathedral ; from whence great Profit 
ar6fe# Sir William Dngdale fays, ** that the 
•* State and Order obferved on thefeftSemn Oc- 
<< cafions, was little inferior to that dfed at the Fu- 
•* nerals of thofe great Perfonages ; the Church 
•« and Choir being hung with Black, and Efcut- 
•*'chcons of their Arms ; their Hearfes fet up in

♦* Banner-rolls, Pencils, Wr. and envh-oned with 
** Barriers i having Chief-nKmrners and Aflif- 
** tants, accompanied with divers Biihops and Ab- 
•* bots in their proper Habits, ft> Hkewife with 
** Ambafladors of foreign Princes, many of our 
" Nobility, Knights of the Garter, Lord Mayor, 
•* and the feveral Companies of London^** who all 
attended wUb great Devotion at thofe Geremonies,

The fame Author ad4s a. Lift of Emfiewrt» %mr 
preiTes, and Kings, yvba bad thf ir Obfequies per- 
formed in this Cathedral: as io AnrnvfrfigriHy 
thofe of the ConverfwH and Comtfumoration ' €>f St. 
Paul^ the Cmfuration 4/ tU Qmrchj and the Ca- 
ntmlzatUn of St. Erkinwdd^ were reckooed jub^^ 
the higheil Feftivals. Qne very fingular Gnaat for 
the Solemnization of tbe iirft of thefe Anciveiia- 
lies, is from Sir fTiUiam It Baud^ Knt« ^EdwiMrdh 
of a good fat Doe yearly on the Day pf the Cm^' 
verfion of St. Paul^ and of a good fat Bucjc upon the 
Day of the Commemoratiotg ; which Doe and Buck, 
till the Reign of Queen Elizebiih^ were fec.eived 
with great Formality at the ^eps of the CtMNT^ by 
the CanoiYSi cloatbed in their (isicred Veftnaeoti, 
with Garlands of Flowefs ^>o th^r Heads. Cami^ 
detty who was an Eye Witaefe of this Solemnity, 
tells us, that the Horns of the Buck wtre carried 
on a Spear, in Procei&on, round the lofide of the 
Church, with a great Noife of Horn Blowers,. &r. 
and then the Buck being oSpvtA at the high Afcar, 
a Shilling was ordered) by tjhe I>ean and Chapter 
for the Eateruinment of the Sex? ants who brought 
it, and the Ceremony concluded* That thie Anni- 
. verfary was of great Antiquity, as well as high Re- 
.nown, appears from a fpecial Record, importing, 
*^ that Henry III. by his Precept dated at Dovhp^ 
** Jan. ly^ I244» and dire<2€d to WiUiam de Hth 
*' verbally then Lord Treafurer, Commanding him

Many more of thdc Anniveiiades were kept, bat 

:ihefe mentioQed may fufice. 

Tlie Cieuntries were ftill more numerous, and 
were founded by Men of Condition, who left cer- 
' tain Legacies for the Maintenance of one or two 
. Priefts CO celebraite divine Service daily, for the 
Health of their Souls, the Souls of their deareft 
.'Friends and Reiattons, and of all the Faithful De- 
- ceaftd ; but thefe were increaied to fuc;h a Degree 
in a (bort Time, and the Service fo painful, axKl 
withal the Endowments fo {lender, that Bifliop 
.Braytrdke^ fo early as the Reign of Ruhard II. 
cauied 44 of them to be united into one Solemn 
Service* Michael de Ndwburgh^ Bifbop of London^ 
•in 1361, by his Teftament directed, that a Chap* 
laifi Ifaould be appointed to his Succeflbrs, to cele- 
brate divine Service for the Health of his Soul be« 
fore the high Akar, and left .the Rent of certain 
Houfes for his Support i he alfodefired by his Will, 
that his Body might be buried at the Entrance in- 
to this Cathedral, without the great Weft-Dck)r ; 
that twenty poor M^n> cloatbed in Gowns of 

Black, 
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Black, White, or Grey Cloth, every one holding 
a Waxen Toft:h of at leaft fix Pounds Weight, 
fliould attend his Hearfe ; and that 20 /• ihould be 
laid out on a Stone to cover his Grave, whereon 
fliould be an Infcription putting Pafiengers in Alind 
to pray. Humble as this Funeral may fieera, 
when compared with the Pomp of fuch Ceremo* 
Dies of that Age, yet there appears at firft View a 
«fingular Kind of Vanity iq it, not eafiljto be rt* 
conciied with the Simplicity of the Gofpel ; for he 
efpecially defired, *< that the Ceremony of his Fu- 
*^ neral might be performed before his Face was 
^* tainted with any Corruption, fo that it nugfat be 
^* expofed to View, with the Arms and Enfigns of 
<* his Biihopric." But this was undoid>tedly in- 
fended to Gorred that Extravagancy of Functal 
Pomp which then generally prevailed, by fetting an 
Example, in which Occonomy, Charity, andDeco^ 
turn, might appear to be united : His chief Expoire 
was in doathing the Poor ; and yet, by expofing 
his Ct>rps with the Enfigns of his Dignity, that 
DifiinS^on was preferved which was due to his 
Rank, and the Charse of ihofe waxen Images 
which were generally placed upon the Hearfes of the 
Great, adorned in the moft cofily Manner, was 
faved for nobler Purpofes. He built the Houfe of 
Cartbufiansy commonly called the Chartn'-Hmtky 
now Stttton*s Hofpitaly at the Expence of 2000A a 
vaft Sum in thole Days, and. liberally endowed 
it ; he alfo bequeathed a thou&nd Marks, to be 
put into a Cbeft in St. PauVz Church, one Key to 
be kept by the Dean^ another by the eldeft Canon 
Refidentiary, and a third by .the Warden, out of 
which any poor Layman might, for a fufficient 
Pledge, borrow 10/. for a Year without Intereft, 
the Dean and principal Canons 20 /• or 40 Marks 1 
the Billiop /fiL ornciu: 50/. other Noblemen 
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«r Citizens 20 /• but i£ at the Year's End the 
Pledge was not redeemed, the Preacher at Sti. 
PaufiCrofs was to give Notice, that in 14 Days, 
if the Money (o borrowed was not paid in, the 
Pledge would be fold, which was accordingly done, 
and the Overplus, if any, reftored to the Owner^ 
or his Executors > bat in Cafe he had none, the 
Overplus was returned to the Cheft for the Health 
of the Soul of the Deceafed, or what other Ufe 
the Biiliop and Dean, with the Warden of the 
Church,, thought proper to dire6i. 

Befides the old Cathedral of St. Paul^ there was 
beneath it a Pariih Church calhed St. FaUh% in 
which feveral Pcrfons of Note were formerly in- 
terred ; but of it's Antiquity no Records remain^ 
joeither is it remembered when Divine Worfhip 
was performed in it, other than by Chauntry 
Priefts for the Souls of their departed cenefadora. 
After the Fire oi London^ therefore, when the Re^ 
folution was taken to build anew Cathedral, it was 
found abfolutely neceilary totally to demolish and 
to raze to the Ground all the Relics of the old 
Buildings St. Faith* ^ not excepted ; and in the 
fame Place, but upon new Foundations, to ere6t 
the New. From this Period the Parifli of St, Faith 
became united with that of St. Aujtin\ but the Inha- 
bitants, as I am informed, are now conteiling their 
Right of Burial in th^ old Spot, to which Privilege 
their PredeceiTors bad an undoubted Claim. 

The old Chapter-Houfe, iituate on the South 
of St. PWs, was likewife a Building of great 
Note ; .as was the old Crofs, which flood in the 
Middle of the Church-Yard on the North Sid^, 
where jt was anciently the Cuftom to preachto the 
People. Facing this' Crofs ftood the Charnel, m. 
which the Bones of the Dead were decently piled 
together, a thoufand Loada whereof wece xemoved

TO Of St. PAnL*i Cathbdrai,;^ 

Co Finfttiry-Fidds^ in the Reign of Edwmrd VI. 
and there laid in a moorifh Place, wkh fo much 
Earth to cover them aa raiCed the Ground for three 
Windmills to ftand npon. The Charnel itieif, 
together with a Chapel called Sheringtet^z Cbapely 
the Libraryy and other Chapih adjoining, were at 
the fame Time pulled down, and their Materials, 
hj Order of Eiwardy Duke of Samtrfttj converted 
to the Building of Svmerfit^Houfey in the Strand. 
About this Time likewife was demoliflied that an- 
cient Chapel founded by Giibert BeckeU Portreeve 
*of London, in the Reign of King Stepben, and fi- 
tuate in a Place at that Time known by the Name 
of Pardon^cbttrib-iaugby to the Eaft of the Bifhop'j 
Palace, in which Chapel were interred fundry 
'Perfons, whofe Monuments, as Stow obferves, for 
curious Workmanfliip, furpafled thofe in the Ca- 
thedral itfelf i and on the Walls of it was richly 
pourtrayed the Dana of Doath, in Imitation of a 
Painting in the Cloyfter of St. Innocenfs Church at 
Parist with EngHJb Verfes tranflated out of the 
Frtncb by ^ohn LydgatSy a famous old Poet, by 
Way of Explanation.—- 4t remains only to fpeak of 
one Building more belonging to this ancient Ca- 
thedral, and that was the cTocbier^ or B^il-Towir^ 
which ftood at the Eaft End 4>f the Church-Yard, 
dcfe to the Schoolmafter's Houfe, in which were 
four great Bells, called Je/us Belfsy becaufe ^hey 
afiually belonged to J^fus Chapel in St. Faitb^s 
.Church : but thefe, together with the fine Image 
of St. Paul on the Top of the Spire, being won by 
Sir Miles Pariridgtj Knt, of Henry VlII. at oiie 
Caft of the Dice, were by that Gentleman taken 
down and fold. It is remarked by DugdaU, by 
Way of Judgment for this Sacrilege, that Sir MiUsy | 
in the fucceeding Reign, fufFered Death on Tower* I 
Hiil^ for Matters relating to the Duke of Somerfot. 

Having 
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. Having now taken a tranfient Survqr of this 
magnificent StruSure in it's ilouriibiDg State, with 
aJl it's Appendages^ we ihall in like Manner vie^ 
it's Decline, and trace it to it's find DifTolution^ 
Tiie £rfi leoiarkable Misfortune that bcfel it wa# 
in 1444, when the Timt)er-work of the Steeple 
was fet on Fire by Lightening, and did iuch Da- 
mage, that till 1462 it was not fufficiently repaired s 
but tiien it's Beauty wa» encreafed by a Weather- 
Cock made of Copper, and gilt, being (et upon a 
handforae Shaft and gilt Ball, which had a. fine 
Effe&0 About 1 00 "Years after this Accident, an-* 
other of the fame Kind happened to it, generally 
attributed to the iame Caufe, but much more fatal 
in it's Confeqxience, confuming not only the fin9 
Spire, but fpreading to the upper Roof of th« 
Church and Ifles, and burning all the Rafters, an4 
;vhat elfe was cotnbuAible, for the Space of four 
^ours : This Fire, as an old Plumber at bb Death 
ronfcfled, was occafioned through his Negligence 
miy, in leaving carelefHy a Pan of Coals and other 
''uel in the Steeple, when he went to Dinner, 
(^hich taking hold of the dry Timber in the Spire, 
efore his Return, wa» grown fo dangerous as not 
3 be in his Power to quench it; and therefore tp 
o Purpofe (as he thought) to contradi<£l the com- 
lon Report of it's being again fet on Fire by Light* 
ing. ' This dreadful Calamity was followed by a 
?neral Contribution among the Clergy, Nobility, 
eat Officers of State, the City o( London^ and the 
iieen herfelf, who gave a thoufand Marks,- in 
old, towards it's fpeedy Repafar, with a Warrant 
r a thouland Loads of Timber to be cut in any 
her Woods wherever it (hould bemoil cpnvcni- 
t. Xhe Zeal ihewn on this Occafion, by Perfons 
all Ranks, h^d fo good an Efied, th^ in five 
^ars Time;: the Timber Rgofi (the tWQ largeft 
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whereof were framed in Yorkjhirij and brought bf 
Sea) were entirely finiihedy axid covered with 
Lead ; but feme Difference in Opinion arifing about 
the Model of the Steeple, that Part of the Work 
was left unattempted, and indeed was never after 
rebuilt; for upon raiiing the Roofs, as has bees 
faid, the Walls, by the corroding Quality of the 
CoaNSoioak, were found to be fo much decayed, 
that a genersd Repair of the whole Building was 
judged abfoltttely neceflary; and though this was 
delayed from Time to Time, by Reafon, no doubt, 
eS tne vaft ,£xpence attending it, yet by the inde« 
fatigable Application of Henry Farley^ a private 
Gentleman, King fames L was at length, after 
more than eight Y^ars eameft* Soilicitation, pre- 
vailed upon to interpofe for the Prevention of it's 
apprbaching Ruin. In order to this, his Majefty, 
confidering of what Importance Appearances are 
in the Promotion of public Zeal, caufed it to be 
rumoured abroad, that on Sunday^ March 26^ 
1620, he would be prefent at Divine Service at 
St. Paut^ Cathedral j and accordingly, when the 
Day came, he repaired thither on Horfcback in all 
the Pomp of Royalty, atte'nded by the principal 
Nobility and great Officers of his Court, arwl was - 
jnet by the Lord Mayor (Sir William Cokain) Al- 
dermen, and Livery, in their Formalities, whO| 
upon his Majefty*s alighting at the great Weft 
Door, joined in the Proceffion. When his Ma- 

{'efty entered the Church, he kneeled near the 
jraasen Pillar, and devoutly prayed for Succefs j and 
then was received under a Canopy, fupported by 
the Dean and Refidentiaries, the refl of the Pre- 
bends and Dignitaries, with the whole Company 
of Tinging Men advancing before him to the Choir, 
which was richly adorned with Hangings for hit 
Reception, Here he heard an Anthem^ and then 
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proceedeci to the Crofi^ when the Bifliop, (Dr. 
King) preached a Seraion fuitable to theOccafion, 
from a Text given him by his Majefty in the 
P/fl/iw^, Chap. cii. Ver. 13; 14; which Sermon was. 
afterwards'circulated through the whole Kingdom 
With cpnfiderable Effed. Aft^r Divine Service was 
ended, his Majefty was fpiendidly 'entertained, with 
his whole Court, at the BiAiop's Palace ; where 
much Confultation was held concerning the Bufi<- 
nefs in Hand ; and at length it was agreed to iflue 
a Commiffion under the Great Seal, directed to the 
principal Perfonages in the Kingdom, empowering 
them, or any fix of them, to enquire into the true 
'JState of the Decays, and the Caufe thereof, and to 
confider of the neceflary Repairs, and the Means 
of raifing Money for carrying them into Execution : 
But though Commiffioners met to profecUte this 
Enquiry, yet, the Ruin of the Bifhop and principal 
Dignitaries of the Cathedral being chiefly aimed 
at, the whole Matter came at laft to nothing ; for 
it plainly appearing, that the ruinous Condition 
into which this ancient Fabric was fallen, could 
in no Senfe be imputed to thofe with whom the 
Care of it was ehtrufted^ who bad annually ex^ 
peodcd more upon it-' than was allotted them for 
that.Purpofe, the Zeal of the moft adiye amongft 
them began to abate, and fo the Affair, by the In- 
difierence of ibme, and the Difappointment of 
others, was fuffered to drop, though a good Propor- 
tion of Stone had been provided by the Vigilance of 
the then Bifhop and his Succefibc, which was after- 
wards borrowed by the Duke of BuckiMgham^ and 
applied to the Building the Water-Gate at •JT?r*- 
Houfe ; and thus ended the firft Attempt for the 
cffe^ual Reparation of this ancient Stru6hfre. 

But \n the fucceeding Reign another Commif«- 
£oa was obtained for the fame Purpofe, by the 
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powerful laflaence of LmuI, which was attended 
wiib better Succeis } infoaiuch, that on the i6th 
of jjtme^ 16329 an Order was figned to Img% 
yamsj his Majcfty's Surveyor General, with Di^ 
regions to begin the Repairs at the South-Eaft 
End, and to bring them along bj the South xo the 
Weft End, upwards of $416/1 being already coU 
leded for that Purpofe. 

. This able Archite£b profecuted the Work with 
uncommon Diligence^, fo that in nine Years, ex- 
cept the Steeple,' which was intended to be whol^ 
ly taken down, and, by ftronger Pillars to fupport 
It, built, in Proportion to the Church, widi a lofty 
Spire of Stone ; all the reft was perfedly finiihed, 
both within and without, together with a mak 
magnificent and^ ftatelv Portico built at the fole 
Charge of King Charles h and ornamented with 
Ae Sutues of his royal Father and himfelf. This 
Portico was of the Coriathim Order, and intended 
for an Ambulatory for People, who, by walkti^ in 
the Body of the Church, were wont to difturb the 
Service. 

Among the other liberal Contributors to this 
laudable Undertaking, Sir Patd Finder is efpedally 
to be remembered, who at his owaEjq^ence re- 
paired the Weft Divifion of the Choir, adorning 
it outwardly with PHlars of bbck Marble, and 
Statues of the Sax9n Kings who had been the Be- 
nefadors to the ancient fabric, and beautifying it 
within with excellent Carvings of Angels, Cheru- 
bims, and other Imagery richly gilt, befides con- 
tributing 4000/. towavds the repairing the South 
Crofs. 

^ All things being now in Readtnefi for ereding 
the Steeple and Spire, an Eftimate was ' made of 
the Monies contributed for, and the Monies 
already expended ia Repairs > whereby it appeared

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hat ioi.,330/. 4i. Sd^ *ha4 been receired into the 
Chamber of London on this Account, and tmt 
{5,551 /. 2i. 4^. paid out : fo that there appeared 
I Fund fdEcient in Hand to ere^ it in the moft 
magnificent Manner that ooold be devifed ; but tU 
Flames of Civil War breaking foon after violentlf 
Dut, a Perkx) was put to this grand Defign, and a 
Cloud orerihadowed the Luftre of the Whole.'*-* 
The. ancient Order of Difcipline wa« difiblved, th« 
Reveniies feized, the famouft Crofs in the Church-* 
Yard pulled down, and the Scaffolding of the Steeple 
af&gned by Parliament for the Payment <^ Arrears 
^ue to the Army ; the Body of the Church was con-^ 
verted into Saw-pits, and the Choir itkto a preaching 
FIace« in vvhicb the famous Dr. Cornelius Burgefi 
vfed toinirei^ againft Bifluips ; all Order was in«- 
verted, alK Decency deftroyeid ; Part of the SbutH 
Crofs was fuiFered to tumble down, and the NortM 
Crofs was made a Horfe Quarter for Soldiers ; the; 
fiately Portiqo was let out to Setiipftrefles tr\A 
Milliners ; and in ihort this ftately, this venerable 
Building, once the Glory and Ornament of this 
"^latiOB, every. Way profaned and debafed ; info« 
much, that at the Rdloration, when the Biiho^s 
with the Deans and Prebends were rcftored, they 
found the Stalls in the Choir, and th6 Orgiin-Loft 
totally demoliflied,' and no Place proper for the 
Soieinnization of God's Worflnp in all this ftately 
Edifice. A new Commii&on was therefore procured 
for it*s immediate Reparation, and Money, by a vo- 
luntary CentrrbutiQn, wait brought in with amazing 
Rapidity ; but before any Thing material could be 
accomplifhed;, thoygh upwards of 3500/. had been 
expended in Preparations,' the dreadful Fire of 
Lenim put the finiihing Stroke to the Misfortunes 
that had of late foreboded -k's final Demotitton; 
and now came to paft what Lotd Brooke^ in failing 
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along die Water mdi three oAer Lords, 1111640, 
wiflml one of them might live to fee, namelj, m 
wmSunlifi mpmwi§tb€rrftbatfitpirfiiiUus StrmOMn^ 
as hisLordfliip was pleafed to call this fiately 
Churdi; for what was left of the niinatcd Wails 
were, after this Fire, entirdjr polled down, and 
the Foundation cleared, in order to ereft the pre* 
feat Edifice, of whidi we come now to give an 
Accoimt. One Thing rcmariuible, however, we 
muft not omit, and fiat is, concerning the Body 
of Bifliop Brojhfh foond among the Rabbiih ii 
this old Fabric in a Leaden Coffin ; and though 
it bad been buried more than 260 Years, as by the 
Infcription appeared, yet it W2A not the leafi in- 
clined to Ptftrcfadion, the FleOi, SiiMws, and 
Skin being fo dried to die Bones, tfaatvriien it was 
fet upright it flood as ftiflF as a Board. DugJaU 
tells OS of two. other Bodies found at the fame 
Time, dried in the lame Manner ; and mcntioos, 
befides, the Corps of ff^lUam Piorr^ Marquis of 
Hmribampion^ difcovered in the Choir of St. Marft 
Church, fVarwiti^ in whofe Coffin, though inter- 
red 50 if ears before, theRofeoMry and Bays were 
alio as frefh as if they had not been Jaid therein ten 
Days. This he afcribes to the Heat and Drinefs 
of the Duft wherein thole Bodies lay, and not to 
the SanAity of the Perfons, as was the prevailing 
Opinion at that Tlme^ nor to any pdier fuperna- 
tural Caufe* 

Cf the New Cathbdral. 

AFTER two Years fruiilers Labour, in en- 
deavouring to fit fome Part of the old Fabric 
for Divine Worfhip after H^J^jf^L^ndm, it 
* ^ was 
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was at length difcovered that the wli 
terly incapable of any fubftantial RepairV^ 
therefore it wa$ concluded, as has already b^n ih^^ 
timated, to raze the Foundations of the old Build- 
ing^ and on the .fame Spot of Ground to tteSt a 
new Cathedral, which f^ould equal, if notexceed^ 
the Splendor and Magnificence of the Old. For 
this End, Letters Patent under the Great Seal 
ivere obtained, directed to feveral Lords fpiritaal 
and temporal, and others of eminoic Rank and -> 
Quality, authorizing them to proceed in this 
);reat Undertaking, according to the Rules and 
3rders in thofe Letters Patent prefcribed ; and 
fpecially appointed Sir Chriftopber Wnn^ Surveyor 
jeneral of all his Majefty's Works, to prepare % 
jitabie Defign, and caufe a Model thereof to be 
lade, after fo large and exad a Manner as to re* 
larn a perpetual and unchangeable Rule and Di- 
!dion for the Conduct of d^ whole Work ; of 
hich Model we ihall ipeak hereafter. The next 
hing to be confidcred, was how to niifeaFund fuf- 
lent for carrying into Execution a Work of fuch 
odigious Expence ; but the liberal Contributbna 
lich had formerly been made towards the Repa- 
lons only of the old Building, gave Afliirance 
ficient how little they had to fear on that >tc- 
Lint, when a new Fabric, that was to be the Glory 
the Realm, an Honour to bis Majefly's Reign^ 
i a principal Ornament to the great and opulent 
y of Lendouy was cordially iet on Foot: And in«* 
d the Expe^ations of the moft fanguine, were 
atly exceeded in this Particular; for as the 
imber of London^ under certain Limitations, waa 
ie the Office of Receipt for all Contributions^ 
ppears by an exa£t Calculation, that, inthefirft 
Yiears only more than 126,000/. had been 
in to carry m the Workj foi^ beiides a new 
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^ which ak a Medium produced 

Of.^ *"« Ma^cfty was generoufly pleaM 

* looo/. a Year out of his Privy-Parfc, 

Pod above all other Grants in it's Favour ; fo 

^4t the Ii^acieS) SubtcriptioM, and Gifts that 

were cootiaually fiiUing ia^ were more than enough 

Ibr the Purpofes required. 

Sir Cbrifi^ber was now caHed upon to produce 
his Qefigns, with which he was by no Means un- 
fdrq>ared ; for he bad drawn feveral for Difcourfe 
Sake on^, in order to difcovcr what would be 
meft acceptable to the general Tafte ; and find- 
ing a Concurfcnce among all Degrees for Magni- 
ficence a^d .Grandeur, he endeavoured to gratiFf 
the Connoifieun with a Defign antique and well- 
ftudted, confornubte to the befl Style of the 
Grtik and Raman Archite&ure : And of this De- 
fign he cauTed a curious large Model in Wood to 
be made^ accurately wrought, with all it*s proper 
OraaiDents,.and prefeiited it to his Majefty ; but 
the Biihops not approving it, as not enough of a 
Cathedral Fafhion, the Surveyor was ordered to 
ansend it, and at length produced ihe Scheme of 
the pcefent mighty StruAurey which was honoured 
widi his M^fty^'s Approbation. Th^ firft Defign, 
however^ which was of pnc Order only, the Ctf- 
fintbiitn^ like St. Petitr^s at Romef the Surveyor fee 
a higher Value upon than any other he ever drew, 
and what he would have put in^ Execution with 
mote Chearfulnefe, as the Author of his Life af- 
&res ua» than that. which we now fee ereded. 
OHbiacuridua original Model isftitl preferved in the 
Cathedral, and may be ieen at a fmall Expence. 
, All Things being ihm prepared, and many Dif- 
ikulties fiumcnuited, which arofe from the Ob- 
jfidtons of incompetent Judges, in the Year 1675, 
SkChi^^bcgm loprofeeutt the Worfcj the 
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mlling down the old Walls, being 80 Feet high* 
md clearing the Rubbifh had been a troublefome 
Jufincfs, in which very many of the Labourers 
lad loft their Lives ; and this had put him upon 
ontriving to facilitate the execution of it by arti- 
cial Means. The firft Projeft he tried was with 
Tun-powder; for When they came to the middle 
[^ower that bore the Steeple, the Men abfolutely 
^fufed to work upon it, being of fuch a Height 
s to firike the moft enterprizing of them with 
[error. : He therefore caufed a Hole to be dug, 
bout four Feet wide, to the Foundation of the 
Forth Weft Pillar, of which there were four that 
ipported it, each 14 Feet diameter, and then, with 
^ools made on purpofe, wrought a Hole two Feet 
uare, into the very Center of the Pillar; there 
i placed a little Deal Box, containing 18 Pounds 
' Powder, and no. more ; a Cane was fixed to the 
ox with a quick Match, and the Hole clofed up 
^ain with as much Art and Strength as poflible. 
othing remained now but to fet Fire to the 
rain; and the Surveyor was exceeding curious to 
tferve the £iFe£t of the Explofion, which indeed 
as wonderful 5 for this fmall Quantity of Pow- 
r not only lifted up the whole Angle of the 
ower, with two Arches that refted upon it, but 
o two adjoining Arches of the Ifles, and all 
ove them ; and this it feemed to do fomewhat 
furely, cracking the Walls to the top, and lifting 

vifibly the whole Weight about nine Inches ; 
lich fuddenly tumbling to it's Center again, caufed 

enormous Heap of Ruin without fcattering, 
d it was half a Minute before this huge Moun-> 
n opened in two or three Places, and emitted 
loke. The Shock of fo great a Weight, fronu»,v 
Height of 200 Feet, alarmed the Inhabitants 
md about with the terrible Apprehenfions of an 
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Earthquake; and,* after a Tecond Trial of the &me^ 
Kind, managed injudicioofly by a Deputy, who, 

too wife in his own Conceit, put in a greater Quaa* 

tity of Powder, and omitted to take the fame Care 
in dofiog up the Hole, or digging to the Founda* 
tion, tbough it had thedeflred £iFet£), yet one Stone 
was ihot, a$ from the Mouth of a Cannon, to the 
oppofite Side of the Church- Yard, and entered a 
private Room where fonae Women were at Work, 
without any Damage, other' than fpreading a. 
Paivc among the- Neighbours^ who- inftamly 
made Application above to forbid the farther Vic 
of Gunpov^er, and Orders were ifltied firom the 
Council-Board accordingly. The Surveyor was 
now reduced to the Neceffity of trying a new Expe- 
rimcn r, with the Battering Ram of thd Jncients. He 
caufed a ftrong Maft, forty Fet't long, to be (hod 
with Iron at the biggeft End, and to be fortified 
every Way with Bars and Ferrels ; and then ortier- 
ing it to be fufpended level to a triangle Prop, ietit 
to work. Thirty Men were employed in vil^ating 
this Machine, who beat in one Place againft ^hc 
Wall a. whole Day without any (enfihle Efltd: 
He bid them not defpair, but try what another 
Day would produce. On the fecond Day the Wall 
was perceived . to tremble at Top, and in a few 
Hours it fell. The Surveyor knew that any piefent 
Violence of the Ram was incapable of oi^ertam- 
ing a Wall of fuch Strength, but inccflently vi- 
brating with equidiftant Pulfes, makes a fmall 
inteftine Motion through all it's Parts, and, bjDe* 
grees, loofeas all the Bond of Mcortar, and moves 
every Stone from it's Bed, till at length the Whole 
becomes loofe and tumbles. This Machine there- 

C.V fore he continued to ufe till that tedious Biiiuie& 
was accompiifhed* 
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5ome remarks which Sir Cbrjftopher Wnn made 
in clearing the Foundation ox this ancient Fa- 
bric, though fomewhat foreign to myDelign, wilU 
I am perfuaded, be acceptable to the Curious. He 
ftcms to difcittdit the received Opinion of this be* 
ing anciently a Temple of Diana j becaufe as that 
Opinion was chiefly grounded an the Report of the 
Heads of Oxen, the Horns of Deer, and the Tufks 
of Boars being commonly dug up here, he met 
with none ftich in all his Refearches; but that the 
Ndrth Side liad been anciently a great Burying-^ 
Place^ app^red to him upon unqueftibnable Evi- 
dence ; fol* uHder the Graves of thefe lauer Ages, . 
he fodnd irt a Row the* Graves of the Sasfons^ who 
were wont to cafe their Dead with Chalk-ftoner, 
though thdfeof thecti of greatcft Eminence were 
buried in Stbfi^ Coifensv otXovf thefe were Grave* 
of the anci^'tit Britons^ as was manifeft from the 
great' -Number of Ivory and Wooden Pins found 
amddg the mouldered Duft ; their. Method was 
onJy tapin the Corpfe in Woollen Shrouds, and lay 
them in the Ground, which being confumed, the 
Pins remained entire. Deeper ftill than thefe 
were Roman Urns, and Britijh Fragments mixed : 
Thefe were found at the Deipth of i8 Feet, and he 
fuppofed belonged to the Colony vfhtn Romam 
and Briuni lived and died together. The Ro^ 
man Urns were generally well wrought, of the 
'Zolouv of the modern red Ware of Stafford/hire^ 
lard as China Ware, and as well glazed, and 
m boiled with various Figures and Devices ; on one 
>f theie Charon was reprefented with his Oar in 
me Hand, and receiving with the other a naked 
5hoft. 

Searching below thefe Graves for the natural 
xround, he obfcrvcd that the Foundation of the 
Id Church ftood upon a Layer of very clofc and 
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hard Pot- Earth, aboxit 6 Feet deep on the North 
Side, but gradually thinning towards the South, till 
jOn the Decline of the Hill it was fcarce four Feet; 
yet he concluded that the fame Ground which bad 
borne fo weighty a Building before^ might reafona- 
l>ly be trufted again. Boreilkg, however^ beneath 
this, he found a Stratuor of loofe Sand ; and lower 
fill], at the Level of Low*water Mark, Water and 
Sand mixed with Periwinkles and other Sea Shells; 
under this a hard Beach ; and lowermoft of all, the 
natural Bed of Clay that extends under the City, 
and Country, and River^ far and wide. By thefe 
jShells he thinks it evident that the Sea has been 
where the Hill is on which St. PauPs now ftands, 
and that all that Trafl of Country between Cam- 
hirwell-Hill and the Hills of EJfex^ might have 
been once one great Bay, But to return to the 
Ruins : In jexamining tb^fe he obferved further^ 
that though the old Fabric . had fevfxal Times 
been ruined, yet the Fotuddatioos appeared to be 
the fame as originally laid, confifting of Kentijb- 
rubblejione^ artfully woi:ked and.confolidated with 
exceeding hard Mortar, in the Roman Manner, 
much excelling what he foi^nd in the Superflrue- 
ture, the Ontfide of which was built chiefly with 
the Freefione of the Paktine %ower^ as has been 
already faid,. Jefs fkilfully put together, and with 
worfe Mortar. A little eaftward of the Choir he 
difcovered nine Wells iixaRow, which he be- 
lieved had anciently belonged to a Street of Houfes 
-extending from fP^at ling- Street to Cheapftde, We 
(ball have Occafion to fpeak of his Difcoveries in 
other Parts o.f the City hereafter. What induced 
him to change the Scite of the Church, and rafc 
ail the old Foundations after finding them fo firm, 
was chiefly to give the new Fabric a more free and 
Vaceful Afpca^ ^tt^ after all, he found himfelf 
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too much coniined, and not able to bring his 

Front to He exaftly from Ludgate, In his Progrefs, 

however, he met with one Misfortune which 

made him alftioft repent of, the Alteration hp 

had made : He began to lay the Foundations from 

the Weft End, and having proceeded fuccefsfully 

to the £aft £nd, as he was extending his Lines to 

the North-Eaft, where nothing was expe6i:ed to 

interrupt him, he fell upon a Pit where all the 

hard Cruft of Pot»Earth that has been mentioned 

had bee|i robbed by the Porters of old Time, and 

the Hole filled up with broken Fragments of Urns, 

Vafes, and fuch like Rubbifh, to his unfpeakable 

Mortification. He wanted but fix or feven Feet to 

complete his Defign, yet ther^ was no Remedy 

but digging through the Sand, and building from 

the folid Earth, that was forty Feet deep atleaft; 

Piling was propofed, but that he utterly rejedled, 

9s liable to Decay, for his Endeavours were to 

build to eternity 5 he therefore funk a Pit 18 Feet 

wide (though he wanted at mod but feven) through 

all the Strata that has. already been mentfoned, and 

laid the Foundations of a fquare Pier of folid good 

iVlafonry upon the hard Sea beach that covered the 

origidal Cky, which he carried up till he came 

withia 15 Feet of the prefent Surface ; and then 

turned a fliort Arch under Ground to the Level of 

the Stratum of hard Pot-Earth, upon which Arch 

:he North-Eaft Coin of the Choir of St. Paul's 

low {lands, and no Doubt will ftand. 

This Difficulty- being furmounted, and the 
[foundations hid, the next confideration was how 
o complete the Superftrqdlure. Portland Stone 
lad been made Choice of for that Purpofe on fe- 
deral Accounts, but chiefly as thofe of the largeil 
> can tlings were to' be procured from thence, yet 
heie could not be prefumed upon for Columns 
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exceeding four F^t io Diamejttr ; this determined 
Sir Chrifiophir to make Choice of two Orders, in- 
ftead of one» and an 4itic Storj, as at St. Peifr'^ 
at JR^mi^ in order to preferve the yx& Proportions 
, of his Cornice, ottierwife the Fabric muft have 
fallen ihort of it's intended Height. Bramante^ in 
building St. Peter^a, though he had the Quarries 
of Tlvoli at Hand, that could afford him Blocks 
large enough for his Columns of lune Feet Diame*- 
teri yet, for Want of Stones of fuitaUe Dimen-* 
iions, was obliged to diuiiniih the Proportions 
of the proper Members of his Cornice; aFau)t| 
againft which Sir Chriftopber thought hiinfelf in- 
tereHed to guard. On tbefe Principles therefore 
he proceeded, and railed the Jofty Edifice we now 
iee ; a Range of double Pilafters, with their £a-> 
;ablatures of the CffrinfbiafLOr^Xf adorn the lower 
Divifton of the' Building, a;ld as many of the 
Con^pofite or Roman Order, orj^ament the Upper. 
'T'he Spaces between the Arches of the Windows 
and the Architrave of the lo^er Order, are filled 
with great Variety of curious Enrichraents, as are 
thofe J ike wife above. On the Weft Front he 
treded a moil, magnifiicent Portico, graced wkh 
two (lately Turrets and a Pediment, enriched with 
Sculpture. The Entrance to: the Nocth and 
South, is likewife by two magnificent Porticos, and 
the £aft End is beautified by a noble Piece of 
Carving, in Honour of his Majefty K. WilUam III. 
Over all is a Dome, terminated by a Lantern, Ball, 
and Crofs ; and, that nothing might be wanting to 
render the Whole of a Piece, he had prepared a Mo- 
del of a magnificent Altar, confiftins of four Pil* 
lars wreathed, of the richeft Grak Marbles, fup- 
porting a Canopy hemifpherically, with proper De-> 
corations of Architedure and Sculpture ; but this 
being once unJuckJJy fruftra^cd for Want of pro- 
per 
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per Materials, has never fincc been refumed. It 
has been aiked, why a)l the Pilafters of the Out- 
fide were doubled ? The Anfwcr is, they ferve as 
Buttreffcs, and to give Space to large Windows 
between, as alfo for adjufting the Arcades within^ 
and regulating the Rdof. The Weft Portico has 
given OfFence to fomc, bccaufe the Columns are 
doubled, contrary to the ufualMode of the Anci- 
ents ; but it muft beobferved, in the Portico of St. 
Paul's^ two Columns are brought nearer together 
to make greater Intercolumns alternately, to give 
a proper Space for three Doors. The Ancients, 
particularly the Greeks^ in their Temples, general- 
ly made the middle Intercolumn wider than the 
reft ; and as they fliifted the Columns of the Por- 
tico for the better Approach to one Door, fo, at 
St. P4mr^ for the fame Reafon, where there are 
three Doors, the two fide Doors for daily Ufe^ 
and the middle for Solemnities, the Columns are 
widened to make a more free and commodious 
Accefe to each, and this falls out gracefully by 
placing the Pillars alternately, wide and tlofe. 

Whatever Obje^ions may have been ftarted 
about the Fnults committed in Point of Tafte, fuch 
as incorporating the kffer Pilafters with the great- 
>€r *y not elevating the Vaulting within to a propel 
Height, nor projeAing the Portico Without to a 
pleafifigDift^ance; making the Dome toolargc, and 
the Fabric too fmallj yet the SkiH ahd Ingenuity 
of the Archited can never be admired too much, 
when the Strength and Majefty of the Building 
ar^ diftindly confidered He was under an abfo*- 
lute Neccfllty of making a three-ifled Cathedral ; 
and, to comply with Ae Humour of the Age, to 
build it ill the Fotm of a Crofs ; he Was limited, 
for want of Room, to extend it*s Scitc; and con- 
firained, by the gefieral Expe£Uitiofrs of the King- 
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dom, to make it exceed in Height; and, above a!l 
Things, his own Rq>utation demanded that it 
fhould be fubftantial. Let this Aiffice at preient 
for the outward Stru^re. 

As the Difpofition of the Vaultings within is an 
cflential Beauty* without which all other Orna- 
ments would be of no Avail, fo the Surveyor 
feems to have been particularly careful in this 
KefpeA: ** The Romans (fays the Author of 
ParentoTia) ufed hemifphehcal Vaultings ; Sir 
Cijriji:pher chofe thofe, as being demonfirably 
lighter than the Diagonal -crofs Vaults : So the 
ivhole Vault of St. PauTs confifb of 24 Cupolas, 
cut o£Ffemicircular, with Segments to join to the 
freat Arches one Way, and which are cut acro& 
the other Way with elyptical Cyleoders, to let in 
the upper Lights of the Nave ; but in the Ifles, 
the lefler Cupolas are both Waysxrut in femicir- 
cular SeSions, and altogether make a graceful 
Geometrical Form, diilinguifhed with circular 
Wreaths, which is the horizontal Se&ion, of the 
Cupola \ for the Hemifphere may be cut all Man- 
ner of Ways into circular Se(£tion ; and the Arches 
and Wrefliths^ being of Stone carved, the Spandrels 
between are of found Brick, tnvefied with Suu£§ 
cf Cockle-ihell Lime, which becomes as bard as 
Portland-Sum ; and which, having large Planes 
between the Stone Ribs, are capable of further 
Ornaments of Painting, if required. Befides thefe 
04 Cupolas, there is a Half Cupola at the Eaft, 
and the great Cupola, qi 108 Feet Diameter, in tbe 
JMiddle of the croffing of the great Ifles. In this 
the Archite£i imitated. the Pantheon at Rotnty ex- 
cepting that the upper Order is there only Upibm- 
tile, and diftinguiiObed by different coloured Mar- 
bles, in St. PavPs it is extant out of the Wall. 
The Pantheojttis no higher within than it's Diamc- 
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ter ; St. Piter's is two Diameters : This (hews too 
high, the other too low. St. Pau^s is a mean 
Proportion between- both, which fhews it's Con- 
cave every Way, and is very lightfdme by the 
Windows of the upper Order, which ftrike down 
the Ligh^ through the great Colonade that encircles 
the Dome without, and ferves for the Butment of 
the Dome, which is Brick of two Bricks thick; 
but as it rifes every Way five Feet high, has a 
Courfe of excellent Brick of i8 Inches long band* 
ing through the whole Thicknefs ; and moreover, 
to make it ftill more fecure, Jt isfurrounded with a 
vaft Chain of Iron ftrongly linked together at ever 
ry ten Feet. This Chain is let into a Channel 
cut into the Bandage of Portland-fioniy and de- 
fended from the Weather by filling the Groove 
with Lead. The Concave was turned upon a 
Center, which was judged necefiary to keep the 
Work even and true, though a Cupola might be 
built without a Center : But this is obfervable, that 
the Center was laid without any Standards from 
below to fupport it ; and as it was both Centering 
and Scaffolding, it iremained for the Ufe of the 
Painten Every Story of this Scaffolding being 
circular, and the Ends of all the Ledgers meeting 
as fo many Rings, and truly wrought, it fupport- 
ed itfelf. This Machine was an Original of the 
' Kind, and will be an ufeful Projeft for the like 
Work to an Architefl hereafter. It was neceflary^ 
to give a greater Height than the Cupola would 
gracefully allow within, though it is confiderabJy 
above the Roof of the Church; yet the old 
Church having bad before a very lofty Spire of 
Timber and Lead, the Wbrld expciSed that the 
new Work fliould not in this Refpe<di faU (bort of 
the Old. The Archited was therefore obliged to 
comply ^witb tbe Humour of the Age^ and ta 
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raife aoodier Stru^re over the firft Cupola i amd 
this was a Cone of Brick, fo bt^ilt as to ru{>pQn a 
Stone Lantern of an ele^nt Figure, and endisg 
ia Ornaments of Copper gilt. 

As the whole Church, above the Vaulting, is 
covered with a fuhfta^itial Oaken &oof» and X>ad 
(for no other Covering is fo durable in our CH- 
inate] fo he covered and hid out of Sight the 
Brick Cone, with aether Cupola of Timber and 
Lead \ and between this and the Cone are eafj 
St^s that afcend to the Lantern. Here the S|)ec- 
t^tor may have a Vif w pf fuch am«2ing Comri* 
vances as is indeed aftoniflung, tie forbore to 
iifiake little Luthcrn Windows in the Leaden Cu- 
-^ pola, as are done out of St. PiUr-s^ bec«ufe be 
had otherwife provided for Light enough to the 
Stairs from the Laotem above* %i|d round the Pe- 
defial of the ia,itie, which are not feen bekiw; 
fo t'hat he only ribbed the out;ward Capita, which 
he thought lefs Gnthic than tp ftick it full of fuch 
little Lights, in tbr^e Stories, one above suiother^ 
as is in th«r Cupola of St« Pet4r% wl^ch couldi not 
without Dif&culty be mended^ arid if negkfied 
would foon. damage ^e TinibMr&»" 

The TnfiJe of this Cupola is paisAedy and richly 
decorated^ by th$t eminent kngltl^ Artifl Sk y<mui 
%hwnhill^ who ik) eight Compartments has repre- 
fented tbe principal Pafiages in the Hifloiry of St. 
jp6»/'sLife, itamely, his Converfioo; his piui tilling 
j^lyma^ the S< rcerer \Mth Bjindnefs i his preaching 
at Mhen$\ \^% curing the poor Cripple at LjfirM^ 
.and the Reverence thrive paid htm by the Prielhi of 
Jupiter as a God ; hi» Converfioli. of the Goakr; 
nis preaching at Ephefui^ and the burning the oaa* 
gic Sooks in Cotifeqirence of the Miracles he 
^herc wrought, hib Trial before Jfgrippa\ his 
Shipvi^reck^ on the I%ad o£ MiitA. or Mtitih.

and his MiJracle of the Viper. Thcfc Paintings 
ire all advantageoufly fcen by Means of a circular 
Opening, through which the Light is tranfmitted 
from the Lantern abote with admirable Effed, 
But as Sii^ Cbrifiopher was aware that Paintings, 
though ever fo excellent, are liable to Decay, it 
was his Intent to have beautified the Infide of his 
Cupola with the more durable Ornaments oi Mofaic 
Work, which ftrikc the Eye of the Beholder 
with amazing Luftre, and which, without the 
leaft Decay of Colours, is as durable as the Build- 
ing itfelf; but in this he was unfortunately over- 
ruled, though he had undertaken to procure four 
of the moft eminent Artifts iivthat ProfeiEon from 
Italy. ' 

The higheft or laft Stone, on the Top of the 
Lantern, Vas laid by the Hands^ of Chriftopher 
jyrerf^ the Surveyor's Son, in the Year 1710, in 
the presence of Mr. Strongj principal Mafon, hts 
-Son, and othttFree and Accephd Mafms^ who were 
chiefly employed in the Execution of the Work. 
^-Thus, fays my Author, was this mighty Fabric, 
lofty enough to be difcerned at Sea Eaftward, and 
at iVtndfor Wcftward, in the Space of 35 Years, 
begun and finiflied by one Archite<3, one princi- 
paf Mafon, Mr. Strongj and under one Bifhop of 
Lon^n, Df. Henry Compton ; and the Charge fup- * 
ported chiefly by a fmall and eafy Impofition on 
Sea-Coal : Whereas St. Peter*s at Romey the only 
Edifice that can come in Competition with it, 
continued in Building 145 Years, under i2 fuc- 
ceffive Architcds ; affifted by the Police and In- 
terefts of the Roman See ; attended by the beft 
Artifts of the World in Sculpture, Statuary, 
Painting, and Mofaic Work, and facilitated by 
the ready AcquHition of Marble from the neigh- 
bouring Quatries of TtvoK. 
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Wc have hitherto faid nothing in particular of 
the ingenious Mr. HiUy whowas chiefly employed 
in the Decorations i. nor of thofe fine Statues and 
Carvings of his, that add fuch Spirit and Beauty (o 
the Appearance of the Whole. At a proper Dif- 
tance the Eye is charmed with the lively Repre- 
fentation of St. Paufs Converfion, carved in Relief 
on the Pediment of the principal Front ; the ma- 
jeilic Figuie of St. Paul on the Apex of the Pedi- 
xnenty with St.^Pftir on his Right, and St. yames 
. pn his Left, liave a fine £fFe£i» The four £van- 
gelifts, with their proper Emblems on the FrcMit of 
the Towers, aje likewife very judicioufly difpofed 
and well executed. St. Mattbnv is difiinguiflied 
by an Ange], Su Mar^ by a Lion, St. £r«i^^ by 
an Ox, ar^d St. John by an Eagle. On the Pedi- 
ment over the North Portico, the royal Arms with 
the Regalia, fupported by Angels, are beautifully 
embofled ; and, left this View of the Cathedral 
ihould appear barren, the Statues of five of the 
Apoftles are placed, at proper Diftances, to entertaia 
the Sight. The Device on the Pediment, over the 
South Portico, o^ a Phoenix rifuig out of the 
Flames, with the Word Re^urgam underneath 
it, had perhaps it's Origin from an Incident which 
happened ^at the Beginning of the Work, and 
which was particularly remarked by the Accbited 
as a favourable Omen. The Incident wa$ this : 
When Sir Chrljiopher bimfelf had fet out upon- the 
Pkce the Dimenfions of the Building, and fixed 
upon the Center of the great -Dome, a CQinaioa 
Labourer was ordered to bring^ him a flat Stoae^ 
the firft he came at, from among the Rubbiifa, te 
leave as a Mark of Dlre£lion to the Mafons,^ The 
Stone which the Fellow brought and laid down for 
this Purpofe happenec) to he a Piece of Grave- 
ftone, with nothing remaining of the Infcription

but this fingle Word, in large Capitals, RESUR- 
GAM; a Circumftance which Sir Chri^pker ne- 
ver forgot. On this Side of the Building are like- 
wife five Statues, which take their Situation from 
that of St. AndreWy on the Apex of the Pediment 
juft mentioned. 

It remains now only to fpeak of the Dimenfion9 
of this new Fabric, and then to conclude our De« 
fcription of it. It's Dimenfions therefore from Eaflr 
to Weft, within the Walls, are 500 Feet; from 
North to South, within the Doors of the Porticos,' 
213 Feet; the Breadth, at the Entraoce) 100 Feec^* 
it's Circuit 2292 Feet ; it's Height within iia 
Feet ; to the Gallery of the Dome 208 Feet ; to 
the upper Gallery 276; the Diameter of tb^ 
Dome 108 Feet ; from thence to the top of the 
Crofs 64 Feet; of the Crofs from the Ball la 
Feet; the Diameter of the Ball fix. Feet j the 
Diameter of the Columns of the Porticos four 
F^fet; their Height 48 Feet; to the Top of the 
Weft Pediment, under the Figure of St. Paul^ i2Q 
Feet ; of the Towers, at the Weft Front, 2^0 Feet i 
and the Extent of the Ground-Plot whereon it 
fiands, two Acres, 16 Perches, 23 Yards, and one 
Foot. This yaft Fabric is furr ounded, at a propet 
Diftance, with ftrong Iron Pallifadoes, in Number 
about 2500 ; and in the Area of the grand Weft 
Front, on a Pedeftal of Excellent Workmanftiip^ 
ftands a Statue of Queen Jnuiy with proper De- 
corations. The Figures on the Bafe reprefent 
Britannia with her Spear, Galiia with a Crown in 
her Lap, Hibernia with her Harp, and America 
with her Bow ; all of the Workmanfliip of tho 
fame ingenious Statuary that performed the reft* 

This grand Cat;))edral, thus finiflied, as an ex- 
cellent Author obferves, <' is undoubtedly one of 
.;<5 ^^ <noft magnificent modern Buildings in Eu" 
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<< topi ; all the Parts pf which it is compofed are 
** fiiperlativelir beautiful and noUe. The North 
*' and South Fronts^ in particular, are very perfed 
^^ Pieces of Arcfaite£hire ; neither ought the Eaft 
^ to go without due i^pplaofe. The two Spares 
« at the Weft End are in a finiflied Tafte, and 
^ the Portico with the Afccnt, and the Dome that 
^^ rifes ill the Center of the Whole, afFord a very 
^ auguftandfurprtsiiigProfpefL'^ In (horr, in fur- 
veyingthisftupendoiis Monument of our Country's 
Genius, the Imagination is filled with a lofty Kind 
of Admiration, which no Building of le& Majefty 
and Grandeur can excite.

ENTERING atthe South Door, on your left 
Hand, are the Stairs by which you afcend the 
Cupola, to gratify your Curiofity with a Profped 
horn the Golden-Gallery, as it is called, of the 
River, City, and Country round ; which in a clear 
Day dlfcovers the moft pleafing Variety in the 
World. You arrive at this Gallery by 534 Steps, 
260 of which are fo eafy that a Child may afcend 
them; but thofe abov^ are un^Ieafant, and in feme 
Places exceeding dark, particularly between the 
^Brick Cone already fpokcn of, and the outer Cafe 
of the Dome ; but what Light you have, affords you 
an amasingProofofthe Architeift*s wonderful Con- 
trivance. From the firft Gallciy you have a fine 
Profped, with which many remain fatisfied, and 
never attempt to go any bighen ' 
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In your Defcent you will be invited to fee the 
Whifpering-Galleiy, gnd it is from hence yoUr 
have the moft advantngeous View of the fioeP^iiHt--- 
iagp in the Cufiela.: To this G^Uery there is an^ 
eafy Afcent, for per^ns of N0IQ9 hy a moft b.Qauu*^ 
ful Flight of St^iri) not to^be exceeded^ Hik^ 
Sounds are enlarged to an asiauag Degree jr tho 
(hutting ofthe Ooor feea)$ m loud as Thunider at 
a Diftancei the leaft Wbifper is heard lomni thei 
whole Circumference; and one Perfon fpeaking 
againfttbe Wall, on this Side, appears to b^pr^. 
fent to another on the other Side, though thevW^ 
tancer between them is no kfa than 143 Feet. This^ 
will afford an Idea bow the Oracles of old may 
have been ddivered^ and the World, by the Art of. 
the Builder, in the Formation of their Idolatrous 
Temples^ impofed upon. 

The next Thing you are invited to fee is the^ 
Library, the 'Flooring whereof is indeed the greats 
eft Curiofity in it, for that ia moft. artfully xolaid, 
without either Nails or Pegs, like, the framing of 
a £illijv^*Table« Tbe Books are neither numeroun 
nor valuable ; but the Waiofcotting and Cafes foe 
their Reception, want neither Elegatice uor Con* 
venience. There i» here a fine Painting of Biihop 
Comptitn^ under whom, as has been £ud> the Ga^ 
thedral wai ^k. 

The next Curiofity is the fine Model ^icb 
Sir Chrifii^hir Wrm firft caufed to be made, in 
order to have built the new Cathedral in every 
Hefpe^l like it. It is a Miftake. that this Model 
was taken from St. Peter\ at Rom^ i it was Sir 
ChriJiopher*s own Invention^ laboufoi with much 
Study, and, as he thought,, finifhed with good 
Succefs. Pity it is, that io valuable a Fragment of 
the utmoft Exertion of this great Man's Genius, ' 
(bould be fuffered to run to Decay, 
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You are likewife afked to fee the great Bell, ih 
the South Tower, which weighs 84 C. Weight. 
On this Bell the Hammer of the great Clock firOces 
th€ flour, and on lefier Bells the Quarters are 
ft^uck. ' But the Sbund c^ both is fo exceffively loud, 
that tender eai's are much afS^ded if either hap« 
pens to ftrike while near them. The found of the 
great Bell is faid to have been heard as far z^JVind-^ 
firy and a Soldier upon Duty there, m the Dead of 
Night, being found afleep, ab his Officer believed, 
cfeaped Puniftment by telling him he was only at- 
tentively liftening to St. PauN Clock, which had 
jyft firuck thirteen; the Officer thought it a Mat- 
ter worth Enquiry, and met with a Confirmation 
of the Fa£t by Officers as well as Soldiers on Duty 

You are alfo {hewn the Geometry Stairs, as they 
are called, the' Steps of which are fo artfully con- 
trived as to hang, as it were, together, without any 
vifible Support. There is nothing novel In this, 
and yet this Manner of Building may be fald to be 
the farthefl Limits that the Geometric Powers have 
hitherto been carried into Pradice. 

Laftly, you are fhewn the Colours which were 
taken from the French at Loutjburgh^ in the Year 
1758? and bung up in the Body of the Cathedral, 
over the great Weftern Entrance, on Wcdnefday 
the 6th of September the fame Year: They confift 
of One Artillery Standard, white and gold; One 
Pair of Spamjb Ragged Staves; One Pair of Swlp 
Enfign Colours,' green and white ; Two Pair of 
Enfign Colours, blue and whiter and Two Staves 
without Cotewsw 
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Of the Carving in the Infide. 

BESIDES the Choir, the Stalls of which are in- 
deed ytry beautifully carved, and the other 
Ornaments equal in Point of Workmanfliip to any 
Thing of the Kind, there is a Morning-prayer Cha- 
pel in this Cathedjral, where divine Service is per- 
formed every Day," 5««//^y' excepted, the Front of 
which has a magnificent Screen of carved Wain* 
fcot that has been particularly admired by the beft 
Judges, as has the, Carvmg of the ftately Figurei 
that adorn theOrgan^Cafe; hut, amidft all thefe 
feveral Beauties, fomething feems ftill to be want- 
ing to render the Whole complete. **The open- 
ing through the prefent-bcautrftil Range of Stulls, 
Jays a judicious Cr/|/V, mighf havetsrsiinateil in a 
much morc-magmJErceirt-Alcbve than we iiee thett 
at "pitfent, adornid with sjU- the Elegance and 
Profufiondf Deceratioir; tfte'* Altar flwtiH-ltavfc 
been; raifed of the lichefL Mirble, in the moft cx|- 
penfive Tafte^ that it miglK have been of ft Piece 
'with the Reft of ^e Churcb^ and terminated th^ 
View ef the Whole with ill the Graces of the 
moft luxuriant Imagination. , All the intermediate 
Spaces fhould havefbeeh filleid ap with the nobleft 
Htftorical Paintings 5 -rfj tHe Majefty of Friae- 
Work, Cornices, and Carving, heightened with 
the moft coftly Guildinga, Should have been lavtflied 
to adorn it; and ope grand Flow of magnificent 
Curtain depended from the Windows- to- finifli the 
Whole." But notwithftan'ding all thefe Obje6tions, 
and more that have been ftarted, we will venture 
to conclude, that for l^oftinefs and Grandeury

London exifted at the Time of the Roman laviifion, 
s manifeft from the Silence of p^ concerning 
t; for he who came to inform himfelf of the Man- 
tiers, Cuftoms, and Country of the Jnci^t'&riidnSf 
in order totranfmlt to Poftcrity what he thought 
memorable amongft them, would hardly have 
pafled oyer fo remarkable .a .part as their capital 
City, without propejc Noiicei huttherje are other 
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corrobor$iting Proofs of this Fd^, for which I muft 
refer my Readers to more voluminous Trafis« If, 
therefore, London appears to be a Roman City, it 
will be no improbajble Conjedure that London* 
Stone was the Center, from whence they extended 
it's Dimenfions, and might ferve likewife for 2 
Golden 'Stone, as they were ufed to call the 
Standard at which they began to compute their 
Miles. I find of my Opinion, in this Particular, 
Mr. Mmtland^ Author of the Htfiorj -^f Londojiy 
arid Sif Chri/iopber Jrren^ who'grptinded hts Con- 
leAure upon Proofs which are no|t cv.ery Day to 
De obtained J ifbr, after the great Conflagration in 
166^, being employed to rebuild moft of the 
Churches in the Cfty, he then had an Opportunity 
of difcovering and tracrng the ancient Boundaries 
of London^ With a greater jNiccty than is ever to 
bc''expc6led agairii On ^IcAring the Foundations 
^t St, ^Afary U Bow- 'in Cheaply he found, upon 
bpening the Grround, the WaHsjVith the Windows 
€ilfo, and Pavement of a Romwt Temple, entirely 
buried under the Lerel of the prefent Street. This 
Temple flood about 40 Feet backwards, but hav- 
ing Occaflontb bring the Steeple of the new 
Church to ttngt witli the "high Street, he agani be- 
gan to* dig through ^ tfhe Made^groirndV till at 18 
Feet deep, to tiis Surpriz^^ he'dlTc^vercd a Roman 
Caufeway of rough Stonc^foui^ Fefet-thick, clofc 
and well-rammed, witt!

mer Name, and Hdl^ and lMad^$' are now 
difufed. • .

• Thi« ingentoua Gentlemsm was Son to SirCHRtsTO-i. 
E»HER WMn, but the WorJc tnihisi JLiiV-Tim« remaamcf uh* 
aubliflied, and -has lately been p«biiih<kd by his-.Grandfoti* 
Stephen sWrek, Elq* and contains many valuable Paiv 
iculars, without the Help of which our HiSTORT of St* 
Paul's muft hare been very incomplete* 
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Over the Capital is an Iron Balcony, encompaffiug 
a Cone ri Feet high, fupporting a biasing Urn of 
gilt Brafs. Within is a large Stair-Cafe of black 
MarbTe, containing 345 Steps, each 10 Inches and 
a Half broad, and fix Inches thick. The Weft 
Side of thePedeftatis^dofned with a currous Em- 

'blem in Alt Relief, denoting the Deftru<9ion and 
Reftoration of the City. The Firft female Figure 
reprefents the City of London^ fitting in Ruins in a 

Hair 
dilhevelkd, and hrr/Hand carelefly lying, on her 
Sword.. Behind liTtjney gradually ratling her up. 
liX her Side a: Woman gently touching her with 
piie Hand, wnilft a winged Scepter in the , other 
difefls her to regard the Goddeffes in the Clouds, 
one with a Cornupiae denoting Plenty, the other 
with a Palm Branch, the Embleni of Peace. At 
her Feet a Bee-t Hive, fhe wing that by Induftrjr and 
Application the greateft Misfortunes zre to be 
overcome. . Behind Timt are Citizens, exulting at 
his Endeavours to reflor^ her ; and beneath>, in ihc 
Midft of the Ruins, is a Dragon, who, as Suppor- 
ter of the City Arms, with his Paw endeavours to 
preferve the fame. Oppofite the City, on an ele- 
vated Pavement, flands ^e King in a Rpman Ha* 
^//, -with a Laurel o^ his Head and a^ Truncheon 
]n( his Hand; and, approaching her„ jconamands 
three of his Attendants to defcend to her Rdief: 
The Jirfi reprefents the Sciences^ with a winged 
Head and Circle of naked Boys dancing thereon, 
and holding Nature in her Hand, with her niAne- 
i-ous Breafts ready to give Affiftance to all ; the 
ffcond x^Arcbite^urt^ wi^h a Plan in.ooieHand, 

" and a Square and Pair of CompaiTes in the other; 
and the third is^Liberty^ waving a Hat in the Air, 
fiiewing her Joy at^ the pleafing Profpeft of the 
City*s fpecdy Recovery, Behind the King ftands 

bis 
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his Brother, 'the Di;ke of Yoriy with a Garland 
in one Hand to crown the rifing City, and a Sword 
in the other for her Defence. And the two Fi- . 
gures behind are JujHct and Fottitude 5 the former 
wth a Coronet, and the latter with a reined Lion% 
And under the royal Pavement, in a Vault, lieth 
Envy gnawing a Heart, and inceflantly emitting 
peftiferous Fumes from her envenomed Mouth. 
And, in the apper Part of the Plinth, the Re- 
conftrudion of the City is reprefented by Builders 
and Labourers at Work upon Houfes. 

Oft the North Side of the Pedcttal is a Lafin In- 
fcriptlon thus rendered : " In the if ear of Chrift 
1666, Sepu 2, Eaflward from hence, at the Dif- 
tance of 202 Feet, the Height of this Column, -k 
terrible Fire broke out about Midnight i which, 
driven on by a high Wind, not only wafted the 
adjacent Parttf, but alfo very remote Places, with 
incredible Crackling and Fury, tt confumed S^ 
Churches, the City 6ates, Guildbatt^ many pub;^ 
lie Stru£iures,. Hofpitals, Schools, Librarjies, t 
vaft Number of ftately Edifices, 13000 Dwelling- 
Houfes, and 40O Streets, Of the 26 Wards it 
utterly deftroyed fifteen, and left eight others 
Ihattered and half burned« . The Ruins of the City 
were 436 Acres from the Ttower^ by the Thames 
Side^ to the Temple Church ; and from the North 
Eaft, along the Wall, to Holborn- Bridge. To the 
Edates ' and Fortuned of the Citizens it was mer- 
cilefs, but to their Lives very favourable, that it 
might in all Things refemUe the laft Conflagration 
of the World. The DeftruAion was fuddcn ; for 
in a fmall Space of Time the City was feen moft 
Bourifliing, and reduced to nothing. Three Days 
after, when this fatal Fire had baffled all human 
Counfels and Endeavours,, in the Opinion of all, 
C it 
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it flopped, as it, were by a Command from HetveO} 
and was oq every Side extinguiflied.f' 

The Infcription on the South Side is tranfiated 
thus: .^^ Charles the Second^ Son of Cbarlis tie 
*• Mwrtyr^ King of Great-Britain^ France<, and 
'* Ireland^ Defender of the Faith, a moft gracious 
** Prince, commiferating the deplorable Scate of 
*' Thines, whilft the Ruins were .yet fmoakiflg, 
^* provided for the Comfort of his Citizens, and 
^* Ornaments of his City ; remitted their Taxes, 
'^* and referred the Petition of the Magiftrates and 
** Inhabitants to Parliament; who immediately 
*' paiTed an Ad, that public Works fliould be 
*' reftored to greater Beauty with public Money, 
** to be raifed by an Impoft on Coals ^ that 
«' Chuiches, and the Cathedral of St. PauH Ihall 
^< be rebuilt from their Foundations with all Mag- 
^* nificence ; that Bridges, Gates, and Prifons 
^ ibouldbe new made, the Sewers clean/ed, the 
'* Streets made ftreight and regular; fucb as were 
** fteep levelled, and thofe too narrow to be made 
'^ wider. Markets and Shambles removed to fepa- 
♦* rate Places, They alfp ena^ed, that every Houfe 
'* fhould be built with Party Walls,, and all in 
'* Front raifed of equal Heighth, and thofe Walls 
^* all of fquare Stone or Brick; and that no Man 
*^ ihould delay building beyond the Space of feven 
** Years. Moreover, Care was taken by Law, 
*^ to prevent all Suits about their Bounds. Affo 
*^ anniverfary Prayers were enjoined ; and to per- 
♦' petuate the Memory hereof to Pofterity, -they 
*' caufed this Column to be ere^d. The jVotk 
«( was carried on with Diligence, and London is 
<* reftored ; but whether with greater Speed or 
** Beauty, may be- made a Queftion- At three 
** Y^ars Time the World faw that finiflicd, which 
** was fuppofed to be thVBufincfs of an Age."

*< bleft modern Column in the World \ nay^ in 
** fome RefpeAs, it may jufily vie with tbofc cele- 
<^ brated ones of Antiquity which are confecrated 
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•« to the Names of Tngan^ and Antonim ♦. *No- 
*^ tbifig can fe^ ffitt^ boU and'fiirpri£iiig» nttMag 
** more beautiful and haanonious. The Bas Re* 
^« lief at the Bafef, allowing for fome fmall De- 
** feds, is finely imagHiod, an^ €ge«:uted as welt ; 
^' and nothing material can be cavijled with but 
** the Infcriptions round it.** Thcfe Sir Chrtft&fher 
Wren had prepared in a more MafcuHne Style> as 
appears by the Par^falia fo often quoted^ but 
was over«f uled.

W^Cap^ E have already tAtn Notice, that the 
1^ w y^ ancient Bouodaries of LvndM were very 
^ }fi narrow, and that no Wall was at firft 
im?S!l^M thought neceflary for it's Defence ; be^ 
ing bounded on the South by the River Thames^ 
on the Weft by the River FUeti on the North by 
a deep Moraft; and on the £aft by a River 
qallcd the Rivir rf IFeUsy now ff^aa-broei. No 
Wonder, therefore, that a Spot thus fortified by 
Nature fliould invite the Romans to make Choice of 
it for the principal Seat of their Government \ but 
notwithftanding thefe Advantages, being furprized 
by the ancient Brito^y under the Command of Boa* 
dkiOy and having their Intrenchments forced, their 
Infant Coloi^y burned, and the greateft Part of it*» 
Inhabitants maflacred ^ when they had again fub^ 
dued their Enemies, they then re-aflumed their for* 
mer Refidence, and, charmed with the happy Situ* 
ation of it, detern>ined to render it fecure from any 
future Ravages of the Natives, by enlarging it's Li^ 
mits,furroimding it with an impregnable Wall, fbr-^ 
lified with Towers, and making it acceffible only by 
firong Gates. At what Time thbhapp^^d does not 
C^ certainly 
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certainly appear, nor indeed how far the firft Wall 
cxtenJed, particularly towude the Norths butM* 
ibora imaoiiMdlf ag ree, AfttMoeotly ^bei« w«i» 
but four Gates by which the lUmM City could be 
entered $ three of tbelji ifere fcqr latdy remaining -f 
but Dourgati being utterly demoltlhed, the fimilar 
Nafne of P0wmfit is ail|hati9}«ft to^«tera|ineit^. 
$!t«atioii« Inrfocefs 0f Tirnt, as the Tsade «f 
the City encreafed. Gates were multiplied; and 
there were, within thefe few. Years, no Icfs than fe- 
ven, befidet thePoftern onTnvtr-Hiff^ and the 
£r^/ Gattf both of whifh were of great Anti^iiity. 
iht^Pf/ieru Gati wasereded foon after, the 0>n- 
queft I but Richardl. refelving to enlarge the Twxr 
rfLmthn with an addktonal Porrifieatiofi, ^t Fart 
of the City Wkll extending from thenee to this 
Gate, in Length about lOO Yards, was pulled dowri^ 
with fhe Gate itfelf, which was never afterwaids 
rebuilt. This happened about the Year. 1440, 

Alfigtae^ which was^ fituated 1462 Feet -to the 
Northward of this Poftern, is univerfallvaJicHre^ to 
hai/e been one of the four original Gates of the 
Roman City ; but, b^g very ruihous, in 1 6c6 it was 
pulled down and rebuilt. In digging under the 
Ruins after it's being firft pulled down, fraie Rmum 
Coii)6 were difcovered, twoof whidi Mr. Bemd^ the 
Surveyor, caufed to be coppied on Stone, and placed 
on the Eaft Front of a new Gate, on each Side 
the Pafiagf • In 1734, a Water Cpnduit «t the 
fiouth Eaft Angle of it was pulled d^|si, and two 
Houfes built in it^s Room ; and at tnlT fame Time 
a Poftem was mad^ in the South Ead of the Gate, 
for the Convenience of Foot Paffengers.— The 
Apartments over this Gate were for the Vie of 
fbroe of the Lord Mayor's Officers ; but the Whole 
. has very jatcly been taken ddwn, by Order cif the 
Lord Mayors and Common-Council* 
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£/^y^^/;, which was fituate 1440 Feet to the 
North Weft of the forn^er, le by fome fuppoTed t6 
k«v« (»ef n bu4It by Erkuwifald^ Bifliop of XMri^^r, ia 
t*i« 7th Century) and by others by ff^^Uiam thg Nor^* 
man^ another Bithop of Lmdm^ \^io Years later; 
fceace it took k's Name of Bi/h9^aie. In 155x1 
being imich deeayed, tht Anfefttic Cmpm^hegtin to 
prepare Maitei4als for rebuilding it; btit that Com- 
{>any being foon after diflblved, the Cftfe pf it re-^ 
verted to the Oity^ who propped it up till the Year 
'I73*» when it was forced to be taken down and 
ffe-ereftcd 5 but is nov(f quite dcftroycd. 

M$orgaii was 1664 Feet to thp Weft ward of 
Bijkopfgate^ andvwas erefied in 1415/ after Jr^^r^ 
ariu$i the then Lord Mayor fa^ drained all that 
Traft of Ground to the Morth of the Cfty now 
caHed Mwi^fUlis. This was one of the moft mag 
nificent Gates of the City, and had two Boftcrns 
for the Convenienty of Foot Pafferieers, and fine 
Apartments for the Ufe of the Lord Maycw's Ofi- 
ficers 5 but- thofe, and the Gate likcwife, were 
lately pulled down. 

Crlffiegttti was J032 {"eet from Mowgaie^zrA 
is fuppofed by Maitknd to be one of the four OriV 
ginal Roman Gates, in Preference to AlderfgaU^ 
which 8tow^ ahd almoft all the other Crty Anti- 
quarians, have adopted. The Name of QrippUgafe 
feems >>f modern Datc^ and' given iffrom the Num- 
ber of Crippks.that refortcd thither to beg. I find 
nothing ceniitil^foncerning it's firft Ereaion ; anjl 
therefore fliart juft fake Notice, that, it v^as repair- 
ed at the City's Charge in 1663, when a new 
Poftcm was added to it ; but that and the Gate 
arc now entirely demolifted. The Apartments 
over it did belong to the Wajer-BaHiff; * 

Aiierfgate was 1265 Feet to the Soujb Weft^of 
Cripphgaiiy and, by Reaf©n of it^s Namr, is by 
Suw fuppofed to be of greater Antiquity; and 
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indeed I • cannot help being oF his Opinion ; 
for JUer or Oldir-GaU is certainly of Saxen £ty« 
mology^ and was no Doubt given it as a Mark of 
Senionty. This Gate was built in 1617, and af- 
ter the Fire of Lendm repaired and b^Mitified ia 
1676 ; bat is now quite puUed down. The Apart- 
9Beot8 formerly belonged tt the Common Cryer. 
. NewgaU is 1037 Feet South Weft of where Al- 
iiffgait ftoody and is by Maitkmd thought to be the 
fourth Original Gate^ in Oppofition to moft other 
Antiquarians, who take Luigate to have been the 
original one. The Reafon on which he grotuids his 
Opinion, is, bec»»fe in digging a Foundation for 
the prefent HtUmm^bridge^ the Tracea of a lE*- 
num Miliury Wayt which he calls the WauUng- 
Strata were dilcoveredy pointing diredly to N^uf* 
gatii but the Name of Newgatt I take to be a 
fuller Proof of it's Juniority, than any that can be 
founded on fuch uncertain Conjc&ures. For fiip*- 
pofing, what he feems to lay great Strefs upon, 
^hat this Gate was only repaired and not ongmzWj 
built in the Time of Htnry IIL and t>iat, inftca^ 
pf NewgaU^ it was anciently called Cbamberlajn' 
gate\ yet I can hardly believe, that our Anceftors, 
upon that Reparation, would have diChonoured 
jone of the oldeft Gates of the City with a Neva 
Name, We have no Authpritv for any fuch Suppor 
fition* Befides, were it any Part of the Bufine&o^ 
^thisBook to enter into the Difpute^ I think Proofe 
enough might be drawn from Mmdand'% own 
Hiftory, to eftablifh the Point in favour of Lud- 
gate. The Date of the prefent Gate, however, 
is of no greater Antiquity than the Fire of LsndsBj 
when it was rebuilt with greater Strength andMag- 
nificence than any other Gate in London^ being ap- 
propriated to the Purpofes of Imprifosment, as 
iNreli of Traitors as of Felons and Debtors. How 

Biuch 
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much longer it will continue Handing I cannot 
inform ray Readers; there having been many 
Schemes formed, and Plans dr^wn, to have a new 
Goal buijt for the above Purpofes in a more con^j 
vcnient Place. 

Ludfrate which is the firft of the City Gatr$ 
that wa$ pulled down» to make the City have a 
grander Appearance, wa$ but 797 Feet fropn New^ 
Mte^ and took it's Name (as by the Starves of King 
jLud and his two Sons, which wepeerediied upon ity 
ibould fcem)from a Britijh Prince, pf that Name, 
it's Founder, (^glaad has refuted this fabulous On* 
gin, and with more Reafon derives it's Name from 
ihzSaxon'Woxd Flud^ VkeU Floete^ qt Fleets whicK 
implies a fmall Water-Courfc, as the River Fle$t 
undoubtedly was at that Time^ and but a little 
Diflance from it. And here | cannot help obferving 
fpmething chara£ieriftic in the Name pf the fpur 
original "Gates, Lud or Flud-gau^ Dmr^gati^ 
Ald'gate^ and Alder-gaU^ are all un<|ueftionab)y 
of Sax»n Derivation \ whereas the other Gates* 
Newgate^ CrippUgate^ Maargate^ and Bijbopfgati^ 
are vifibly more modern. I own from this Obfer- 
vation^ which I am inclined to think not altogether 
vifionary, a Doubt arifes with n^e whether tbi: 
Antiquity of any of the Q^t^s, or of the Walts 
themfelves, as we. have now traced ^henn, rif^s 
higher than the Saxon Times. That Part of the 
Wall which ran from Bijhopjgait to Cripplegfm^ 
was confef&dly a new Work, comparatively fpeak* 
ings becauie the great Moor itfelf, on which ft 
fiood, was drained but in 1414, as has been fufficj- 
cntly proved. Apd Woodward^ in his Pr^fent Stat4 4/ 
London J has (hewn, that the Foundation ^nly of th^t 
Part of the City Wall, frorfi -B^^^^^f onwards 
to the Soiith Eaft, lately beatdoyro to make W^y 
for new Buildings, was ^amani << befng alter- 
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*• nately compiled, as be obfervciy of Laycfs of 
•* broad flat Bricks, cxaflly of the iSinvi^m Stmir 
-** ard^ and of Rag-ftone, cemented with a Mor- 
*^ tar fq very firm and hard that the Stone itfelf as 
" caffly gave Way as that/' Whereas thcSo- 
pcrftrudurr, though carried up of the faose Thick- 
nefs, was neither of fuch elegant Workmanflupy 
nor fuch good Mortar; nor was there one of the 
broad thin Reman Bricks to be found in any Part 
of the upper Wall. 

The Foundation here ipoken x>f was about 
nine Feet under Ground : Hence it appears that 
the Homan Works, by whatever Means it has hap- 
pened, was funk fo far below the prefent Surface of 
the City, as no*wherc to be dircovcied but by dig- 
ging, and this being only partial^ in diS^rent Pla- 
ces, and at different Times, no certain Concluiions 
can be dri^wn from the Parts thus acchfentalty 
brought to Light, except more Care and Patris> as 
well as Charge, were beftowed in examining 
iheir Courfe, and determiniAg their Extent. In- 
deed, if feme public fpirited Magiftrate .fliould 
arifc, who being himfelf excited by a laudable De- 
fire of promoting Dtficov^ries of this Kind, would 
give Encouragement tola certain Number of inge- 
nious Workmen to emplov their Timg in fuch 
Purfuits, I make no Queftion, but by a careful 
Comparifoo of the Difcoveries that have already 
keen iHtde, with thofe that might foon be made, 
the Limits of the Raman City would ftill be made 
appear, and the Point decided hpw much our Soxvh 
Anceftors owed to their Prcdeceflbrs the Romans^ 
and what the Norman Invaders owed to both ; or, 
in other Words, where each left off*, and the other 
began; a Matter, it muft be owned^ rather of 
Curiofity than Ufe. 
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From where Ludgati ftood, there is little of the 
Old Wall remaining; but the Meafurem^nts of the 
ancient Line are thus preferved : From Ludgait to 
Fleet' D'lHhy weftward, is 450 Feet; from thence to 
the ^Vittihttmesy 780 Feet; and from Flat^DltA^ 
eafl; vizard, to the White IwiDer^ to which the City 
Wall was imct#ntly joined, 5950 Feet; fo that the 
whole Ciroimtetnce of the City within t^e Walls 
is jiiil three Miles and 1 65 Feet« That the City was 
formerly walled on the South Side along the River 
^hames^ appears from Fit% Stephens^ a Writer in 
the .Time of Henry I|. who fays, that the Wall on 
the North was in the Form of a Bowj and on the 
South like the String of it; and further, that the 
Ebbing and Flowing of the Thames had then whol- 
ly waihed it down on that Side. 

The firft building of the City Wall is fixed by 
Maitland to the /Era of Theodojius in 368 ; by 
others to that of Hellena^ Mother of Conjlantine^ 
about 60 Years earlier; but by Stow^ to the Year 
^34 ; about which Time the City took the Name 
ot Augujia. In 839 the old Wail was demoli(h- 
ed ; in 886 reftored ; in 994 and 1016 it was 
much injured by the Danesj^ but in 12 15 repair- 
ed by the Barons, who, as Authors fiy, plunder* 
cd and dennolifhed the Houfes of the Jews^ and 
with the -Stones repaired the City Walls; and in- 
deed a late Difcovery of a Stone, with and old JKr- 
brew Infcription upon it, found in the old Wall on 
the Backfide of Bethlimy fcems to confirm this 
Faft. 

Among the Gates formerly belonging to the Ci- 
ty, the Bridge^Gate has been accounted one; but as 
it never could belong' to the Walls I fee no Reafon 
for extending it's Antiquity, as fome have done, 
beyond the Mr2L of the Bridge.
